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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



Many of the early voyages to the Spanish posses- 
sions ill South America, ore open to the charge of 
having been conducted more upon buccaneering 
principles, than on those that should guide nations 
in their intercourse with each other. 

Even Sir Francis Drake, on his return Irom one 
of the most memorable, endured the mortification 
of being considered little better than a pirate, and 
it required all the honors conferred on him by 
Queen Elizabeth, to set him right in public 
opinion. 

This is not the proper place to discuss the 
question^ whether England was justified in allow- 
ing such expeditions to leave her shores; it ia 
suiiicicnt to state, that our author is not liable 
to any animsidveraion, as his voyage was undertaken 
under the authority of the Queen's commission; and 
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his conduct was marked througliout by huniacily 
fmd benevolence. 

We can hardly appreciate too highly the ad- 
venturous daring of these early navigators ; but 
while we give due credit to them for attempting 
such long voyages into almost unknown 8eas, in 
vessels of small burthen, wc must not imagine that 
they were utterly unprovided for the nature of the 
expected service : on the contraiy, great care seems 
have been taken both in selecting proper crews, and 
in pix>viding them with everything needful. 

Sir Richard Hawkins, at page 12, alludes generally 
to his own pre|)arationB ; and we read in the ac- 
counts of Sir Francis Drake's expedition, "that his 
vessels were plentifully furnished with all manner of 
provisions aad necessaries for so long and danger- 
ous a voyage ; and such as served only for ornament 
and delight were likewise not forgotten. For this 
purpose he took with him very expert musicians 
for several instruments. His furniture of all kinds 
was rich and sumptuous ; all the vessela for hia 
table, and many in the cook-room, being of pure 
silver, curiously wrought, and many other things 
whereby the magnificence of his native country 
might be displayed." 
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We find even more detail in the North West 
Fo.r, or Foxjrom the North-west passage, LondoD, 
1635 ; a work professing to give an account of all 
Northern voyagers, commencing with King Arthur, 
and ending with Captain Luke Fox. We quote 
from the preface to the latter vojag-e : — 

" The ship of bis Majesties, was (of iny own 
chasing, and the beat for condition and quality^ 
especially for this voyage, that the world could 
afford), of burthen eighty tonnes, the number of 
men twenty, and two boyes, and by all our cares 
was sheathed, corJaged, builded, and repaired ; all 
thbgs being made esactlyreadyagainst an appointed 
time. My greatest care was to have my men of 
godly conversation, and such as their years, of time 
not exceeding thirty-five, had gjiined good experi- 
ence, that I might thereby be the better assisted, 
especially by such as had been upon those frost- 
biting voyages, by which they were hardened for 
indurance, and could not so soone be dismayed at 
the sight of the ice. For beardless younkers, 1 
knew as many as could man the boate was enough; 
and for all our dependances was upon God alone, 
for I had neither private ambition or vaine glory. 

"And all these things I had contractedlydone by 
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the master, wardens, and assistants of tlie Trinity 
Houso. For n lieutenant I had no use ; but it 
grieved me much that I could not get one man that 
had been on the same voyage before, by whose 
counsaile or discourse I might better have shunned 
the ice. I was victualled compleatly for eightecne 
months; but whether the baker, brewer, butcher, 
and other, were master of their arts, or profossoi-s 
or no, I know not ; but this I am sure of, I had 
excellent fat beefe, strong beere, good wheateu 
bread, good Iceland ling, butter and cheese of the 
best, admirable sackc and aqua-vita;, peaae, aat- 
meale, whcat-meale, oyle, spice, sugar, fruit, and 
rice; mth chyrugorie, as sirrups, julips, condits, 
trechissea, antidotes, balsoma, gummes, unguents, 
implaisters, oyles, potions, suppositors, and purging 
pills; and if 1 wanted instruments, my chyrugiun 
had enough. My carpenter was fitted from the 
thickest bolt to the pumpc nayle, or tacket. The 
gunner, from the sacor to the pistol. The boat- 
swaine, from the cable to the saylc twine. The 
steward and cooke, from the caldron to the spoone. 
" And for books, if I wanted any I was to blame, 
being bountifully furnisht from the treasurer with 
money to provide me, especially for those of study 
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there would be no leisurcj nor was there, for I 
found work enough." 

Besides this abuudant preparation of all things 
needful for the body, rules for good discipline were 
not wanting, which we also transcribe, considering 
they have some relation to the matter in hand. 

"May 7, anno 1631. — The voyage of Captaine 
Luke Fox, in bis Majesties pinnace the Charles^ 
burthen seventy tonnes, twenty men» and two 
Loyes, victuals for eighteen months, young Sir 
John Wolstenholme being treasurer. 

" Orders and articles for civill government, to be 
duly observed amongst us in this voyage. 

** Forasmuch as the good successe and prosperity 
of every action doth consist in the due service and 
glorifying of God, knowing that not only our being 
and preservation, but the prosperity of all our 
actions and enterprizes doe immediately depend 
upon His Almighty goodness and mercy; of which 
this being none of the least, eyther of nature or 
quality. For the better governing and managing 
of this present voyage, la his Majesties ship the 
Cliorles^ bound for the North-west Passage, towards 
the South Sea, May 7, 1631, as followeth:— 

" 1. That all the whole company, as well oflicers 
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as others, shall duly repaire every day t>Wce. at the 
call of the bell, to heare publike prayers to be read 
(such as are authorized by the Church), and that in 
a godly and devout manner, as good Christians 
ought. 

" 2. That no man shall swear by the name of 
God, "nor use any prophane oath, or blaspheme his 
holy name, upon pain of severe punishment. 

" 3. That no man shall speak any vile or unbe- 
seeming word, against the honour of his Majestic, 
our dread soveraigne, his lawea or ordinances, or 
the religion established and authorized by liira here 
in England, but as good subjects shall duly pray 
for hiin. 

" 4. That no man shall speafee any doubtful! or 
' despairing words against the good successe of the 
voyage, or make any doubt thereof, eyther in pub- 
lique or private^ at his messe, or to his watch-mate, 
or shall make any question of the skill and know- 
ledge eyther of superiour or inferior olficcp, or of 
the undertakings ; nor shall offer to combine agfunst 
the authority thereof, upon tlio paine of severe 
punishment, as well to him tliat shall first heare and 
conceale the same, as to the first beginner. 

" 5. That no man do offer to filch or stcale any 
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of the goods of the ship or company, or doe offer 
to breflke into hould, there to take his pleasure of 
such provisions as are layd in general] for the wliole 
company of the ship; nor that any officer appomted 
for the charge and oversight thereof, doe other wayes 
tlmn shall be appointed him, but sliall every man 
bee carefiill for the necessary preservation of the 
victuall and fuell conteyned in the hould ; and that 
also every officer bo so carefaU of his store, as hce 
must not be found (upon examination) to deserve 
punishment. 

*' 6. That no man doe grumble at his allowance 
of victuall, or steale any from others, nor shall give 
cross language, eyther to superior or equal, in re- 
viling words or daring speeches, which do tend 
to the inflaming of blood or inraging of choller; 
remembering tliis also, that a stroke or a blow is 
the breach of his Majesties peace, and may not want 
his punishment therefore, as for other reasons. 

" 7. That at the boatswaiue'a call, all the whole 
company shall appeare alrove decke, or else that his 
mate fetch up presently all such sloathfull persons, 
eyther with rope or cudgell, as in such cases deserves 
the same. The quarter-masters shall look into the 
steeridge, while the captains, masters, and mates arc 
at dinner, or at supper. 
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" 8. That all men dudy observe the watch, as 
well at anchor as under sayle, and at the discharge 
thereof, the boatswalnc or his mate shall call up the 
other ; all praising God together, with psalme and 
prayer. And so committing our selves, both soules 
and bodies, ship and goods, to God's mercifull pre- 
servation, wee beseech him to steere, direct, and 
guide ns, from the beginning to the end of our 
voyage: which hee malic prosperous unto us. 
Amen." 

Sir Richard Hawkins followed the i>rofo88ion of 
a seaman from an early age. Brought up in stir- 
ring times, under the eye of his father, one of the 
most experienced naval commanders of his time, 
he appears to have inherited a knowledge of sound 
principles of discipline, and to have become imbued 
with that indomitable courage, tempered with pru- 
dence, essential to the character of a good sea 
officer. In 1688, Captain Hawkins commanded the 
SwaUoWj a Queen's ship of three hundred and sixty 
tons, and assisted in her at the destruction of the 
Spanish armada. He appears at that period to 
have attained a certain consideration, as he was 
employed as Queen's Commissioner, to settle some 
prize claims. He next undertook the voyage the 
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history of nvhicli is recounted in tlic fullowing pages. 
After his return from his detention In the South 
Seas, wc find him, in 1620, in the Vanguard, of 
six hundred and sixty tons, vice-admirall of Sir 
Robert Mansel's expedition against the Algerinea. 
He died suddenly shortly afterwards. 

Admiral Buniey, in his History of Voyages and 
Discoveries in the South Seas, alluding to this work, 
says, *' it might with propriety have been entitled a 
book of good counsel ; many of his observations 
being unconnected with the voyage he is relating, 
but his digressions are ingenious and entertaining, 
and they frequently contain useful or curious in- 
formation": and Mr. Barrow, in his Memoirs of the 
Naval Worthies of Queen Elizabeth, thinks that 
the " Observations must take their station in the 
very first rank of our old sea voyages." 

Similar considerations led the council of the 
Hakluyt Society to select it, though not exactly a 
rare work, for early publication; and it is sub- 
mitted to the Members, with a confident hope that it 
will repay an attentive perusal. 

The editor has confined his labours to repro- 
ducing the text of the original, with only such 
slight alterations as were neccssai-y where the sense 
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of the author had been obviously marred by a mis- 
print ; giving such explanations of obsolete words 
and technical terms as might embarra^ an unpro- 
fessional reader; identifying the places visited with 
their modem appellation, where practicable j and 
adding such remarks as occurred to him while 
correcting the proof sheets.

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sundry exact descriptions of Countries, Townes, Capes, 
Promontories, Rivers, Creeks, Harbours, and the like, not kb- 
projitable for navigators ; besides many notable observations, 
the fruiles of a long experience, that may give light touching 
marine accidents, even to the best captaines and commaund- 
ers : who if they desire to learn by precepts, shall here find 
store : but if examples prevaile more ivith them, here are 
also aliena perieula. If you believe mee not, reade and 
judge. Farewell.

VOYAGE INTO THE SOUTH SEA. 

SECTION 1. 

WITH tte counsels couaeut, and lielpe of my father. 
Sir Jolui Hawkina," knight, I resolved a voyage to be made 
for the HandB of Japan, of the Pliillippiuas, and MoIucbb, 
the kingdomea of China, and East Indies, by the way of 
the Stmites of Mngelan^ and the South Sea, 

The principal! end of our desiunemeiits, was, to make aTn* "««• 
perfect discovery of all tho8o parts where I should lurive, ^'»»»'"=ri«- 
aa well knowue as nnkuowTie, with their longitudes, and 
latitudes; the lying of their coasts; their head-lands ; ofirovaii*, 
their ports, aud bayes; their cities, towues, andpeuplinga; 
their manner of government ; with the conunodities which 
the countries ycclded, and of which they have want, and 
are in neces^itie. 

For this purpoao in the end of anno 1588, retnrning or»iiippiag. 
ttom the journey agiiinst the Spanish Armiiido, I caused a

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ship to be builded iu the rher of Thames, betwiit three 
and foure himdred tuiines, M'Mch was finished in that per- 
fection fLs c;oidd be reqiiirud ; for Bhee was pIciLsiug to the 
eye, profitable for stowage, good of saylc, and well condi- 
tioned. 

Tlie day of her laiiclung being appoj-nted, the Lady 
Hawkins (my mother-iu-law) craved tlie nauiiiig of the 
shipj which was easily granted her : whfi knowing what 
voyage was pretended to be undertaken, named her the 
Repentanct : what lier thoughts wergj was kept secret to 
her aelfc ; and although many times I cxpostuUted with 
her, to dechire the reason for giving her that uncouth name, 
I could never have any other satisfaction, then that re- 
pentance was the safest ship we could sayle iu, to purchase 
the haven of Heaven. Well, I know, shee waa uo pro- 
phetesse, though a religious and moat vertuous lady, and 
of a very good understanding.' 

Yet too prophetical! it fell out by Gods secrete judge- 
mcutea, which in his wisdome was pleased to reveale uiito 
ua by so unknownc a way, and was sufficient for the 
present, to cause me to desist from the enterprise, and to 
leHire the ship to my fatlicr, who willingly tookc her, and 
paid the entire charge of the building and furnishing of 
her, which I had concortcd* or paid. And this I did not 
for any superstition 1 have in names, or for that 1 thinke 
them able to further or hinder any tiling ; for tliat all 
immediately dependeth upon the Providence of Almightie 
God, and is disposed by him aloue. 

Yet advise 1 all peraous ever (as neere as they can) by 
all meaucs, and in all occasions, to presage unto them-

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selves the good they can, nud iu giving namea to terestriall '*^''- 
work«8 (especially tt> ships)j not to give such a& meerly 
represent the celestial chai-acter; for few have I knowne, 
or seen, come to a good cndj which have had such attri- 
butes. As was plniurly scene in the Revenge, which waa TlwAm-jf 
ever the imfortunatest ship the late queenes majcatic had 
during her rni^c; for coming out of Ireland, with Sir 
John I'arrot, shee was hte to he cast awny upon the 
Kentish coast. After, iu the voyage of Sir John Hawkins, 
my father, anna 1586, shee strucke abound coming into 
Pliniouth, before her going to sea. Upon the coast of 
Spaine, shee left her fleete, readie to aiiike with a great 
leidte: at her retume into the harbour of Phmouth, sliee 
beate upon Winter stone ; and after, in the same voyage, 
going out of Portsmouth haveu, sliee raime twice agi-oimd; 
and iu the latter of them, lay tweutie-two houi'es heating 
upon the shore, and at length, with eight foote of water in 
hold, shee was forced off, and preseutly rauue upon the 
Oose : and was cause that shee remained there (with other 
three ships of her majesties) six months, till the spriug of 
the yeare; when coming about to bee decked,' ciitring 
the river of Thames, her old leakc breaking upon her, 
had like to have di-owned all those which were in her. In 
anno 1501, with astormc of Tsind and weather, riding at her 
moorings iu the river of Kochester, nothing but her bare 
masts over head, shee was turned topsc-tun-ie, her kelc 
uppermost : and the cost aud losse sliee wrought, 1 have 
too good cause to remember, iu her last voyage, in which 
shee was lost, when shoe gave England and Spain just 
cause to remember her. For the Spaniitrds themselves 
confcssc, that three of their aliips sunkc by tier side, and 
was the death of above 1000 of theii' men, with the losse f*'* m«»w»

of a great part of their fleete, by a storme which suddainly '"'"""■ 
tookc them the nest day. What English died iu her. 
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"''"'- ' • many living are witnesses : amongst which was Sir Rit^hard 
Greenfeild,' a ntiLle aii<\ valiant gentleman, vice-admirall 
in her of her majesties fteetc. So that, well considered, 
sliee was even a ship loadeu, and fuU fraught with ill 
tuccesse. 

Tlie like wee might behold in the Thunderbolt, of Lon- 
don, who, in one voyage (as I remember), had her ma«t 
deft with a thimderbolt, npun the coaat of Barbary. ^Vfter 
in Dartmouth, going for admii-all of the Whaftage,' and 
guard of the fleetc for the river of Bourdieus, had also her 
[>oop(j blown up with fire sodainly, and unto this day, never 
could be knowne the cause, or manner liow : and lastly^ 
shee waa burned with her whole companie in the river of 
Bourdieui, and Master Edward "Wilson, general! in her, 
aloinc by his cuemica, having escaped the fire. 
Th«/«iMof The auceease of the JesiLs of Lubecke, in Saint John dc 
J^''^^*'''""" Vlua, in the Nova Spania, infamous to the Spaniardcai* 
with my Repentance, in the South Sea, taken by force, 
bath utterly impoverished, and overtbrowue oui' houae. 

The Journey of Spaine, pretended for England, anno 
1587, called the Journey of Revenge, left the principall of 
their men and alups on the rocks of Cape Finister, and the 
rest made a lamentable end, for the nioat part in the 
Groyne.' No more for this poynt, but to onr pm-pose. 

' The trava defence of Sur Richard Greenfeild, or Greenville, against 
nearly the wtole Spanish fitiiit, mcrite being bore recoriled : liimaeif 
severely woiuided and his ship a ooinplcte wreckj he ordered her to 
be sunli, hut to this his otiicers would not consent, so she Hurrendered 
on terras.

TffE Repentance being put in perfection, and riding at

Plimouth, to joyne with thereat of my shippea aud pro- 
visions. But the cxpcctingof the coming of the lord high

i A suinll \cagcl fitteil nitli sailn tuid tuira. 
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HdmirRll, Sir Bobert Cecill, principall secretary to her *"'- 
majestie, and Sir Walter Rawley, with others, to honour 
my shippe and lue with their presence and farewell, de- 
tayned me some dayes; and the rayne and untemperate 
weather deprived me of the favour, wlneh I was in hope to 
have received at their hands. Whereupon, being loath to 
loose more time, and the windc serving according to my 
wish, the eight of April^ 1593, I caused the pUot to set 
sayle from Bhickwall, and to \-ayle' doTvii to GravCBcndj 
whether that night I pui'poaed to come. 

Ilai-ing taken my unhappy last leave of mj father Sir 
John HawkinB, I tooke my barge, and rowed down the 
river, and coining to Barfciug, wee might see my ship at 
an anchor in the midst of the chaunell, where ships are 
not wont to more themselves ; this bred in rae some alter- 
ation. And coraing aboord her, one and other began to 
recount the peiill they had past of losse of ship and goods, 
wliich was not little ; for the winde being at coat north- 
east, when they set sayle, and vered out sontherly, it 
forced them for the doubling of a poiut to bring their 
tacke aboard, and looffingupj the windc freshing, sodenly 
the shipp began to make a Httle helej and for that shee 
was very deepe loaden, and her ports open, the water be- 
gan to enter in at them, which no bodic having regard 
unto, thinking themselves safe in the river, it augmented ^ 
in such maner as the wnight of the water began to presse 
downe the side, more then the winde : at length when it 
was eeeue and the ahete downe, shee could hardly be 
brought upright. But God was pleased that with the di- 
ligence and travell of the company, shee wHa freed of that 
danger j which may be a gentle warning* to all such as

^^ "- take charge of sliippiug, even before they set »nyle, eythor 
in river or harbour, or other part, to have an eye to their 
ports, and to see those shut nnc) cnllkcd, which may cause 
dfl-nger; for avoiding the many miahapa which dayly 
clmnce for the neglect thereof, and have bceiie mo*t la^ 
meutnble speetacica and examples nnto us ; experiments 
iu the Great Harry, admiral!' of Kugltiiul, which was over- 
set and suncke at Portamonth, with her captaine, Careir, 
and the most part of his company drowned in a goodly 
siunmers day, with a little flawe of winde; for that her 
porta were all open, and making a smnll helc, by them 
entred their destruetiou ; where if they had beeue shut, no 
wind eould have hurt her, especially in that place. 

Ill the river of Thames, Master Thomas Candish had a 
small ship over-set through the same ncgh'gcnce. And one 
of the Scete of Syr Francis Drake, in Sauto Domingo har- 
bour, turned her keele upward likewise, upon tbe same 
occasion; with many others, which wc never have know- 
ledge of. 

And when thia commeth to pasae, many times negli- 
gence is cloaked with the furj' of the wuide : which is a 
double fault ; for the truth being kuowne, other* would 
bee warned to shun the like neglects ; for it is a very bad 
ship whose masta crackt not asunder, whose sayles and 
tackling flic not in peeces, before she oA^r-sct, especially 
if shee be English huilt, And that which over-sctteth the 



anchors while lying u-t Spitt^ad, the 20th of August, 1782, baviug 
bioen struck by a squall, while her lower porta wcro open.

To citu one 
amoagmatiy iiiatuucee. in iLD expcdLti&n uniJer tliu Eurl of Cutnbcr- 
lund, iTi 1594, wo find tho Ro!fni Exchantje, Admiral, two hundred and 
fifty tona, cr'aunnndod by Captain Qeorge Cave.

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ship is the waight of the water that presseth down tbe side, '*^"' 
which as it entreth more and more, increaaetli the waight, 
and the impossibilitie of the remedie : for, the water not 
eutriiig, with easiiig of the sheate, or Btrikiug the sayles, 
or putting the sliip before the winde or sea, or other dili- 
gences, as occasion is offered (and all expert mariners 
know) reraedic ia easily found.' 

With this mischaimce the mnriners were so daunted, that 
they wouhl not proceedc with the ship any further, except 
iihee was lighted, which indeede was iieedelease, for many 
rcaaona which I gave : but mariners arc like to a atiffe 
necked horse, which taking the bridle betwixt his teeth, 
frurcetli his rider to what him liat, manger his will ; so they 
having once concluded, aad resolved, are with great dilE- 
ciiltle brought to yeeldc to the rayncs of reason; and to 
colour their negligence, they added cost, trouhle, and de- 
lay- In fine, seeing no other remeflie, I dispatched that 
night a servant of mine to give account to my father of 
tlutt which had past, and to bring race presently some 
barkc of London, to goe along with me to PHmouth; 
which not finding, he hrotight me a hoye, in which I 
loaded some sixe or eight tnuuea, to give content to the 
company j and so net sayle the 13th of Aprill, and tlie next 
day wcc put in at Harwich, for that the winde was con- 
trary, and from thence departed the 18th of the sayd 
moneth in the morning. 

Wlien wee were cleere of the sands, the windc veered to 
the south-west, and eo we were forced to put into Miugat 
Roade, whether came presently after us a flcete of Hol- 
landers of above an hundreth sayle, bound for Rochell, to 
loade salt; and in their companie a dozen ahippes of

all respects. All which came alongst by our sliip, and sa- 
luted iw, as is the aistome of the sea, some with three, 
others with fi\'(*, others with morn pcocos of oj-dinnuce. 

The uext moruing the wiudu vcriiig; ea»terl}', I set sayle, 
and the Hollanders with mc, and they with the fltwHl in 
hautl, went out at thu Korth-sauds-Lead, and I throuf^h 
tlic Gulls to shorten my way, and to net my pilate ashore. 

Comming necre the South -fore-land j the wiiidc began to 
vere to the south-east and hy south, so as wc could not 
double the point of the land, and being close abourd the 
shore, and puting our ship to stay, what with the chapping 
sea, and what with the tide upon the bowe, shee mist stay- 
ing, and put us in some danger, before we could (latt 
ahouLj therefore for doubling the point of any land better 
is ever a short bom-d, then to put all in pcriU.' 

Being tacked abont, wee thought to anchor in the 
Downes, bnt the saylcs set, we made a small board, and 
after casting about agayne, doubled the foreland, aud rau 
alongst thfi coaat till we came to the lale of Wight : where 
being becidmed, wee sent ashore Master Thomson, of Har- 
wich, our pilot, not being able before to set him on shore 
for the pcrrersnea of the winde. 

Being cleere of the Wight, the winde vered southerly, 
and before we came to Port-land, to the west, south-west, 
but witli the hclpe of the ebbe wee recovered Port-land- 
roadc, where wc auehored all that night; and the next 
morning with the ebbe, wee set sayle againe, the winde at 
west south-west ; purposing to bearc it np, all the ebbe, 
and to stop the flood being under sayle. 

I Tlita js sociod ai^vice and gooi] saamauEliip, In turning to wind- 
warrl, it is wiso to keep in the fair way, bo that incaseof miasiagstaya, 
jou ha^e not a danger iin(l<ir your lee. 
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Thr fleetc of Memmgs wlucli liad beene in our company »«■ ""■ 
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before, came towrmi; into the road, wliich certainly was a tlb jimvi. 
thing worth the noting, to behold the good order the '*""''■ 
masters obsenecl in gnartl of their fleets. 

The admirall headmost, aud the rest of the men of 
warrCj spread alongat to wind-ward, all saving t)ie nce- 
admirall and her cousort, which were lee-moat and atem,- 
moat of all ; and except the admirall, which waa the first, 
tliat came to an anchor, none of the otlier men of warre 
anchored, before all the fleete was in safetic; and then 
they placed thcmaelvca round about the fleete; the vice- 
admii-all seamost and leemost; wliich we have taiigbt unto 
moat nations, and they observe it now a daycH better then 
we, to our shame, that being the authors and reformers of iJIJi'ij^^^y'i-*'' 
tbe best discipline and lawes in sea causes, are become J^'n^**"" 
those which doe now worst execute them. 

And 1 cannot gather whence this contempt hath growne, 
except of the neglect of discipline, or rather in giving Bj niem 
commands for favour to those, which want experience of e'e""*'- 
what is committed to their charge : or that there hath 
beene little curioaitie in our couutrey in uTiting of the 
discipline of tbe sea; which is not lesae necesaary for iia, 
then that of the law ; and 1 am of opinion, that the want 
of experience is much more toUerable in a general! by 
laud, then iu a governour by sea : for in the field, the 
lieutenant geuerall, the sergeant major, and the coronels 
supply what is wanting in the generall, for that they all 
comman<l, and ever there is place for counscU, which in 
the aea by many accidents is denied ; and the head is he 
that manageth all, in whom alone ii' there be defect, all 
is badly governed, for, by ignorance how can errors be 
judged or reformed? And therefore 1 wiah all to take 

a 
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^**'' "■ upon them that which they understand, and refuse the 
contrary. 
7'"of"si7" -^^ ®"" H^*^ Palmer, a wise and ^-aliant gentleman, a 
SJ??^*"" gi'eat commander, and of much experience in sea causea, 
being appoynted by the queens majesties counsell^ to goe 
for generall of a fleete for the coast of Spaine, anno 15SS, 
submitting himselfe to their lordships pleasure, excused 
the charge, saying, that his trayning up had beene in the 
narrow seas ; and that of the other he had little experience : 
and therefore was in dutie bound to intreate their honours 
to make choice of some other person, that was better ac- 
quainted and experimented in those seas ; that her majestie 
and their lordships might be the better served. His 
modestie and discretion is douhtlesse to be had in re- 
membrance and great estimation; for the ambition of 
many which covet the command of fleetes, and places of 
government (not knowing their compasse, nor how, nor 
what to command) doe purchase to themselves shame; 
and losse to those that employ them : being required in a 
qSiJjd7n a commandor at sea, a sharpe wit, a good understanding, 
S?^""^" experience in shipping, practise in management of sea 
business, knowledge in navigation, and in command. I 
hold it much better to deserve it, and not to have it, then 
to have it not deserving it. 



SECTION IV. 

The fruits and inconveniences of the latter we daily par- 
take of, to our losse and dishonor. As in the fleete that 
Theio»ge of went for Burdieux, anno 1592, which had six gallant ships 
dieuia'wte for wafters. At their going out of Piimouth, the vice- 
admiral!, that should have heene starnmost of all, was the 
headmost, and the admirall the last, and he that did exe- 
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cute the office of the vice-ftdmirallj lanchiug off into the ****•"• 
sea, cb"ew after him the greater part of the fteetc, and iii^ht 
comniiug on, and hoth bearing lights, caused n aepara- 
tioii: so that the head had a qTiarter of the bodic, and 
the lluete three (juarters, and he that shoidd goe heforo, 
c»me behinde. Wliereof ensued, that the three parta 
meeting with a few S|mnish men of warre, wantinf^ their 
head, were a prey imto them. V<'T the \-ice-a(bnirall, and 
other waftcrs, that should be the shephcartis to guard 
and kocpe their flocke, and to carry them iu eafetie before 
them, vrcrc headmost, and they the men wlio made most 
hast to flic from the wolfe. Whereas if they had doiit; as TUretaie. 
they ought, in place of losac and iiifamie, they had gained 
honor and reward. 

This X liave beene enformed of by the Spanish ami 
English, which wcire present in the occasion. And a .ship 
of mine, being oue of the starumost, freed her selfc, for 
that ahee was in warlike manner, with her Mae netting, 
many pendents and streamers, and at least sixteen or eight- 
teeu peeces of aj-tiUerj-; the euemie thinking her to be a 
wafter, or ship of warre, not one of them durst lay her 
ahoord : and this the mafiter and company vaunted of at 
tLeir rctiime. 

In the same voyage, in the river of Burdienx (as is 
credibly reported), if the sis wafters had kept together, 
they had not onely not received doinagc, bnt gotten much 
honour and reputation. For the admirall of the Spanish Tiirvreak- 

nrgs nf lit 

armado, was a Flemish aliippe of not above 130 tuuncs, 'i"""*- 
and the rest flie-boates' and small shipping, for the most 
part. 

And although there were twenty-two sayle in all, what 
manner of shipa they were, and how furnished and ap- 
poynted, is well knowne, with the difference. 



Bokte built for vpeed(t) or perhaps &oia the Dutch I'U&ote, 
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In the fleete of her majestic, under the charge of my 
ef'sir'j^an father Sir John llawltiiis, anno 1590, upon the coast of 
^inu'io"'', Spjiine, the vice-admiriill being a Lead one morning, where 
his place was to be n sterne, lost us the taking of eight men 
of wttiTC loaduu \vith munition, victuals, and provisioua, 
for the snpplie of the soiildiera in Briitaine : and although 
they were seven or eiglit leagues from the shore, when our 
vicc-ivdmimll begun to fight with them, yet for thnt the 
rest of our Heete were somo four, some five leagues, find 
some more distant from them, when we beganne to give 
chase, the Spaniards recovered into the harbour of Monge, 
before our adoiirall could come up to give direction; yet 
well beaten, with lossae of above two hundrcth men, as they 
tUeraaelves confessed to nie after. 

And doubtlesscj if the wind had not ovcr-blowne, and 
that to follow tliem I waa forced to shut idl uiy lower 
ports, the ship I uudei-tooke doubtles had never endui-ed 
to come to the port ; but being donbble fli-boatea, aud 
all of good sayle, they bare for their livesj and we what 
we could to follow and fetch them up. 

In this poyut, at the He of Flores, Sir Richard Green- 
field got cternall honour and reputation of great valour, 
and of an experimented souUlier, chusing rather to sacri- 
fice his life, and to passe all danger whatsoever, then to 
fayle in hia obligation, by gathering together those which 
had remained a shore in that pUuiCj though with the hazard 
of his ship and companic ; and rather wc ought to imbrace 
an honourable death, then to live with infamie and dis- 
lionour, by fayliug in dutie; and 1 account, that he and 
his country got mncb honor in that occasion; for one ship, 
and of the second sort of her majesties, sustEuucd the force 
of all the fleete of Spain, and gave them to iinderstand, 
that they be imprcgnible^ for having bought deerely the 
boording of her, divers and sundry times, and with many

joyntly, and witli a continual! fight of fourteen or sixteen ''""- "■ 
houres, at length leaving her without anymiist standing, and 
like a loggc in the seas, ahee made, notwithstanding, a most 
honourable composition of life and libertie for above two 
hundreth and sixtie men, as by the pay-booke appeareth.: 
which her raajestie of her free grace, commanded, in re- 
COmpence of their sernce, to be given to every one his six 
uionetlia wages. All which may worthily be written in our 
chronicles in letters of jfuldj in memory for all posterities, 
some to beware, and others, by their example in the like 
occasions, to imitate the true valour of our nation in these 
ages. 

In pojTit of Providence, which captaine Vaviaor, in the c«piBiJie 
Foresight,^ gave also good proofe of his valour, in casting 
about upon the wliole fleete, notwithstanding the grcat- 
uesse and multitude of the Spanish armado, to yeeld that 
succour which he wiw aide; although some d(>c say, and I 
consent with them, thut the best valour id tu obey^ and to 
follow the head, aecme that good or bad which is com- 
manded. For God Iiimselfe tellcth us, that obedience is 
better than sacrifice. Yet in some occasions, where there 
is difficultie or impossibilitie to know what is eommanded.

^ In the list of seven ships composing Lord Thomas Howard's fleet, 
wo find the Foreaig}ii , Captain Vaviisour. He dL-ncrvca gi'ent crenJlt for 
attempting to yicM what auttfoiir he was »lil<i to the gallant Sii- R. 
G wen viUe, whose hravB defence has l*een alreaily alluded tg in ]i.'vgu 1". 
One othto" vflssol followed, or peihaps set, thio «.\iunpi« ; the Gsorye 
Nollt, of IioudoiL, falling uud-er the lee of the Revenge^ askud Sir 
Itichard if ho had iinythiiig to coinmand him ; but as he was oni? of the 
victiuUIera mud Mt of small force, Sir Uichnrd liid him shift for him- 
self, and lefiTe him to his tbrtuue, Lediard adds in a note, that it is 
more than probable had nil the otlitr veaaels behiLred with tlie same 
vigoui- and resolution a* Bir llitrliard Jind his company, thev might 
have given a good uceouut of the Spanish flt-ct. It is to Im regretted 
the niuiie of thu commiuider of die Oeov^e Noble U uot recorded. Wo 
know uot which to fiJmire most, his liiuvery lu fully acting up to the 
principle of " Buccoiiring a known friend in view," or the niagjuininilty 
of Sir Bichard iii dismissing liim from S3i uncijiial oo<nt«st. 
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many times it is great discretion and obligation, jiidiciouuly 
to take holci of the occasion to ycclcl Kuocuiir to his as- 
sodats, «-itlioiit putting liimiiielfe in Diauife«t danger. But 
to our voyage.

Being cleare of the race of Portlimtl, the wind began to 
snffle' with logge and misling ra}niej and forced us to a 
short sayle, which coutiuiied with iih tlirce chives j tho 
wind never veering one poyntj nor the fogge siiifering us 
to si;e the coast. 

The third day in the fogge, we met with a barVe of 
Dartmouth, M'hich came from Rochell, and demanding of 
thum if they liad made any land^ answered, tlint they had 
ouely scene the Edic stone that morning, wltieh lycth 
thwart of the sound of Piimouth, and that Dartnioutli (as 
they thought) bare off us north north-eaat : which seemed 
strange unto ns; for we made account that we were 
thwart of Exmouth. Within two houres afterj the weather 
begimne to cleare np, and we found ourselves thwart of 
the Berry, and might see the amall barlic beai'ing into 
Torbay, having ovcr-sJiot her port; which error often 
happeneth to tliosc that make tlie hind in foggie weather, 
and use not good diligence by sound, by lying off the 
land, and other eireumstunees, to search the truth j and is 
cause of the lease of many a ship, and the sweet lives of 
multitudes of men.* 

Tliat evening we anchored in the range of Dartmouth, 
till the floud was spent ; and tlic ebbe come, wee set sayle

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agaiuc. Aud the next morning early, being the 26tli of _^ 
Aprill, wee harlioiircid our Hclvea in Plinioiith. 

My ship at an aiicUor, anil I aslioie, I presently tlis- 
pntclif^d a messenger to London, to advise my futUer, Sir 
John Hiiwkins, what had past : wlucb, uot one]y to Liuij 
but to idl others, that understood what it was, seemed 
strange ; that the wind contrary, and the weather such as 
it had hocne, wee eonld be able to giunc Plimouth; bnt 
doubtlesse, the Daiatt^; was a very good sea ship^ aud ex- 
cellent by the windej which with the neap streamer, and 
our diligence to benefit onr eelvca t>f all advawtsiges, rnadt! 
fezible that which almost was not to be beleeved. 

And in this oecasiou, 1 found by experience, that oucof Jj;;;','^!^,;^ 
the principall parts required in a mariner that frequenteth '""'*'""■ 
our coastes of England, is to east his tydes, and to know 
how they set from poynt to poj-nt, with the lUffereuce of 
those in the channel! from those of the shore' 



SRCTION" VI. 

Now presently I began to prepare for my dispatch, aud to 
hasten my depai-turc ; and finding tliat my ship which 1 
expected from the Straitcs, came not, and that shee was 
to goc to London to discharge, and uuccrtaiiie how long 
shee might stay, I resolved to take another of mine owuc 
in her place, though leaser, called the Hawke, ouely for a 
victualler; piu'posiiig iu the coast of IJrasiU, or in the 
Straites/ to take out her men aud victualls, and to cast her 
off.

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With my continuall travell, the helpe of niy good fricDds, 
and excessive charge (which none cau easily hclccvc, but 
those which have ^irooved it), towardea the end of May, 
I was readie to set savle with my three ships, drawne 
out into the sound, iind begau to gather my company 
aboord. 

The 28th of May (as I remember] began a stormc of 
winde, westerly j the two lesaer shippea priiseutly har- 
boured themselves, and I gave order to the master of the 
Daintie (called Hugh Comiah) , one uf the most suliicientcst 
men of his coatc, to bring her also into Catt-watcr, which 
be laboured to doc; but being necre the mouth of the 
harbour, and doubting least the anchor being weighed, 
the ship -might cast the contrary way, and so run on some 
perill, entertained himselfe a while in laying out a warpe, 
and in the meane time, the wind freshing, and the ship 
riding hy one anchor, brake the flooke of it, and so forced 
them to let fall another ; by which, and by the warpe they 
had layd out, they rydd. The etorme was such, as being 
within hearing of those upon the shore, we were not able 
by any meanea to send them succour, and the second day 
of the stormc, desiring mucU to goe aboord, there joined 
itith me captainc William Anthony, captaine John Ellis, 
Aadihwein and master Henry Courton, in a light horsman' which I 
eoojAM au4 had : all men exercised in charge, and of valour and siiffi- 
ciencie, and from their youth bred up in busincsse of the 
sea: which notwithstanding, and that wee laboured what 
we could, for the space of two hourea against wavea and 
wind, we could fiude no possibilitie to accomplish our 
desire; which Bccne, we went aboord the other shippes.

Probably whut is now cnJlud a " gig"; » fast^pulliiig boat. 
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aud put them in the be8.t aecuritie wee could. Thus busied, ''"'^- '"- 
we Tnight see come driving by us the mayne mast of the 
Daintie, wliich made me to fcare the worst, and so hasted 
a shore, to sntistic my longing. 

And cotnming upon Cntt-downe, wee might see the ship 
heuve and sett, which manilestly shewed the losse of tlie 
ma<;t oncly, which was well imployed ; for it stived the ship, 
men, and goods. For had shee driven a ships length 
more, shee had (no doubt) beeue cast away ; aud the men 
in that place could not chuse but run into danger. 

Commiug to my house to shift me (for that we were all [^"1?^^"' 
wctt to the skinne), I had not weU changed my clothes, 
when a servant of mine, who was in the pyuace at my 
comming ashore, enters almost out of hreath, with newes, 
that ahee was beating upou the rocks, wliich though I 
knew to be remedilesse, I put my selfe iu place where I 
might see her, and in a little time after sliee suuk downe 
ri^ht. These losses and mischances troubled and grieved, 
but nothing daunted mi:; for common experience tni^ht 
me, that all honourable enterprises are accompanied with 
difficulties and daungers; Si fortvna me tormerUa; Es- 
pfTdvga me contenta :' of hard beginninfi^B, many times 
come prosperous aud happy events. Aud although, a well- 
williug fi'ieud wisely foretold me them to be presages of 
future bad successe, and bo diaswaded me what lay in him 
witli elTectual reasons, from my pretence, yet the hazard 
of my credite, and danger of disreputation, to take iu hand 
that which I shoidd not prosecute by all meanes possible, 
was more powerfull to cause me to goe forwardes, then his 
grave good counsel! to make me desist. And so the 
storme ceasing, I beganne to get in the Daintir, to mast 
her a-ncw, and to recover the Fancy, my pynace, which.

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'*"*' *"■ Tirith the lielpc and furtherance of my wives fiither, who 
eupplyed all my wauta, together with my credit (which I 
thanke (iixl wjis unspotted), in ten daycH put nil in his 
former estate, or better. And ao once againe, in Gods 
name, 1 brought my sliippes out into the sound, the nnnd 
being easterly, and begaruie to take my leave of my friends, 
and of my dearest frieudj my second sclfc, whose iinfeyned 
tearcs had wrouglit me into irresolution, and sent some 
other in my roorac, had I not considered that he that ia 
in the dauuce, mujd, needs datiuee oii, thou^^h he doc but 
hopp, except he i^-ill be alaiigbing stockc to all the lookers 
on : »o remembering that many had their eyea set upon 
me, with diverse affections, as nlao the hope of good auc- 
cesse (my intention being honest and good), I shnt the 
doorc to all impediments, and mine eare to all contrary 
comisell, and gave place to voluntary banishment from all 
that 1 lovod and eBtecmed in this life, with hope thereby 
better to serve my God, my prince, and countriCj then to 
encrcase my talleut any way-.-^ '' 
AtoMiof And 80 began to gather my companie aboard, wliieli 
f»riii« mon. occupied my good friends and the jiistices of the towne 
two dayes, ajid forced us to search all lodgings, taverne*, 
and ale-houses. (For some would be ever taking their 
leaveandnever depart):* some drinke themselves sodrunke, 
that except they were carried ahoord, they of themselves 
were not able to goe one eteppe : others, knowing the 
necessity of the time, fayned thcmselvca sicke : others, to 
■be indebted to their hostcs, and forced me to rausome 
them; one, bis chest; another, his sword; another, hiB

absented tlieniaelvesj makinfr a lewd living iu deceiving 
all, whose money they could lay hold of^ which is a 
acandall too nfe amongst our sea- men ; hy it they eom- 
mitting three great offences : 1, Rohhery of the goocia of 
another person; 2, hreneh of their faith and promise; 
3, and hinderauce (with losse of time) imto the voyage; 
all hcing a common injury to the owners, victuallers, and 
company ; which many tiiues hath beenc an ntter over- 
throw and undoing to all in gcncrall. An ahusc in our 
coramun-wcalth noccssaiTly to be reformed ; and as a per- 
son that hath both seeuc, and felt by experience, these 
inconvenienDes, 1 wish it to be remedied ; for, I can but. 
wouder, that the late lord high admiral! of England, the 
late Earle of Cumberland ; and the Lord Thomas Howard, 
now Earle of Suftblke, being of so great authoritie, having 
to their cost and losse ao often made experience of the in- 
conveniences of these lewd proceedings, bavo not united 
their goodnesses and wiacdomcs to rcdi'css this dis-loyall 
and base ahsurditie of the viU^rr

rr ■* Thomas Cavendish, ouc of thi; auly circiiintinvi gators, 
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^**"''^"- imprests, had cost him above a thousfliid and five hun- 
dred pounds: thenc varlets, within a few dayes after his 
departure, 1 aaw widkiug the etreeta of Plimouth, whom 
the justice had hcforcHouglit for with prt-at diligence; and 
without punishmeut. And thuretbre it is uu wuiidur that 
others presume to doc the like. Impunitas peccandi 
illeceltra. 

The like complaint mnde master George Reymond ; and 
in whiit sort thuy dealt with me is notorious, and was such, 
that if I liad not Ijeenc provident to have had a third part 
more of men then I liad need of, I had heene forced to goe 
to the sea unmanned; or to give over my voyage. And 
many of my company, at sea, vaunted how they had 
cosoned the .Earle of Cumherland, master Caiidish, master 
Reyraond, and others j some of fire poitndcs, sonic often, 
aome of more, and some of lesse. And tniely, I thinkc, 
my voyafje prospered the worse, for theii-s and other lewd 
persons company^wliich were in my ship; which, I thinke^ 
might be redressed by some extraordinary, severe, and 
present justice, to be executed on the offenders by the 
juatiee iu that place where they should be found. And 
for finding tlicm, it were good that nil captaines, and 
masters of shippcs, at their departure ont of the port, 
should give mito the head justice, the names and sigues of 
nU their nmnawaycs, and they presently to dispatch to the 
Higher ports the advise agreeable, where meeting witli 
them, without furtlier delay or processe, to use martial 
law upon them. Without doubt, seeing the law once put 
in execution, they and all others would be terrified from 
such villauies. 

It might be remedied also by utter taking away of all 
imprests, which is a thing lately crept into our common- 
wealth, and in my opinion, of much more hurt then good 
imto all; and although my opinion seeme harsh, it being 
a deed of charitie to helpe the needy (which 1 wish ever to 
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be exercised, and by no meaiiea will contradict), yet for ^e*'- "" 
that such as goe to the sea {for the most part) consume 
lliat money lewdly before they depart (as common experi- 
ence teacheth us) : and when they come from sea, many 
times come more beggerly home then when they went 
forth, liaviiig received and spent their portion before they 
imbarked themselves; and having neither rent nor main- 
tenance more then their travellj to sustaine themselvea, 
are forced to thceve, to cozen, or to ruime away in debt. 
Beaides, many times it is an occasion to some to lye upon 
a voyage a long time; ivhereaa, if they had not that im- 
prest, they might perhaps have gayued more iu another 
imployment, and have becnc at home agaync, to save that 
which llicy waite for. For these, and many more weightie 
reasons, I am still bold, to niaintaiue my former asscrtiona. 

Those onelyTiacd in his majesties shippes I coraprehend Th*trt»oM 
not in this my opinion ; neither the imprests made to 
married men, which would be given to their wives monetbly 
in tlicir absence, for their reliefe. For that is well 
knowue, that all wlach goe to the sea now u-dityea, are 
provided of foode, and houae-roome, and all things 
necessary, during tlie time of their voyage; and, in all 
long voyages, of apparell also : so that nothing is to 1)6 
spent during the voyage. That money which is wont 
to be cast away in imprestes, might be imployed in 
apparell, and necessaries at the sea, and given to those 
that have need, at the price it was bought, to be deducted 
out of their shares or wages at their retume, which is 
reaaonahle and charitable. This course taken, if any 
would runne away, in Gods name fai-e him well. 

Some have a more colourable kiude of eimningto abuse 
men, and to sustaine themselves. Such will goe to aca 
with all men, and goe never from the shore. For as long 
as boord wages last, they are of the company, but those 
taking end, or the ship in readinesse, they have one ex- 
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*"*- """' cuse or other, and tUiiike themaclves uo longer bound, but 

wliibt they receive money, aud theu plucke their lieads , 
out of the collet. An ahiise also worthie to be reforniedr*

The greater part of my companie gathered aboorri, I set 
sayle the 12th of June 1595, about three of the clocke in 

the afternoon, and made a hourd or two off and in, wartiug 
the rcturuc uf my boat, which 1 had sent n-shore, for (hs- 
patch of some bnsincaae : which being come aboord, and 
all put in order, I loofi,^ near the shore, to give my farewell 
to all the inhabitants of the towne, ivhereof the most part 
were gathered together upoTi tJic Howe, tu sliew their 
grateful] correspondency, to the love aud zeale which I, 
my father, and predcccsaora, have ever borne to that place, 
as to our tiaturall and mother townic. And first with my 
noyse of trumpets, after with my waytes,' and then with 
my other ransickc, and lastly, with the artillery of my 
shippea, I made the best signification I could of a Idnde 
farewell. This they answered with the waytes of the 
towne, and the orrliuance on the shore, and with shouting 
of roycca ; which -n-ith the fayre evening aud silence nf the 
night, were heard a great distance off. All whicli taking 
The MUM- end, I sent instructions and directions to mv other ships.

Hitie of it. 'WTierehy I cannot but advise all such as sluill 
liavc charge committed irnto them, ever before they depart 
out uf the port, to {^ivc unto their whole flcete, not onely 
directions for ci^ LU government, hut :dso where, when, and 
how to mccte, if they shonlil chance to loose company, and 
the signes how to know one another a-far off, with other 
poynts and clrcumatanccs, as the occasions shall minister 
matter Llifiereut, at the tUseretiou of the wise com- 
mander.^ 

But some may say unto me, that in all occasions it is 
not convenieiit to give tUrection'i : for that if the enemy 
happen upon any of the flcete, or that tlierc be any trea- 
cherous person iu the company, their designmcnts may be 
discovered, and so prevented. 

To this 1 answere, tliat the prudent govemour, by good 
consideration may avoydc tliis, Ijv publication of that 
which is good aud ncccssarie for the guide of his fleetc 
and people j by all secret instructions, to give them sealed, 
and not to be opened, but eomming to a place appoynted 
(after the manner of the Tiu-kish du-ectiou to the Basliawes, 
who are their generalls) ; and in any eminent peril] to east 
tliem by tlie boord, or otherwise to make aivay with thein. 
For he that setteth aayle, not giving directions in writing 
to his fleete, kuoweth not, if the night or day following, he 
may be separated from his company; which happeneth 
sometimes : aud then, if" a place of meeting be not kuowne, 
he runneth iu danger not to jo5-ne them together agairTie. 
And for places of meeting, when Bcpemtiou happeneth, 
I am of opinion, to appoynt the place of meeting in such a 
height, twentie, or tliirtie, or fortie leagues oft' the land, or 
Hand. East or west is not so fitting, if the place affoord 
it, aa some sound betwixt ilaiids, or some dand, or harbour.

Yet it is the best; for whcu the wiiut ia but for one or 
two ahipa, a pynace or ship may wayte the tiuio appoyntcd 
and reraaiiie witli direction fur tbcm. But commonlv one 
ship, though but a bad sayler, maketh more haste then a 
whole fleete, and is at the meeting place first, ii' the acci- 
dent be not very important. 

The place of meeting, if it might be, wtmld be able to 
give, at the leaet, relreBhing of water and wood.

JjANciirsc out into the channell, the wind being at cast 
and by south, and cast south-east, whicli blowing hard, 
and a flood in hand, caused a chapping sea^ and my vice- 
admirall bearing a good sayle made aome water, and 
Bhooting off a peece of ordinance, I edged towiirdes her, to 
know the eause ; who answered me, that they had sprung 
a great leakc, and that of force they must returae into the 
sound; which seeing to be necessary, 1 cast about, where 
anchoringj and going abooi'd, presently found, that be- 
twixt wind and water, the cfilkcrs had left a scame ma- 
calked, which being filled up with pitch only, the aea 
labouring that out, bad been sufficient to have sunk her 
in short space, if it had not beeno diaoovered in time. 

And tniely there is little care used now adaies amongat 
our countrimen in this profession, in respect of that which 
was used in times past, and is accustomed iu France, in 
Spaiiie, and in other parts. Which necessitie will canac 
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to bD reformed in time, by aasigning the portion that ^'^'' 
every workemaTi is to calke; tlmt if there be damage 
through his default, he may be forced to coutributo 
towards the lossc occasioncii through his negligence. 

AnA for more sccuritic T hold it for a good custome med ror pwtiv; 
in some parts, in making an end of calking and pitching 
the ship, the aext tide to fill her with water, which will 
nndonhtedly discover the defect, for uo pitcht place with- 
out calking, can suffer the force and peaze' of the water. 
In negHect whereof, I have seene great damage and danger 
to ensue. The Arke Royall of his majesties, may serve E^jimiflff. 
for an example ; which put all in daunger at her first going 
to the sea, by a trivuell hole left open in the post/ and 
covered onlyirith pitch. In tliis point uo man can be too 
circnmspect, for it is the security of ship, men and goods.'

Tiirs being remedied, I set aayle in the morning, and ran 
Bouth-west, til! we were cleere of Usheut; and then south 
aouth-west, till we were some hundred leagues off, where 
wee met with a great hulkCj of some five or six hundred 
tumiesj well appointed, the which my company [as is na- 
tural! to all mariners), presently would make a prize, and 
loadeu with Spaniard's gooda; and without speaking to her, 
wished that the grmner might sboote at her, to ca^isc her 
to amaine.' Which is a bad custome received and used of *;'*'«' '■"', 
many ignorant persons, presently to gun at all whatsoever "™' 
they discover, before they speidce with them ; being con-

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trary to all discipline, and many times is cause of diasen- 
tion betwixt fiieudsj aud the breacli of amitie bet^vist 
princes j the death of many, and sometimes losse of shiiipcs 
und all, making many obstinatUjif not desperate j whereas 
in using coraraijn coiirtcsic, the_v would better betliinke 
themBclvca, and so with ordinarie proceeding (justified by 
reason, and the custome of all well disciplined people) 
might perhaps many times hreedc an increase of amitie, a 
succour to neeessity, and excuse divers inconvcnicncicB and 
antes, which have imporerished many : for it hath chanced 
by this errour, that two English ships, ncitJier carrying 
flag for their perticular respects, to change each with other 
a dozen payrc of ahott, with hurt to both, being after too 
late to rtfpent their foUic. Yea a person of credit hath 
told mee, that two English men of wane in the night, have 
inyed each other ahoord willingly, with losse of many men 
and dammage to both, onely for the fault of not speaking 
one to the other; which might seemc to corrie with it some 
excuse, if they had heenc ncerc the shore, or that the one 
had heene a hull,' aiid the other under saylcj in feare shee 
should have escaped, not knowing what shee was (though 
in the night it is no wiscdomc to bom'd with auy ship), but 
in the iriaine sea, and both desiinng to joyne, wa'» a suffi- 
cient declaration that both were seekers: and therefore by 
day or night, he that can ^pcake with the ship hee aeeth, 
is hound, upon payne to bee reputed voyd of good govern^ 
ment, to hayle her before hee shoote at her, Some man 
may say, that in the meauetime, shee might gaine the 
winde : in such causcsj and many others, necessity givetli 
exception to all lawes; and experience teacheth what is 
fit to be done. 

Master Thomas Hampton^ once generall of a flcete of 
waftera, sent to Uochell, anno 1585, with secret instruc- 
tions, conaidering (and as a man of experience), wisely

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understanding his place and affaires, in like case shut Iiis '^' *■ 
eare to the iiistigfitiuns and pruvucatioiis of the common 
aortj preferring the pubUquc good of hoth kingdomes be- 
fore his ownc reputation with the viilpar people ; and as 
another Pubius MaximiiSj tfinctamto rcstUuit rem, non jio- 
nendo rumores ante aatutem. The Frencli kinffs fleete tw- Fmiav 
cooumnc where he was, and to wiude-war d of hmi, all lus ""'^i'^ "'"i"

compjmy were in an uproarc ; for that hoc would nut 
sliootc presently at them, before they saw their intention : 
wherein had beene comnuttcd tlirec great faults ; the first 
and principall, the breach of amitie betwixt tlie princes and 
kingdomca : the second, the ucfjlect of common curtesie, in 
ahooting before hee had Bpokcu with tliera : and the tMrd, 
in shooting first, being to lee-wards of the other. 

Besides, there was no losse of reputation, because the 
FretLch kings fleete was in his owTie sea ; and therefore for 
it to come to wiiule-ward, or the other to go to lee-wardj 
was but that which in reason was required, the kingdomcs 
being in peace and amitie. For every prince is to be ac- 
knowledged aud respected in his jurisdiction, and where 
hee pretendcth it to be his. 

The French gonerall Ukewise seemed well to understand 
what he had in hand ; for thougli he were farre aupcrioiw 
in forces, yet used hee the termcs which were require[l; 
and commiag witliin speech, hayled them, «nd asked if 
there were peace or warre betwixt England and France: 
whcrcunto answere being made that they knew of no other 
but peace, they saluted each other after the maner of the 
sea^ and then came to an anchor all together, and as firienda 
Tiaited each other in their ships. 

One thing the Fi-cnch suffered (upon what occasion or ^"f/^"*^'* 
ground I know not), tliat the English nlwnyea carried their Jbli'i.i>^«i" 
flsig displayed ; which in all other partes and kingdomes is 
not permitted ; at leant, in our seas, if a stmnger fleete 
meete with any of his majesties Hidps, the forraiguers arc

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'*'''^ ^- bound to tako in their flags, or his majesties ships to force 
them to it, though thereof follow the l>reacli of pciice or 
wLataocvcr discommodity. And whosoever should not he 
jenious in thiB point, htse is not wortliy to hnve the com- 
maiind of a cocli-boat committed nnto him : yea no 
Ti^hoMw Htran^er ought to open his flag in any port of Enghind, 
iinili<iH. where there is any shipp or fort of his niajeaties, upon 
pcnaltie to looso his ftagfr, and to pay for the powder and 
Hhutt spend npou him. Yea, sucli is the respect to hia 
majesties shippes in all places of Ills dominions, that no 
English ship displayeth thn flapigc in their presence, bnt 
ruuueth the like damiger, cxeept they be in his majesties 
service; and then they are in predicament of the Icings 
ships. Which good disciphnc in other kingdomes is not 
in that regard aa it ought, but sometimes through igno- 
rance, sometimes of malice, neglect is made of that dutie 
and aekuowledgemeut which ia requiredj to the cost and 
shame of the ignorant and malicions. 
iA?«°^^:2i?« ^^ qneeu Maries raigue, king Philip of Spajne, com- 
I'Li'iip^Llto ming to marry with the qucene, and meeting -n-ith the 
'""'""' royall navie of England, the lord William Haward, high 
ftdmirall of England, woxild not consent, that the king in 
the narrow seas slioidd canie his llagge displayed, untill lie 
came into the harbour of Plimoutb. 

1 being of tender yeores, there came afleete of Spaniards 
Ami id tiiB of above fiftie savle of shippea, boimd for Fiauuders, to fetch

boM Aiuia the queen, Donna Anna de Austria, last M'ife to Philip the 
secuml of Spaine, which cntrcd betwixt the iland and tlio 
maiue, without vayling their top-saylea, or taking in of 
their flags : which my father, Sir John Hawkins, (adiniraU 
of a fleete of her majesties shippes, then ryding in Catt- 
water), perceiving, coramanded bis gtmncr tc shoot at the 
flaggo of the admirall, that they might thereby see their 
error: which, notwithstanding, they persevered arrogantly 
to keepc displayed; whereupon the gnnnnr at the next 
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shott, lact^ the mbnirHll tliruiigli aiid tlii-ough, wliercby the '*'^'- 
Simuiards fiuding tlmt the matter begaune to grow to 
earnest; tooke in tlieir lliigs nud top-suyles, aud so ranuo 
to Kix anclior. 

The gcQerolI presently sent hia boat, with a principall 
personage to expostulate the cause aud reason of that pro- 
ceediag; but my father would not permit him to corac 
into Ilia ship, nor to heare his message; but by another 
gentleman commanded him to rctnrnc, aud to tell his 
geuerall, that in as much as in the quccnos port aud 
chamber, he had xit^lccted to doe the acknowledgment 
and reverence wliich all owe unto her majestic (especially 
her »hip8 being present), and comming with so great a 
navie, he could not but give susjiitiou by such proceeding 
of maliuious intention, and therefore required him, that 
within twelve houres he should depart the port, upou paine 
to be held as a conunou enemy, aud to proeeed againat hira 
with force. 

Which answere the gencrall understanding, presently 
imbarkcd himselfe in the same boat, and came to tho 
Jesus of Lubecke, atnl craved licence to speake with my 
fether; which at the first was denyed him, hut upon the 
second intreatie was admitted to enter the ship, and to 
parley. The Spanish gcnei'all began to demand if there 
were warrea betwist England and Spainc ; who was an- 
swered, that his arrogant manner of proceeding, usurp- 
ing the qneene hia mistresses right, as much as in him lay, 
had given suHicieut cause for broach of the peace, and that 
he purposed presently to give notice thereof to the quccne 
and her counseU, and in the meane timOj that he might 
depart. Whcreunto the Spanish geuerall replyed, that he 
knew not any offence he had committed, and that he 
would he glad to know wherein he had misbehaved him-

aelfe. My fatLer seeing be pretendeil to escape by igno- 
muce, begannc to put him iu miud of the cuntonie of 
Spaine and Praunce, and many otbcr parts, and that be 
could by no meaiicB be ignorant of tliat, which was coinraon 
right to all princes in their kingdomcs; demanding, if a 
fleetc of England should come into any port of Spaine (the 
kings majesties ahips being present), if the English ahoxUd 
corn' their flags iu the toppc, whether the Spanish would 
not shoot them dowue; and if they persevered, if they 
wonid not beate them out of their port. The Spanish 
gcnerall confessed his fault, pleaded ignorauee not malice, 
and Submitted himaelfe to the penaltie my father woiJd 
impose : but intreated, that their princes [tlu-ough them} 
might not come to have any jarre. My father a while 
[as though offended), made himselfc hard to be bitrcatcri, 
but in the end, all was shut up by his acknowledgemeut, 
and the auncieut aniitic renewed, by feasting each other 
aboord and ash^ire. 

The self same fleete, at their rotume from Flaundera, 
meeting with her majesties ahippes in the Channel!, though 
sent to accompany tlic aforesaid queeue, was constrained 
during the time that they were with the English, to vayle 
their flaggcs, and to acknowledge that wliieh all must doc 
that panac through the English scas.^ But to oui' voyage.

SKCnON XJI. 

TiiK next day the wind became southerly, anil aomcwhitt 
too much, and my shipps being all deepe loaden, begaiiue 
to feel the tempest, so that wee not able to lye by it, 
neither a hull nor a try, and so with au easie aaylc bare up 
before the wind, with intent to put into Falmouth; hut 
God was picasod that comming within teune leagues of 
Sylly, the wind vered to the north-east, and »o we went ou 
in our voyage. 

Thwart of the Flees of Bayon,' wee met with a small 
ahip of master Wattes, of London, called the Elizabeth, 
which came out of PUmouth sorao eyglit dayca after us; 
of whom wee enformed ourselves of some particularities, and 
wrote certaine letters to our friends, making relation of 
what had past till that day, and so tooke our farewell each 
of the other. The like wc did with a small carvcU' of 
Plimouth, which wee mett in the height of the rocke 
in Portingfill.^ 

From thence wee directed our course to the ilands of 
Madera; and about the end of June, in the sight of the 
ilands, we dcscrycd a sayle some three leagues to tlio cast- 
wards, aud a league to windward of us, which by her 
nuumer of working, and making, gave us to understand.

aeene tliat sUee went firoci us, and so we followed on our 
fnurse, and shee seeing that, presently stroke her top- 
aaylcs, whicli our pynace percei%'ing, auil helug mthiit shot 
cuntiiiued the chase, till I shot ofi' a peece aud called her 
away; which fault many runne into, tliinking to get 
thereby, and sometimes louse tliistnselves by being too bold 
to venture fi'ora their fleetc; for it was impossible for us, 
being too leeward, to take Iier, or to succour our owno, 
shce being a stip of abont two hundrcth tuiinea. 

TiH-duiiro/ j^^ufi pyixacca to meddle with, ships, is to buy repentance 
at too deare a rate. For their office ia, to wayte upon their 
fleete, in calmes (with their oares) to foUow a chase, aud in 
occasions to anchor neere the shore, when the greater 
ships cannot, witliout perill ; above all, to be readie and 
obedient at e\eiT call. Yet will I not, that any wrest my 
meaning; neither say I, that a pynace, or small ship 
armed, may not take a great ship unarmed; for daily 
experience tcochcth ns the contrary," 

The Madera Hands are two : the greater, called La 
Madera, aud the other, Porto Santo; of great fertilitie, 
and rich in sugar, conaer\eB, wine, and sweet wood, whereof 
they take their name. Other commoditiee they yeeld, but 
thcae are the principall. The chicfe towne and port is on 
the souther sdde of the Maders, well fortified; they are 
subject to the kingdome of Portingall ; the inhabitants 
and garrison all Portingalleis.

whict liave the name of a kiugdome, and contiuue theae ^|^'^* 
seaven Hands: Grand Canaria, Tenerifaj Palma, Gomeraj 
liancerota, T'orteventura, and Fierro. These ilands liave 
abundance of wine, sugar, conserves, orcall," pitchj iron, 
and other cummoditieB, and store of cattell, and come^ but 
that a ccrtaine worme, called ffoi-gogfio, breedeth in it, GargM Hu 
which eateth out the substance, leaving the huske in 
manuer whole. The head ilaud, where the justice, which 
they call Audiimci-a, is resident, and whither all sutes hare 
their appealation and finall sentence^ is the grand Canaria, 
although the Tenerifa is held for the better and richer 
Hand, and to have the best sugar; and the wine of the 
Palma i» reputed for the best. The pitch of these ilands 
meltcth not with the snnnc, and therefore is. proper for the 
higher Morts of sldpping. BBtwixt Forteventnra and 
Lancerota h a goodly sound, fit for a meeting place for 
any fleete ; where is good anchoring and aboundance of 
many soi-ts of fish, lliere is water to he had in must of 
these ilandsj but with great vigilance. For the naturalls 
of them are ventinous and hai'die, and many times clime 
up and downo the steepe rockes and broken hills, which 
seeme impossible, which I would hardly have helceved, 
had I not &eene it, and that with the greatest art and 
agilitie that may l)e. Their armcs, for the most ^art, are 
launces of nine or ten foote, with a head of a foote and 
halfe long, Uke unto hoare-^pears, save that the head is 
somewliat more broa<l. 

Two things are famous iu these ihmds, the Pike of 
Tenerila, which is the highest land in ray jodgcment that 
I have scene, and men of credit have told they liai'c 
se^ne it more than fortie leagues off.' It is like nnto uJ'^^'f*^"^ 
a sugar loafe, and continually covered with snow, and ■'''"''■''"

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'^■"'' placed in the middest of a goodly \-allin, most fertile^ and 
temperate round about it. Out of wliicli, going up to the 
Kke, the colde is so great, that it is insutferabl«, and going 
downe to the towucM of the iland, the hcate Beemeth most 
eatrcame, till they approach ncere the coast. The other 
gjjj^'" is a tree in the Uaud of Fierro, which some write and 
affirme, with the dropping of his leaves, to give water for 
the sustenauce of tlie whole ilaiid, wliich I have not sccue, 
although I have beene on shoai'e ou the ilaud;* hut those 
which have seene it, have recoimted this mysterie differ- 
ently to that which is wiitteu j iu this manuer : that this 
tree is phiccd in the bottome of a valley, ever floriBhing 
with broad leaves, and that round about it are a multitude 
of goodly high pyuea, which over-top it, and as it seeraeth 
were planted by the divine prondence to presen-e it from 
Buunc and wind. Out of this vuliey ordiuarily rise every 
day great vapours and exhalations, which by reason that 
the BUiuie is liiudered to worke Iiia opcratioUj with the 
heighte of the mouutaines towards the south-eagt, convei't 
themselvifia into moysturej aud so hedcwc all the treea of 
the valley, aud from those which over-tup this tree, drops 
down the dewe upon his leaves, and ao from his leaves iuto 
a round well of stone, which the natunilla of the land have 
made to receive the watci", of which the people and cattle 
have great rcliefc ; hut sometimes it nuneth, and then the 
inhabitants doe reserre water for many days to come, in 
their cistemes and tynases,^ which is that they drinhe of, 
aud wherettitli they principally sustaine themselves. 

The citty of the Grand Cauaria, and chiefe port, is on 
the west side of the iland j the hejid towue aud port of 
Tencrifa is towards the south part, aud the port and towne 
of the Palma and Gonicra, osi the east aide. 

S IThe old voj-Ei^ors weie fond of dealmg in ttie marvellous ; our

They are now a kiugdome 
subject to Spaine. 



SECTION xiu. 

Bbisg cleare of the ilRiidn, wee directed our course for 
Cape IJlack,^ and two ho^vxes before suuue set, we had Bight 
of a carvcU some league in the winde of us, which seemed 
to come from Gynea, or the Hands of Capo de Verde, and 
for that liee, which had the scry-wntch,' neglected to look 
out, being to lee-ward of the ilaiids, and ao out of hope 
of sight of any shipp, for the Utile trade and contrariety 
of the winde, that though a man will, from few places hee 
can recover the Hands. Comming from the south-wards, 
wee had the winde of her, and perhaps the posaesaion also, 
whereof meu of warre are to have particular care ; for in 
an houre and place uulookt for, many times chance ttcci-

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'^''■""- dents contrary to the ordinary course and customc; and to 
have youukcTB in the top continually, ia most convenient 
and neccBsaryj not onely for descrying of sayles and land, 
but also for any sudden gnat or occasion that may be 
offered.^ 

Seeing my eelfe past hope of returning backe, without 

JJ'JSL*'"'' some extraordinary accident, I Ijegaimc to set in order my 
companie and victuals. And for that to the sonth-warda 
of the Canaries is for the most part an idle na>-igation, I 
devise*! to keepe my people occupied, as well to continue 
thcra in health (for that too ninch ease in hott countries is 
neither profitable nor hcalthfull)j as also to divert thera 
irora remembrance of theii" home, and from play, which 
brcedeth many inconveniences, and other bad thoughts 
and workca which idleness is cause of;* and ao shii^iug my 
companie, as the ciiBtome is, into atarhoord and lai'hoord 
men, the halfe to watch aiul workc wildest the others slept 
and take rest; I limited the three dayca of the weeke, 
which appertayned to each, to be imploied in this manner; 
the one for the use and clciisiug of their armes, the other 
for roomeging, making of sayles, nettings, decking,* and 
■defences for onr shippes ; and the tliird, for cleusing tlicir 
bodies, mending and making their apparell, and necessaries, 
which though it came to lie practised but once in seaven 
dayes, for that the Sabhoth is ever to he reserved for God 
alone, with the ordinary obligation which each person had 
besiclcs, was many times of force to be omitted. And thus 
wee entertained oiir time with a fayre wind, and in few

daycs had sight of the land of Barbary, some dozen '^'''"•'""- 
leagues to the northwards iif Cape Blacke. 

Before wee came to the Cape, wee tooke iu our sayles, 
and made preparfition of honkes and linea to fish. For in 
iill that coast is great abuudauce of sundry kinds of fiab, 
but especially of porgiis, which we call breames; many 
Portingalls and Spanisirds goe yearely thither to fish, as 
our country-men to the New-fotrnd-limd, and witliin Cape 
Blacke have good harbour for reasonable ahipping, where 
they thy their fish^ paying a certaine easie tribute to the 
kings collector. In two houres wee tooke store of fiah for 
that day and the uext^ but longer it would uot keepe 
goodc: and with this refresliing set sayle again, and 
directed our course betwixt the ilands of Capo de Verd CHi«JeVfrd 
and the Maine. These Hands are held to be scituate in 
one of the most vinhealthieat climates of the world, and 
therefore it is wisedome to shunne the sight of them, how 
much more to make abode in them. 

In two times that I have beene in them, either cost tia Thounwhoi- 
the one halfe of our people, with fevers and fliises of**"™^ 
sundry kinds; some shaking, aomo burnitig, some par- 
taking of both ; some poasesst with freiisie, others with 
sloath, and in one of thera it cost me six moiictts sick- 
ncsac, with no small hsizard of life; which I attribute to 
the distemperatiire of the njTe, for being within foiirtecne 
degrees of the equinoctial! lyue, the sunne hath great force 
all the yeare, aud the more for that often they passe, two, 
three, and four yearea without rayne ; and many times the 
earth bumcth in that manner as a man well shoddj can- 
not endure to goe where the aunnc shineth. 

With which extreamc hcate the bodie fatigated, greedily ThBjwmic 
desircth refreshing, aud longeth the comming of the 
brezCj which is the north-east winde, tliat seldome fayletli TtebrTw. 
in the after- noone at foure of the ctocko, or sooner ; which 
comniing cold and frc»li, and hiidiiig tlie poores of the 
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swuin. bojy open, and (for the most part) naked, pcnetrateth the 
very bones, and ao causeth sudden distcmperatnrej and 
Biindry manners of sicknesso, as the subjects fire divers 
whereupon they iTorlce. 

Departing out of the calmes of the ilands, and commiug 
into the fvesh hreeze, it causeth the like, and 1 have scene 
within two diiyes after that we have poi-taked of the fresh 
HjTOt of two thousand men, above n hundred and fiftie 
have heene crazed in their health. 

TiiPitfrotJi^. •pjjQ inhabitants of these ilauds use a remedie for tliie, 
which at my first being amongst them, seemed imto me 
ridiculous; but since, time and experience hath taught to 
be grounded upon reason. And is, that upon their heads 
they weare a night-capp, upon it a montero,* and a bat 
over that, and on their bodies a sute of thicke cloth, and 
upon it a gowno, furred or lyiied with cotton, or hnyes, to 
defend them from the heate in that manner, as the in- 
habitants of cold comitries, to guard themselves from the 
extreamitic of the colde. Which donhtlesse, la the best 
diligence that any man can use, and whosoever prooveth it, 
shall find bimaclfc lease annoyed with the heate, then if 
he were thinly eloatlied, for that where the cold ayre 
commeth, it peirceth not so subtilly. 

Lm'"?!"^ '^^^ moone also in this climate, as in the coast of Guyne, 

wuntriin and in all hott countnes, hath forcible operation in the 
body of man; and therefore, aa the planuet most pre- 
judlciall to hift health, ia to he shunned ; as also not to 
slecpe in the open ayre, or with any scuttle or window 
open, whereby the one or tlic other may enter to hurt. 

For a person of credit told me, that one night, in a 
river of Guyne, leaving his window open in the side of his 
cabin, the moone shining upon his shoulder, left him with 
such an extraordinaj-y paine and furious burning in it, as

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ill above twcntir hourcs, he was like to nmnc madde, bwt "'''^""" 
in line, n-itb force of mocliciiies and cures, alliT long tor- 
meut, he was eased. 

Some T have heard say, and otTiers write, that there i» a 
starrc wliicli never seperateth it self from tlie moone, but 
a small tlistrtncc ; which is of all sta.ri*cs the most beneficiall 
to man.^ For where this starre entreth with the moQue^it 
maketli voydc her hiu-tfiill enflueuce, aud wh^ere uot, it is 
most perilous, "Wliich, if it he so, is a notable secret of 
the divine Providence, and a speciall cfiusc amongst infinite 
others, to move ua to continuall thankesgiving; for that 
be bath so extraordinarily compassed and fenced us fi-ora 
infinite miseries, his most unworthie and uogratyfuU 
creatures. 

Of tJiese ilands are twopyles:* the one of them lyeth 
out of the way of tradc^ more westerly, and so bttle fi*c- 
cjuciited ; the otlier lyeth some fourseorc leagnea from the 
mayiic, and containeth six in number, to wit : Saint lago, 
Puego, Mayo, Bonavisto, Sal, and Bravo. 

They are belouging ttj the kiiigdome of Portingall, and 
iidiabitcd by people of that nation, and arc of great trade, 
by reason of the neighboiu'-hood they tave with Onyne 
and Bynne;* but the principall is the buying and selling 
of negroes. They have store of sugar, Sfdt, rice, cotton 
wool, and cotton-eloth, amber-greece, cyvit, olipbants 
teeth, brimstone, pummy stone, spunge, and some gold, 
hut little, and tliat from the mayne. 

Saint lago is the head Hand, and bath one citic and two s«int u^a. 
townca, with their ports. The cittie called Saint lago, 
whereof the ilaud hath bia name, hath a garrison, and two 
fortes, scituated in the bottomc of a pleasant valley, mth a 
running streiune of water passing tbiviigh the uiiddcst of

The other towncs arc Plnyn, some three leagnes to the 
eastwards of Saint lagOj placed on high, with a goodly 
bay, whereof it hath his name ; and Saint Domingo, a 
small towne withiu the land. Tliey are on the aouther 
part of the ilaud, and have beene sacked sundry times in 
anno 1583, by Mannel SeradeB, a pHrtiiig^ill, with a ficete 
of Fi-ench-men ; in aiiuo 1585j they were both burnt to 
the ground Tiy the English, Sir Francis Drake being 
shyrter™' generall ; and in anno 1596, Saint lago was taken and 
sacked by the Englisli, Sir Anthony Shyrley being 
generall.^'' 

The second Hand is Puego ; so called, for that day and 
night there humeth in it a nilean, whose flamca in the 
night are seene twentio leng^ues off in the sea. It is by 
nature fortified in that sort, as but by one way is any ac- 
ccaaBj or entrance into it, and there cannot goe up tihovc 
two men a hiest. The bread which they spend in these 
ilanda, is brought from Portingall and Spaine, saving that 
which they make of rice, or of mayos, which wee call 
Guynne-whcatc. 

The best watering is in the ile of Bravo, on the west 
part of the iland, where is a great river, but foule anchor- 
ing, aa is in all these ilimris, for the most part. The fniita 
arc few, but substantia]!, as palmitos^ plantanos, patatos, 
and coco-mitta. 

The palmito is Uke to the date tree, and as I thinkc a

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kindc of it, but wilde. In all parts of Afiiqiie anil ""^ ""■ 
America tlicy are fuuuil, and in some parts of Eiirupej ami 
in tUvera parts different. In Afiique, aud m tbe West 
Indies they are small, that a man may cut them with a 
knife, and the lesser the better ; but in Britaill, they are 
ao great, that with difficultie a man can fell them with an 
axe, and the greater the better; one foote within the top 
is profitable, the rest is of no value ; and that which ia to 
he eaten ia the pith^ which in some is better, in some 
worse.'" 

The plantane is a tree found in most parts of Afrique ^y,,,, 
and America, of which two leaves axe aufficient to cover a 
man from top to toe. It beareth fi-iiit but nnce> and then 
dryeth away, and out of Id* roote sprouteth up others, new. 
In the top of the tree i» his fi-uit, which groweth in a great 
bunch, in the forme and faahion of puddings, in some 
more, in some lease. I have scene in one bunch above 
fourc hundred plniitancs, which have weighed above foure- 
scorc pound waight. They are of divers proportions, some 
great, some lesser^ 3ome round, some square, some triangle, 
moat ordinarily of a spanuc long, with a tliiclte akinue, 
that peeleth easily from tbe meate ; which in either wlute 
or yellow, and very tender like butter, but no conserve is 
bettor, nor of a more pleasing taste. For I never have 
Beene any man to whom they have bred mis-like, or done 
hurt with entiug much of thera, as of other fmites.'^ 

The best are those which ripen uaturally on tbe tree, but 
in most partes they cut them off in brauuches, and hnuge 
them up in their houses, and eate them as they ripe. For

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'*"^- *'"■ tlie birds and, vermine presently in ripning un the tree, are 
feeding ou them. The best that I have accnc arc in Brtusill, 
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in an Hand called Placentia, which are amnll, and round, 
and grccnc when they are ripe; wherena the oUiers in 
ripning become yellow. Those of the West Indies and 
Guynne are great, and one of them aufficieut to satisfie a 
man ; the onely fault they have is, thut tliey are wiiidie. 
lu aoine placea they e»te them in stead of brejiii, as in 
Panama^ and other parts of Tierra Fii'me. Tkcy grow and 
prosper best when their rootca are ever covered with waterj 
they are excellent in conaene, and g;oorl sodden in different 
manners, and dried on the tree, nut inferior to suckett,'* 

The coco nutt is a fniit of the fasliion of a hassell nutt, 
but that it is as bigge as an ordinary bowle, and some are 
^eater. It hath two sliclls, the uttennoat framed (aa it 
were) of a multitude of thrceds, one layd upon another, 
with a greeiie skinne over-lapping thcra, which is soft and 
tliieke ; the innermost is like to the shell of a hassell nutt 
in nil proportion, saving that it is greater and thicker, and 
some more blacker. In the toppe of it is the forme of a 
numkies face, with two eye*, his nose, and a mouth. It 
containcth in it both meiite and driukej the meate white 
as niilkc, ami like to that of the kerncll of a nutt, and as 
good its alnioitds blancht, and of great qnantitic : the water 
is clenre, as of the foiiiitaine, and pleasing in taste, and 
8.(jmewhat answereth that of the water distilled of milke. 
Some say it hath a singular propertie in nattu*c for con- 
serving the smooth tiesse of tlie akinne; and therefore in 
Spaine and Portingall, the ciuious dames doe ordinarily 
wash their faces and necks with it. If the holea of the 
shell be kept close, they keepe foure or sis moneths good, 
and move; but if it be opened, and the water kept ui the 
shellj in few daycs it tnrncth to viueger.

Aud some 
HRirme that they bearc not fruite before they he above fortie 
ycarcg aid, they arc; iu wll things hke to the palme trees, 
aud grow iu luauy parts of Asia, Afrique, and America.*' 
The Bhels of these nuts are much esteemed for drinking 
cups, and much cost and labour is bestowed upon them in 
Carving, graving, and garnishing them, with silver, gold, 
and precious irtones. 

Iu the Idngdome of ChOe, and in Brasill, is another kinde 
of these, which they cull coqnillos, (iia wee may interpret, 
little cocas) and are as big as wal-uuts ; but round and 
smooth, and grow in great chisters ; the trees in forme are 
aU one, and the mcate in the niit better, but they have no 
water. 

Another kinde of great cocoa growoth in the Andes of 
PerUj which have not the delicate mtrate nor driuke, which 
the others have, but within arc full of almonds, which are 
placed as the graines in the pomcgramict, being three times 
bigger tlien those of Europe, and are much like them iu 
taat. 

In these ilands are cyvet-cats, which are also found in crwioaiw.' 
parts of Asia, and Afiiquc; esteemed for the civet they 
yoelde, and cany about them in n ood in their hinder 
parts, which is taken from them by force. 

In them also are store of monkies, and the best pro- Huniwjwt 
portioned that I have scene ; aud parrots, but of colour 
different to those of the West Indies ; for they arc of a i'"™w- 
ruaaet or gray colour, luid great speakers. 

w tliQ cocoa nut pahn ie too well known to noud cl«scTiptioa. AH ita 
parto are apfilieJ by the imtivca to innumerable usee. Few visitors to 
tropical couutriei^ but liave been refreshed by a drauglit of ciscoa nut 
water ; always preaorved cool by the thi(;k huafc. 
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SECTION XIV. 

'^'^' *'"• With a fmre and large winde we contimictl our course, till 
wc came witliiii five dcj^rt'cs of tlic oqiiinoctiiill lyne, where 
the windc tookc us contrary by the south-west, about the 
twentic of Jutic, but a fayre giilc of wind and a smooth 
ae*., so tliat wee might beare all a tatmt :' and to advantage 
ouraelvea what wee might, woe atoodo to the east-wardsj 
being able to lye south-east and by suuth. The uext day 
about nine of the clocke, my companic being gathered 
together ta serve God, which wee accuHtomeil to doc every 
morning and evening, it seemed unto me that the coulonr 
of the Hca was different to that of the daies paatj and which 
is ordinarily where is deepe water; and so calling the 
captaino, and master of my ship, I told them that to my 
seeming the water was beeome very whitish, and tliat it 
made shcwc of sholde water. \\niereunto they made 
nnswcre, that all the lyiies in oiir ahippea could not fetch 
ground: for wee could not be lease thea threescore and 
tenne leagues oft" the coast, which all that kept reckoning 
in the Hliip agreed iijiou, and my sclfc was of the same 
opinion. And so wee applycd ourselves to scr\'c God, but 
all the time that the service endured, my heart could not 
be at rest, and still me thought the water beganne to waxe 
whiter and whiter. Our prayers ended, 1 commanded a 
lead and a lyne to be brought, and hcanng the lead in 
fourteene fathoma, wee had ground, which put ub all into 
a maze, and sending m^cii into the toppe, presently dis- 
covered the land of Guyime, some five leagues from us, 
^-ery low laud. I commanded a peece to be shott, and lay 
by the lee, till my other shippes came up. Wliich hayling 
lift, wee demanded of them how fitrre they found them-

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solves off the land ; who answered, some threescore and '^'•''''''- 
teunc, or fourescore leagues : when wee told them wee 
hftd sounded and foimd hut foureteene fathomes, and tliat 
we were in sight of hind, they begiiu to wonder. But 
liariug consulted what was best to be done, I caused 
my ahalop to be manned, which I towed at the aterue of 
my ship coutiaually^ and sjeut her and my pynace a bead to 
sound, and Ibllowed them with an easic aayle, till we came 
in seaven and six fathonic water, and some two leagues 
from the shore anchored, in hope by the sea, or "by the 
land to find eonic refreshing. The eea we found to be 
barren of fish, and my boates could not discover any land- 
ing place, though a whole day tliey had rowed alongst the 
coast, with great desire to set foote on shore, for that the 
sedge was exceeding great and dangerous. Which ex. 
perienced, wee set snyle, not withstiui ding the contrarietie 
of the windcj sometimes standing to the west-wards, some- 
time to the Dast-wards, according to the shifting of the 
wind. 



Hbub is to be noted, that the error which wo fell into in nhw. 
our accompts, was such as all men fall into where ajre cur- 
rants that set e.a.st or west, and are not knowne; for that 
there is no certaiue role yet practised for trial! of tlie 
longitude, as there is of the latitude, though some curinus 
and experimented of our nation, with whom I have had 
conference about this poynt, have shewed me two or three 
manner of wayoa how to hnow it.'

In this caso, prolstWy 
lioth ilia rL'ckuiiitig of tlic sLip iLDd tlie |iusitJou uf the luuil on tli« cimrt 
wvae faulty. 
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- ^'*'- **- This, some years before, was the losse of tlie Edward 
u^fX^^ ^'"^^^'h bound for the coant of Brasill, which taken with 
vottun. |.|jg winde contrary ueere the }yav, staniliiig to the caiit- 
warHs, mid makinpj aceompt to be fiftie or sistic Ira^ics off 
the coaatj with uU her sajt'les staiidiii}?, came suddeuly a 
^oimd upon the aholes of Madre-homba, and so was cast 
Jiway, though the most part of their company saved them- 
selves npou raffes ; but with the contagion of the coimtrie, 
and had ciitreatie which tlie uegros gave them, thev died; 
BO tliat there returned not to their country above three or 
foure of them. 

But God Abnightie dealt more mercifully with ub, iu 
shewing ns our error in the day, and in time that wee 
might rcraedie it; to liim be evermore g'lory for all. 

This currant from the line equiuoctiall> to twentie de- 
grees northerly, hath great force, and setteth next of any 
thing east, directly upon the shore ; whicli we foimd by this 
meanes : standing to the westwards, the wind southerly, 
when we lay with onr ships head west, and by aouth, we 
gfiyiied iu oiu- heith^ more then if wee liad made our way 
good west s(mth.wrst ; for that, the currnnt tooke ns njidcr 
the bow; but lying west, or west and by north, we lost 
more in twelve hoiu'csi then the other way wc could get in 
foure and twentie. J3y wliich plainly we saw, that the 
currant did set east nest of any thing. Whether this 
currant nmneth ever one way, or doth alter, and how, we 
could by no meaues understand, but tract of time and ob- 
servation will discover this^ as it hath done of many others 
in aiiuih'y &ea9. 

The currant that setteth betwixt New-f<nmd-land and 
Spaine, runneth al»o ea-it and west, and long time deceived 
many, and made some to count the way longer, and others 
shorter, according as the passage was speedie or slowe ; not

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knowing that the ftirtherance or hiudcrance of the curraut ^"^- **"• 
was cause of the speeding or flowing of the way. A_utl in 
sea cardes I Lave seeiie diii'erencc of ahovc tliirtic leagues 
betvfixt the iland Terccrsi, and the mayuc. Aivd others 
liavc recounted uiito me, that comming from the India's, 
and looking out for the Uands of Azores, they have harl 
sight of Spaine. And aome have looked out for Spaine, 
and have discovered the ilauds. 

The sclfe same currant is in the Levant sea, hut mnnetli 
trade betwixt the majTies, and changeable sometimeB to 
the east-wards, sometimes to the west- wards. 

In BrasiU and the South sea, the currant likewise is 
changeable, hut it numeth ever alougst the coast, ac- 
companying the winde : and it is an iiilalhble rulej that 
twelve or twentie foure houres before the winde altera, the 
currant begins to change. 

In the West Indies onely the cun-ant runneth con- 
tinually one way, aud setteth alougst the coast from the 
cqninoctiall IvTie towards the north. No raan hath yet 
found that these courrants kecpe any ccrtaiiie time, or ruu 
so nmny dayes, or moneths, one way as another, as doth 
the course of ebbing and lowing, well knowue in all seas ; 
only ueere the shore they have small force ; partly, because 
of the reflux which the coast causeth, and partly for the ebb- 
ing and flowing.which more or lease is geuerall in most seas.' 

When the currant mmieth north or sinitb, it is easily 
discovered by alimenting or diminishing the height ; but 
how to know the setting of the curt-aut from east to west 
in the mayne sea, is difficult ; and as yet I have not knowiie 
any man, or read any authour, that hath prescribed any 
certnine meane or way to discover it.* But experience

and on, somtimcs to the west-wards, sometimes to the east- 
wards, with a fayre gale of winde. 



SECTION XVT. 

TbtMurny. Hji;is(i bctwixt tHrcB or foure degrees of the equinoctiall 
line, my eumpany within a fewe daycs began to fall sicke, 
of a disease which sca-meii are wont to call the Bcurvey : 
and seeraeth to bee a kind of dropsie, and raigneth most 
in tliis climate of any that I have heard or read of in the 
world; though in all seas it ia wont tu helpe and increase 
the mieerie of man ; it pussesseth all those of which it 
taketh hold, with a loathsome sloathfiilneasc, even to catc : 
they would he content to change their slecpe and rest, 
whicli is tlic moat pernicious cuemie in this sickncase, that 
ia knownc. It bringcth with it a great desire to drinkc, 
and causeth a geuerall swelling of all parts of the body, 
especially of the legs and gums, and many times the. teeth 
fall unt of the jawes without paiue. 

Tiwti(ina». The sigues to know this disease in the beglmiing are 
divers: by the swelling of the gmmnes, by denting of the 
flesh of the leggs with a mans finger, the pit remayiiing 
without filling up in a good spaec, Others show it with 
their losineBsD : others complainc of tlie cricke of t!ic baekc, 
etc., all which are, for the most part, certaine tokens of 
infection. 
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T}ie cause of tMs sickuea some attribute to sloatb ; some ^^^ ""'■ 
to couceite ; and divers men speake divcrsly : that which Thr miub. 
I have observed is, that our nation ia more subject mito it 
then any other; bccauae being bred in a temperate clyraate, 
■whore the natiirall hcatc restrayned, giveth strength to the 
stumacke, austayning it with meates of ^ood aouriahmeiit, 
and that in a wholesome ayrc; whereas comming into the 
hot countries {where that natural! heate is dispersed through 
the wliole body, which was wont to be proper to the sto- 
machc; and the meates for the mo«t part preserved with 
salt, and its substance thereby diminished, and many times 
corrupted), greater force for digestion is now rc:quircd then. 
in times past; but tlie stomache fiudiug less virtue to doe 
his office, in reparting to each m^ember his due proportion 
in perfection, wliich cither giveth it rawc, or rcmayneth 
with it indigested by his hardnea or cruditie, infeebleth the 
body, and makcth it imlusty and imfit for any thing; for 
the iitomache being strong (though all parts els be weake]|, 
there is ever a deaire to feede, and aptucs to perform what- 
soever can he reniured of a man ; but though all other 
members he strong and soundjif the stomache he opprest, 
or aquemiah, all the body is imlustie, and unfit for any 
thing, aud yeeldetb to uothiug so readily as sLoathfulues, 
which is conHnncd by the common anawere to all qnea- 
tions; as, will you eatc ? will you sleepe? will you walkc ? 
will yoii play? The anawere is, I have no stomache: 
which ia as much as to say, no, not willingly: tliorcby con- 
hrniiiig, that without a sound and whole atomache, uothing* 
can bee well accomplishcdj nor any sustenaucc well di- 
gested.' 

' The cause of acuxvy is now known to be, the use for &. loug period 
iif one diet, aud that unwtolaHome. Siiice greater Attention has been 
]isiid to tbc proper adutixtiu'e of articles of food, itud sAso to iim i:[e»n- 
lines6 anil vcotiktioa of the vessel, tiue dlBeaso \kw ucarly disaj>p«irmL 
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The seotlung of the meate in salt water, helpeth to cause 
mT^r^'i'i tliis '"firmitie, which in long voyagcB am hardly be avoyilt'il: 
w,u,r. ijy^ ^ jj. jjjj^^ i^g^ ^^ 'g j^j ijg shiuined ; fur the water of the 

flf'rtliuoa' ^^^ *^ mftii's body is very unwholcaome. The corruption 
of tht: victuals, aiid csijecially of the bread, is very per- 
nicious; the vapours and ajTc of the sea also is nothing 
profitable. Especially in these hot countries, where arc many 
calmcs. And were it not for the moving of the sea by the 
force of wiudea, tydes, and currants, it would corrupt all tiie 
world. 

TIiD experience I saw in anno 1590, lying with a Recte 
of her majesties ships abuut the ilaiids of the Azores, 
almost six moneths ; the grejitest part of the time wc were 
hecalmed: ivith which all the sea became so repleuiehcd 
with scTcral sorta of gellycs, and formes of serpents, adders, 
and snakes, as seemed wondcrfull: aome greeue, Mome 
hiackcj Bomo ycUuw, some white, some of divers coulours; 
and many of them had life, and some there were a yard 
and halfe, and two yards long; which had I not seene, I 
could hardly have hcleeved. And hereof are witnosscB all 
the compaoiesi of the ships which were then present ; so 
that hardly a man could draw a buckett of water clecrc of 
some comiption.^ In which voyage, towards the end 
thereof, many of every ship (saving of the Nonpercit, which 
was under my charge, aitd had onely one man sicke in aU 
the voyage), fell siclte of this disease, and began to die 
apace, but that the speedie passage into our country was 
remedie to the crazed, aiul a preservative for those that were 
not touched. The best prevention for this disease (in my 
judgement) is to keepe cLeane the shippe; to besprinkle her

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ordinarily witK viiieger, or to burnt; tarre, and some sweet ^"^- '"' 
savours; to feed upou as few suit meats in the hut country as 
may be; and especially to shimne all kindos of salt fish, and ^' ""^^ 
to FRservR tiicni tor the cold climates; aiid not to dresse 
any mcate with salt water, nor to swffer the companic to 
WH«h their shirts nor cloathos in it, nor to sleepe in their 
cloKtlia %vhen they are wett. For this cause it is necessarily 
required, thiit proviaion be made of apparell for the eom- 
piuiy, that they may have wherewith to shift themselves ; ^i ■►'"^ 
being a common calnmitie amongst the ordinary sort of 
mariners, to spend their thrift on the shore, and to bring 
to sea no more deaths then they have baekcs. For the 
bodic of man is not refreahed with any thing more then 
with shifting cleane cloaths ; a great preservative of health 
in hott countries. 

The second antidote is, to keepc the compauie occupied 
in some bodily exercise of workc, of agilitie, of pastime^j, of iiy ifchonc. 
dauucing, of use of armes; these heljieth much to banish 
tlm iufirmitie. Thirdly, in the morning, at dischiuge of_^Jj;*'^*, 
the watch, to ^ve every man a hit of bread, and a dranght '*""''"'»■ 
of drinlie, either beere or wine mingled with water (at tliu 
leastjtheone halfe), or a qnantitie mingled with beere, that 
the pores of the bodio may be fnll, when the vapours of the 
sea ascend up.^ 

The morning draught should be ever of the beat and 
choysest of that in the slnp. ?ure wine 1 hold to be more 
hurtfull then the other is profitable. In this, others will 
be of a contrary opinion, but I thinke partiall. If not, 
then leave I the remedies thereof to those physitions and 
Burgeons who have experience ; and I wish that some 
learned man woidd write of it, for it is the plague of the 
aea, and the spoylc of miuiners. Doubtlesse, it would be a

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*^'""'- meritorious worke with God and man, and most beitcBciall 
for our countric ; for in twcntie yeares, sincD that I have 
used the sea, I dare take upon me to give accompt of ten 
thouaand men consumed with this disease. 

That which I have aeene most fruitfull for this uckneasc, 
is sower oranges aud leminous,* and a water which amongst 
others (for my particular provision) I cariyed to the sea, 
called Dr. Stevens his water, of wliich, for that his vcrtuc 
waa not then well knowne unto me, I cjirryed but little, 
and it tuokc and quickly, but gave health to tlioae that 
used it. 

The oyle of vitry* is hencficiall for this disease j taking 
two drops of it, and mingled in a draught of water, with it 
little sugar. It taketh away the thirst, and hclpeth to 
dense and comfort the stomache. But the priucipall of

and the land for men. And the oftener a man can have 
liis people to laud, uot Liuderixig his voyage, the better it

s Tn the yeftr lV7fi, the Royal Society awarded tlieii gold, medal to 
Captain JameB Cook, foraptiper on " Preeerving the health of the crew 
of her majesty's ItenoluUon, <tc." Captain Cook ccinsiders that much 
was on'iiig to the exlraordinarj care taken by the ^miralty in causing 
such articleB to he put on board, ss hy exparienco or conjecture were 
judged to l>e UKcful. But he adds, that the Introduction of the most 
ea]iitary articlcB will prove niiHiiccOKHfu], unless HUpportod by certain 
rules. The men being at three watches, except on emergency, wer-a 
consequently less exposed to the waather, and goaorally had dry clo-thea 
to shift themselves.. Care was taken to keep their persons and clothca 
clean aud dry, A fire was often burned in the well. The coppers were 
kept clean, and no fat allowed to he given to the people. Fresh water 
wjiH ohtaiucd at evcrj opportunity. Few placus hut wlijit ofTerud soni« 
refreshment, and example and Autliority wore not wantiag to induce

TI«.nN6 stood to the westwards some liuudreth leagues and swl»w^ 
more, and the wind contimuna with us contrarit), and the TLew.™- 
sicknesse so fervent, that every day there dyed more or f^|^'' 
lesae, — my coinpaiiiie in generall beg-an to dismay, and to 
desire to retume hoinewards, which 1 laboured to hinder 
by good reasons and perswasions; aa that to the West 
Indies we had not above eif^ht hundreth leaguen, to the 
Hands of Azores little lesse, and before wc came to the 
Hands of Citpe de Verde, that we should meete with the 
brcze ; for every lught we might see the reach goe contrary 
,to the winde which wee sayled by; verifying the oh! 
provcrbe amongst mariners, — that he hath need of a long 
mast, that will aayle by the reach : and that the neerest 
land and speediest refreshing we could look for, was the 
coast of Brasill ; and that standing towards it with the wind 
we had, we sliortned our way for the Indies ; and that to put 
all the aicke men together in one shippe, and to send her 
home, was to make her their grave. For wc could apare 
but few sound men, who were also subject to fall sicke, 
and the misery, notwithstimding, remedileese. With which 
they were convinced, and reraayned satisfied. So leaving 
all to their ehoyse, with the consideration of what I per- 
swaded, they resolvedj with me, to contniue our course, till 
that (iod w:is pleased to looke upon us with his Fatherly 
eyes of mercie. 

As we approached nccrer and neerer the coast of Brasill, b****" 
the wind began to rere to the eaat-wardes; and about the 



their being employed. These ruetlidds, under Divina Providiince, en- 
giLled the Rt»aliUion to complete a voyage of three jcais uad eighteen 
days with the losa of only oiu ijutn hy ilisEaiae. 

We may remark that our author seeoins to biive been fully ulive to 
the iiiipurtaoce of caring for the health of his compsiny, and it is not 
iiMproliftlile that Ci>ok henefitci) by some of his suggeslionB. 
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^'"■''"'- middle of October, to be large nu<l gooil for us ; autl about 

cbiws. f}^f. ijtt({, of October, wc were tbwart of Cape Saint Ananis- 
tine, which lycth in sisc degrees to the southwards of the 

rBniBmbiica lyue J aud the twenty-one in the height of Faxnambuca,' 
but some fouracore leagues from the coast ; the twentie 
foure in the height of Uayea de Todos Santos ; uecre the 
end of October, betwixt aevcutcen and eighteen degrees, 
we were in sixteen fathomes, sounding of the great sholes, 
which lye alougst the coast, betwixt the bay of Todos 
Santos, and the port of Santos, ali as Pura Senora deVitoria; 
which are very perilous."'' 

But the divine Providence hath ordayned great flockes 
of small birds, like snytes," to live upon the roctes and 
broken lands of these hIioIcb, and are met with ordinarily 
twentie Icngucs before a roan conic iu danger of them. 

It shall not be nmiBse here to recount the accidents 
which befell us during this contrary wiude, and the 
euriusitics to be observed in all this time. Day and night 
wc had continually a fajTe gale of winde, and a smooth 
sea, without any alteration ; one day, the carpcntera having 

nonBortuf calked the decke of our ahippe, which the suunc with his 

cstrcamc heato had opened, craved licence to hcate a little 

pitch in the cook-roomc ; which 1 would not consent unto

decke, knowing the danger; until the master undertookc 

that no danger should come thereof. But he recommended 
the ehargc to another, who had a better name then ex- 
perience. He suffered the pitch to rise, and to runne into 
the fire, whicli cJinsed so furious a flame as amazed him, 
aud forced all to flie his heatc. One of my compEmy, mth 
a double payre of gloves, tooke off the pitch-pot, but the 
fire forced him to let slip his hold-fast, before he could set 
it ou the hearth, aud so overturned it, imd n» the pitch

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began to nmne, so the fire to ealarge it aelfe, that in a '*"'' ""- 
moment a great part of the shippc was on a liglit fire. I 
being in, my cnbin, presently imag:ine(i what the matter 
was, flud for ail the hast I could make, before 1 came the 
fire was above the decke: for remetUe whereof, I com- 
mauded all voj compauie to cast their nigge-gownes into 
tlie sea, with ropes fastened unto them. Theae I had pro- 
vided for my people to watch iuj for in many hott countries 
the nights arc fresh and calde ; and dcvided one gowne to 
two men, a starboord and ii larbooi'd man ; so that he which 
watched had ever the go-vvne : for they which watched not^ 
were either in their cabins, or mider the dcckcj and ao 
needed them not. Tht; gownes being well soked, every 
mim that could, tooke one, and assaulted the fire ; and al- 
though some were singed^ others scalded, and many biuned, 
God was pleased that the fire was quenched, which I thought 
impossible ; and douhtlesae, I never saw my selfe in gi'eater 
peril! in all the dayes of my life. Let all men take example 
by us, not to sufTer, in any case, pitch to be heatc in the 
ship, except it be with a. shottc heate in the liic, which 
cannot breed daunger; nor to permit fire to be kindled, 
but upon meere nccessitie ; for the inconvenience thereof 
is for the most part rcmedilease.' 

With drinking of tobacco it ia said, that the Roebucke Bt wuing 
was burned in the range of Dartmouth. 

The Primrose, of London, was fired with a candle, at 
Tilbery-hopc, and nothing saved but her kele. 

And another sliip bound for Barbary, at Wapping. 

The Jesns of Luhecke had her gnnncr-ronme set on fire 
with a match, and had beene biuiit without redemption, if 
that ray father, Sii- John Hawkins, knight, then gcnerall 



B nea.ting pitch,a.iid drawing oil' spirits iu the hold, using a light, are 
tto most common ciiusas ihat leaJ to tire. Excludiag the air is the 
hest remedy, and no Ibottoi' device could have been hit upon than wett- 
ing the rug gowns. 
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l^^in liCT, had not commaunded her sloppers'" to be stopt, and 



"J/wiltii'L *''^ ^^^ *'' come to the pumpes, wherof shee had two which 
of ai^kt. ^-ent with chayiies ; and plying them, in n moment there 
was three or foure inclics of wtttcr upon the deckcj which 
witli BCoopes, swabMes," imd platters, they threw upon the 
fire, and so quenched it, and delivered both ahip and 
men out of no small danger. 

Great core is to he had also in cleaving of wood, in 
hooping or scuttling''' of caske, and iti any busincsse where 
violence is to be used with instruments of iron, Steele, or 
atone : and especially in opening of powder, these are not 
to he used, but mallets of wood; for many mischances 
happen beyond all Rxpectation. 

I have beene credibly enformed by divers persons, that 
comming out of the Indies, with scuttling a butt of water, 
the water hath taken fire, and flamed up, and put all in 
hazard. And a servant of mine, Thomas Gray, told me, 
that in the shippe wherein lie came out of the Indies^ anno 
1600, there happened the likcj and that if with mantles 
they had not smothered the fire, they had bin all burned 
with a pipe of water, which in scuthng toote fire. 

Master John Hazlelockc reported, that in the ai'senall 
of Venice happened the like, he being preaent. For mine 
Bj nBtun- pf own part, I am of opinion, that some waters have this 
propcrtie, and especially such as have their passage by 
mines of brimstone, or other mincralls, which, as all men 
know, gfive extraordinary properties nnto the waters by 
which they runne. Or it may be that the water being in

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wine caakc, and kept close, may rctnyue an extraordinary 

propertie of the wine.^^ Yeaj I have dninke fountaiueand 
river Tvatera Tnnjiy times, whicli have had a savour as that 
of brimstone. 

Tliree leagues from Bayou, in tVance, I have proved of 
a fouutaine that hath this aavoiir, and is mediciuable far 
many diseases. In the South aea, in a river some five 
leagues from Cape Saint Franciscoj in one degree and a 
halib to the northwai'dea of the lyiic, in the bay of Ata- 
cames, is a river of fresh water, which hath the like savour. 
Of this I shall have occasion to speake in another place, 
treating of the divers propertiea of fountaiues aad rivers ; 
and therefore to our purpoiie.

SECTION svm. 

We had no small cause to give God thaitkea and prayacfor •^r*'**"^ 
om- deliverance j and so, aU our ships once come together, 
wee magnified his glorious Name for his mercie towarda 
U8, and tookc an occasion hereby to banish swearing out 
of our shippcs, which amongst the common aort of mariners 
and sea-fiiring men, ia too ordinarily abused. So with a 
gcuerall consent of all our companie, it was ordayned that 
ia every ship there should he a palmer or ferulflj which 
should be in the keeping of liiiu who was takeu with an 
oath J and that he who had the palmer shoiUd give to every 
other that he tookc swearing, in the palrac of the hand, a 
palmada with it, and the ferula. And whosoever at the 
time of evening, or morning prayer, was found to have the 
palmer, should have three hlowcs given him by the captaine 
or master ; and that he should be still bonud to free him-

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aelfe, by taking anotTier, or eltie to nmne in daunger of 
continumg the penaltie; which executed, few daycs re- 
formed the vice j so that in three dayes together, waa not 
one oath heard to be sworue.

Aad certaiuly, in vices, custome is the prlucipall suste- 
nance; and for their reformation, it little availeth to give 
good counaoll, or to make good lawea and ordenauces ex- 
cept they be executed. 



9BCTI0N SIX. 

In this time of contrary wind, those of my company 
which were iu health; recreatwl themselves with fieliing, 
and beholding the hnuting and hawking of the sea, and 
the battel! hetwixt the whale and hia enemies, which truly 
are of no small pleasure. And therefore for the curious, 
I will apeud some time in declaration of them. 

Ordinarily such shipa as nangato hetwccne the tropiques, 
are accompanied with three sorts of fish : the dolphin, 
which the Spaniards call dozado; the bonito, or Spanish 
makerell; and the sharke, alias tibemne. 
Tiiri)ii]|ihin. Tlie dolphin I hold to be one of the swiftest fishes in the 
sea. lie is like mito a breame, but that he is longer and 
thinner, and his scales very small. lie is of the colour 
of the rayn-bow, and hia head different to other fishes ;

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for, irom liis mouth halfe a spannc, it goetli straight up- ^"*- '"• 
right, as the head of a wheny, or the cut-water of a ship.' 
He is very good mcatc if he be in acason, but the bent part 
of him is his head, which is gieat. They arc some bigger, 
some lesser ; the greatest that I have scene, might be some 
Iburc footo \ong. 

I hold it not irithout some ground, that the auncient 
philosophers write, that they be enamoured of a man ; for 
in meeting with shipping, they accompany them till they 
approacli to coldc climates ; this I have noted divers times. 
For disembarking out of the West Indies, anuo 1583, 
within three or fom-c daycs after, wemett ascole'of them, 
which left us not till we came to the ilands of Azores, nere 
a thousand Icagncs. At other limes I have noted the like. 

But some may say, that in the sea arc many acoles' of 
tlas kiude of hsb, and how can a man know if they were 
the same ? 

Who may be thus satisfied, that every dayin the morning, 
which is the time that they approach neerest the ship, we 
should sec fourc, five, and more, which had, as it were, 
our ejire-marke ; one hurt upon the backc, another neere 
the tayle, another about the fynnes ; which is a safiicicnt 
proofe that they were the same ; for if those which had 
received so bad entertainment of ns would not forsake us, 
much less those which we had not hurt. Yet that which 
makes them most in love with ships and men, are the 
Bcrappcs and refreshing they gather from them. 

The bonito, or Spanish makcrcll, is altogether like unto nic bonito. 
a raakereUj but that it is somewhat more growne ; he is

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^^"'^- reasonable foode, but dryer then a makerell. Of them there 

are two aorta : ttie one is tliis wh.icb I have descnbed ; the 
other, 8o great as hardly one man can lift him. At such 
timea 03 woe have taken of these, one suttirod for a meale 
for all my company. These, from the fyiiuc of tlie tayle 
forwards, have upon the cbyne seven small ycUow hiilocka, 
close one to aaotlier. 

Tlie dolphins and bonitos arc taken with certaine in- 
gtniments of iron which wc call \'j'9gei8j^ in forme of an eel 
8pcare, but that the blades ai'e round, and the poyiits like 
unto the head of a broad arrow : these are fastened to 
long staves of teu or twelve fuute long, with Ijnies tied unto 
thcni, and so sbott to the fish from the beakc-head, the 
poope,or other parts of the shippe, as occasion is ministered. 
They are al&o caught with hookes and lynes, the hookc 
being bayted with a redd cloth, or with a white cloth made 
into the forme of a iish, and sowed upon the hooke. 
Tiie iiiBrkff. The slmrk, or tibcrnne, is a fish like nnto those which wee 
call dogge-fishea, but that he is farre greater. 1 have seene of 
them eight or nine foote long ; hia head is flatt aud broad, 
and his mouth in the middle, midemeathj as that of the 
scale; aud he cannot byte of the hayte before him, hnt by 
making a halfe tumc ; and then he belpcth himselfc with 
his taylo, which serveth him in stead of a mdder. His 
skmne is rough (like to the fiwh wltich we call a rough 
hoimd), !uid russet, with reddish spottes, saving that under 
the belly he is all white ; he is much hated of sea-faring 
men, who have a certaine foolish superstition irith them, 
and say, that the ship hath seldorae good successe, that is 
much accompanied with them. 

It is the most ravenous fiah knowne in the sen; for he 
Bwalloweth all that bo fiudctb. lu the puch'' of them hath

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becne found hatts^ ciippes, shooea, shirts, leggs and armes '*"^*"' 
of men, ends of ropes, and many otlier things ; whatsoever 
h Tianged by the shippcs side, hcc shecrcth it, ns though 
it were with a razor ; for he hath three rowes of teeth on 
either side, as sharpe as nailes ; some say they are good for 
pick-tootha. It hath chanced that a yonker casting him , 
selfe into tlie sea to swimme, hath ]iad hia legge bitten ofl' 
above the knee hy one of them. And 1 have hocne en- 
fonncd, that in the Tyi/er, when Sir Ricliard Greeiitield 
■went to people Virginia, a sharkc cut off the legge of one 
of the companic, sitting in the chainos and washing him- 
selfe. They spawnc not as the greatest part of fishes doe, 
but whelpe, as tlie dogge or wolfe ; and for many dayes 
after that shec hath whelpedj every night, and towards any 
Btorme, or any danger which may threaten them hurt, the 
damme rccciveth her whclpes in at her mouth, and pre- 
serveth tliem, till they be able to shift for tltemselves. I 
have aeene them goe in and out, being more then a foote 
and halfe long; and after taking the damme, we have 
fonnd her yonng ones in her hcOy.* 

Every day my company tuoke more or lesse of them, not 
for that they did eat of them (for they are not held whole- 
some; although the Spaniards, us I have scene, doc cate 
them), but to recreate themselves, and in revenge of the 
injuries received by them; for they live long, and suffer 
much alter they bee taken, before they dye.^ 

At the tayle of one they tycd a great logge (if wood, at 
another, an empty batizia,' well stopped ; one tliey" youkcd 
like a hoggc ; fi'om another, they plucked out his eyes, and 
ao threw them into the sea. In catching two together, 
they bound them tayle to tayle, and so set them swimming; 
another witli his belly slit, and his bowels hanging out,

other infinite inventious to entertayue the time, aud to 
aveugc tliemselres; for that they deprived them of 8wim- 
miQg, ujid fed on their flesh beijig dead. They are taken 
with hiujjing iruns, and with great hookes made of pur- 
pose, with swyvels and chaincs; for no lyne nor small rope 
can hold thcoi, which they share not asunder. 

There doth accompany this fish divers little fishes, which 
arc callct pilats fishes, and are ever npon his iynues, his 
head, or his hacke, and feedeof the scraps and superfluities 
of hia prayes. They are in forme of a troii^ht, and strckcd 
like a makerell, but that the strekes are white and blacke^ 
and the blachc greater then the wliitc. 

The manner of hnnting and hawking representeth that 
which we reasonahlc creatures uscj saving onely in the 
disposing of the game. For hy our industry and abditie 
the hound and hauke is brought to that obedience, that 
whatsoever they seize U for their master ; but here it ia 
otherwise i for the game is for him tliat seizeth it. The 
dolphins and bonitocs arc the honndca, and the alcatracea 

Fijingflshes the hawkcB, and the flying fishes the garae ; whose wonder- 
full making magnifieth the Creator, who for theii- safetie 
and hclpe, hath ^vcn them extraordinary manner of 
tynnCH, which serve in stead of nings, like thuse of the 
batt or rere-mouse ; of such a delicate skinne, interlaced 
with small hones so curiously, as may well cause admira- 
tion in the beholders. They are like unto pilchards in 
colour, and making ; saving that they are somewhat 
roimder, and (for the most part) bigger. They Hie best 
with a side wind, but longer then then* wing* be wett they 
cannot sustaiue the waight of tlieir bodies j and so the 
greatest flight that I have seene them make, hath not 
beene above a quarter of a myle. They comra^only goe in 
scoles, and eerve for food for the greater iishes, or for the 
fonlcs. The dolpliins and bonitocs doe conlimmlly hunt 
after them, and tlic alcalraces lye soaring in the ayrc, to 
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sec when tliey spring, or take their flight; and ordinarily, _^ 
he tliat escajieth the mouth of the dolphin or bonitOj help- 
ing liimsolfc by his wings, falleth prisoner into the hauda 
of the alcatrace, aud helpeth to fill his gorge. 

The alcatrace^ is a sea-fowle, different to nil that I liavc ^''^ 
seeiie, either on the land or in the sea. His head like unto 
the head of a gull, hut his bill like tinto a aiiytea bill, 
somewhat shorter, and in all phices alike. Ho is almoat 
like to a hcroushaw ; his leggs a good spamie long, Ids 
wings very long, and sharpe towards the poyuts, with a 
long tayle like to a pheasant, but with three or foui-e 
feathers onely, and these narrnweT. Tie is all hlacke, of 
the colour of a crow, and of little rteshj tor he is almost 
all skinne and bonca. He soareth the highest of any fowle 
that I have seene, and I have not hoard of any, that have 
scene them rest in the sea. 

Now of the fight betwixt the whale and his contraries : ^''" "«''» or 
which are the sword-fish and the thresher. The wlude is 
of the greatest fishes in the sea; and to count but the 
truth, unlcsae dayly expeiicnec did witncsse the relation, 
it might seeme incredible; hce Is a huge unwildlie fish, and 
to those which have not seene of them, it might seeme 
strange, that other fiahea should master him ; but certaine 
it is, that many times the thresher and sword-fish, meeting 
him joyntly, doc make an cud of him. 

The sword fish^ is not great, hut strongly made ; and in ;|'^^^''n^ 
the top of his chine, as a man may say, betwixt the necke 
and shoulders, he hath a manner of sword in substance, 
like unto a bone, of foure or five inches broad, and above 
three foote long, fidl of prickles of cither side : it ia hut thin, 
for the greatest that I have seene, hath not beene above a 
finger thicke.

tance, and I dare affii-me, that I have heard tlie blowes of 
the thresher two leagues off, as the report of a pcece of 
ordinance; the whales roaring being heard much farther. 
It also happeneth sxmdry times that a great part of the 
water of the sea round about them, with the hluod of the 
whale, changeth his colour. The best remedy the whale 
hath in this extrcmitie to helpe himselfe, is to got him to 
land, which hee prociu-eth as soone as hee diseovereth Iiis 
adversaries; and getting the shore, there can fight but one 
witli him, aud for either of them, hand to hand, he is too 
good." The whale is a fish not good to he eaten, hee is 
almost all fat,'^ hut esteemed for hia traync; and many goc 
to the New-found-laud, Greenc-Iand, and other parts onely 
to fish for them; which is in this maner: when they which 
seeke the whale discover him, they compaeee him round 
Tiie takinK about with pynaces or shalops. In the head of every boat 
is placed a man, with a hai-ping iron, and a long lyne, the 
one end of it fastucd to the harping iron, and the other

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end to the head of the boat, in which it lyeth finely colled; ^^■"'- 
and for that he cannot keepe long under water, he shcweth 
which way he goeth, when rising neere any of the boats, 
■within reach, he that is neerest, darteth his harping iron 
at him. The whale finding himself to be woimded, awim- 
meth to the bottome, and drawcth the pynace after him ; 
which the fisher-men presently forsake, casting themaclvea 
into the aea; for that many times he diaweth the boat 
under water : those that arc next, procure to take them 
up. For thia cause all such as goe for that kind of fishing, 
are experimented in swimming. When one harping iron 
is fastued in the wIuQc, it is easily discerned which way he 
directeth his course : and so ere long they fasten anotltcr, 
and another in him. When he hath three or foure boats 
dragging after him, with their waight, Ids bleeding, and 
fury, he hccommeth so ovcr-mastred, that the rest of the 
pynaces with their presence and terror^ tb-ive him to the 
place where they would have him, nature instigating him 
to covet the shore. 

Ueing once hurt, there ia little need to force him to land. 
Once on the shore, they presently cut great peeccs of liim, 
and in great cimldrons sceth them." The uppermost in the 
cauldrons is the fatt, which they skimme ofi', and put it 
into hogsheads and pipes. This is tliat they caU whales 
oyle, or traiue oylc, accompted the best sort of trains oyle. 
It ia hard to be beleeved, what quantitie is gathered of one 
whale; of the tongue, I have bccue eufomied, have many 
pipes beene filled, llic fynnea are also esteemed formauy 
and sundry uses ; as is his spawuc fur divcra purposes ; this 
wee corruptly call parmavittie; of the Latiiic word, »perma-

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And the precious amber-greece some thiuke also to be 
fuimd in his bowella, or voyded by him : but uot in all 

tteai) : yea, they maintAJiic tor ccrtaine, thut tliu same itt 
ingendrcd by eating an bearbe which groweth in the sea. 
This hearbc is not in all sefis, say they, and therefore, 
where it wantetb, the whales ^ve not this fruit. In the 
const of the East Indies in many jiartcs is great quantitie, 
111 the coastes of Guyne, of Barbarj-, of the Flurida, in the 
islands of Cape dc Vcrdc, and the Canaries, ambcr-greece 
hath beene many times found, and sometimes on the coast 
of Spiiiiic and England. Whereupon it i« presumed, that 
all these seas have not the hearbc growing in thnm. The 
cause why the whale should eate this hearbe, I have not 
hoordj nor read. It may be simnised, that it is as that of 
the becunia, and other beasts, which breed the heazer 
stonej'" who feeding in the valleycs and mouutaiues, where 
are many veuemous serpents, and hearbes; when they find 
themselves touched Tfith any poyson, forthwith they ruuue 
for rcrnedicto an hcarbe, which the Spaniards cjdl coftJra- 
yerva, that is to say, contrary to poyson : which having' 
eaten, they are presently cured : but the substance of the 
hearbe converteth it selfe into a me<ltcinable stone; so it 
may be, that the whale feeding of many sortes of fisltes, 
and some of them, as is kuowne, venemous, when he 
fiudeth biniaelfe touched, with this hearbe he cureth him- 
Bclfe ; and not being able to digest itj natiue converteth 
it into this substance, provoketh it out, or dyeth with it in 
his belly; and being bght, the sea bringeth it to the coast. 
All these arc imaginations, yet instruments to moove us 
to the gloriJyiug of the great and universal Creatour of all, 
whose secret wispdome, and wonderfull workes, are incom- 
prehensible.

fuuntayne iu the Germayiie sen. In the bottome it is soft 
and white, and partaking of the ayre hccommcth hard and 
etouie : also the corrall lu the aca is soft, but comming into 
the ayre, becommeth a stone. 

Thoso who are of this former opinion, thinke the reason 
why the ambei- greece is sometimes found iu the whale, 
to he, for that he swallowcth it, as other things which be 
findeth swimming upon the water ; and not able to digest 
it, it remaineth with him till his death. 

Another manner of fishing and cjitehing the whale I j^fj^, 
cauuot omit, used by the Indians, in Florida ; worthy to 
be considered, in as much as the harbaroua people have 
found out Bo great a secret, by the industry and dilig'ence 
of one man, to kill so great and huge a monster ; it is in 
this manner. 

The Indian discovering a whale, procurcth two round 
billets of wood, sharpneth both at one ciul, and so binding 
them togpthcr with a cord, castcth himsclfc "vvith thcni into 
the sea, and swinimcth towards the whale : if he come to 
hinij the whale escapeth not ; for he placeth himselfe upon 
his uccke, and although the whale goeth to the bottonic, 
he must of force rise presently to breath (for which nature 
hath given him two great holes in the toppe of his head, 
by wliich, every time that he breatheth, he apouteth out a 
great qnantitie of water) ; the Indian forsjiketh not his 
holdc, but riseth with him, and thru^teth in a logg into 
one of his apowtcrs, and with the other knockcth it in so

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fiwt, that l)y no meancs the whnLe can get it out. Tliat 
fastued, at another opportunities lie thruateth in the second 
logg into the other spowt^r, and ■with all tlic force he can, 
kecpcth it in. 

The whide not being able to brcathj suTinmeth presently 
ashore, and the Intlian a cock-horae upon him, whicJi his 
fellowes discovering, approach to helpcj him, and to make 
an end of him : it serveth them for their foode many dayes 
after." 

Since the Spaniards ha.ve taught them the estimation of 
amber greecc, they sccke curiously for it, sell it to them^ 
and others, for such tilings as they best fiuieic, and most 
eateeme ; which arCj as I liave heenc enfomicd, ail sortcs 
of edge tooies, copper, glasses, glasse-beadsf, red caps, shirts, 
and podlory ware. Upon this subject, divers Spaniards 
have discQiirscd uuto mce, who have beeue eye witueases 
thereof, declaring them to Ijc valorous, veutrous, and ijiduts- 
lriou8 : othcrwiHC they durst not undertake au enterprise 
so ditfictdt and full of thknger. 
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Pbom the tropike of Cancer to three or fourc degrees of 
the cqiduoctiallj the brcze, -which is the north'Cast winde, 
n^wiiDwi (loth raienc in oiu- ocean sea the most part of the vearcj 
ti'>™ '7i^. except it be neere the shore, and then the wind is vnriiihle, 
".'uitnw^'"' In three or foure degrees of eythcr side the line, the winde 
hangcth southerly. In the moiieths of Jidy, Augnst, Sep- 
tember, and October ; all the rest of the yeare, from the 
Cape Bona EflpRranya to the ilands of Azores, the breze

SECTION XXI. 

Betwixt nineteeae ajid twenty degreea to the aouth-warda 
of the lyiie, the wiiide tooke us cootrar}'", whieh together 
with the sickues of my x^eople made mee to seekc the sliorej 
and. about the end of October, tvc liad sight of the laud, 
which presently by our height and the makiug of it, di-'i- 
covercd it selfe to he the port of Santos, alias Noatra Sc- 
nora flc Victoria, and is easie to be knowne, for it hath a 
great high lull over the port, -which (howsoever a man 
commetli witli the land) riactli like a hell, and comming 
neere the shore, presently is discovered a white tower or 
fort, which standctli upon the top of a hill over the harljour, 
and upon the seamost laud. It in the fii'st land a man must 
compa.sse before he enter the port. Commiiifr within two 
leagues of the ahore, wc auchorcd; and the cnptayncsand 
masters of my other ships being come aboord, it was 
thought convenient {the weaknea of our men considered, 
for vrec had not in our three ships twenty fourc men 
soLLud), and the winde uncei-taiue wheu it might change, 
we thought with puUicie to pi'ocTu-e that which wee could 
not by force ; and so to oB'er traUique to the people of tbo

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^**""^ shore; by that nieanea to prov« if wee could sttajne some 
rcfresliing for our sickc company. 
In execution whereof, I wrote n letter to the gOTcrannr 

in Latine, and sent liJm with it a peccc of crjinson velvet, 
a holt of tine kollimd, with divers otlicr things, as a pre- 
sent ; and with it, tlic enptaine of my ship, who spake a 
little broken Spanish, giving the govemour to understand 
that I was bound to the East Indies, to trafflque In those 
pai-tSj and that contrary windea had forced me upon that 
const : if that hee were pleased to like of it, for the com- 
moditiesi the coimtry yeelded in aboundance, I would ex- 
change that which they wanted. .Witli these instructions 
my captaine departed about nine of the clocke in the 
morning:, carrying a flagge of truce in the bead of the 
boate, and sixtcenc men well armed, and provided; guided 
by one of my company which two ycares before had bcene 
captaine in that place, and j^o was a reasonable pUot. 

Entering the port, within a quarter of a mile is a small 
viUngc, and three leagues higher up is the chief towne ; 
where they have two f(H"ts, one on eythcr side of the har- 
bour, and within them ride the ships wliich come tliither 
to discharge, or loade. In the small village is ever a 
parnsnn of <mc hundreth souldicrs, whereof part assist 
llierc contiuiiallyj and in the white tower upon the top of 
the hiU, whieb commaundeth it. 

Heere my captaine had good entertainment, and those 
of the shore received his message and letter, dispatching it 
presently to the govemour, who was some three leagues 
oft" in another place : at least they hearc us ao in hand. In 
the time that they expected the poat^ my captaine with one 
other entertained himselfe with the sonldiers a shore, who 
after the common custome of their profession (cxcejit when 
they be besomos),^ sought to pleasure him, and finding

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that be craved but oranges, lemmons, and matters of smal '**^' "'; 
moment for rcfireshing for bis generall, they suffered the 
women and children to bring liira what hcc would, which 
bee gratified with douhle pistolets,' that I had given him 
for that pnrposc. So got hec ua tiro or three hundrcth 
oranges and lemmons, and some fcwe faennes. 

All that day and night, and the next day, till nine of the 
cloclto, wee waited the returne of our boate ; which not 
appearing, bred io me some suspition ; and for my satis- 
fftction^ I manned a light horseman which I had, and the 
Fancie, the best I could, shewing strcn^h whei'e M'as weak- 
nesse and infirmity, and so set sflylc towardes the port ; 
onrgminer taliing upon him to bee pilot, for that be bad 
beene there some yeares before. 

Thus, with them we eiitred the hnrboiir. My captaine 
baring notice of our bciug within tlie barrc, came aboord 
with the boat, which was no small joy to mc; and more, to 
Bee bi'm bring ua store of oranges and lemmons, which 
was that we priucipally sought for, as the remedie of onr 
diseased corapiioy. He made relation of that had past, and 
how they expected present answere from the gureruour. 
"We anchored right against the village; and within two 
honres, hy a flagg^e of trace, which they on the abore shewed 
us, we understood that the messenger was come : our boat 
went for the jmswcre of the goveruonr, who saidj he was 
sorry that he could not accomplisli our desire, being so 
reasonable and good; for that in consideration of the warre 
het^tist Spaine and England, be liad expresae order from 
his king, not to auffer any English to trade withiu his 
jurisdiction, no, nor to land, or to take any refrestiiiig upon 
the shore. And therefore craved pardun, and that wee 
should take this for a resolute answcre : and further required 
us to depart tbe port within three dayes^ which he said be

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"'"•""■ gave U8 for our courteous manner of proceeding;. If any 
of my pcupk from that time forwards, sliould approach to 
the shore, that he would doe Lis best to liindcr and annoy 
them. With this answerewee resohod to ilcpHrt; nnd be- 
fore it came, with the first fiiire wind we dt'tt-r mined to be 
pneking : but the wind suffered yis not all that nigrht, nor 
the next day. In wliich time, I lived in a great perplexitie, 
for that I knew onr own wcaVuesao, and what they might 
doe unto ua, if that they had knowne so much. Fnr any 
man that puttfth himself into the enemies portj had need 
of Argus eyes, and the iviiid in a bagge,^ especially where 
the enemie is strong, and the tydes of any force. Fur with 
either cbbc or floods those who are on the shore may 
thrust upon him inYcntiena of fire : and with swimming or 
Other demises, may cut his cables. A common practise in 
all hot countries. The like may be effected with raffes, 
cannoas, boatcs, or pynaccs, to annoy and assault him : 
and if this had bccnc practised against ub, or taken effect, 
onr sMppes must of force hiive yeelded themselycs ; for 
they had no other people in them but sicke men; but 
many times opinion and feare presei*\"eth the shippcs, and 
not the people in them. 

Wherefore it is tlie part of a provident govemouT, to 
consider well the daungera that may befall him, before he 
put Hmselfc into such places; so shall he ever be provided 
for prevention. 

lu Saiut John de Yhia, in the New Spaine, when the 
Spanyards dishonoured their nation with that foule act of 
perjury, and breach of faith, given to my fa.th.er, Sir John 
Hawkins (notorious to the whole world), the Spanyards 
fired two great shippes, with intention to bui-ue my fathers 
Admirailf whicli he prevented by towing them with his 
boates another way.

* 80 that h« may got away when lb pleaaea Kim, 
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The grent armado of Spaine, sent to conquer Eugland, ^ "'i 
anno 15&8, was with that selfe same induatry overthrowiie; 
for the setting on fire of six or eeavcn shippes (whereof two 
were mine), aud letting them, drive with the Hood, forced 
them to cut their cahlca, and to put to sea, to aecke a new 
way to Spaine.* In which the greatuMt part of their best 
shippes and men were lost and perished. 

For that niy people should not be dismayed, 1 dispatched 
presently ray light liorsman, with oaely foure men, and 
part of the refireahingj advising them that with the first 
calme or slent" of wind, they should come off. 

The next night, the wind comnxing off tlie shore, wee set 
sayle, and with our boates and harkes sounded as we went. 

It flowed upon the barre not above foure foote water, 
and once in foure and twentie houres, as in fiomc parts of 
the West Indies ; at fiUl sea, there is not upon the harro 
above seventeen or eighteen foote water. The haxbour 
numeth to the south-westwards. He that will come into 
it, is to open the harbmu^s mouth a good quarter of a 
league before he beare with it, and be bolder of the wester 
side ; for of the easterland^ lyeth a great ledge of rocks, for 
the moat part, under water, which sometimes break not ; 
but with small shipping, a man may goc betwixt them and 
the poynt. 

Comming aboord of oni- ahippcs, there was great joy tii^ •■rtta 
amongst my company ; and many, with the sight of the 
oranges and lemmona, seemed to recover heart. This is a

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^'''''■■'""'- woiHlcrfiill secret of the power and ivisedome of Ood, that 
hath hiddea so great and uixknowne vertuc in this fruit, to 
be a certaine rcmcdic for tlik iafimiirie; I presently c»use<l 
tlicm all to 1)6 roparted' Jiiin)iig;st niir sirke men, which 
were so many, that there came not ahoi-e three or foure to 
a share : but God vraa pleased to send us a prosporoua 
winilt} the next day, so much to our comfort, that not any 
one dyed before we came to the Hands, where we pretended 
to refresh ourHelvos; and although our fresh water had 
fayled us many dayes before wc aaw the shore, by reason 
of oar long navigation, without touching any land, and the 
exce?*[«ivc di-inking of the sicke and diseased, wliich could 
not be excused, yet with an invention I had in my shippe, 
ni.tiiii..i;^.r I easily drew out of the water of the aea, sufficient

quantitic of fresh water to sustainc my people with little 
expcnce of fewell; for -with foure billets I stilled a hogs- 
head of water, and therewith dressed the meat for the sicke 
and whole. The water so distilled, we found to be whole- 
some and notirishiii^.*'

The Coast from Santos to Cape Frio, lyeth west and by 
son th, southerly. So we directed our course west south- 
west. The night commiag on, and dii-ections pven to 
onr other shippes, we sett the waleh, baring a fiiyre 
fresh gale of wind and large. My ftclfe with the master 
of our ship, having watched the night past, thought now

us in. a little time close upon the shore ;' doubtleaae he had 
cast us all away, liad not God extraordinarily dehvered tis; 
for the master being iii his dead sleepe, was suddenly 
aiTaked, and with such a firiarht that he could not he iu p™vi.(i:d« 
qniet! whereupon waking his youth, which ordinarily U|^,™^,"' 
slept in his cabin by him, asked him how the watch went 
on; who answcrcdj that it could not be above an hourc 
since he layd hiraaelfc to rest. He replyed, that his heart 
was so unquiet that he coidd not by any meanea sleepe, 
and so taking bis goniic, came forth upon the deck, and 
presently discovered the land hard by us. And for that it 
waB sandie and low, those who had their tiyc& continually 
fixed on it, were dazeled with the reflection of the starres, 
being a fayre night, and no were hindered from the true 
di-'!Covcry thereof. But he comraing out of the darke, had 
his sight more forcible, to discemc the difference of the 
Bea, and the shore. So that forthwith he commaunded 
him at the hclme, to put it close a starbourd, and tacking 
our ship, wee edged off; and sounding, found scant three 
fiithome water, whereby wc saw evidently tlic miraculoua 
mercie of our God ; that if he had not watched over us, as 
hce doth continually over his, doubtlcsse we had perished 
without remedie. To whom be all glory, and prayse ever- 
lastingly, world without end.

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Immediatly we shot off a peccc, to give wanuag to oiur 
other ahippes; who having kept their direct course, and fiir 
to wind-wards aBfl aoa-wards, bccanae we carried no light, 
for that we were within sight of the shore, coiild uot hcare 
tlie report ; aud the next morning were out of sight. 
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Tn tWs pojnt of steeridgp, the Spaniards and Portingalls 
doc exceede all tliat I haue scene, I mean for their care, 
"whicli 19 cMefest in navigation. And I wish in this, and 
in all their worJies of discipline, wee should follow their 
examples; as also those of any other nation. 

In every ship of moment, upon the halfc decke, or quar- 
Rrti^ifc ter decke,' they have a chayre or seat ; out of which whiliit 
they navigate, the pilot, or his adjutantsi (which are the 
same officers which in oni' ahippes we teruie the master and 
hia mates), never depart, day uor night, from the sight of 
the compasse ; and have another hcfore them, whereby 
they seo what they doe, and are ever witnesses of the good 
or had 8teeri<lg;e of all men that take the hclme. Tliis I 
have seene neglected in our best shippes, yet notliing more 
necessary to be reformed. For a good helmc-man may be 
overcome with an imagination, and 80 mie-take one poynt 
for another;^ or the compasse may erre, wliich by another

SECTION xxrv. 

The next day about tenne of tlie clocke, wee were thwart '^"i»»i"w. 
of Cape Blanco,' which is low sandie land, and perilous ; 
for foiire leagues into the sea {thwart it), lye banks of 
Band, which have little water on them ; on a auddeu we 
found our selves amongst them, in lesse then three fathomc 
iraterj but with our boat and shalope we went soundiiig-, 
and so got cleare of them. 

The next day following, we discovered the ilanda where 
wee pm-posed to refresh ourselves. They are two, and some 
call them Saint James, his ilands, and others. Saint Amies.' 
They lie in two and twenty degrees and a halfe to the 
south-warda of the lyne; and towarrls the evening (being 
the fifth of November} we anchored betwixt them and the 
mayne, in aix fathome water, where wee found our other 
shippes. 

All ivhicli being well moorc<l, we preaently began to set 
up tents and booths for our aicke meu, to cajry them a 
shore, and to use our best diligence to core tbcra. For 
wliich intent our three surgeaus, vpith their servants and 
adherents, had two boates to wayte continually upon them, 
to fetch whateoever was necdiull from the ahippes, to pro- 
cure refresliiug, and to fieh, either with netts, or hookes 

and, if at the same timiO, th« officer of tb« watch is thinking of " those 
far away," the Ebi|> may be run for a time Bome points off her cour&c. 
In the preceding section, Sir Kieburd wuU describes ttie difflcuity of 
diatioguiahing betwist & Bandy shore and the watur, on a calm brigbt 
night. 

* Capo 9aiDt Thome I ^ Now called Siunt Anns- 
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and lynes. Of tliese implenicutB wee had in aboundaTice, 
and it 3*eclded us some refreshing. For tlie first dayes, tlie 
moat of those wliich had lieiilth, occupied themselves in 
romcging onr ship ; in briu^iig ashore of emptie caeke ; 
in filling of thcra, and in feUiiig and cutting of wood: 
which Ijciug many workes, and few hands, went slowly for- 
wards. 

Neere these ilands, are two great rockes, or small ilands 
adjopiing. In tkem we found great store of yoiuig gan- 
nctta in their ncats, which we reacrveil for the sicke^ and 
being hoylcd with pickled porkc well watered," and mingled 
with oatmcale, made reasonable pottage, and was good re- 
freshing and sustenance for them. This pro-viaion fayled 
ns notj till onr departure from them. 

Upon one of these rocks also, we found great store of 
the hcurbc purslane/ which boyled and made into sallcts, 
with oyle and vincger, refreshed the sicke stomaches, and 
gave appetite. 

With the ayre of the shore, and good cheriahing, many 
recovered speedily. Som(; died away quickly, and others 
continued at a stand. We found here some store of ti'uits j 
a kind of cherry that groweth upou a tree like a plum-tree, 
red of coloiu', with a stone in it, but different in making to 
onrs, for it is nut altogether round, and donted about: they 
have a pleasing taste. 

In one of the ilands, we found palmito trees, great and 
high, and iu the toppe a certaine fruit like cocos, but no 
bigger then a wall-mit. We found also a fruit groxving 
n[>on trees in codda, like beaues, both in the codd and the 
fruit. Some of my company proved of them/ and they

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caused romits and purging, as any medicine taken out [>f »*«' »■ 
the apothecaries sliop, according to the quantitie received, i'xt*''' 
They have hiidds, as our beancs, Trhich ahaled off; the ker- 
nell parteth. itaelfe in two, and iu the middle is a thitt 
skinnCj like that of an onion, said to be hurtfull, and to 
cause escooding; vomits, and therefore to be cast away. 

Monardus writing of the nature aud propertie of this 
fruit, as of others of the Indies, for that it is foiuid in other 
parts, also callcth tlicni kavu^ //itn/aHra.t, aud saytli, that "j^tu^'- 
they are to be prepared by peeling them first, and then """"'■ 
taking awiiy the skiiiue in the middle, and after beaten into 
powder, to take the qnaulitie of five or six, cither with wine 
or sugar. Thus they are good (gainst fevers, aud to purge 
grosse humors ; agaiiiat the coUicke, and payne of the 
joynts ; in taking them a man may not slecpe, but ia to use ^ 
the dyet usuall, as in a day of purging. 

One other finiit we found, very pleasant in taste, in ^^2'}"" 
feshion of an artechoquej hut iesse; on the outside of'"*^ 
colour reddj within white, and compassed about with 
prieklea J our people called them pricke-pearaj' no conserve 
is better. They grow upon the leaves of a certaine roote, 
that is like unto that which we call semper viva ^ and many 
are wont to hang them up in their houses ; but theii' leaves 
are longer and naiTower, and full of prickca on either side. 
The fruit groweth upon the side of the leafe, and is one of 
the best fruites that I have eaten in the Indies. In ripen- 
ing, presently the birds or vermine arc feeding on tliom j 
a geuerall nilc to know what fruit is wholesome aud good **^£;f """ 
in the Indies, and other parts. Finding them to be eaten 1^[""""' 
of the bcHstea or fowles, a man may boldly eate of them. 

The water of these Hands is not good : the one, for being 

8 standing water, and full of veuemous wormes and ser- 

V A specieMofcactiu ; the fruit is eaten in Sicil; und elsewhere. We 
cannot joiD Sir Richard in its pniise : ptrbaps as ho had been long at 
Rca., be fouQtl it gmtuful.

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^"'^^ "'- _ peuts, which is neare a butt-shot from the sea shore; where 
we found a great tree iaUeu, and in the roote of it the 
uamcB of Huiidry Portiugtills, iVenehmuii, and others, and 
amongst tUeiu, Ahrsdutm Cockes ; with the time of their 
beiug ill thiy island. 

The other, though a riuiaing water, yet passing by the 
rootes of ccrtainc trees, which have a smell as that of gnr- 
liquo, taketh a ccrtaine conta^fiouB sent of them. Here 
two of our men dyed ■ivith swclhng of their bellies. The 
accideut we coiJd not attribute to any other cause^ thien 
to this suspitious water. It in little, and falieth into the 
sand, and soketh througli it into the sea ; and therefore we 
made a well of a pipe, and placeth it mider the rockc from 
whieh it fallcth, and out of it filled our caokc : hut wc 
could not fill above two tunnes iu a night and day.

So after our people began to gather their strength, wee 
manned oiu" boatca, and went over to the mayne, where 
presently we found a great ryver of freah and sweete water, 
and a mightie marish countric; which in the 'winter' 
aeemeth to be continually over-flowne with this river, and 
others, which fall fiora the mountaynous country adjacent. 

Wc rowed some leagues up the ryver, and found that the 
further up wc went, the deeper was the rivcTj hut no fruit, 
more then the sweate of our bodies for the labour of our 
handea. 

At our retume, wee loaded ovur boate with water, and 
afterwardes from hence wee made our store.

The sickuesse having wasted more then the one halfe of ^^' "^'- 
mv pt'ople, we determined to take out tlic victualls of the wi^i^od 

* loueafniBi 

Haivke, and to bunie herj which wee put in execution. 
And being occnpied iu this worke, we saw a shippe tiuniing 
to windwards, to succour her selfe of the ilands;' but having 
diacryed us, put off to aea-wards. 

Two dayes after, the wind changing, wc saw her agninc 
running alongst the coast, and the Daintie not being in 
case to goe after her, for many reasons, wc manned the 
Fancief and sent her after her ; who about the setting of 
the suune fetched her up, and spake with her ; when fiud- 
ing her to bo a great fly-boat, of at least three or foure 
hundreth ttmnes, with eighteen peecea of artillery, would 
have returned, but the wind freshing in, put her to lee- 
wards ; and standing in to succour her selfe of the laud, 
had sight of another small barke, which after a ahoit chaae 
shce tookej but had nothing of moment iu her, for that she 
had bin upon the great sholes of Abreoios,' in eighteen 
degrees, and there throwne aU they had by the board, to 
save their lives. 

This and the other chase were the cause that the Fancie 
could not beat it up in many dayes : but before we had 
put fdl in a readinease, the wind changing, shee came unto 
Tts, and made relation of that which had past ; and how 
they had given the small barke to the Portiugalls, and 
brought with them ouely her piliit, aud a marchn.iit called 
Pedro de Escalante of Potosi.

Ix this coast, the Portiiigalla, by uidustrie of tlie Indians, 
have wTfjHght niimy feats. At Cape Frio they tookc a 
great French slilp in the night, tlie most of her company 
heing on the shore, with cannoas/ which they hftve in this 
eojist 80 great, that they carry serentic and eightie men in 
one of them. And in Isla Grand, I saw one that was above 
threescore footo lon;^, of one tree, as are all tliat I liavn 
aeen in BrasiU, with provisions in them for twentie or 
thirtie days. At the iluud of SuH-Sebaatian, ueere Saint 
Vincent, the Indians killed about eightie of Master Cau- 
diah hia mnii, and tookc hia boat, which was the overthrow 
of his voyage. 

There commeth not any ship upon thia coast, whereof 
these cnnnoas givu not notice presently to every place. 
And wee wyre certified in Isla Grand, that they had sent 
an Indian from the river of Icnero, through aD the moun- 
taiiieH and marishes, to take a view of us, and accordingly 
made a relation of our shjppes, boates, and the number of 
men whieh we mi{;ht have. But to prevent the like danger 
that might come upon ue being carelesse aud negligent, I 
determined one night, in tlie darkest and quietest of it, to 
see what watcli our company kept on the shore; manned 
our light horsraan, and boat, armed them with howes and 
targctts, and got a shore some good distance from tho 
places where were our boothes, and sought to come upon 
them undiscovered : we used all oiu" best endevom-s to take 
them at uuawareSj yet comming within fortic paces, we 
were tliscovered ; the whole and the sicke came forth to 
oppose themselves against us. Wliieh we seeing, gave 
them the hubbub, after the manner of the Indians, and 
assaulted them, and they iis; but being a close darke night, 
they could not disceme us presently upon the hubbub.^

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From our shippe the gimner shott a peece of ordinance ^*°^ *^'"' 
over OUT heads, according to the order given him, and 
thereof wo tooke occasion to retyre nnto our boates, and 
■within a little lapace came to the bootlies and lanclinf^ places, 
as though wee came from our shippes to ayd them. Tliey 
began to recount unto us, how that at the wcstiT poynt of Tti* ryvu 
the iland, out of certaiue caunoas, had lauded a multitude "*'"''■ 
of Indians, which with a great out-cry came upon them, 
and iiHsaulted them fiercely; but finding better resistance 
then they looked for, and aoclng themselves discovered by 
the s}iippcs, tooke themselves to then- Iiceles and returned 
to theii' cauuoas, iu i^hich they imbarked themselves, and 
departed. One afTirmed, he saw the canuoaa ; another, 
their long Uayre ; a third, their bowes ; a fourth, that it 
could not be, but that some of them had theii* payments. 
And it waa ivorth the sight, to behold those wliiehhad not 
moved out of theli' beds in many moueths, unlesse by the 
hclpe of otliora, gotten some a bow-shoot off iuto the woodj^, 
others into the toppes of trees, and those which had any 
strength, joyned together to fight for their lives. In fine, 
the boothes and tents were left desolate.* 

To colour our busiiiesse the better, after we had s]ient 
some houre^ iu seeking out and joyuing the compnnie to- 
gether, in comforting, auiuiHting, and commeothug them, 
I left them an exti'^iiordiniiry j^uard for that night, and so 
departed to our shippcs, with such an opinion of the assault 
given by the Indians, that ninny so possessed, tlu-ough all 
the voyage, would not be perswaded to the contrary.

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BceL MTU Wliicli iiupresaion wrcnigUt sut-L K[rt,-ct in most of my 
compimie, that in all places where the Indians might auuov 
U8^ they were ever after most carcfiill and vigilant, as was 
couvenieut.'' 

In these ilanils it heigheth and falleth some five or six 
foot water, and but once in two and twentie houres ; as in 
all this coast, and in many parts of the West Indies ; m 
alao ill the coast of Perew and Chely, saving where are 
g:rcat bayea or indranghts, and there the tydea keep theii- 
ordinary conrae of twice in foure and twentie hourea. 

In the lesser of these ilands, is a cave for a amaU ship 
to ryde in, hmd-lockt, aud shee may moore her seleto the 
trees of either side. This we called Palmito Uand, for the 
aboimdancc it hath of the greater sort of pahnito trees; the 
other hath none a,t all. A man may goe lietwist the iJaiids 
with his ship, but the better course is out at one end. 

In these ilau^^ls are many scorpions, anateSj and adders, 
with other veucmous rermine. They hare parrots, and a 
ccrtaiue kiude of fowle like nnto phensaBts, somewhat 
bigger, aud eccmc to be of their nature. Here we spent 
above a moncth iu curing of our sicke men, supplying our 
wants of wood and water, and in other necessary workes. 
And the tenth of December, all tlungs put in order, we set 
sayle for Cape Frio, having onely sis men sicke, with pur- 
pose there to set ashore our two prisonera before named ; 
and anchoring under the Cape, we aent onr boat a shore, 
bnt they could not finde any convenient phice to land them 
in, and so returned.'^ The wind being southerly, and not 
good to gue on our voyag'e, we succoured our selves within

crew saved. A snug cove norlb of the cape, wilh a boat entraaceto 
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Isia Grand, which lyeth some dozen or fourteene leagues ^^'' "'" 
fi-om the cape, betwist the west, and hy south and west 
aonth-woat ; the rather to set onr priaonera a shore. 

In the mid-way betwixt tlie Cape and this Hand, lyeth 
the river lenerOj a very good harbour, fortified witli a ^"""'•■ 
garrisou, and a place well peopled. The lala Grand is 
some eight or ten leng^cs long, and cauaeth a goodly har- 
bour for shipping. It is full of groat sandie bayes, and in 
the most of them is store of good water j within this Hand 
are many other smaller Hands, which cause divers sounds 
and creekes ; and amongst those little ilands, one, for the '^'"* '''*^* 
pleasant acituation and fertilitie thereof, called Placcntia. 
This is peopled, all the rest desert : on this island our 
priaoners desired to be put a shore, and promised to send 
us some refreshing. Whereto we condescended, and sent 
tliem ashore, with two hoates wcB man'd and armed, who 
found few inhabitants in the iland ; for our people saw not 
above foure or five houses, notwithstanding onr boats re- 
tmTied loaden with plautynea, piniaa,* potatoes, angar- 
cane«, and some hennes. Ajnongst which they brought a 
kind of little plantyne, greene, and round, which were the 
best of any tliat I have seeno. 

With our people came a Porttngall, who said, that the 
island was his ; he seemed to be a Mistecho, who arc thoso 
that are of a Spanish and an Indian brood, poorely ap- 
parelled and miserable ; we feasted him, and gave him 
some trifles, and he, according to his abilitie, answered our 
courtesie with sncb as he had. 

The wind continuing contrary, we emptied all the water 
wcc could come by, which we had filled in Saint Jamca his 
iland, and filled our caske with the water of this Isla ''^*'""^: 
Grand. It ia a wildernesse, covered with trees and ahrubs 



the soutlin&rd, woe much uaed during the oporatioiis afterwarde carri'ed 
on to- attempt to recover the treasure enilmrked in her. 
^ Pine n.ppLes, ammeasa aiiliva. 
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Swi-x<rri. ^ thickCj M it hath no passage through, except a man make 
it by force. And it was Btrange to hcare the howling; and 
cryes of wilde beastes in these woods day and night, which 
wc coiild not come at to see by any meanes ; some like 
lyous, others like bcares, others Uke hoggs, and of such 
and 80 many diversitiea, m was atbnirable. 

Hcero oiir nets profited us moch ; for in the sandy baycs 
they tooke us store of fish. Upon the shore, at full sea- 
mark, we found in many plfices ccrtaine shels, like those of 
mother of penrlca, which are brought out of the East IndieSj 
to make atimding cups, Ciillcd caracolti ; of so great aui- 
OBitic as might move all the beholders to maguifie the 
maker of them: and were it not for the brittlene* of them, 
by reason of their exceeding thinncs, doubtles they were 
to bee esteemed farro above the others ; for, more excel- 
lent workemanship I have not scene in shcls.' 

The eighteenth of December, we set sayle, the wind at 
noi"th-east, and directed our course for the Straitcs of 
Magaliancs. The twenty two of this mnueth,, at the going 
too of the sunne, we descrycd a Portingall ship, and gave 
herchaac, andcommingTV'ithinhaylingof her, ahec rendred 
her sclfe without any resistance ; shee was of an hundred 
tuns, bonnd for Angola, to load negroes, to be canicd and 
sold in the river of Plate. It ie a trade of great prolit, and 
much used, for that the negroes are carried from the head 
of Hie river of Plate, to Patosi, to labour in the mynes. It 
is a bad negro, who is not worth there fii-c or six hundreth 
peeccs, every peccc of tennc ryals, which they receive in 
ryaU of plate,^ for there is no other marchaudizc ia those 
partes. Some have told me, tliat of late they have found 
out the trade and hcuefit of cochanilKa, but the river 
suffercth not vessels of burthen ; for if tliey diiiwc above

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eight or seaveu foote water^ they cannot goe farther then ^'^ '"" 
t}ie mouth of the river, and tlic first hnhitation is above a 
hundred and twenty lenj^na np, whereuuto many burkes 
tratte yeaiely, and carry all kinde of maj-chandize serving 
for Patoai and Paraquay ; the money which is thence rc- 
tuTued, in distributed in all the CQa«t of Brasill. 

The loading of this ship was racale of caasnvi, which the nJltii!' 
Portingala call Fmnna de Pan?. It servcth for marchan- 
dize in Angola, for the Portiugals fuode in the ship, and 
to nourish the negroes which they ahonld carry to the river 
of Plate. This meale is marlo of a certaine roote which the 
Indians call yuca, much like unto potatoes. Of it are two 
kindes : the one sweete and good to be eaten (either rostcd 
or sodden) as potatoes, and the other of which they make 
their bread, called coftsnvt; deadly poyson, if the liquor or 
juyce bee not thoroughlv pressed ovit. So prepared it is 
the bread of Brazil], and many parts of the Indieo, vrhich 
they make in this maner ; first they pare the roote, and 
then upon a ron{j;h stone they g^-atc it as amnll as they can, Tiin pfrwr- 
and after that it is f^ated email, they put it into a bag or '"^ '■*''■ 
poke, and betwixt two stones, with great waight, they 
prease out the jnycc or poyaon, and after kecpe it in some 
bag, tUl it hath no juyce nor moysture left.^' Of this they 
make two sorts of bread, the one finer and the other 
courser, but bake them after one maner. They place a 
great broad smooth stone upon other foure, which 8er\'e in 
stcede of a trevet, aud make a quieke fire under it, and so 
strawe the flower or meate a foote long, and halfe a foot 
broad. To make it to incorporate, they sprinkle now and 
then a little water, and then another rowc of meale, and 
another sprinkling, till it be to their minde ; that which ia

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to be spent presently, they make a finger thickc, and some- 
times more thicke ; but that wMch tbey make for store, is 
not above lialfe a finper thicke, but bo hard, that if it fall 
on the ground it will not breake easily. Being newly 
bnked, it is rcasonnble good, but after fcwc dayca it is not 
to be eaten, except it be sotiked in water. In sorae partes 
they sufFer the tneale to become fenoed,'" before they make 
it into bread, and hold it for the best, saying that it giveth 
it a better tast ; hut I am not of that opinion. In other 
parts they mingle it -with a feiitc called agnanapes, which 
arc round, and being ripe are grey, and as big as an hazcll 
nut, and grow in a cod like pcaac, but that it is all curiously 
wrought : firist they parch thcra upon a stone^ and after 
beatc them into powder, and then mingle them with the 
fine flower of cassavi, and hake them into bread, these are 
their spice-cakes, which they call xauxuw. 

The agnanapes are pleasant, give the bread a yellowish 
conlour, and an aromaticnll savour in taste.^* The finer of 
this bread, being well baked, kecpcth long time, three or 
fourc ycarcs. In Brazill, Bincc the I'nrtingalls taught the 
Indians the uac of sugar, they catc this meale mingled with 
reraels'^'of sugar, or malaascs ; and in this manner the Por- 
tingalls themselves feed of it. 

But we found a better manner of dressing this fimna, in 
making pancakes, itnd frying them with butter or oyle, and 
sometimes with manteca de puerco; when strewing a little 
sugar upon them, it was raeate that our company desired 
above any tliat was in the shippe. 

Tlie Indians also acenstome to make their drinke of this 
meale, and in three severnll manners. 

First is chewing it in their months, and after mingling

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it with water, after a loatliaome maimer, yet the coinmou- '*"''■ " ' 
est driuke that they have ; and that held best wliicK is 
chewed by au old womau." 

The second mauncr of their drinkc, is baking it till it be 
halfc burned, then they bentc it into powder ; and wlien 
they will driiike, they mingle a small quautitie of it "with 
M'atcr, which givetk a Fe;wonable good taste. 

The tliird, iind best, i;* baking it, as aforesaid, and when 
it is beaten into powder, to seetli it in water; after that 
it is well hoyled, they let it staiid some three or foiirc 
daycs, aud then drinke it. So, it is much hkc the ale which 
is used ill England, and of that colour and taste. 

The Indians are i-cry curious in planting and inaiuiring Tiuiimnuir 
of this yuca. It is a little shrubb, aud carryetli bra uclies .»"■■'' 
like liozell wands ; being gro^vue as bigge as a maus Hiigcr, 
they brcftkc them ort" in the middest, and so prickc them 
into the ground ; it ucedeth no otlicr art ur husbandi'Vj 
for out of each branch grow two, three, or fourc rootes, 
nome bigger, aomc leaser: but first they burue and manure 
the grouiidj the which labour, and whatsoever els is requi- 
site, the men doe nut so mueh as hclpc with a finger, but all 
lycth upon their poore womeu, who arc worse then elaves; ''"■'' "w lo- 
for they hibour the ground, they plant, they digge aud *•""'■'"■ 
delve, they bake, they brew, and dressc their meate, fetch 
their water, aud doe all di'udgerie ivhataoever ; yea, though 
they nnrse a childe, they are not exempted fix>m any 
labour ; their chUdc they carry in a wallet about their 
nccke, ordinaiily (Uidcr one arme, because it may sucke 
«hcn it ■wiD. 

The men have care for nothing but for their camioas, to 
passe from place to plnce, and of their howcs and nrrowes 
to hutkt, and their annes fer the warre, which is a sword of 
licaTie bincke wood, some foure fingcra broad, an inch

his edges are bhmt. If any kill auy game in huntings, he 
briiigeth it not with him, but from the nest tree to the 
game, be hreaketh a bough (for the trees in the Indies have 
leaves for the most pai-t all the yearc), and all the way as 
he goeth atreweth little peeces of it, here and there, and 
commiug home giveth a peece to liis woman, and so sends 
her for it. 

If they goe to the warre, or in any journey, where it is 
necessary to carry provision or marchandiie, the women 
serve to carry all, and the men never buccout nor ease 
them ; wherein they shew greater barbarisme then in any 
thing, in my opinion, tliat I have noted amongst them, 
except in eating one another. 

In Brasill, and in the West Indies, the Indian may have 
as many wives as be can get, either bought or given by her 
friends : the men and women, for the most part, goo 
TiKir oiiire. mikcd, and tliose which liavc come to know their shame, 
cover ouely tlicir privir parts with a pceco of cloth, the rest 
of their body is naked. Their houaea resemble great 
barnes, covered o\'er or thatched with plantyne leaves, 
which reach to the ^uund, and at either end is the 
doore. 

In one house are Boractiraes ten or twentie households : 
they have bttle household stiilTe, besides their beds, which 
they call hamacas,'^* and are made of cotton, and stayned 
with divers colours and workcs. Some 1 havo secne white, 
of great curionitie. They are as a sheete laced at both 
ends, and at cither end of thera long atrappes, mth which 
they fasten them to two posts, as high as a mans middle.

SECTION xxviri. 

Wh tooke out of this prize, for our proriaion^ some good 
quaiititie of this meale, and the sugar shec liad, being not 
ahovc three or fourc chcatfis : after three daycs wc pjavc the 
ship to the PortingaUs, and to them libei-tie. lu her was 
a Portingall knight, which went for govemour of Angola, 
of the habit of Christ, with fiftie souldiera, and arrnes for 
a huiidreth and fiftie, with his wife and daughter. He was 
old, and complained, that after many ycares senice for his 
king, with sundry miahapps, he was brought to that poore 
estate, as for the relief of his wife, his daughter, and him- 
selft, he had uo other substance, hut that be had iii the 
ship. It moved compassion, so as nothing of hia was di- 
minished, wliich though to ns was of no great moment, in 
Angola it was worth good crownca. Oncly we disarmed 
them all, and k't them depart, saying that they would re- 
tume to Sjunt Vincents. 

We continued our course for the Straites, my people 
much animated with this nnlookt for rcfi'eshing, and 
praised God for his bountie, providence, and grace extended 
towards iu. Here it will not lie out of the way to speakc 
n word of tho particuhu-ities of the countrie. 
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"Brasitj, is accoiuitcd to Ije that part of America, wUicU 
- lycth towards our north sea, hctvvixt the rivpr of the Ama- 
zons, neere the ]yue to the northward*, uiitill a man come 
tu the river of Plate in tliirty-six degrees to the southwards 
of the lync. 

This coast generally lyeth aext of auj- thing south aud 
by west ; it is. a temperate couutrie, thoiigli in some ]]arts 
it excccth^th in hoiit; it ia full of good succors for !»hippitig, 
aud plcutifiiii for rivers and fresh waters; the principal 
habitations are, Farnambuca, the Bay De todos lo» Santos, 
Nostra Scnora de Victoria, alias Santos, the river leuero, 
Saint Viuceuts, and Placentia; evei'y of them provided 
of a good port. The winds are variable, hut for the most 
part trade*^ along the coast. 

The commodities this country yeeldeth, are the wood 
called Brasill.s whereof the best is that of FaniRTuhnc ; (so 
also called, being used in most rich colours) good cotton- 
wool!, great store of sugar, balsamon, and liquid amber. 

They have want of all maner of cloth, lynnen, and 
woollen, of iron, and edge-tools, of copper, and principally 
in some places, of wax, of wiue, of oyle, and racate (for 
llie country beareth no come), and of all manor of liaber- 
dashery-warcs, for the Indiana. 

Tlie beasts that naturally breed in this country are, 
tygcrs, lyons, hogga, dogges, deere, maukcyeB, mycos, and 
conies (tike unto rattSj but biggcFj aiid of a tawney colour), 
arraadillocs, alagartoes, and store of vcnemous wormes and 
serpenta, as scorpions, adders, which tlicy call viiioraa ; 
and of them, one kind, which the di^-iue Providence hath 
created with a bell upon his head, that wheresoever he

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goetli, the sound of it might be lu-nid, and so tlie scrjicnt S"' "'■^ 
stunned ; for his atin^ng is williout remedie. This thfy 
cal! the vyrjora with the bell ; of them tliere lire many, 
and great atorea of snakes, them of that greatnesse, aa 
to write the truth, might seenie fabnloiia. 

Another worm there is in this country, which killed ^^Uj^S."*" 
many of the first inhahitanta, before G-otI was pleased to 
discover a remedie for it, unto a religious person; it is like 
a niiigot, but more slender, and longer, and of a greene 
colour, with a red head; this worme creepeth iu at the 
liinder parts, where ia the eracuation of onr snperflnitics, 
and therOj as it were, jjlcweth himselfe to the gntt, there 
fccdctli of the blond and hiumirs, and becommcth so great, 
that stopping the naturall passage, he forceth the princi- 
pall wheelc of the clocke of onr bodie to stand still, and 
with it the accompt of the honrcs of life to take end, mth 
most crucll torment and piune, which is sut^i, that he wlio 
hnth becne throughly punished with the collique can 
quickly decipher or demonstrate. The antidote for this 
pernicious worme is garhqne ; and this was discovered, by 
a phyaitian tu a rehgious peraon. 
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Bki-wixt twenty-sis aud twenty-seven degrees neere the 
coast lyeth an iland; the Portingalls call it Santa Catalina, 
which is a reasonable harbour, nnd hath good refreshing 
of wood, water, aud firiiit. It is desolate, and seoeth for 
those who trade from Braeilt to the river of Plate, or from 
the river to lirasill, as an inuc, or baytinjj; place. "^ 

In onr navigation towards the Straites, by our observft- 
tion wee found, that onr compasae varycd a poynt luid

curioueiy and largely of the variation t}iereof, I referre 
them that desire the understanding of it, to the Discoarae 
of Master William Aborrawh, and others; for it is a secret, 
whose causes well understood are of greatest moment in 
all navigations.* 

In the height of the river of Plate, we being some fiftie 
leagues off the eoast, a etoriue took U8 southerly, which 
endured fortie-eight hourea.' Id the first day, about the 
going downc of the sunne, Bobert Tharlton, master of the 
Faacie, bare up before the wind, without gi^'ing us any 
token or Bigne that sliee was in distresse. We seeing her 
to coatiune her course, bare up after her, and the night 
comming on, we carried our light; but sliee never answered 
us; for they kept their course directly for England, which 

Theo*«r. was the overtlu-ow of the voyage, as well for that we had 

"" '"yw- 110 pvuace to goe before us, to discover any danger, to seeke 
out roades and anchoring, to helpe our watering and re- 
freshing ; as also for the rictuids, ueceaaariea, and men 
which they carryed away ivith them : wliich though they 
were not many, yet with their helpe in our fight, we liad 
taken the Vice-Admirall, the first time shee bourded with 
us, as shall he hereiifter manifested. For once we cleered 
her decke, and had we beene able to have spared but a 
dozen men, doubtlesse wc had done with her what wc 
woidd ; fur shee had uo close fights.*

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(liBCOvered upon the coast of Perev. But I was worthy to '*"'■ ""■ 
be deceived, that trusted my ship in the hands of an hypo- 
crite, and a man which, had left his geuerall before in the 
like occasion, and in the selfe-same place ; for heuig with 'i'"*'""''''- 
Master Thomas Candishj master of a small ship in the 
voyage wherein he dyed, this captainc l)cing aboord the 
Admiral), in the night time forsooke his fleet, his general] 
and captaiue, and returned home. 

This had custoiue is too much used amongst sca-meu, 
and worthy to he severely punished ; for doubtlesse the 
uot punishing uf those oiFenders hath beeue the prime 
cause of many lamentable e^'cnta, losses, and ovcrtlirowcs, 
to the cUahonoui' of our nation, aud frustrating of many 
good and honourable enterprises. 

In this poynt of dicipbne, the Spaniards doe farre anr- DinciiJinpof 
passe us; for whosoever forsaketli liis fleete, or commander, 
is uot onely severely pnnislicdj but dejirived also of all 
clutrge or government for ever after. This in onr countrie 
is many times neglected ; for that there ia none to follow 
the cause, the principalis being either dead with griefe, or 
droTivned in the gulfc of povertie, and so not able to wade 
tlirough with the burthen of tliat suite, which in Spaine ia 
prosecuted by the kings attinraey, or fiscall; or at least, a 
judge appoynted for determining that cause purposely. 

Yea, 1 cannot attribnte the good successe the SuFutiard ThBunir . 
hath had in his voyages and peoplinga, to any extraordbinry i™"'-"ii'-» 
vertuc more in him then in any other man, were not dis- 
cipline, patience, and justice far superior. For ni valour, 
cxpencDCe, and travcll, he snrpaaseth us not; in shipping, 
preparation, and plentic of vitualls, hoc commeth uot neere 
us ; in paying and rewarding our people, no nation did goc 
beyond us : but God, who i» a just ami bountiful] rcwarder, 
regarrUng obedience farre above sacrifice, dotilitlessej in 
recompence of their induronce, resolution, and subjection 
to couuuandmeut, bestoweth upon tbcm the blessing due

Thus (jume we to ho deprived of the sweet truit, which 
tlie rod of dicipliuc bringeth with it, represented unto us 
ill aiincient verses, which as a rehque of experience I have 
Ueard in my youth recorded by a mse man, aud a great 
captiiiuc, thus : 

The rod Ijy power diviao, auti earthly recall law, 
Makes gooJ mcQ Jiv« in peace, and bad to utand in aWQ : 
For with a novcre stroku tlie 'had cDrrecteil be, 
IVhich raakes the good to joj such justice for to see ; 
Tlic lYjii of didjiliuo breeds foare in every part, 
Renitrd \'y due deitert doth joy uid glad the heitrb.

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Tlieae absentinga atid escapes are made most times onely 
to pilfer and 8tBale,as well by takingof some prise when they 
are alone^ and ivithout commaund, to hinder or order their 
bad proceedings, as to appropriate that which is in their 
intrusted ship; casting the fault.if they be called to accouut, 
npou some poore and iinknowne raarinerRjWhom they suffer 
with a littie pillage to absent themselves, the cunninglier 
to colour their greatest disorders, and robberies. 

For doubtlesse, if he would, hce might have come unto 

UB with great facilitie; because mthin sixteene houres the 

storme ceased, aud the winde came fayre, wliich brought 

us to the Straites, and dured many days after with us at 

north-east. This was good for them, though uauglit for 

us; if he had perished any mast or yai'd, sprung any leake, 

wanted victuals, or instruments for finding iiSj or hatl had 

any other impediment of iniportanee, hee might have bad 

some colour to clojike his lew dues:* but bis masts aud yards 

being sound, his shippe atauueh and loadeu with victualcs 

for two yearcs at the least, and having or<ler from place to

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place, where to finde us, liis intention is easily aepne tobcc 
bad, and liis fault such, as wortldly deserved to bee made 
exemplary unto others. Which he manifested at his rc- 
turue, hy liis manner of jiroceeding, making: i^ spoyle of 
the prise hec tooke iu the way homewards, as also of that 
which was in the ahipj putting it into a port fit for hia 
purpose, where he might have time and cummodity to doe 
what hec would. 

Wee made account that they had beene swallowed up of 
the sea, for we never suspected that anything could make 
^em forsake us; so, we much lamented them. The storme 
ceasing, and beiug out of all hope, we set sayle and went 
on oiu* coiu-se. During this storme, cert-iiine great 
fowlesj as big as swaones, soared about uh, and the 
Vfinde calming, setled themselves in the sea, and fed 
upon the sweepings of our ship; which I perceiving;, 
and desirous to see of them, because they seemed farrc 
greater then in truth they were, I caosed a hooke and 
lyiic to be brought mt; and with a peece of a pilchard 
1 bayted the hook, and a foot from it, tyed a peece of corke, 
that it migltt nut sinkc dccpc, and thre^v it into the acOr 
which, our ship drinng with the sea, iu a little time was a 
good space from us, and one of the fowles being hungry, 
presently seized upon it, and the hooke in his upper 
beake. It is like to a faulcous bill, but that the poyut is 
more crooked, in that maner, as by no meanea he could 
cleare himselic, except that the lyne brake, or the hooke 
righted : jjlucking liim towards the ship, with the ivaniig 
4)r his winga he eased the waight of his body ; and being 
brought to the sternn of our ship, two of our company went 
downe hy the ladder of the poopc, and seized ou his nccke 
and wings; but such were the blowes he gave them with 
Ilia pinniousj as both left their hand-fast, being beateu 
l>lRcfcc and h\ewc ; wc cast a snare about his nccke, and 
so tryccd him into the ship. 
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^*^^'"- By the same maimer of fishingj we caught bo many of 
p>j»";»^"i them, as refreshed and recreated all my people for that day. 
Their bodies were great, but of little fle»h and tender ; in 
taste answerable to the food whereon they feed.^ 

They were of two coloiixa, some white, some gi'ay j they 
had tlhree jo^iits in each wing ; and £rom the poyut of one 
wing to the pojTit of the other, both stretched out, wa» 
nboFc two tathomes. 

The wind continned good with us, till we came to forty- 
nine degrees and thirty minutes, where it tooke ub westerly, 
being, as we made cur accompt, aoino fiftie leagiics from the 
shore. Betwist forty-nine and forty-eight degreca, is Port 
Saint JuJian,a good harbour,and iawhich a man may grave 
Ilia ship, though shee draw fifteenc or sixtcene foote water : 
but care is to be had of the people called Pentagones. Tliey 
i;iir»uiiiie are treacherous, and of ereat stature, so the most civc them 
the name of gyauts.' 

The second of February, about nine of the clocke in the 
morning, we discryed land, which bare aouth'West of ua, 
which wee looked uot fur so timely; and comming ueerer 
and neerer unto it, by the lying, wee could not couiectnre 
what laud it should be; fur we were next of anythiug in 
forty-eight degrees, and no platt nor sea-card wliich we had 
made mention of any land which lay in that manner, neere 
about that height; in fine, wee brought ova lar-bord tacke 
aboord, aud stood to the north-east-wardcs ail that day and 
night, and the winde continuing westerly and a fayrc gale, 
wee contiuued our course alongst the coast the day and 
night foUowiog. In which time wee made accompt we dis-

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coverd well ncerc threescore leagues of the coast. It U ""'-''- '"■ 
bold, Jind made small shew of dangers. 

The latid is a goodly champion country, and peopled : iJ^^ 
we saw many fires, but could uot corac to speake with the Ulirf,"'*'"' 
people ; for the time of the yeare waa farre spent, to sUont 
the Straites, and the want of our pynace disabled us for j' "^'^|^j^^ 
finding a port or roade; not being discretion with a aliip ZtntHm^- 
of charge, aud in an imknowne coast, to come ueere the inna.'" 
shore before it was sounded ; which were causes, tog^cthcr 
with the change of windu (f^ood for us to paaae the Straite), 
that luudered the further discovery of this land, with its 
secrets: this I have sorrowed for many times since, for that 
it had liltchhood to be au excellent country. It hath great 
rivers of fresh waters ; for the out-ahoot of them eoloura 
the 80a in many places, as we ran alongat it. It is not 
mountaynous, hut much of the dispoaition of England, 
and as temperatti. The things wc noted principally on the 
coast, are these following ; the westermost poynt of the 
land, with which we tirHt fell, is the end of the laud to the 
weat-wardes, aa we found afterwards. If a man bring this 
poynt aouth-west, it riseth in three mounts, or round hil- 
lockes : brin^^ing it more westerly, they shoot thcmBelves 
all into one ; and bringing it easterly, it riseth in two 
hillocka. This we call poynt Trcmomitainc. Some twelve ,'^"J'J'„';^^ 
OT fouxetcene leagues &oin this poynt to the cast-wardes, 
fayre by the shore, lyeth a low flat iland of some two 
leagues long; we named it Fayre Iland; for it was all tayn niimi, 
over as grecne and smooth, as any meddow in the spring 
of the yeare. 

Some three or foure leagues easterly &om this iland, is 
a goodly opening, as of a great river, or an arrac of the 
sea, with a goodly low couiitrie adjacent. And eight or 
teune leagues from this opening, some three leagues from 
the shore, lycth a bigge rockc, whicli. at the first wee had 
thought to be a ahippe under all her sayle» ; but aftei-, as 
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Sad. »« ^p camp nccrp, it discovered it selte to Ije a rocke, which 
we called Condiie-head ; for that howsoever a man com- 
iTieth. with it, it is like to the condite heatls about the dttie 
of London. 

All this coast, so farre sls wee diacovereii, lyeth next of 
any thiug east and by north, and west aud by aouth. The 
land, for that it was discovered in the raigne of Queene 
Elizabeth, my sovcraigiie lady aud misties, aud a maiden 
Quccnc, and at my cost and adventure, in a perpetual! 
memory of her chastitie, and remeiiibrancc of my endea^ 
TOUTS, I gave it the name of Hawtchns maiden-land} 

Before a man fall with this laiidj some twentie or thirtie 
*'*""'"''•" leagues, he shall moete with bedds of oreweed, driving to 
and fro in that sea, with wliitc flowers growing upon them, 
and sometimes farther off; which is a good show and sigiie 
the laud ia neei"C, whereof the westennost part lyeth somo 
threescore leagues from the nccrest land of America. 

With, our fayre and large wind, we shaped our course 
for the StraJtes ; and the tenth of February we had sight 
of land, and it way the head laud of the Strailes to the 
north-wards, which agreed with our height, wherein we 
found our selves to Ije, wbicb was in fifty two degrees 
aud fortie minutes. 

Within a few hourea wc bad the utouth of tlie 

Straitea open, which lyeth in fifty-two degrees, and fifty 

niinutes. It riseth like the North Foreland in Kent, 

and is much like the laud of Margatcs. It is not good 

to borrow iiecre the shore, but to give it a fayre bb-th; 

within a few boures we cntrcd the mouth of the Straites, 

which 18 some six leagues broad, and lyeth iu fifty-two 

degrees, and fifty minutes : doubling the poynt on the

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Btar-board, which is jilso flat, of a gooti birtli, we opened "■'* "*• 
II fajTe bay, in wliich we might discry the. biill of a ship 
boiitcn upon the beach. It was of the Spanish fleete, 
that went to iiihabite there, in anno 1582, undiT the 
charge of Pedro Sarmieato," who at Ins retuiue was. taken 
prisoner, and brongbt into England. 

In this bay the Spauiarda made theii- priucipall hubita- ^|^**"^ 
tion, and i!altcd it the cittic of Saint Philip, and left it i-Bu-^biiii.. 
[Hiopled; but the cold barrcmies of the countrie, and the 
malice of the Indiana, with whom they badly agreed, made 
speedie end of them, as nlso of tlLose whom they left in the 
middle of the Straites, three leagues from Cape Froward 
to the east-wards, in another habitation. 

We coutimied oux course alongst this reacli (for aU the 
Straites iw ns a river altering his com-se, sometimes upt)n 
one poynt, sometimes upon another) which is some eight 
lejigues long, and lyeth west uorlh-wcst. From this we 
cntrcrt into a goodly bay, which runneth up into the land 
northerly many leagues; and at first entrance a man may 
ace no other thing, biit aa it were a maiue sea. From the 
end uf this first reach, you must direct your course west 
south-west, and some fourteene or fifteene leagues lyeth one 
of the narrowest places of aU the Straites ; this Icadetli 
imto another reach, that lyeth west and by north some six 
leagues. 

' The expedition of Drake Imring oxoieod considerable alarm in Peru, 
the Ticecoy despatched Don Pedro Sanniento with orders to taka him 
dead or alive. Proceeding to the Strait of Magalhacns in pursuit, lie 
took the opportunity to oxplur* its shores. Uc afttrvrarJs [niiuted out 
to the King of Spuin, Philip II, the importance of fortifying thoStmil*. 
to prevent th« pusaiige of strangers. Accordingly an oxpedition ww 
fitted out, which, after some a.cGident3, foumJied the two settlumcnts uf 
Jesus (uid San Felipe, The ait© of the last is now known ns Port 
Famine: so named from the disasters which befell tho nnhappy colonists, 
wlii> muntly perished by want. S.iruiiento himself having been blown 
off the coast, ap])eara lo have used every eil'ort to obtain and forward 
supplies iroui Bru^JI to his frionda, but, proeeoding to Europe for further 
nssictnnce, was captured and ta3ien to England. 
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Here, in the middle of tlie reach, the wiud toolte us by 
the north-west, and ao we were forced to anchor some two 
or three daves. In which time, we went a shore with oar 
hoates, and found necre the middle of this rpach, on the 
star-boord side, a reasonable g'ood place to ground and 
trimme a small ship, where it higheth some iiine or ten 
foote water. Here we saw eertaine hogges^ but they were 
80 farre from u», that wee coold not disceme if they were 
of those of the coiintrie, or brought by the Spaniards ; 
these were all the beasts which we saw in all the time we 
were in the Straites. 

In two tydea we turned through this reach, and so re- 
covered the ilands of Pengwina ; they lye from this reach 
foure leagues sontliwetit and by west. Till you come to 
this place, care is to be taken of not comming too neere to 
any poynt of the land: for being, for the mo3t part, sandie, 
they have sholrling off them, and are somewhat dangerous. 
These ilanda hare beene set forth by aome to be three; we 
could discover but two : and they are no more, except that 
part of the raayue, which lycth over against them, be an 
ilnnd, which carrieth little liltelihood, and I cannot deter- 
mine it. A man may sayle betwixt the two ilands, or be- 
tmxt them and the land on the larboord fride ; from which 
land to the bigger ilanrl isj at it were, a bridge or ledge, on 
which is foure or five fathome water; and to liim that 
commeth neere it, not knowing thereof, may justly cause 
fearc ; for it showetli to be shold water with his rypling, 
like unto a race,^" 

Betwist the former reach, and these ilands, runneth up a 
goodly bay into the countrj- to the north-wards. It causeth

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a great indraught, nnil above these ilands ninneth a great '''" ' 
title from the mouth of the Straitcs to ihcso ilanda; tlie 
laud on the larhoord side is low laud aud saiidy, for the 
most pai-t, and witliout doiilit, ilands, for it hath many 
Openings into the sea, and forcible indraughts by them, 
and that on the stai-hoord side, is aU high mountajmous 
land from end to end ; but no wood on eyther side. Be- 
fore wee passed those 'ilauda, under the lee of the bigger 
iland, we anchored, the wind being at north-east, Trith in- 
tent to refresh ourselves with the fowles of these ilands. 
They are of divers sorts, and in great plentic, as pcngwins, ^!!^t'^,^'' 
wilde dnckca, guiles, and gannets ; uf the principall we 
purpoaed to make provisions, and those were the peugwins ; 
which in Welsh, aa I have beene enformed, signifieth a 
white head. Prom which derivation, and many other 
Welsh denominationa given by the Indians, or their pre- 
decessors, some doe inferre that America was first peopled 
with Welsh-men ; and Motczanna, king, or rather em- 
perour of Mexico, did recount unto the Spaniards, at their 
ftrst comming, that his aimcestora came from a farre 
enuntricj and were white people. Which, conferred with 
an auncient cronicle, that I have read many yeares since:, 
may he conjectiu-ed to bee a prince of Wales, who many 
hundreth yoares since, with eertaiue shippes, aayled to the 
westwards, with intent to make new discoveries. Hee was 
never after heard of. 

Tlie pengwin is in hJI proportion Kke unto a goose, and ^u 5?oil!!''' 
hath no feathers, hut a certaine douue upon all parts of his '^''*""'- 
body, and therefore cauuot fly, but arayleth hiraaelfe in aU 
occasions with his fecte, running as fiist as most men. He 
liveth in the sea, and on the hind ; fcedeth on fish in the 
sea, and as a goose on the shore upon grasse. They har- 
bour themselves under the ground in biurowes, as the 
Connies, aucl'in them hatch their young. All parts of the 
iland where they haunted were undermined, save onely one 
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*"'• '^^' ^ valley, which it soemeth they reacn-ed for their foode; for 
it was as grcene as any medowe in the moncth of Aprill, 
with a most fine short graase. The flesh of these pcugwina 
is much of thu savour of a certainc iowle taken in the 
ilaiuls of Limdey and Silley, which wee call puffins : hy 
the taat it is easily discerned that they feode on fish. They 
are very fatt, and in dressing mnat he fload as the bytcr ; 
they are rcasonahle meate, rested, hakedj or sodden, hut 
l>est rosted. We salted some dozen or sixteen hogsheads, 
which served ns, whikst they lasted, in steeds of powdred 
heefe." 

Tlie hunting of them, as wc may well terme it, was a 
great recreation to my company, and wortli the sight, for 
in determining to catch them, neceasflriJy was required 
good store of people, every one with a cndgell in Ids. haiiil, 
to compasse them round about, to hring them, as it were, 
into a ring; if they chnnced to brcakc out, then wiia the 
aport ; for the ground being nndermincd, at unawares it 
fayled, and as they ran after them, one fell here, another 
there; another, offering to strike at one, lifting up his hand, 
sunkc upp to the arme-pita in the earth; another, leaping 
to avoyd one hole, fell into another. And after the firat 
slaughter, In seeing us on the shore, they shunned us, and 
procured to recover the sea; yea, many limes seeing them- 
selves persecuted, they would tumble downe from such 
high rocks and mountaincs, as tt seemed impossible to es- 
cape with life. Vet as soone as they came to the beach, 
presently wee shoidd see them nmne into the sea, us though 
they had no hurt. Where one goeth, the other foUoweth, 
like sheepc after the bel-wether : hut in gcttiog tliem oace 
within the ring, ctoae togettier, few escaped, save auch aa 
by cbauce hid themselves in the borrowea; and ordinaiily 
there was no drove which yeclded us not a thousand and

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more : tlie mauer of killing them which the hunters "nsed, ''^' *"'• 
being ill a cluster together, was with their cudgels to kuocke 
them on the head ; for though a man gave them many 
blowes on the body, they died not ; besidesj the ftesh 
bruised is not good to keepe. The massaker ended, pre- 
sently they cut off their heads, that they might bleede 
■well : such as we determined to keepe for store, wee saved 
in this mnncr. Firat, we split them, a.ud then wfiahcd thcira ^jf'.jj"^""' 
well in sea water, then salted them; baung laync some 
sixe howTcs in salt, wee put them iu preaae eight howres, 
and the blood being soaked out, we salted them againc 
in our other caskc, as is the custome to salt lieefe ; after 
this mancr they continued good some two monetbs, and 
served US in stead of beefe. 

The gidla and ganneta were not in so great quantitie, '"*^"*' 
yet we wanted not young guiles to catc all the time of our 
stay about these ilanda. It was one of the delicatcst 
foodes that I have eaten in all my life. 

The dnck« are different to ours, and nothing so good °™'^** 
mcate ; yet tliey may serve for neccssitie. They were 
many, and had a part of the iland to themselves several!, 
which was the highest hill, and more then a musket shott 
over. 

In all the dayes of my life, I have not seene greater art 
and curiositie in creatures voytl of reason, then in the 
■placing and making of their nestes ; all the lull being so 
full of them, that the greatest mathematician of the world 
could not devise how to place one more then there was 
upon the liillj leaving onely one path-way for a fowie to 
pnssc betwixt. 

Tlie hill was all levell, as if it had beene smoothed by 
art ; the ucatea made onely of earth, and seeming to be of 
the selfe same mould ; for the nests and the soyle is all 
one, which, with water that they bring in their hcakca, 
they make into clay, or a certaiue dawbe, and after fashion 
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sw^r iini [.{icm round, as with a compassc. In the bottomc they 
coiitaine the measure of r i'oote ; in the height about cipht 
inches ; and in the toppe, the same qiiantitic m'cr; there 
they arc hollowed in, somewhnt dcepe, wherein they lay 
their eggs, iritliout other prercntion. And I am of opinion 
that the sumie hclpetli them to hatch their young : their 
nests are for many yearcs, and of one proportion, not one 
exceeding another in biguesse, iu height, nor circumfer- 
ence j and in iiroportioualilc distance oue from another. 
In all tliia hill, uor iu any of their nestes, was to be found 
a blade of grassc, a straw, a stieke, a feather, a moatc, no, 
nor the filing of any fowle, but all the uestes and pjtsajges 
betwixt tbcni, were so smooth and cicanc, as if they had 
bcene newly swept and washed. 

All wliich are motives to prayse and magiiifie the imirer- 
sail Creutor, wlio so wonderfully raanifestcth his wisedome, 
bouiitie, and providence ia all his creatures, and especially 
for his particular Iotc to ingrntefuU mantindc, for whose 
contemplation and Bcrvicc he hath made them alL 



SECTION xxii. 

ottmi»;m One day, having ended our hunting of penpwina, one of 
our mariners walking about the ihuiri, discovered a great 
company of scales, or sea-wolves (so called for that tbey 
are in the sea, as the wolves on the land), advising us that 
be left them sleeping, with their belliea tosting against the 
SDiine. "Wee provided otu- selves with staves, and other 
weapons, and sought to steide upon them at unawares, to 
surptiss some of them ; and comming down the side of a 
hiUj wee were not tliacovercd, till we were close upon them: 
notwithstanding, their seutiueU, before we could approach, 
with a great howle waked them : wcc got betwixt the sea 
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and some of them, hut they shimned us not ; for ther cartic ^"" ■^""' 
directly upon us; aud tLoufjrh we dea.lt here and tlicre n 
blow, yet not a man that witkstoud them, escaped the 
o\'ortlu-ow. They reckon not of a miieket shott, a sword 
peircetb not their skiime, and to give a blow Trith a staflu, 
is as to smite upon a etone: onely in giving the blow npon 
his snowt, presently he falleth downe dead. 

After they bad recovered the water, they did, as it were, 
sconie us, defle us, and danncerl before us, untill we had 
shot some musket shott throngh thcui, anil ho they ap- 
penrctl no more. 

This fiali is like unto a calfe, with foui-e leggs, but not 
above a spanne long: his skinne is hayrie like a calfe; but 
these were different to all that ever 1 have scene, yet I 
have scene of them in many parts ; for these were greater, 
and in their former parts like nnto lyons, with shagge 
haiTC, and mostaches. 

They live in the sea, and come to sleepe on the land, and 
they ever have one that watcheth, who adviseth them of 
any accident. 

They are beueficiall to man iu their skiimes for many 
purposes; in their mostaches for pick-tooths, and in their 
fatt to make traine-oylc. This may auflice for the scale, 
for that he is well knonnac. 



SECTION SJLXU. 

Onb day, our boates being loadcn with pcngwins, and j^^^^* 'o 
oomming abnord, a sudden stornic tookc them, which to- •«*"i<""» 
gether with the fmy of the tyde, put them in such great 
danger, that although they threw all their loading into the 
8ca, yet were they forced to goe before the wind and sea, 
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to save tliHr tivfs. Which we seeing, and eonsideriiif^ that 
OUT welfare ricpendcd iipim their saietiOj tipiii^ iniiiossible 
to weigh our anchor, fftstiicd an emptie baixeU well pitched 
to the end of our cable, in atead of a hoy^ and letting it 
slip, set sayle to succour our boates, which in short space 
wee recovered, and after returned to the place where v/c 
ryd before. 

The storme ceasiaf;, we used our di]i§:ence by all meanes 
to spcke onr cable and nnchor; but the tyde being forcible, 
aiul tlie weeds (as in muny parts of the Straites), so luugj 
tliat riding in foureteene fatliomc water, many times they 
streamed tlirce and foure fatliomes upon the rymc of the 
water ; these did so inrolc our cable, tliat we coidd never 
set eye of our boy ; and to sweepe for him was but lost 
labour, because of the weeds, which put us out of hope to 
recover it.^ 

And so our forcible busiuesae being ended, leaving in- 
structions for the Faju:ie our pynace, according; to appoint- 
ment, where to find us, we inroled them in many folds of 
paper, put them into a baiTell of an old musket, and stop- 
ped it in such manner us nu wett eoidd enter; then placing 
it an end upon one of the highest lulls, and the most fre- 
quented of all the ilnnd, wee imbarlced our selves, and set 
sayle with the wind at north-weat, which could serve us but 
to the end of that reach, some dozen leagues long, and 
some three or fourc leagues broad. It lyoth next of any 
thing, till you come to Cape Agreda, south-west; from this 
Cape to Cape Froward, the coast lyeth west south-west. 

Some foure leagues betwixt them, was the second peo- 
pling of the Spaniards : and this Cape lyeth in fiftie five 
degrees and better. 

ThM'art Cape Froward, the wind larged with us, and we

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coutinued our cotme towards the ilaud of tllizabetb; which '^ "' ^""' 
lyeth from Cape Froward some foiiretcenc lea^ies west 
and by south. This reach ia foiire or fire leagues broad, 
and in it are luauy chauueUs or openings into the sea; for 
all the laud on tlie souther part of the Struites are ilanda 
and broken land ; aud &oni the beg innin g of this reach to 
the end of the StraJtes, high inountayiious laud on both 
sides, ilk must parts covered with snow nil the yeare long. 

Betwixt the ihiud Elizabeth and the mayne, is the nar- 
rowest passage of all the Straites ; it may be some two 
musket sheitt frotn side to side." From this straite to 
Elizabeth bay is some foiire leagues, aud the course lyeth ^j'^''"'"' 
north.-vvest and by wcst- 

This buy is uU sundie aud eieaiic ground on the easier 
part ; but before you come at it, thci-c lyeth a poyut of the 
shore a good hyrth off, which is dangerous. And in this 
reach, as in miuiy parts of the Straites, runneth a quick 
and forcible tyde. In the bay it higheth eight or nine 
foote water. Tlie norther part of the bay hath fuulc gi-onud, 
and rockes under water : aud therefore it i» not wholesome 
boiTuwing of the mayne. One of master Thomas Candish 
his pynaces, as 1 liave becuc euformed, came a-ground upon 
one of theui, and he was in hazard to have left her there. 

From Ehziiheth bay to the river of Icrouimo, is soraei'>""'''''"''f 

*' loniiilniii. 

five leagues. Ttie course lyeth west and by north, and 
west. Here the wind scanted, and forced us to seek a place 
to anclior in. Our boates going alongat the shore, foimd 
a reasonable harbour, which is right against that which 
they call river leronimo ; but it is another channell, by 
which a man may disemboake the straite, aa by the other 
which is accustomed ; for with u storme, which tookc us 
one night, suddenly we were forced into that opening un- 
wittingly; but in the morning, seeing our error, and the

TMa Imrbuur wp callecl Blanches bay : for that it was 
found by \ViUiam Blanch, one of our masters mates. Here 
having moored our shlppe, we began to make oui" prorision 
of wood mid wntcr, whorciif was plentie in this bay, and in 
ulL other places from Peng^viu ilauds, till witliin a do^en 
leagxies of the month of the Straites. 

Now tindiof; our dcckes open, with the long lying under 
the lync and on the coast of Brasill, the sunnc having 
beeue in oui- zenith many timesj we calked oiu ship within 
boiird and without, above the dccka. And such was the 
diligence we used, that at foure dayes end, we had above 
tUi-eescore pipes of water, and twcntic boats of wood stowed 
in our ship ; no man was idle, nor otherwise busied but in 
necessary workes : some in felling and cleaving of wood : 
some in carrying of water; some in romaging; some in 
wasliing ; others in baking ; one in heating of pitch ; 
another in gathering of musselU; no man was exempted, 
but knew at evening whereunto he was to betake himselfe 
the morning following. 

Some man might aske me how we came to have so maiiy 
cmptic casliP in IcHse then two moneths ; for it aecmcth 
much that so few men in encb short time, and in so long a 
voyage, should waste ao much? 

Whereto I answere, that it came not of excessive ex- 
pence ; for in health we never exceeded om' ordinary; but 
of a mischance which befell ua unknowue iu the iland of 
Saijit James, or Saint Auiie, in the coast of Brasill, where 
we refi'c«hed om- selves, and according to the customc 
layd urn' caske a shore, to trimme it, and after to fill it, the 
place being eommodiouB for iw. Bnt with the water a

ariers, ctntred also, which eat it so fiill of hokw that nil tliu 
water soaked out, anil made much of our ciuike of smuU une. 
This wc remedied the heat wee could, nud discovered it 
long before we came to this place. 

Hereof let others take waminc, in no place to liavo caake w«n>iiii( 
on the slioro where it may he avoyded j for it is one of the "*"»«"■ 
provisions which are vrii\\ greatest care to he preserved in 
long voyages, and hardest to be snpplyed. These artera 
or broma, iu all hott countries, enter into the plankes of 
shippcs, and especially where arc rivers of fresh water; for 
the commou opinion is that they are bred in fi'esh water, 
and with the current of the rivers arcbronght into the sea; 
hut experience teachcth that they breed in the great scaa 
in all hott cljTuates, capcciaily neere the eqninoctiall Ijtic ; 
for lying so lon^ under and neere the lyne, and towing a 
sUnlop at our uterne, comming to cleuse her iu Btasill, wc 
found her all nndei* water covered with these wormea, aa 
bipfi^e as tlie little finger of a man, on the outside of the 
plauke, not fully covered, but lialfe the tliickneaso of their 
bodie, like to a gcUy, wrought into the planke as with a 
gowdge. And naturali reason^ in my judgement, con- 
firmeth this ; for creatures bred and nnurisbed in the aea, 
commiug into fresh water liie ; as those actually bred in 
ponds or fresh rivers, die presently, if they come into salt 
water. 

But some man may say, this fayleth in some fishes and 
hpjists, Which I must confesse to be true; but these 
eyther are part terrestryall, and part aquatile, as the mare- 
maidc,3ca.horse,and other of that kind, or have theii* breed- 
ing in the fresh, and growth or coutiuuall nourishment in 
the salt water, aa the ealmond, and others of that kinde. 

In little time, if the shippe be not sheathed, they put siiMihitm 
all iu hazard ; for they enter in no bigger then a small 
Spanitth needle, and by little and little tboir holes become 
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ordinaiily greater tlieii a niaus finger. The thicker the 
pinnkci iSj the grcntcr lie groweth ; yea, 1 have scene many 
shippoa so entL'n, tliat the most of'thnii" phmkea unilcr water 
have beeue liku honey combes, wnd especiiilly tbuse betwixt 
wind and water. If they had not beene sheathed, it had 
bin impossible that tlicy could have awomme. The cutriug 
of them is hardly to be discerned, the most of them being 
small aa the head of a fiiiiuc.* Which,, all such as purpose 
]ong voyages, are to prevent by sheathing their shippes. 

And for that 1 have seene divers manners of sheathing, 
for the ignorant I will set them downe which by experi- 
ence 1 have found beat. 

In Spaine and Portiugallj some sheathe their shippea 
with lead ; which, besides the cost and waight, although 
they use the thinnest sheet-lead that I have seene in any 
place, yet it is uotliing durable, but aubject to many 
cnsualties. 

Another manner ia used with double plankes, as thicke 
without as witkiu, sii'tcr the maimer of furring; which is 
little better then that with lead ; for, besides hia waight, 
it dureth little, because the worme in small time jiasseth 
through the one and tlie other. 

A third manner uf abeatliing hath beene nsed amongst 
some with fiuo ciiui'as ; which is of small continuance, and 
ao not to be regarded. 

The fourth prevention, which now 18 niostaceomptedof, 
is to bui'ue the utter plaidtc till it come to be in every 
place like n cole, and after to pitch it ; this is not bad. 

In Chiiia, as I have beene enformcd, they use a certaine 
betaue or variiisL, in manner of an artificiall pitch, where- 
with they trim the outside of theii" shippes. It is said to

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be durable, and of that vertue, as neither worme nor water ^'- """• 
peiructh it ; neither hath the subeb power against it. 

Some have dfiviacd a certaine pitch, mingled with glassc 
and other in^Rdieiits, beaten into powder, with wliieh if 
the shippe be pitched, it is said, tlie wonue that tonchctU 
it dyeth ; but I have not heard that it hath beene nsefnl. 

But the most approved of allj is the mauner of sheathing in BueitnJ. 
iisod now adaycaiu England, ivith thin tiuiirda, halle inchc 
tliicke; the thinner the better; and elme better then 
oakc; for it ryveth not, it indiireth better under water, 
and ycchleth better to the shippes side. 

The invention of the matcrialles incoi-poratcd betwixt the 
plaiite and the sheathing, is that indeed wbieh avaylcthj 
for without it many plankes were not sufficient to hinder 
the entrance of this «onne ; this mimner is thiis : 

Before the sheathing board is nayled on, upon the inner Bjrtniiitii>w' 
side of it they smere it over with tarre }ialfe a finger thicke 
and upon the tarre another halfe finger thicke of hajTc, 
such as the whitelymers use, aud so nayle it on, the nayles 
not above a spannc distance one from another j the thicker 
they are driven, the better. 

Some hold opinion that the tarre killeth the worrac ; 
others, thut the wotToe passing the sheatliing, and seeking 
a way through, the hayrc and the tarre so involve him that 
he ia choked therewith; wlkieh me thinkes is most pro- 
bable ; tliis manner of sheathing was invented by my 
father, and experience liath taught it to be tlie beat and of 
least cost."

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SECTION xxsin. 

Such was the rliligpnco we usmI for our Hispatch to shoot 
the StrftitcB, thjit at fonre dnyes enil, wee had otir ivater 
and wood stowed in oui" sliippe, all our copper-workc 
fiuished, and our shippc calked from post to utemmc; the 
first day iu the moraing, the windl being; fajrc, we brought 
our tMjlves into tlic channeU, and sayled towards the mouth 
of the Straites, pratsiug Grod ; iiud begimiiiig^ our course 
with little winde, we dcscrycd a fire upon the shore, mndc 
by the ludianis fur a sigue to call us ; which scene, 1 caused 
a boat to be man'dc, and we rowed ashore, to see what 
their menuing was, and approaching neere the shore, wee 
saw a cannoR, made fast under a rocke with a wj^th, most 
artifieially made with the rindcs i)f trees, and nowed tu- 
getlitT with the fiunes uf whales ; at botli emls shni^pc, and 
turning up, with a greenc boug'h in either end, and ribbcs 
for Btrengtheniug it. After a little while, we might dis- 
cenie on the fall of the mountaine (which was fiiU of trees 
and alirubhes), two or three Indians naked, wliieli ciune 
out of certaine caves or coatea. They spake unto us, and 
made divers signes ; now poynting to the liarljoiir, out of 
which we were come, and then to the mouth of the Straites : 
but we understood nothing of their meaning. Yet left they 
\is with many imaginations, suspecting it might be to ad- 
vise us of onr pynace, or some other thing of moment ; 
but for that they were under covert, and might worke us 
tiumc treacherie (for all the people of the Straites, and the 
land nere them, use all the villany they can towards white 
people, taking them for Spaniards, in revenge of the deceit 
tlu»t nation hath used towards them upon simdry occasions; 
a& also for timt by our st»y we could reupe nothing but 
hindcranee of our navigation], wee hasted to our shippc, 
and Baylcd ou our course. 

iiVum DlaueheH Bay to long reach, which is »onie foiu-e 
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leagues, tbe course lyeth west south-west entriug into the ^"^ »"*"■ 
long reach, which is the laat of the Straits, and longest. 
For it is aome thirty-two leagues, and the course lyeth 
tieit of any thing north-ivost. 

Before the setting of the sunne, wee had the mouth of 
the straits open, and were in gi-eat Hope the next day to 
he iu the South sea; but about aeaveii of the clocke that 
niglit, we suw a great cluud rise out of the north-ejist, 
which began to Ciist forth great flashes of lightningg, and 
Bodaiaely sayiiuj,' with a fireah gale of wind at north-east, 
another more forcible tookc U3 natayes;' which pnt ns in 
danger; for all oar sayles being a taut, it had like to over- 
ret our »hip, before wc could take in oiu: sayles. And 
therefore in idl snch semblunees it is great wiaedome to 
carry a stiort sayle, or to take in all sayles. 

Heere we found what the Indians forewarned^ ua of; for 
they have great insight in the cliange of weather, and be- 
sides have secret dealings with the prince of darltnesae, 
who uiauy times declareth unto them things to come. Hy 
this meaues iind other witch -crafts, which he tcachetb 
thenij hee poascsseth them, and cauaeth them to doe what 
pleaaetli him. 

Within halfc nn houj'e it began to thunder antl raine, 
with 30 much wiude as wee were forced to lye a hull, and 
so darkc, that we saw nothing but when the lightning 
came. This being one of the narrowest reaches of all the 
titraitcs, wee were forced, every glasse, to open a little of 
our fore-sHyle, to east about our ships head : any man may 
conccLve if the night seemed long unto us, what desire we 
had to sec the day. In fine, Phoebus with his beautiful

[having driven fibove twcuty-foure leagues iu twelve houres, 
lying a hull : whereby 18 to be imagined the force of the 
wiude and current.) 

We set oiu- fore-sayle, aud returned to our former har- 
houi'; from whence, within three or fiiure dayes^ we set 
sayle agjuue with a fairc wiude, which continued with us 
till we came within n Iciiguc of the mouth of the atrjiitc; 
here the winde toukc ns againc contr;iry, aud forced us to 
returue againe to our former port; wtere being ready to 
anchor, the wind scanted with ub in such maner, as wee 
were forced to malie a board. In which time, the winde 
and tide put us so farrc to lee-warda, that we coiiltl by no 
meaner seize it : so we determined to goe to Elizabeth 
hay, but before wc came at it, the night overtooke us ; and 
this reach being dangerous aud narrow, wee durst neither 
hull, nor trje,* or turue to aud againe with a short sayle, 
and therefore bare alungat iu the middeat of the chanucU, 
till we were come into the broad reach, then lay a hidl tiD 
the morning. 

When we set aayle and ran alongat the coast, seeking 
with our boate some place to anchor in. Some foiu-e leagues 
to the west-i-vards of Cape Froward, we foimd a goodly 

Emiuubaj. ^jj^y^ ivliich wee named English bay ; where anchored, we 
presently went a shore, and foimd a goodly river of fresh 
water, aud an old caunua broken to peeees, aud aome two 
or three of the bonaes of the Indians, with peeees of scale 
stinking ripe. These houses are made iii fashion of an 
oyen seven or eight foote broad, with boughes of trees, and 
covered with other boughes, as our summer houses; and 
tloubtles do serve them but for the Buminer time, when 
they come to fish, and profit themselves of the sea. For

where it is more temperate, and yeeldoth better suste- 
xumce : for on the mayne of the Straits, wee neyther saw 
"beast noi- fowlc, sea fowle excepted, and a kind of bh»cke- 
bird, nnd two hoggs towards tlie biCgiuuing of the straites. 

Here oiu* ship being well moored] we began to supply 
our wood and water that we had apeat. \Vliich being a 
daycs works, and the wiade duriug many dayes contrary, 
I eudevonred to kcepe my people occupied, to divert them bioU. wum 
from the imapiiation whicb some bad conceived, that it''""- 
behooved we should retnrne to Brasill, and winter there, 
and BO shoot tbe straites in the sprinfr of the yeare. 

So one day^ we rowed up the river, with our boat and 
light horsemanj to discover it and the in-land : where 
having spent a good part of tbc day, and findiug sbold 
water, aud many trees fallen tbwart it, and little fruite of 
our L?Lboiir, nor any thing worth the noting, we rettirned. 

Another day we trayncd our people a-shorc, being n 
goodly sanilie bay; anotberj we bad a huxUngof batchelers 
against married men. Tlus day we were biisicd in wrest- 
bng, the other in shooting ; so wo wero never idle, neyther 
thought we the time long. 



SECTION SXSIV. 

After we bad past here some seven or eight dayes, one 
evetiiiig, with a flawe from the Mhoro, our iship drove off 
into the chaunell, and before we could get «p our anchor, 
and aet onr aayles, we w<;re driven so farrc to lee-wards, 
that we could not recover into the bay : and night eomming 
on, with a short sayle, wee heato off and on till the morn- 
ing. At the break of the day, conferring with the captaine 
and master of my ship what was best to be done, we re- 
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"^ """ '- aolvetl to seeke out Tobias Cove, which lyeth over agjiinst 
TobknCuto C'ape Fryo, on the soiitliem part of the atraites, because in 
all the readies of the straites, for the roost part, thewnnde 
bloweth trafle, imtl therefore little profit to he matle by 
tiuTjiug to w iude-wards. And from the ilauds of the Pen- 
guins to the cndc of the straites towards the Soirth sea, 
there is no anchoring in the chauuell ; and if wc should be 
put to Ice-wards of this cove, wo had no Buccoiir till wc 
came to the Uauda of Pcnn;win8 : aud some of our company 
which had bin with master Thomas Candish in the voyage 
in -which ho died, aud in the same cove many wcckes, un- 
dcrtooke to be ourpilota thither. WTierenpou wc bai-c up, 
being some two leagues thither, having so much winde as 
we could scarce lyo by it with our course and bonuet of 
each ; but bearing up before the winde, wee put out our 
topsayles and spritsayle, and within a little while the winde 
^"lliiTi"' ^egan to fayle us, and inmiodjatcly our ship gave a raiglatie 
upon n rMt. -j^jj^^ opon a fockc, ftud stucke fast upon it. And had we 
had but the fourth part of the wind which we had iu all 
the night past, but a moment before we strucke the rocke, 
oui' ahippe, doubtlessc, with the blow ha*l broken her aelfe 
all to peeces. But our proTident and most gracious God 
which commanndcth wind tind sea, watched over ns, and 
dchvcred us with his powerftdl hand irom the unknowne 
danger and hidden destruction, that so wc might praysc 
him for his fatherly bouutie and protection, and with the 
prophet David say, Except (he Lord keepe the cHtic, the 
watch-men watch in, tmine ; for if our God hi\d not kept our 
Bhippe, wo had bin all swallowed up alive without hcipe or 
redemption ; and therefore he for his mercies sake grant 
that the memorial] of his benefits doe never depart from 
before our eyes, and that we may evermore prnysc him for 
our wonderfiill deliverance, and his continual! providence 
„ ^ by day and by night. 

ZXj'S. My company with this acoident were much amazed, and 
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not without jiist cause. Immediately we used our cutlevoiu* 
to free our selves, iiuci with our boates sounded rouml iibout 
our ehippe, in the menu lime assaying* our pompe to know 
if our shjppe made more water then her ordinary ; wo found 
nothing iucrcasedj and round about our shippe decpe water. 
Sftviug under the mid-shippe, for aTiee was a floate a head 
and a stenie : and bearing some fathome before the ma^e 
mast, and in no other part, was like to be our destruction; 
for being ebbing water, the waight in the head and stemc 
by fayluttg of the water, began to open her plankes in the 
middcst ; and upon the upper decke, thej were gone one 
from another aouie two fiagers, some more ; which we 
sought to case and rcmedic by lightning of her burden, and 
throwing into the sea all that came to hand ; and laying 
out an anchor, we sought to wend her off:' and such was 
the will and force wc put to the capstcn and tackles fastned 
upon the cable, that we plucked the ring of the auchor out 
of the eye, but after recovered it, thoiigh not serviceable. 

All oui* labour was fruitlcsse, till God was pleased that 
the flood came, and then we had her off with great joy and 
comfort, when iin<ling the current favourable with us, wc 
stood over to English bBy,aiid fetching it, we anchored there, 
having beene some three hoiirea upon therocko,and'n'ith the 
blow, as after we saw when our ship was brought aground 
in Perico (which is the port of Panama), a great part of her 
ehenthiug was beaten off on both sides in her bulges,^ and 
some foure foote long and a (bote square of her false 
Btemme, joyning to the koele, wrested a crosse, like unto 
a Iiogges yoake, whieh hindered her sayling very much. 

Here we gave GK)d prayae for our deliverance, and after-

had throffiie overbourd to ease oxir sliippe, wliich was not 
mucli, : tlint supplycd, it pleased God (who ia not ever 
iingryjj to looke upon us ivitli comfoi% and to send us a 
fajrre and large wind, and so we set saj-le once againe, in 
hope to dlsemboke the atraite ; but some dozen leagues 
before we came to the mouth of it, the wind changed, and 
forced us to seekc out some cove or hay, with our buntes to 
ride in neerc at baud, that we might not be forced to re- 
tiume fari-e hacke into the Btraites. 

They sounded a eove some sixteenc leagues from the 

&™bbj awB month of the straite, which after we called CVabby cotc. 
It brooked its name well for two causes; the one for that 
all the water was full of a small kinde of redd crabhes ; the 
other, for the crabbed moimtainea wliich over-topped it ; a 
third, we might adde, for the crahhed entertainenient it 
gave us. In tliis cove we anchored, hut the wind freshing 
in, and three or foiu'e hilles over-topping, like BUgar-loaves, 
altered and straightued the passage of the -wind in J^uch 
maimer^ as forced it downc with snch violence in Hnwes and 
furious blusterings, as was like to over-set our shippe at an 
anchor, and caused her to drive, and us to weigh ; but he- 
fore we could weigh it, shee was so neere the rockes, and 
the putfcs and gusts of wind so sodaine and uncertKine, 
sometimes scant, sometimea hirge, that it forced lis to cut 
OUT cable, and yet dangerouii if our shippe did not cast the 
right way. Here uecessitio, not being subject to any law, 
forced us to put our selves into the handa of liiui that was 
able to deliver ns. Wc cut our cable and saylc all in one 
instant ; and God, to ehew his power and gnttious bountie 
towardes us, was pleased that our shippe cast the contrary 
way towards the sliore, seeming that he with his own hand 
did wend her about; for in lease then her length shee 
flatted/ and in all the voyage but at that iustaut, »hec

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flatted with difficultie, for that shee was long, the irorst ^"^ ""■ 
propertie sbee had. Ou either side we might see the rockes 
tinder ua, and were not Imlie a sliippes length £i-om the 
shore, and if she had oticp touched, it hafi heene impossible 
to liave escaped. 

Magnified ever be oiir Lord God, which delivered lonas out 
of the whales belly ; itnd his apostle Peter fruiu being over- 
whelmed in the waves; and ns from so ccrtaine perishing.

Fkom hence we retiu-ood to Bhinehes bay, and there an- 
chored, cxpetrting Gods good will and pleasure. Here 
begatme the bitternesse of the tiTne to increascj with bhis- 
tcriug and Bhai'pe wiuds, accompanied with raync and 
sleeting Know, and my people to he dismnyde Jigaine, in 
maniteBting a desire to returae to Brasill, which I wouJd 
never consent nnto, no, nor so mtieh as to hcare of.' 

And aJl men are to take care that they go not one foote 
backej more then ia of mere force ; for I have not seeue 
that any who have yeelded theretmto, but presently they 
have returned home. As in the voyage of master Kdward 
Fenton, which the Earlc uf Ciirahcrlaud set forth, to his 

the greatest effect to turn the slitp'a head fivsm the wind ; this is done 
when the ship ia nearly taken aback, either hy a sudden flaw or by 
ca-releasnesE at the helm. As a[ipIio(l bcr-c, it mou^nii tHiU the vessel 
cum i; round on her hcol- The tuuu vesaeU take iu performing a siiuilaJ' 
evolution, h'Uiir:! u <jei-t&in retid to tlieir length; lung »bips rut^uiriug 
more time than short ones.

the dangerouE Gituatlons in ^rhich the Beagle was constixntly exposed.

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great diarge. As also m that of master Thomas Caadiah, 
in which lie dyed. Both which pretended to nhuote the 
Straites of Magelan, and hy perswasion of some ignorant 
perflons., being in good possibilltie, were brought to consent 
to retume tu IJraaill, to winter, aud after in the spring to 
attempt the passing of the strait againe. None of them 
made any abode in Brasill ; for presently as soone as they 
looked homeward, one with a little blustering wind tnketli 
occasion to loose company ; another complaincth that lie 
wanteth victuals; {mother^ that his ship is leake; aaother, 
that his uiaats, aayles, or cordidge fayleth him. So the 
willing never waut probable reiisoua to further their pre- 
tences. As I arm once (being but yoimg, and more hold 
then experimented), in anno 1583, in a voyage, under the 
charge of my uiicle,'William Hawkins, of Plimouth, Esquire, 
in the Indies, at the wester end of the iland of San Iixan 
de Portorico. One of the shippcs, called the barke BonJter, 
being somewhat leako, the captaine complained that she 
was not able to endure to England ; whereupon a counsel! 
waa called, aud his reasons beard and allowed. So it was 
concluiled that the vietuall, mnnitionj and what was ser- 
ncenble, should be taken out of her, and her men devided 
amongst onr other shippcs; the hull remaining to he sunke 
or h limed. 

To wliich I nerer spake word till T snwit resolved; being 
my part rather to leame then to advise. But seeing the 
fatnll sentence given, and suspecting that the captaine made 
the matter worse then it was, rather upon pollicy to come 
into another aliip, wliich was better of «ayle, then for any 
danger they might ninne into ; with as much reason as 
my capacitic could reach unto, I disswaded my unkle pii- 
vately ; and urged, that seeing wee had profited the ad- 
vcntni'era notliing, wee should endevour to preserve uur 
priucipatl, especially having men and victualls. But seeing 
I prevayled not, I went further, and oflurcd to-finde out in 
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tlie same elnppe and others, ao many men, as with me S"*- "i"!- 
would be content to carry licr lionae, giiiiig us the third 
port of the value of the ship, as shee should be valued at, 
at her retiinie, by fuiirc inJiffcrcut persons; and to leave 
the vice-iidmirall which 1 had under my charge, and to 
make her Ticc-admirttU. 

Whercupou, it was condescended that we should all goe 
aboard the shippe, and that there it should be deteramied. 
The captaine thought himselfe somewhat touched iu re- 
putation, and 90 would not that fiirthor triail should be 
made of the matter : Baying, that if another man was able 
to carry the sKippe into Enghmd, he would in no case leave 
her; neither would he forsake Uer till shee suiike under 
him. 

The general! commended him for his resolntionj and 
thanked me for my offer, tending to the gcucrall good; my 
intention being to force those who for gaine could under- 
take to carry her home, should alao do it gratis, accordiug 
to their obligation. Thus, tins leake-ahip weiit well into 
Euglaud ; where after shee made many a good voyage in 
nine yeares, wherein shee was imjjloyed to imd fro ; and no 
doubt would have sensed many more^ had »hec not becne 
liud up and not used, falling into the hands of those which 
knew not the ubc of shipping. It were hu'ge to recount 
the voyages and worthy entci-prises, ovcrthrownc by this 
pollicicj with the shippes which have thereby gone to 
wrackc.

Bif this and the like experiences, rememhring and knowing ^^"^'J ' 
that if once I consented to tnme but one footc backe, I JSi;^';*'' 
should overthrow my loyage, and loose my reputation, I 
reaolved rathej- to loose my life, then to give eare to such

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WMt. xxwi. prejudkJftll coiinsclt. And so as tte Teathcr gave leave, 
we eutertaiued our selves the first dayea in necessary 
workes, aud after in making of coale (for wood was plirnti- 
fnll, and no man would commence an action of wast against 
us), with intent, the wind continuing loug eontraty, to nee 
if wee could reracdic any of our broken anchors ; a forge I 
had in my sliippe, and of five anchors which we brought 
out of England, there remained hut one that was sen-iceable. 
In tho ilands of Pengwina we Inst one ; in Crabbe rove, 
another; of a third, upou another occasioD we broke an 
iirmc ; and the fourth, cu ttic roekt> had the eye of his ring 
broken, This, one day densing with my selfe, 1 luadt- to 
serve, without working him a iieiv. Which when I tooke 
first in hand, all men thought it lidieulous ; but in fine, we 
made it in that manner so scr^-iceablc, as till oiu' sliip came 
to Cnllaw, which ia the port of Lyma, »hee scarce used any 
other anchor ; aud when I came from Lyma to Panama, 
which was three yeares after, I saw it aerve the admiral! 
in which 1 came, (a ship of above five bundreth tunnea), 
without other art or addition, theu what my owne iuventiou 
contrived. 
It'i^™-'"^ ■'^fl^ for that in the like nccessitie or occasion, others 
ms^ may profit themselves of the iudiwtrie, I will recount tlic 
manner of the forging our eye without fire or iron. It was 
in this sort. 

From the eye of the ahanke, about the head of the crosse, 
we gave two tnrnes witli a new strong halser, betwLxt three 
and foure inches, giving a reasonable allowance for that, 
which should be the eye, and sen'ed in stead of the i-iug; 
then we fastned the two ends of the halscr, ao as in that part 
it was a8 strong as in any otiier, and with our capsten 
stretched the two byghtes, that every pai-t might beai' pro- 
pnrtionably ; then ai-med we all the halser round about with 
six yarue synueta, and likewise the shanke of the anchor, 
aud the head with a smooth matt marie of the same tiyii- 
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net: this done, with an inch rope, wee woolled tbe two '''•'"''"'"• 
bygbtcs to the shanke, from the crossc to the eye, and thiit 
also which waa to serve for the riugj find fitted the stocke 
accordiuglv. This done, those who before dcride-d the in- 
vention, were of opiiiioiij that it would serve for a needj 
onely they put one difficultle, that witli the fall or pitch of 
the anchor in hard ground, ynth his waiprht he would out 
the lialscr iu sunder on the hejid; for prevention whereof, 
we placecl a panch, na the mariners tcrmc it, upon the head 
of the anclior, with whose softnessc this darigrj* was pre- 
vented, and the smclior ^last for scrTiceablc,' 

Some of our idle time we spent iu eatlierinff the barke Enr-itaiBr- 
and Irnitc of a certainc trcCj whicli we found in all places !•> ""'y 
of the straites, where we found trees. This tz-ee carrieth 
his fniite in clusters like a hawthome, but tliat it is greene, 
each berry of the hignesse of a pepper come, and every of 
them containing within foure or five graynes, twise as bigge 
as a mu9terd-seed, which broken, are wWte within, a* the 
good pep{>er, and bite much like it, hut hotter. Tlie bai'ke 
of tills tree bath the savour of all kinde of spices together, 
moat comfortable to the storaaehc, and held to be brtter 
then any spice whatsoever. And for that a learned coun- 
try-raau of ours, Doctor Turner, bath writteu of it, by the 
name of IFin/ers barke, what 1 have said may suffice. Tbe in (cutheriaR 
leafe of tliis tree is of a whitish greene, and is not unlike '*'^*- 
to the aspen leafe.' 

Other whiles we entertainetl our selves in gathering of 
pcarlcs out of mussels, whereof there are ahoundance in all 
places, from Cape Fraword to the end of tbe straitea. 

The pearles are but of a bad coloui", and small ; but it orp*ori««

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****** ^'""''- may be that iu the great mnsHck, in deeper water, the pcarles 
are bigger, aud of greater value; of the amaJl seed pearle, 
there was ^cat quantitie, and the mussels were a great re- 
freshing" unto us ; for the?)' were exceeding good, and in 
great pleutie. And here let me crave partlon if I crre, 
seeing I disclaime from being a naturalist, by delivering 
my opinion touching the breeding of these pearles, which 
I thinkc to be of a farre different nature and qiialitie to 
those found iu the East and West Indies, which are found 
in oysters ; growing in the ahell, under the mff of the 
oyster, some say of the dewe, which I hold to be some old 
philosophers conceit, for that it cannot bee made probable 
how the clew should come into the oyster ; and if this were 
true, then queatif>nles8e, wee should have them in our 
oysters as in those of the East and "West Indies ; hut those 
oyaterB were, by the Creator, madt to bring foorth this 
rare fruitc, all their shels being, to looke to, pearle itselfe. 
And the other pearles found in our oysters and mussels, iu 
divers partes, are Lujirendred out of the fatnesse of the fish, 
iu the very substance of the fiah ; so that in some niuasels 
have beene found twenty, and thirty, iu severall partes of 
the fish, and these not perfect in colour, nor clearenea, as 
those found iu the pearle- oysters, which are ever perfect in 
colour and clearenea, like the suunc iu his rising, and 
therefore called oricntall; and not, na is supposed, hccauso 
out of tlie East, for they are as well found iu the West, and 
no way inferior to those of the East Indies. 

Other fish, besides seales and crabbcs, like shrimpes, 
and one whale, with two or three porpusses, wee saw not 
hi all the straites, Hecre we made also a snrvay of our 
Wctiuils ; aud opening certainc barrels of oaten uieale, wee 
founH a great part of some of them, as also of our pipus 
and fatts^ of bread, eaten and consumed by the ratts ; 
doubtlessc, a fift part of my company did not eate so much

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as these devoured, a« wee tbuud dayly in comming to speud ''*'''"^ '^" 
any of our pruvistuiis. 

Wlieii I came to the a(;a, it was not suapcctcd tbitt I had ^Xs^"*' 
n ratt in my shippo ; but vriih the bread in caskc, which we 
tnuiHported out of tht; Hawke, ntid the going to and aguiue 
of our boatfvs unto our priae, though wee had divers catta 
and used other preventions, in a small time they multi- 
plycd in such a manor as is incredible. It is one of tlie 
generoll calamities of all long voysigcs, and would bee 
carefully prereatetl as much as may bee. For besides that 
which they consume of the Iwat ■victuals, they catc the 
sayles ; aud neither packe nor chest is free from their 
surprisea. 1 have knowne them to make a hulo in a pipe Tii^.^^uuii 
of water, and aayiug the pumpe, have put all iu feare,tnnw« 
doubting least some Ic^kc had beenc sprung' upon the ship. 

Moreover, I have lieiird credible persons reiJOrt, that 
shippes have beeue put iu danger by them to be 8.uuke, by 
ft hole made in the bulge.* All which is easily remedied at 
the first, but if once they be somewhat iuereased, with 
difficulty they arc to he deati'oyed. Aud althougli I pro- 
pounded a reward for every ratt which was taken, and 
sought meaues by poysou and other inventions to consume 
them; yet their inercaae being so ordinary and many, wee 
were not able to cleai'c our selves &om them. 
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A'l' tlie end of fourctcene dayes, one evenings being calme, 
and a goodly cleai-e iu the cjt'^ter-boord, I willed our unehor

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to he wcyed,' au(i determined to goe into the cbajineli, 
whereof ensued a murmuriag amongst my company, who 
were desirous to see the winde aetled before we put out of 
the harbour: and inpart tliey hadrensoii, cousidcringhow 
wee bad heeiie caiivased from pinee to place ; yet on the 
other aide, if wee went not out before night, wee should 
loose the whole nights saylingj and all the time which we 
should spend in warping out; which woiUd he, tlowbtles, a 
great piirt of the fore-noone. And although the master 
signified uuto mee the disposition of my people, and mawter 
Henry Courton (a discreete and vcrtuous gentlemen^ and 
my good frieud, who in all the voyage was ever an eejieciol 
furthcrcr of all that ever I ordained or proposed), in this 
occasion sought to ilirert mCj that all but my selt'e were 
coiitrarily incliued to that which I tliought tit : aud though 
the common saying be, that it is better to errewith manyj 
tbeoj all contradicting:, alone to hit the right way, yet truth 
told mee this proverbe to bee falsely founded; for that it 
was not to bee nndci'stoori, tlmt for erring it is better, but 
because it is supposed that by hitting a man shall get emu- 
lation of the contradictors : 1 encountered it with another, 
that sayth, better to be emicd tlieu pittied ; and well con- 
sidering, that being out of the harbour, if the winde took 
as contrary, to go to EHzabetb bay wfis better then to bee 
in the port ; for a man must of force warpe in and out of 
it, and in the time that the shippe could be brought foorth 
into the cltanncll, the winde beiug good, a mau might come 
from Ebzabeth bay to the port, and that there we should 
haye the wind first, being more to the east-wardes, and in 
aa open bay, Jind moreover might set sayleiii the niglit, if 
the wind should rise in the evening or in the night; 
whereas, in the port, of force, we must waite the light of

westermoat part of the laud on, tlic souther side of the 
straitea.

that befall them, not oncly by unnxpected accidents and ■"■'""■huii. r., 
miscbances, but also by contradictions and raurmura of 
tbeir owne people, of all calamities the greatest which can 
befall a man of discretion and valour, and as difficTilt to be 
overcome ; for, to require reason of the common sort, is, as 
the philosopher snyth, to seelte counsell of a madtl man. 
Herein, as I sayd before, they resemble a stifFe necked 
horse, who taking the bridle in his teeth, carrieth the ridrar 
whether he pleaseth ; ao once posaesscd with any imagina- 
tion, oo reason is able to convince thera. Tlie he»treuiedie 
I cjm propound, is to wish oiu" nation in this poynt to be 
well advised, and in especiall, all those that follow the seaj 
ever having before their eyeg the auncieut discipline of oui 
predecessors ; who in conformitic and obedience to their 
chiefcs and commanders, have beene a mirror to all other 
uatioiw, with patience, silence, and suflcriiig, ]intting inxinnJeiB. 
execution what they have bccuc coramaudcd, and thereby oticdknct.

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^*** ""»'*• gained the bleasiiiga due to sucb vertues, and leading to 
posteritie pei'petuall memories of tlieir glorioua victories. 
A just recompence for all suet as conquer themselves, and 
subject their most spnciowB willcs to the will of tUoir 
supcriora. 
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I.v apprelieusion whereof at iaud, I caimot forbeare the 
discipline thereof, as at this day, and in the dayes of late 
memory, it bath beene practised in the states ol' Flaunders, 
FrauncCj and Brittaync; whereas the Spaniards, Walloos, 
Switzcrs, and other natious, are daily fidl uf uiminui'liiga 
and rautciiics, upon every sleight occaaion. 

The like I also wish should be imitated by those who 
follow the acaj that is, that those who are subject to com- 
mand, presume no further then to that which bclongctli 
unto them : Qui neacit parere, nescit imperare. I speake 
this, for that I hare soractimes scene unexpcrt and ignorant 
pcrsoiiSj yea, unable to judge of any poynt appertaining to 
government, or the guide of a ahippe, or company of men> 
presuming upon their fine witta, and enamoured of their 
owuB conceits, contradict and dispute afraiust grave, wise, 
and experimented governours : many forward fellowes, 
thinking themselves better wortliie to command, then to 
be commanded. Such persons I advise not to goe, hut 
where they may command; or els looking before they 
lefl.pe, to consider well under whom tbey place themselves, 
seeing, for the most part, it is in their choyce to choose a 
govemour from whom they may expect satisfaction ; but 
choyce being once made, to resolve with the patient wife 
in history ; that, that day wherein shee married herseU'e to 
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au husband, that very day shee had uo longer any ttIU ^^- *»"» • 
more then the will of her huabnnd : and so he that by sea 
or land placeth hitaseiie tu serve in any action, must make 
Tcckonmg that t}ie time the journey eudureth, he hath no 
other wiUj nop dispose of himselfe, then that of his com- 
mander ; for in the governors hand is all power, to recom- 
peiicc and reward, to pnnish or forgive. 

Likewise those who have charge and command, must 
sometimes with patience or sufferance overcome their fury 
and miaconceits, according to occasions ; for it is n great 
poynt of wisedome, especially in a genernli murmuring, 
where the cause is just, or that, as often timea it Lappeneth, 
any probable accident may divert the minds of the riis- 
contentcdj and pivc hope of remedie, or future event may 
produce repentance, to turnc, as they any, the deafe earc, 
and to winkc at that a man acetli. As it is »ayde of 
Charles the fifth, cinperour of Germany, and king of 
Spaine ; who rounding his campe, one uight, disgviised, 
heard some souldicrs rayle and speake evil of bim : those 
which accompanied him were of opinion, that he aliould use 
some exemplary punishment upon them ; not so, sayth he, 
for thcBBj now vexed with the miseries they suiter, ease their 
hearts with their tongues; but if occasion present it aelfe, 
they will not stleke to sacrifice their lii'es for my safetie. 
A resolution worthy so prudent a commander, and so 
magnanimous a prince. 

The like ia written of Fabins Maximus, the famous 
Romayne, who endured the atti'ibute of coward, with many 
other itifauiies, rather then he would hazard the safetie of 
bis countrio by rash and inccrtaino provocations.

pollicie and government of our Eugli&h na^nc, in anno 1588, ^ijjj,'"'"'" 
by the worthy Earle of Nottingham,' lord high admlrall of

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^***-**"*' England ; who, in Hke case, -with mature and experimenteil 
knowledge, patiently withstood the instigations of many 
conragious and noble caplaiues, who would have perswaded 
liim to have laid thcni alwot'd ; but well he foresaw that 
tlie enemy had iiu armie ahoord, he none ; that they ex- 
cecded him in mmiher of shippings, and those grtater in 
bulke, stronger built, and higher molded, bo that tliey who 
«nth such advantage fonght from above, might easily dia- 
trease all opposition below ; tlic slaughter, peradveutiire, 
prooving more fatall then the victory profitable : by being 
overthrowne, he might have hoKzarded the kiugdome; 
whereas by the conquest, at most, he could have boasted of 
nothing hut gloric, ami an cneniic defwitcd. Rnt by suffer- 
ance, he alwayes advantaged himselfe of winde and tide ; 
which was the froedomc of oiu- eountrev, and seemitic of 
onr iiaiic, with the destruction of theirs, which in the eye 
of the ignorant, who judge all things by the exteriiall ap- 
pearance, seemed invincible j but truely considered, was 
nmch inferior to ours in nil things of substance, as the 
event prooved ; for we snnkc, apoylcd, and tooke of them 
many, and they diminished of ours but ouc small pynace, 
nor any man of name, save onely captaine Cocke, who 
dyed with honour amidst his company. Tlie greatest 
dammagc, tliat, as I remember, they caused to anv of our 
HhippcH, was to the SwaUmo of her majestic, which I had 
in that action under my charge, with an arrow of fire shott 
into her beake-hend, which we saw not, because of tlie 
sayle, till it had burned a hole in the nose as biggc as a 
mans head ; the arrow falling out, and dri* iug alungst 
by the sliippes side, made ua doubt of it, which after we 
discovered.

Fbom Cape Desire, some foure Icapiea nortli-west, lye 
fonre ilaiuls, ivliich are very ainall, and the middlemost of 
them ia of the fashion of a sugar-loafe. We wci-e no 
sooner cleare of Cape Desire, and his ledge of rockes, which 
lie a great way off into the sea, but the wind took ns con- 
trary by thp Tiorth-UTst ; and so we stood off into the sea 
two dayes and two nights to the wcat-waida. 

In all tliG straitcs it ebbcth and floweth more or lesso, 
and in many phiccs it hi^heth very little water; but in 
some bayes, where arc gi-eat indranghts, it highetli eight 
or ten footc, and doubtlcisae fiu'ther in, more. If a man be 
furnished with wood and water, and the wiude good, he

himselfo in fiftie degrees ;' which waa sufficient testimony 
and proofe, that he was beaten round about the straitcs : 
for the least height of the atraites is in fifty two degrees 
and fiftie minuteuj in which stands the two entrances or 
mouths. 

And moreover, he said, that standing about, when tiie 
winde changed, Le was not wcli able to double the souther- 
moat iland, and so anehored under the lee of it ; and going 
a-sbore, carried a compassc with him, and seeking out 
" Sir FniiKia the sonthermost part of the iland, cast himselfe downe upon 
i"^^.^™™! '^^^ uttermost poynt, grovelling, and so readied out hia 
•"wiV.'""' bodie over it. Presently he imbarkcd, and then recounted 
nnto his people that he had hecne upon the sonthermost 
knowne land in the world, and more fiirthcr to the south- 
wards upon it then any of them, yea, or any man as yet 
knoMTie. Tliese testimonies may suffice for this truth unto 
all, but such as are incredulous, and wLU beleeve nothing 
hut what they see ; for my part, I am of opinion, that the 
straitc is navigable all the ycare long, although the best 
time be in November, December, and January, and then 
the winds more favoiu-able, which other times are variable, 
as in all narrow seas.^

this difficulties cxpsricnuud 1q rouwliii^ Cftf^e Horn bavu been such tut 
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Being some fiftie leagues a sea-boord the stnutes, the ^**^; "'• 
winde vering to the Tceat-warda, we cast about to the 
north -wards, and lying the coast along, shaped our course 
for the iland Mocha. About the fifteenth of April, wc mcxIh. 
were thwart of Haldivia, which was then iu the liaiids of ""'•'^i"'- 
the Spaniards, hiit since the Indians, ia anno 1599, dis- 
poBseBsed them of it, and the Conception ; which arc two 
of the most principall pUces they had in that kingdome, 
nud botli ports. 

Baldivia had its name of a Spanish captaine so called, 
whom afterwards the Indiana tooke prisoner, and it is said, 
they rpquired of him the reason why he came to molest 
them and to taVc their country from them, hadng no title 
nor right thereunto ; he answered, to get gold ; which the 
barbarous understanding, can.scd gold to be molten, and 
powrcd tlown hia throat, saying. Gold wua ihy desire, glut 
thee with it. 

It ataiideth iu ftirtie degrees, hath a pleasant river and 
navigable, for a ship of good liui-den may gue as high up 
as the cittiG; and is a goodly woody coxmtrv- 

Herc our beefe beganne to take end, and was then ns 
good as the day wee departed from liugland ; it was pre- 
served in pickell, which, though it he more chargeable, yet 
the profit payeth the ch;u-ge> in that it ia made moi-e durable, 
contrary to the opinion of many, which hold it impossible 
that beefe should be kept good passing the equinoctiall 
lyne. And of our porke 1 eate in the house of Don Bel- 
traii dc Castro, iu Lynia, ueere foure yeares old, very good, 
preserved after the same manner, notwithstanding it huil 
lost hia pickle long before. 

Some degrees before a man come to Baldivia to the 

to cause nttvigatora to look to the pnssago throug-h these straits with 
gretit interest, hoping, that if found pmcticable, arlvcrac gales and aheary 
Biut might be avoided. Nuw that tlie labours of King an J Fitzroy hare 
provided -toirect charts, the road is well known ; still it can Iwurdiy bo 
recommended to lurgo vc&sola to " shoot the Etnuts." 
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****■ *'■' southwards, a,& Spautards have told me, lyetU the ihuid 
Chiile,^ not easily to he discerned from the majme ; for he 
that pasBCth hy it, cannot hut thiukc it to he thn maync. 
It is Eiiid to be iuliabited by the Spaniards, but badly, yet 
ri<^h of gold. 

Tlie 19th of April, being Easter-even, we anchored under 
the iland Mocha. It lyeth in thirty-nine degrees, it nmy 
be aome foiire leagues over, and is a hi)fh mountainous 
hill, but round about tlie foote thereof, some halfe league 
from the sea-sUorCj it is champion ground, well inhabited, 
and manured. 

From the straites to this iland, wc found that either the 
coast is set out more westerly then it is, or that we had a 
great current, which put us to the west- wards : for we had 
not sight of land in tbrpc dayes after. Our reclvoning was 
to see it, hut for that we coasted not the land I cannot de- 
termine, whethei* it was caused by the cnircnt, or Ijring of 
the land. But Spiuiiards whieb have sayled alougst it, 
have told mc th«.t it is a bold and safe coast, and reason- 
able sounding oft' it. 

In this iland of Mocha we had communication and con- 
tratatiou* with the inhabitants, but with great vigilancie 
and care ; for they and all the people of Cliily ai'e 7nf)rtall 
enemies to tbe Spaniards, and bold us to be of them ; and 
80 esteemed Sir Francis Drake when he was in this iland, 
which was the first land fJso that he toucbed on this COjiBt. 
Tltey used him with so fine a trcchery, that they possessed 
themselves of all the oares in his boate, aaving two, and in 
striTing to get them also, they slew and hurt all his men : 
himscLfe, who lind fewest wounds, had three, and two of 
them in tbe head. Two of his company which lived long 
after, had, the one seaveuteene (his name wa* John Uruer, 
who afterward was pilot with master Candiah), and the 
other above tweuticj a nogroc -servant to Sir Trancis Drake. 

* Chiloe, * ContfactatioTi — commerce or dcniings with them. 
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And with me they used a pulllcic, which amongst barha- "'*'''"■'• 
reus people was not to be imagined, althoagh I wroiiglit i^7i^'j^' 
sure ; for I sufferecl none to treate with mc nor with my 
people with ai'mes. We were armed, and met upon a rock 
compassed with water, whether they came to parley and 
negotiate. Being in communication with the ea8ir|uc« and 
others, many of the Indiana came to the hcada of our 
boates, and some went into them. Ccrtaine of my people 
standing to defend the boates with their oarcs, for tliftt 
there went a bad sege, were forced to lay downe their 
mnskctts ; which the Indiana perceiving, endevoured to fill 
the barrclls with water, taking it out of the sea in the hoi- 
low of their hands. By ehance casting mine eye aside, I 
diacorered their slynesse, and with a tnmcheon, which I 
had in mine hand, gave the Indians three or foure good 
lamskinues :^ the casiques seetog it, began to give me satis- 
faction, by using rigor towardes those whicli liad beene in 
the boates ; but I having gotten the refreshing 1 desired, 
and all T could hope from them, would have no fnrtlicr 
conversation with them. At our first coraniing, two of 
their casiqucs, who arc their lords or kings, came aboord 
our shippe (we leaving one of our company ashore as a 
pledge) , whom we feasted in good manner ; they eat well of 
all that was set before them, and dranke better of oiu- 
wine ; one of them became a little giddie headed, and mar- 
vnyled much at our artillery : I caused a pecce to be 
primed, and after to be shott off, whereat the one started, 
but the otlier made no shew of alteration. After putting 
them ashore, loaden with toyes and trifles, which to them 
seemed great riches ; fi-om all parts of the iland the people 
came unto us, bringing all such things as tbey had, to wit, 
aheepe, cockes, etc. (from heunes they would not part), and 
divers sorts of frtiits and rootcs, which they exchanged with Ji*^!"^""

US for knivca, glasses, combes, belles, beades, counters, 
piDTies, and. other trifles. Wo saw little demoustratiou of 
gold or silver ajnoiigst tlieni, tliough 8ome they had ; and 
for that we saw they nunle estimation of it, we would not 
make reckouiug of it : but they gave us to iimlerstaud 
that they had it from the mayne. 

The shee|jc of this iland iire ^rent, good, and fatt; I 
have not tasted better mutton any where. They were as 
ours, and doubtlesse of the breed of those which the 
Spaniarcta brought into the country. Of the sheepe of the 
country «t could by uo moanea procui-e any one, although 
we saw of them, and used nieaues to have had of them ; 
for they esteem them much, as reason willeth, serving them 
for many uses ; as in another place, God willing, I shall 
deelare more at larg^c. They have small store offish. 

This iland is scitiiatc in the province of Ai'jiwea,'^ and is 
held to be peopled witli the most valiant nation in all Cbily, 
though generally the inhabitants of that kingdome are 
very cotu-agiouB. 

Tlicy arc clothed after the manner of antiquitic, all of 
woollen; their eassockes made like a sacke, square, with 
two holes for the two armes, and onu for the head, all open 
below, without lining or other art : but of them some are 
most curiously wooven, and in colours, and on both sides 
alike. 
B<i-jiioq«inB. Their houses are made round, in fashion like unto our 
pigeon houses*, with a laver^ in the toppc, to evacuate the 
smoake when they make fire. 

They brought us a strange kinde of tobacco, made into 
little cakes, like pitch, of a bad smell, with holes through 
the middle, and so laced many upon a string. They pre- 
sented 119 also with two Spanish letters, thinking ns to be

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Spamards, which were written by a. captaiae of a frigate, '^""■'"■'- 
that !*ome dayes before had received courtesie at their 
hands, and signified the same to the govcmoiir; wHsliing 
that the people of the Uand wonld l)eci:>tnc good subjects to 
the king, and that therefore he would receive them into 
hia favour and protection, and send thorn some person aa 
govcmonr; but none of them spake Spanish, and so we 
dealt with them hy signos. The people of this iland, as of P"t'"' 
al] CJiily," are of good stature, and well made, and of better 
countenance then those Indians wliieh T Imvc scene iu maiiy 
parts, 'i'hey ai-e of good understanding, and agilitie, and 
of great strength. Their weapons arc bowes and arrowes, Turir 
and macauas : their bowca short aud strong, and their ar- 
rowes of a small reedc or cane, three qunrters of a yard 
long, with two feathers, and headed with a flint stone, 
which is loose, and hurting, the head remaining in the 
wound; some arc lieaded with bone, aud some with hard 
wood, talfe burnt in tlie fire. Wee came betwixt the 
Hand and the maync. On the south-west part of thciland 
lycth a great ledge of rockes, which are dangerous; and it 
is good to bee carefull how to come too neei-e the iland on 
all parts. 

Immediately whcii they discovered us, both upon tlic Twir iiaw 
iland and the niaine, wee might see them make sundry sihuiUp.!.. 
great fires, which wci"c to give advise to the rest of the 
people to be in a rea^lincsae : for they have continunll and 
mortall warre with the Spaniards, and the shippes they 
see they bcleeve to be their enemies. The cieic iraperiail 
lyeth over against this iland, but ci^dit or teunc leagues. 
into the countrey : for all the sea coast from Baldivia till 
tliirty-six degrees, the liuUans have now, ui a manner, in 
their hands free from any Spaniards. 

■ Chile. 
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IIavino refreshed otit selves well in this ilaiid, for that 
little time wee stiiyecl, which was aumc three dayc8, wee 
set sayle with great joy, and with a fayre winde sayled 
alorigst tlic coast ; and some eight leagues tw the iiorth- 
wai"ds, we niichorcd agdnc in a goodly bny, and sent our 
boates ashorej with desire to 8i>eake witli some of the 
Indians of -;Vrawca, and to sec if they would he content to 
entcrtaiue ainiticj or to ehop niid chjuLge with us. But all 
that uight and the next moruiug appeai'ecl not one person, 
and so wee set sayle againe ; and towardos the evening the 
wiiide began to change, and to blow contrary, and that so 
much, and the sea to rise ^o sodainely, that we emild not 
take in our boates without spoyling oi' them. 'XTiis stornie 
contiuned with us ten daj'es, beyond expectation, for that 
wee thought our selves out of the climate of fowle weather; 
biit trncly it was one of the sharpest stonnes that ever T 
felt to endure su lung. 

In this storme, one night haling up oui- boatea to free 
the water out of them, one of onr younkers that went into 
Ihem fur that purpose, had not that regard, which reason 
required, unto our light horseman : for with haling her 
up to step Into her out of the hoate, he split her asunder^ 
and so we were forced to cut her off; which was no small 
heartca grief unto me^ for tliat I knew^ and alL my company 
felt, and many times lamcntedj the losse of her.' 

The atormc tooko end, and wee shaped our course far 
the iland of Saint Maries, wliieh lyeth in thirtie seaven 
degrees and forty minuts ; and before you come unto the 
ilaud some two leagues, in the trade way lyeth a rocke, 
which, a farre off, scemeth to be a shippe under sayle. This 
iland is little and low, but fertill and well peopled, with 
Indians and some few Spaniards in it. Some ten leagues

itnd foui'cscore leagues from the sliorc, pltjntifiiL of flsh, and 
good for refrcshiug. 1 piirposed for many reasons not to 
discover mv selfe upon this coaat. till wee were paat Lvma r;o(niM 
(otlicrwise called Cividad de Los Reyes, for that it wa» '""""wr- 
entered by the Spaniard the day of the tlirce kiiign); but 
my company urged me bo farrc, that except I should seem 
in all things to over-bcarc them, in not condescending to 
that which in the opinion of all, but my aelfe, aeemed pro- 
fitable and best, I could not but yeelde unto, though it 
carried a false colour, as the ende prooved, for it was our 
perdition. Thia all my company knowetli to be true, 
whereof some arc yot living and can give tcstimonie. 

But the martTter is ordinarily bo carried away with the Wiifwimii.. 
dcsu-e of pillage, as sometimes for very appearances of smaU 
moment hee looseth his voyage, and many times himselfe. 
Anil so the greediues of spoyle, onely hoped for in shippes 
of trocie, which goe too and fro in this coastj blinded them 
from forecasting the perill whereinto wee exposed our voy- 
age, in discovering our selves before we past the coast of 
Callno, which is the port of Lyma. To be short, wee haled 
the Coast aboord, and that evening we discovered the port 
of BalparizOj^whichserveth the cittyof Saint lago, standing 
some twenty leagues into the couiitrey ; when presently 
WB descried foure shippes at an anchor: wherenpou wccTLi-yMfn 
manned and armed our boate, which rowed towards the «iifp»- 
shippes : they seeing us turning in, and fearing that which 
was, ran a shore with that httlo they could save, and kaft 
us the rest ; whereof we were masters in a raoiueut, and 
had the rifling of all the storehouses on the shoare. 

This night I set a good guard in all the shippes, longing 
^ Vwl panii»o — viile oi' PiumliBH, 
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^''•'"^ "- to see the light of the next morning to put all things in 
order J which appearing, I began to survay theiHj and 
found nothing of njonient, saving five himdrcd botozios^ of 
wine, two or three thousimd of hemicSj aud some refi'csh- 
itig of bread, bacon, dj"ied beefe, waxe, candles, and other 
necessaries. The rest of their lading was plaukpa, spares, 
and timber, for Ljona, and the valleye*, which is a riuh 
trade; for it hath no timber but that w*hich is brought 
to it &om other places. They had also many packes of 
Indian mantles, but of no value unto ns, with much tallow, 
and mantcca dc pncrco,^ and abotuidancc of great new 
cbesta, in which wee had thought to be some great masse 
of wealth, but opening them, found nothing but apples 
therein ; all which was good marchandize in Lyma, but to 
us of small accompt. The marchanrlize on shore in their 
store-houses was the like, and therefore in the aame pre- 
dicament. The ownera of the shippts gave us to underataud 
that at a reasoualiLe price they would rcdeeme their shijipcs 
and loading, which I hearkened unto ; and so admitted 
certaine persons which might treat of the matter, and con- 
cluded with them for a small price rather then to bume 
them, savnng for the greatest, which I cajxyed with me, 
more to give satisfaction to my people then for any other 
respect; because they would not be perswaded but that 
there was mucli gold hidden in her^ otherwise shee would 
have yeelded us more then the otlier three. 

Being in this trcatie, one morning at the breake of day 
came another shippe toui-ing into the harbour, and stand- 
ing into the shore, but waa becahued. Against her wee 
manned a conjde of bontcs, and tooke her before many 
liourcs. In this shippc we had some good quautitic of 
gold, which ahec had gathered in Baldivia, and the Con- 
ception, from whence shee came. Of this shippe was pilot

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and part owner, Alonso Pcrezbueno, whom wc kq)! for ^'''''-'"-"; 
our pilot on tliis coast; till moved with compassiou (for 
that he was a man chai-ged with wife and cliildrea), we set 
him ashore betwixt Santa and Tnmllo. Out of this shippe 
we had also store of good bncoiij aud some provision of 
bretul, heimes, aud other victuall. Aud for that shce had 
brought us so good a portion, and her owner coutiiiued 
with us, the better to animate him to play the Lowest man 
(thongh wc trusted hini no ftu-ther then wc saw him, for 
wc presently discovered liim to be a cimning fellow), and 
for that his other partner had lost the greatest part of gold, 
and Beemcd to be an honest man, as after lie prooved by 
his thankfulnease in Lyiua, wc gave theiu the ship and the 
greatest part of her loading freely. 

Here we supplied our want of anchors, though not ac- u„n 
cordiue to that which was requisite in regard of the burden ''™"«ii' 
of our shippe; for in the Sonth sea, the greatest anchor f*-"^'' *"•- 
for a shippe of sixe or eight huudi'cth tmmes. Is not a 
thousand waight ; partly, because it is little subject to 
stormes, and partly, heeauae those they had till our com- 
niing, were all brought out of the North sea by land ; for 
they make no anchors in those countries. 
artillerie they had was also brought over land, which was 
email ; the carriage and passage from Nombre de Dios, or 
Porto Velo to Panama, being most difficult and steepe, up 
hill and downc hill, they are nil carried upon negroes 
baekea. 

But some years before my imprisonment, they fell to 
making of artillery, and, Bince, they forge anchors also. 
Wee furnished our shippe also with a shift of savles of *"'''''''"*/ , 
cotton cloth, which are farre better in that «ea then any of 
oui- double sayles ; for that in all the navigation v! that 
sea they have little rayne vind few atoi-mes; but where rajTie 
and Btormes arc ordinary, they are not good j for with the 
wett they grow so stiffe they cannot be handled. 
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5#ci.xMit. I CONCLUDED tlie ransome of the shippeu with an auaciont 
cnptoine, and of noble blood, who had bis danghter there, 
ready to be imbarked to go to L^a, to serve Donia 
Temza Ac. CnatrOj the viceroyDs wife, and sister to Don 
liGltran de Castro. Her appnrelland bis, with divers other 
tilings wliich they had imbarked in the greatest shippe, we 
restored, for the good office he did ua, and the confidence 
he had of ns, conmiing and going onely upon mj word; 
for wliicb be was after ever tbankefiill, and deserved ranch 
more. 

Another that treated -mth me was Captainc luan Cou- 
trereSj owner of one uf the sbippcs, and of the ilaud Santa 
Maria, in tbirtie-seaTen degrees and fortie minutes. lu 
treating of the rausonies, and transporting and lading the 
provisions we matle choyce of, wee spent some sise or eight 
daye*; at the end whereof, with reputation amongst our 
eucmics, and a good portion towards our cbargesj and our 
sbippc as well stored and victimllwl as the day wc departed 
firom England, we set sayle. 

Tlie time wee were in this port, 1 tooke Bmall rest, and 
so did tlie master of oiu- shippe, Hugh Coniisb, a most 
oarefiil], orderly, alid suiBcient man, because we knew our 
owuo wcakncsae ; for entring into the harbour, we had but 
scaventic five men and hoyes, five sbippes to guard, and 
every one moored by himselfcj which, no doubt, if oiu* 

nnrt tvnwii* enemies bad knownc, they would have wrought some stra- 
tagem upon ua ; for the govemour of Chily was there on 
shore in view of us, an auncicnt Flanders soldier, and of 
experience, wisedonie, and valoiu", called Don Alouso de 
Soto Mayor, of the habit of Saint lago, who was after 
captaine generall in Terra Firrae, and wriiugbt all the in- 
ventions upon the rtvr:r uf Cbaj^rcc, and uii the shore, when 
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Sir Francis Drake piirpoBcd to goe to Panama, in the voy- 
age wherein he Hied ; us tJso, at my commiug into Spaiue, 
he was president in Panama, and tkerCj and in Lymaj iised 
me with great coiirtcsip, like a noble sonldier and liberall 
gentle ma n. He confeaacd to mc aiter, that he lay in am- 
bush with three hundreth liorse and foote, to see if at any- 
time wee liad landed or neglected our watch, with balsas, 
(which is a certaine raffe made of mastcs or trees fastened 
together), to have attempted something against us. But 
the enemy 1 feared not so much as the wine; which, not- 
withstanding all the diligence and prcvcntian I could use 
day and night, overthrew many of my people. A foule 
&ultj because too common amongst sea-men, and dcscrveth 
some r^orous punishment, with sevcritic to be executed; 
for it hath heene, and is daily, the destruction of many 
good enterimses, amidst their best hopes. iVnd besides 
the ortlinary fruites it bringeth forth, of beggery, shame, 
and iiieknesse^ it is a most deadly sinne. A drunkard is 
unfit fur any goverument, and if 1 might he hired with 
many thousands, I would not carry with me a man known 
to put his fflicitie in that vice, instiling it with the name 
of good fellowship ; wliich in most well governed common- 
wealths, hath bcene a snffiricnt blemish to deprive a man 
of office, of honour, and cstimatiou. It witsteth our king- 
dome more then is well understood, as well by the infirm- 
ities it causeth, a« by the consumption of wealth, to the 
impoverishing of us, and the enriclung of other kingdomes. 
And though I am not old, in comparison of other 
anncicnt men, I can remember Spanish wine rarely to 
he found in this kingdome. Then hot himiing feavcrs 
were not kuowne iu England, and men lived many moe 
yeares. But since the Spanish sacks have bccno common 
in QUI tavemes, which, for conscrratiou, is mingled with 
lymo^ in its midting, our nation complaineth of calenturas, 
' Limo was adiied to sack, not ti> iireswve it, fti'paiently, but for the 
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of the Stone, tKc dropaie, and infinite other diseases, not 
heard of hcfore this wine came ia frequent use, or hut very 
selUome. To ccmfirmc which niy belicfe, 1 have lieard one 
of our Icarnedst physitians nffirmc, that he thought there 
died more persons iii England of driidvitig- wine and using 
hot spice* in their meats and drinkes, then of all oth^ 
diseases. Besides there is no yeare in n-hicli it wasteth 
not two millions of crownea of our substance, by convay- 
auee into forraine countries ; ivhich iu so weH a governed 
commou-weajth sa ours is acknowledged to he through the 
whole world, in all other coustitutions, in this onely re- 
maiueth to be looked into and remedied. Doubtlcsse, 
whosoever should be the author of this reformation, would 
gaine with God an everlasting reward, and of his country 
a Htatim of gold, for a perpetuall memory of ao meritorious 
a worke.

shore; under which, for a need, a man may ride with his 
flhippe. It is a good markc, ami sure signc of the port, 
and discovering the hay a man must give a good birth to 
the poynt of the harbour; for it hath perilous rockes lying 
a good distance ofl". It neither ebbeth nor fluweth iu this 
port, nor from this till a man come to Guayaquil!, which 
ia three degrees from the equiuoctioU lyne to the south- 
wards. Let this be considered. It is a ^od harbour for 
all windcs that partake not of the north; for it nmneth up

In one of these shippes we found a new devise for the AMi»de«»e 

i r fur St ijipiiig 

stopping of a sodnino Icakc in n shippe under water, without " I'"'*,^)*' 
boai-dj when a man cannot tomu to it within bojird ; which 
eaaed ns of one that wc had from the day we departed from 
Detford, caused by t!ie touching a-gronnd of oiir shippe at 
low watci", being loadeu and iu the neap strcamcs, comraing 
H-gronnd in the Bteruc, the force of the tyde caused to cost 
thwart, wrested her elegg, and that in, such sort, as it made 
a continual] leakc, though not much. And for that others 
may profit themselves of the tike, I thinke it good to set 
downc the manner of it : which vens, taking a round wicker 
basket, and to fill tt with peeces of a jmike or rope, chopped 
very small, and of an inch longj and after tozed all as 
oacombe ;^ then the basket is to be covered with a nctt, 
the mcahes of it being at the least two inchea square, and 
aftor to be tied to a long pike or pole^ which in to goe 
a crosse the baskets mouth; and putting it under water, 
care is to be had to kecpc the baskets mouth towardcs the 
sliippes side. If the leake be any thing great, the oacombe 
may be somewhat longer, and it carricth likelihood to doe 
good, and seemeth to be better then the stitching of a 
bonnet, or any other diligence which as yet I have scene. 

Another tiling I noted of these sluppea, which would be 
also used by us ; that every shippe carrieth with her a spare "I'-r* 
mddcr, and they have them to hange and unhange i-rith 
great facilitie : and besides, in some parts of the shippe 
they have the length, breadth, and proportion of the rud- 
der marked out, for any mischance that may befall them j 
which is a very good prcveution.* 

Tennc leagues to the north-wards of this harbour, is the

company),* waa by him l)etrayed, and a dozen of Ids men 
taken and elaiue. But the judgement of God left not hi* 
ingi'atitude impimishcd ; for in the fight with ns, in the 
vice-udmiraU, he was wounded and maymed in that manner, 
as, thi'ee yearcs after, I saw him bcgge with cnitcbcs, and 
in that miseraljle estate, as he had beene better dead then 
alive. 

From Balparizo wee sailed directly to Coqniiibo,' wliich 
18 in thirtle degreeft ; and comming thwart the place, wee 
were becalmed, and had sight of a sliippe : hut for that 
shee was farre off, and night at hand, shee got from us, 
and wee having winde, entered the port, thinking to have 
had »omc shipping in it; but we lost our labour i and for 
that the towue was halfe a league iipp in the countrcy, 
and wee not manned for any matter of atttimpt, wortby 
prosecution, we made no abode on the ahoi'e, but presently 
set sayle for the Peru. This is the best harbour that I 
have scene in the South sea, it is land-hiclicd for all triads, 
and capeable of many s^hippes ; but the ordinary place 
where the ahippcs lade and uuladej and accora.modnto 
themselves, is betwixt a rockc and the mayne on the wester 
side, some halfc a league up within the entrance of the 
port, which lyeth south and south, and by east and north, 
and by west. 

In the iu-country, directly over the port, is & round 
piked hill, like a sugar loafe, and before the entrance on 
the southern pojTit of the port, comming in out of the sea, 
is a great iNjcke, a good birth from tlie shore ; and these 
are the markcs of the port as I remember.

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Being clecre of thia port, wee shaped our coiirae for Arica, *"* "'•"'• _ 
anrl Icafttlic kinffdomcs of CLilv, one of the best countries a'i™'i' 
that the TOnne shineth on ; for it la of a tcraperate clyiiiHto, '^'"•""•"^"^ I 
and ubouiidiiig in all things neccssun' fur the iise of man, 
with infinite rich mines of gold, copper, and sundry other 
mettals.' 

The poorest houaes in it, by report of their inhahitantSj 
have of their owne store, bread, wine, flesh, and iriute ; 
wliich is so plentiful], that of their sujjcrflultte they supply 
other partes, Sundry kindcs of cattcll, as horses, goatcs, 
and oxen, brought thither by the Spaniards, are found in 
heardca of thounauds, ivilde and ■n-ithnut owner ; besides Vm *n wn* 
those of the countrey, which are common to most partes 
of America : in some of vphich are found the bejtar stonca,, 
and those very good and great. 

Amongst others, they have little bcastos like imto n 
Bqiiirrell, hut that hee is gray; his skinnc is the most deli- 
cate, soft, and curious furre that I have seene, and of much 
estimation {as is of reason) iu the Peru ; few of them come 
into Spaine, because ditEcult to be come by ; for that the 
princes and nobles laie wnito for them. They cjiU this beast 
chinchilla, and of them they have great abundance. 

AU fniitc-s of Spaine they have hi great plentic, saving 
stone fruite and almonds; for in no part of the ludica have 
I knomie that plumbea, cherries, or almondca have home 
fruit : but they Ijave ccrtainc little round cooos, as those of 
Brasill, of the hignesse of a wall-nnt, which is a.s good as 
an almond ; besides it liatli most of the fruites natiu-all to 
America, of which iu another place I shall, fiod willing, 
speake particuUrly. 

The gold they gather »» in two manners; the one is Ami ptoiv 
Trashing the earth in great trayes of wood in many waters . 
as the earth washeth away, the gold in the bottome re-

6 Thirty years back, two or tlirc« Bbi|jH Kuffioed for the trade of thh 
coast with Great Britaia. At present above tlirco huD(lro<i iire employed, 
currying copper oni, wool, giuuio, iiitra.te of auda, eto. 
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^*~^"*- mainetli. The other is, by force of art to draw it out of 
the myncs, in which they finde it. In most partes of the 
countrio, the earth is mingled with gold; for the biitiziaa, 
in wliich the wine was, wliich wee found in Balpai'izo, bad 
many sparkes of gold shining in thera. Of it the gold- 
smiths I carrysd with me, for like purposes, niado ex* 
pericnce. 

>Vlicn Biildivia and Arawca were peaceahie, they ycelded 
greatest plentie, and the best : but now, tlieir greatest 
myncs are in Coqiiiubo, as also the mines of copper, which 
they ctiriy to the Pern, and sell it hetter cheape then it is 
ordinarily sold iu Spaiuc. 

The Indiana knowing the end of the Spaniards moleata^ 
tion to be principally tlie desire of their rteliea, have 
enacted, that no man, upon paine of death, doc gather any 
gold. 

In Coquinbo it rayneth scldomcj but crcry shower of 
rayne is a shower of gold unto them ; for with the violence 
of the water falling fi-om the mountaincs, it bringcth from 
them the gold ; and beaides, gives them water to wash it 
out, aa alao for their iugenious to worke; so that ordinarily 
every weeke they have procesaioas for rayne. 
Liun™ anil ^jj (^^ kingdnme thev make much liunen and woollen 
iBCoafini'^. cloth, and great store of Indian mantles, with which they 
fiimish other partes ; hut all is course stuffe. It hath no 
silke, nor iron, except in mynes, and those as yet not dis- 
covered. Pewter is well csteemcdj and so are fine linnen, 
woollen clotb, haberdaahera waives, edge tooles, and armeH, 
or miinition. 

It hathhisgoTcmoiu", andfl?///)>nao, nithtwobiahoppes: 
the one of Saint lago, the other of the Imperiall; all under 
the vice-Toy, aadiencia, and primate of Lyma. Saint I ago 
is the metropolitan and head of the kingdome, and the 
scate of justice, wliich hath its appellation to Lyma. 

Tlic people m"e industrious and ingtiuioiis, of great 
Gtrengthj and iuviuclble courage i as in the warrcs, which 
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tLey liaTC susleyued above fortie ycares ccntinaally against ^ 
the Spaniards, }iath beene experienced. For confinnatioa 
whereof, I iriU alledge oiiely two proofca of many ; the one 
was of an Indian cajitaiue taken prisoner by the Spuniards; 
and for that he was of name, and knownetohavc done his 
devoire against them, they cut off Iris hands, thereby in- 
lending to diacnable him to fight any more against them : 
but be retm-ning homp, desirous to revenge this injury, to 
niaintaiue his libertie, w^th the reputation of his nation, 
and to helpe t« banish the Spaniard, iritb liis tongue in- 
treated and incited them to persevere in their acctistomed 
valoiii* and reputation ; abasing the enemy, and advancing 
his nation ; condemning their contraries of cowardliiiesse, 
and confirming it by the crueltie used with him, and others 
his companiona In their mishaps ; shewing tlicm bis armes 
without hands, and naming his brethren whose halfe fcete 
tliey had cut off, because they might be unable to sit on 
horaebacke; with force arguing, that if they feared them 
not, they would not have used so great inbnraanitie; for 
fcare produceth crueltie, the companion of cowardijje. 
Tlius iuconraged he them to fight for their lives, limbes, 
and libertie, choosing rather to die an houoitrahle death 
fighting, then to live in scrvitndCj as frnitlcssc members in 
their common-wealth. Thus, using the office of a sergeant 
major, and having loadcn his two atumpcs witt bundles of 
arrowes, suceonred those who in the succeetUng ]>attaile 
had their store wasted, and changing himselfe from place 
to place, animated and encouraged his eouutri-men with 
such comfortable perswasions, as it is reported, and credibly 
beleevedj that he did much more good with his words and 
presencCj without striking a stroake, then a great paii; of 
the armie did with fightiug to the utmost.' 

t'' ThiB reminds us of the familiar linca : 
" For Widdringtc-a uee^B muBt I waJl, 
As one in doleful dumps ; 
For whun his leys were siuhtcu nft', 
He fought upon his stumps."— (Vh^t C'fiact. 
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Tlic other prooie is, that such of them as fight on horsc- 
Ijacke, are but slightly armed, for that their armour is a 
beasts hide., fitted to their bodie gi-ccnc, and after womc 
till it be dry and hariL. He that is beet armed, bath him 
double ; yet any one of them with these jumes, and with 
bis launce, will fight hand to hand with any Spaniard 
armed from head to foote. And it la credibly reported, that 
an Indian being wounded tbrongh tlie body by a Spaniards 
lannce, with his owne hands hath crept on upon the 
lamice, and come to grapple with his adversarj', and both 
fallen to the ground together. By which is seene their re- 
solution and iniiTncible courage, and the desire they hare 
to maintaine their reputation and libertie.

Leaving the coast of Cbily, and running towards that of 
Peru, my company required the third of the gold we had 
gotten, which of right belonged unto tbcm j wherein I 
desiied to give them satislactiou of my just inteutiou, b»it 
not to de\'ide it till we cimie home, and so perswaded tlicm 
with the best reasons I coiild ; alledging tlie difficultie to 
dcvidc the barres, and bring parted, how easie it was to he 
robbed of them, and that many ivouUl play away their por- 
tions, and come bome as beggerly as they came out ; and 
that the ebarcH could not be well made before our retume 
to Kngland, because cTery mans merites could not be dis- 
cerned nor rewarded ti]l the end of the voyage. In con- 
clusion, it was resolved, audagrced, that the things of piice, 
aa gold and silver, should be put into ebest* with three 
kcyes, whereof I should have the one, the master another, 
and the third, some other person whom they should name. 
This they ycclded mito with great diflicultic, and not with- 
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out reason ; for the bad correspondence used by many cap- ^'^' ^"_ 
taines and owners with tlieir companies upon their retume, 
defrauding them, or diminishing their rights, hath hatched 
many jealousies, and produced many disorders, with the 
overtlii'ow of all •^ootl disciphue and government, as ex- 
perience teachcth; for where the souldier and mariner is 
Tinpaidcj or defrauded, what service or obedience can be 
required at his hands ? 

The covetous captaine or commander looseth the love of "'"f,.'!^' 
those uuder his charge : yea, though he have all the parts o'ul."*ji?i'."*' 
besides required in a perfect commander, yet if he prcfeire """" 
his private profite befure justice, hardly will any man fol- 
low snch a leader, especially in oTir kingdomc, where more 
absolute authoritic and trust is comjuitted to those who 
have charge, then in many other countries. 

And therefore iu ejection of cldeftaines, care would he 
had in eiaminatiou of this poynt. The shamefull fi-uitcs 
whereof (found hy experience of many yeares, wherein I 
have wandred the world), I leave to touch in partieuhirj 
becauae I wiU not diminii^h the reputation of any. But 
this let me manifest, that there liave bin, and are, certaine 
peraons, who, before they goe to eea, either robbc part of ^J|"f"^'," 
the provisions, or in the buying, make penurious, luihol- TSi"" 
«ome, and avaritious penny-worths ; and the last 1 hold to ''"*"""" ' 
be the ]eu3t : for they robhe onely the victnaUers and 
owners; but the others steale from owners, victuallers, 
and companic, and arc many times the onely overtlirowcrs 
of the Toysige ; for the company thinking themselveB to be 
stored with fourc or sixe moneths victualla, upon survay, 
tliey findc their bread, beefe, or driiike short, yea, perliaps 
aU, and so arc foi'ced to seekc home in time of best hopes 
and imployment. This mischiefeis most ordinary in great 
actions. 

Lastly, some are bo cnnning, that they not onely make 
their voyage by robbing before they goe to sea, but of that 
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^"^ *'■''■ also which commeth home. Such ffam&ters, a wise nuui of 
our nation resembled to the mill on the river of Thames, 
for grinding hoth with flood and pbbe: so these at their 
going out, nnil commiiig home, will he sure to robbe all 
others of their shares. Although this be a great abuse 
UTiianoist us, and but of hite dayes praetisedj and by me 
spoten unto by way of animadvcraion, either in hope of 
redrcBse, or for infliction of punishment ; yet I woidd have 
the world know, that in other countriea the fault is faixe 
more insufferable. And the principall cause which I can 
finde for it, ia that our country imployetb her nobles, or 
men of crodite in all actions of moment, who rather cbuse 
to spend wealth and gaine honor, then to gaine riches with- 
out rcptitation : whereae in Spaiue, and other partes, the 
advancement of pooi'c men and meauc persons by favour 
and interest, produceth no other cndj but private and par- 
ticular respects to enrich themselves j yet the nobilitie 
themselves, for the most part, iu all occasions pretend re- 
wards for auy small service whatsoever, which with us as 
yet is not in use. 
i>riimvtiing But the greatest and most principall robbery of all, in 
iiigof wii««. my opinion, ia the defrauding or detaining of tlie companies 
thirdes' or wages, accuraed by the just God, who forbiddeth 
the hyre of the labourer to sleepe ivith us. To such I 
speake as either abuse themgclvcs in detayning it ; or else 
to such as force the poore man to sell it at vile and low 
prices; and lastly, to such as ujion fained cavils and siites, 
doe dcterre the simple and ignorant sort from their dne 
prosecutions ; wliich being too much iu use amongst us, 
hath bred in those that follow the aeua jealousie in all im- 
ployments, and many times causeth muteuies and infinite 
inconveniences. A poynt deserving consideration and re- 
formation, aud which with great facilitie may be remedied. 



'^ " Goiiiji; by thinls" meaiiE that tho crew ha^e a ccrtBin per cenl- 
age on the profits of the voyage, io lieu of wages ; thus their remu- 
nen.tioa partif depends on their awn exertions. 
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if upright juatice would put it selfe as stickler betwixt the ^"^ "■^- 
owners and comnaTiv. ormtrinew 

No lesso worthie of reformation arc the general! ahuses "'i'"''**- 
of mariners and sonltliers, who robbe all tht>y can, under 
the colour of pillage, and after make ordinance, cables, 
sayles, anchors, and all above deckea, to belong unto tliem 
of right, whether thoy goc by thirclos or wages : this pro- 
ceedoth from those pilfering warres, wherein every gallant 
that can arrae out a shippc, takoth upon him the name and 
office of a captame, not knowing what to command, nor 
what to execute. Such commanders, for the most part, 
consort aud joync unto themselves disorderly persons, 
pyrates, and ruffians, under the title of men of valour and 
experience : they meeting ^rith any prise, make all upon 
the deckes theirs of dutic; viz. — tlie heat peece of ordi- 
nance for the captainc; the second, for the gunner; the 
third, for his mate ; the beat cable and anchor for the 
master ; the maine topsayle for the hotesmau :^ the bon- 
nctts for the quai'ter masters ; and the rest of the sayles 
for the company. ITie cardes and instruments of the 
master, for the master; the surgeana instruments and 
chest for the surgean ; the carpenters tooles and chest for 
the carpenter ; and so consequently of each officer, that 
answereth the other in the two stiippes. 

If one happen upon a bag of gold, stiver, pearle, or 
precious stones, it is held well gotten, provided it. be cleanly 
stolae, though the shippe and all her loading beaideti be not 
worth 3o much; httle considering the common injury in de- 
frauding the owners, victuallers, and whole companie: and 
forgetting, that if himselfe were a jury-man upon another 
in Uke case, he would adjudge him to the gallows. Cut I 
would advise such novices to know, that our true and 
auncient discipline of warre is farre different, and being 
understood, is much more better for the generall. Besides it

rived), and true justice, which distributeth to every one that 
which to him hclongpth of Hji^ht, and that in due season. ^ 

1ti the time of warrt! in our counti-y, hs ilIso in othcrar" 
by the lawcs of Oleron, which to our auncient aea-men 
were fundamental, nothing is allowed for pillage but apafl 
parell, armcs, instmmeuts, and other necessaries beloaging 
to the persona in that ahippe which is taken ; and these 
too when the shippe is gained by dint of sword ; with a 
proviso, that if any particuhtr pillage exceed the valew of 
siie crownes, it may be redeemed for that valew by the 
generall stocke, and sould for the common hcrcfit. 

If the prise render it selfe without forcible entry, all 
generall ought to be preserved and sonld in masse, and 
equally devided; yea though the shippe be woniie by forca] 
aud entry, yet M'hatsoever belongeth to her of tackling,, 
say les, or ordinance, is to bee preserved forthegenerahtie: 
saving a peece of artillery for the capttiine, another for 
the gunner, and a cable and anchor for the master ; which 
are the rights due unto them: and these to bedelivered when 
the shippe is in safety, and in harbour, eyther unloaden 
sotdd. AYliich law or custome, well couaidcrcrl, will rise 
be more bcncficiall for the ownei-s, \-ietualIer«, nud 
company, then the disorders newly crept in and before 
remembred. ^M 

For the sayles, cables, iinchors, and hull, being sould 
every one a part, yeeld not the one halfe which they would 
doe if they were aould altogether; besides the excusing of 
charges and robberies in the unloading and parting. 

In the warres of Fraunce, in the time of queen Mary,' 
and in other warres, as I have heard of many auncient 
captaincs, the compmiie had but the fouj'tli part, and every , 
man bound to bring with him the axmes with which lu 
would fight; which in our time I have kuowne also used I 
in Fraunce : and if the comijany victuated themselves, they;

had then the one halfe, aiicl tfie owners the other halfe for "'"^ 
the ahippe, powder, sliottj and munitioTi. If any prise were 
taken, it Vfsjf ttould by the tuune, shippe and goods, so as 
the loading permitted it ; that the marchant having bought 
tlac! goodsj liee might presently tninsport them whetherso- 
ever he would. By this manuer of proceeding, all rested 
contented, all "being truclypaid; for this was just dciilinj^: 
if anv deserved reward, he was recompetised out of the 
general! stocke; if nny one had filched or stolno, or com- 
mitted offence, hee had hkewise hi» desert. And who once 
wiis knowne to he a diw^^dc^cd person, or a thecfe, no man 
would receive him into his shippe; whereas, now a dayes 
manyvaimt themselves of their theftea and disorders: yea 
I have seeue the common sort of mariners, under the 
name of pillage, mainiaine and justify their rohbcries 
most insolently, before the queens majesties commissioners, 
with arrogant and unseemly tcrmes, for that they would 
not condiseeudto their imreasouable challenges. The de- 
maunds being better worth then five huudreth poundes, 
■which some one pretended to be his; and that of the 
choysest marchandize, and most of it robbed out of that 
part of the sliippe, which they themselves, and all the 
world, Ciuinot but eonfesse to be marchandize. 

My opinion is, that such malaperts deserve most justly 
to Iiavc their spoyle taken ft«m tlicm, or some worae 
cojiaideration, and afterwards to be severely pimisbed, in 
prevention of greater prejudices, then can by gaper be 
well declared. 

But I must tell you withall, such hath beene the par- 
tiallitte of some commissioners in former times, that upon 
information, in beu of pmmhment, opinion hath held them 
for tiUl feUowes, when, in ti-utli, tliey never prove the best 
men in difficult occasions. For their mindes are all set 
on spoyle, and can bee well contented to suffer their aano- 
ciates to beare the brunt, whillcst they are prolliog after 
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""'l*'-'- pillage, the better to gaine and maiuetaiue tbe aforcsaidj 
attributes in taveraea and disorderly places. 

For the orderly and quiet men I Iiavn ever f3uiicl ia all 
occasions to bee of best use, most T&liant, and of greatest 
sufficiency. Yet I condemne none, hut those who will be, 
reputed valiant, and arc nut : examine the accusation. 

All wliat soever is found upon the deckc going for mar- 
ehauilize, is exempted out of the censiu-e of pilliige : silks, 
liunen, or woollen cloth in whole peeces, apparell, tliat 
goeth to be sold, or other goods whataoever, though they] 
be in remnants, manifestlj kuowne to be carryed for that 
end ; or being comprehended in the regiaterj or bils of 
lading, are not to bee contayned under the uauic of 
piUagc. ■ 

But as I have sayd of the consort, so can I not but com- 

4jniii.iUti« plaine of many captainea and ffoveniours, who, overcome 

■'f ="'"**""■ with like greedie deftire of gaine, condiseend to the 
smoothcring and suppressing of this aimcicnt discipline, 
the clenlicr to smother their owne disloyalties, in auffcriug 
these breake-bulkb to escape and absent IhemBelves, till 
the hoate be past and partition made. ^M 

Some of these cause the bils uf lading to be cast into the 
sea, or so to hcc bidden that they never appcare. Others 
Bend away their prisoners, who sometimes are more worthJ 
then the shippe and her lading, because they shouJd nc 
discover their secret stolne treaanrc; for many times that

that which the shippe and lading is worth. Yea 
kuowue shippes worth two huudreth thousand pouuds, and 
better, cleane swept of their principall riches, nothing but 
the hare bulke being Icaft unsacked. The like may hfl« 
spoken of that which the disorderly mariner and the 
souldier tenn«th pilhigc; yet all winked at and unp unished^ 
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altliongh siicb prizev have beeiic rendied without atroakc ^^'- "'-*''• 
stricken. 

Tliis, (loubtlcssc, caaxnot hut be a hearts greife and dis- 
couragement to all those who vertuovisly and trucly desire 
to observe the auncient discipline of our nation, their owue 
honours, and the service of their soveraigne. 

lint to prevent these unkiiowne mischiefes, and for hisThepmrni

better dischiirgCj I remember that myfathcr, Sir John Ilnw- tii'i'st'is"- 
kJ TiHj in his instmctions, in actions under his charge, had 
this particular article : that whoBoeTCr reudred or tooke 
any aliippe, shonld be bound to exhibite the hils of lading; 
to kcepc the ca])taine, master, marchants, and persons of 
account, and to bring them to him to be examined, or into 
Kuglaud. If they should bee by any accident seperated 
from him, whatsoever waa found wanting (the prisoners 
being GKHmined) , was to bee made good by the captaine and 
comprmy which tooke the shippe, and this upon g^^at 
punishments. I am witness, and avow that this course did 
redqwnd much to the bcncfittc of the general! Htocke ; to 
the satisfaction of her majestic and counaell, the justifica- 
tion of hia government, and tlie content of his followers. 

Tliua much have I set downe concerning these abuses 
and the reformation thereof, for that I have neither scene 
them di^^Jlged by any with whom I have gone to sea, 
neither yet recorded in writing by any mana pen. Let con- 
sideration present them to the eares of the powerfnll. But 
now to onr voyage. 



L SECT! ON' SXVI. 
Rtns"jrrNH alongst the coast tiU wee came within few leagues 
of Arica, tiothing happened unto us of extraordinary novel- 
tie or moment, for we had the brese favourable, which 
I 
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!j«t.xLvi, Bcldume liappenetL in this climate; fiudiog ourselves in 
uiuetceuc degrees, wee haled tlic shore close aboiird, pur- 
posing to sec if there were any shipping in the road of 
Arica. It staudetli iu a t,'reat larg:ebaj,in eighttene degi-ees: 
and before yon come to itj a league to the aoutliwards of 
the roade and towne, is a great round Iiill, higher then the 
rest of the laud of the bay, neeTc about tlie towne ; which 
wee Iiaviug discovered, had eight presently of a small 
barke, close aboiird the shore, becalmed. Manning our 
boate, wee tookc her, being loadeu with fish, from Moro- 
mereno'; which is a goodly head-land, very hig-h, and lyeth 
betwixt twenty-fimre and tiventy-ftve degreeH, and whether 
ordinarily Bome barkes uae to goe a fishing every yeare. 

In her was a Spaniard and sixe Indians. The Spaniard^ 
for that hee was ueere the whore, swam unto the rockes; 
attd tliough wee offered to rcturne him his barke and fish 
(as was owr meaning), yet hee refused to accept it, and 
made ns anawcre, that bee durst not, for feare least the 
^tewvaricy justice should punish him. Tii ao gi-cat subjection are the 
poore unto those who have the administration of justice in 
those partes, and in most partes of the kingdomes and 
countries subject to Spaine. lusomuch, that to heare the 
justice to enter in at their dooresjis to them destruction and 
desyiatiou : for this cause wee carried her alongst with uk. 

In thie meane while wcc had sight of another tall shippe, 
comming out of the sea, which wee gave chase unto, hut 
could not fetch npp, becing too good of sayle for vs. Our 
small prize and hoate standing oil' unto us, descry ed another 
shippe, wliich they chased and tooke also, loaden with fish, 
comuiing from the ilands of luan Femaiidcs. 

After wee opened the hay and port of Arica; but seeing 

it cleane without shipping, wee haled the coast alongst, 

and going aboord to visit the bigger prize, my company 

saluted me with a volley nf small jfhot. Amongst them,

aewie to happen many times, 1 thinke it necessary to uote 
in this place, that others may take warning hy hia harme.

with two bullets, the powder being orilayned to carry but aMiUfiM. 
the waijrht of one, aud tlic musket uot to suffer two charges 
<if |H>wdcr or shott. By this cixrsight, the fire is reatrajTied 
with the overplus of the waight of shott, and not being able 
to force both of them out, breaketh all to peuces, ho to fiud 
a way to its owne center. 

And I am of opiuiou, that it is a great errour to prove 
great ordinance, or small shot, with double charges of 
powder or shot; my reasouis,farthat ordiiiaiilytheinettaU 
is proportioned to the wnight of the shqt which the peece 
18 to bcare, and the powder correspondent to the waight of 
the bullet; and this being graimted, 1 see no reason why 
any man ahould require to prove his peece with more then 
is belonging to it of idght ; for I have seeue many goodly 
peeces broken with such tryals, being clcanc without bony 
combes, cracte, flawe, or other perceavable blcmi&h, which 
no doubt, with their ordinary allowance, wotdd have servea 
many yenreB, Yea, I have bcene certified hy men of credit, 
that aome gunners have taken a glory for breaking many 
peeces in the trj'all ; which is easie to be done by sundry 
slights and mcanes not fitt to bee published, mHch Icsscto 
bee cserciaed, being prejudicial! to the seller, and charge- 
uble to the conscience of the practiaerj therefore it were 
good, this exceasive tryall by double charges were cleane 
abobshed,' If 1 should make choycc for ray aelfe, I would 
not willingly, thut any peece should cnmc into fort or 
siiippe, under my charge, wliicb had borne at any time 

■ It is*atiU the cuBtom to prov* Drdnance with a heavier charge than 
they aro exported to carry on aorvioo. It seeniH quite pos.iible tha-t a 
piece may tiear the (u'oof, attii yet the particles bo so disarranged, tbat 
it fail afterwards. 
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*""• "■'"• more then his ordinary allownuce, misdoubting, least, 
through the violence of the double charge, the peece may 
be erased within, or ao forced, as at tmothcr occasion ivitb 
his ordiuary allowance, he might breake in peeces ; how 
many men so many miudes : for to others this may seem 
harsh, for that the contrary custome hath ao long time 
beeue received, and therefore I submit to better espcrience, 
and contradict not but that in a demy culveriiig, a man 
may put two snker or minion, shots, or many of smaller 
waight ; and so in a muskett, two calever aholt, or many 
smaller, so they cxcecde not the ordinaiy waight preaeribcd 
by proportion, arte, and experience.^ These experiments I 
hold convenient upon many occasiona, yea, and most neces- 
sary J but the vaine cnstome of double charges, to cauac 
their pccccs thereby to give a better report, I affirme can 
produce no other effect but danger, losae, and liarme. 



SECTION XLVU. 

Having \isited our prises, and finding nothing in them but 
fish, we tookc a smsiU portion for our victualing, and gave 
the bigger shippe to the SpEiniards againc, and tlie leaser 
wee kept, with ptu-pose to make her our pLnnas. The 
Indians wliich wee tooke in her, would by no meancs de- 
part from U8, but desired to goe with us to Eugland, 
Thcainiiynt saying that the Indian and Engliah were brothers: and in 
all places where wee came, they shewed tlicmselves much 
affcctionated unto us ; these were natives of Morcmorcno, 
and the most brutish of all that ever I had scene; and 
except it were in forme of men and speech, they seemed 
altogether voydc of that which appertained to reafionable

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men. They were expert swimmers ; but after the mauuer ^^"■""- 

of spiLniels, they dive and ahide under water a long time, 
and swallow the water of tlic sea as if it were of a fresh 
river. Except a man see them, he ■would hardly helecve 
how they continue in the sea, a& if they were mer-maidca, 
and the water their naturall element. 

Their coantrey is most barren, and poore of foode. If 
they take b fiah alive out of the sea, or meete with a peece 
of suited fiah, they will devoiire it without any dressing, as 
savourely as if had bceue most curiously sodden or dressed, 
all which makes me belceve that they sustainc themselves 
of that which they catch in the sea. 

The Spaniards profit themBclvea of their labour and 
travell, and recompense them badly : they are in worse 
condition then their slaves, for to those they give suste- 
nance, housc-roome, and clothing, and teach them the 
knowledge of God : but the other they use as beoates, to 
doe their labour without wages, or care of their bodies or 
soulea. 



SECTION xxvni. 

TiiWART of Ariquipa," the shippe we brought with us frora 
Balparizo being very leakc, and my companie satisfied that 
their hope to find any thing of worth in her wiLS vaiae, 
having searclied her from post to stemme, coudisccnded to 
fire her; and the rather to fcccpe our company together, 
which could not well sufi'er any devision more then of 
meere necessity : so by general! accord we eased ourselves 
of her, and continued our course alongst the coast, till we 
came thwart of the hay of Pisco, which lyeth within 
fifteene degrees and fifteene minutes. 

Presently after wcc were clearc of Cape Saugftleiin,* and 
' Aro(iuip&. ^ SaugallfiD. 
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g»tt.M.Ttti. jj^3 ilauds, wee ranged this bay with our boate aud piimace. 
It hath two smnll ilands in it, but without fhnto; and being 
becalmed, we aucbored two dayes thwart of Cliilca. 

By sea and by laud, those of Chyly bad given adviae to 
Doti Garcia Hurtjido de Mendoi,'a; mari|uis of Cavcte, vice- 
roy of Peru, resident in Limaj of our being on the coast. 
Htse presently with fill possible diligence, put out eixe 
shippes in wai'like order, with well neerc two thousand 
men, and dispatched them to seeke us, and to 'fight with 
US, uudei' the couduct of Dou Beltriaa de Castro Ydelaluca, 
his wives brother ; who depftrtiiig out of the port of CriUao, 
turned to wind-ward iu sight over the shore, fc'oni whence 
they had dayly intelligence where wee bad beene dis- 
covered. Aud t!ie next day after our departure out of 
Chilca, about the middle of Slay, at breake of day, wee had 
sight each of other, thwart of Cavete, wee being to wind- 
wards of the Spanish armado some two leagues, and all with 
little or no winde. Our pinnace or jirise being furnished 
with oares came unto us, out of which we thought to have 
taken our men, and so to leave her j but being ablo to 
come unto us at all times, it was held for better to keepe 
her till necessity forced us to leave bcr : and so it was de- 
termined that if we came to likelihood of boording, shee 
should lay our boate aboordj and enter all her men, and 
from thence to enter our shippe, and so to forsake her. 
Although, by the event in that occasion this proved good, 
notwithstanding I hold it to bee reproved where the cnemiB 
is faxre superiour iu multitude and force, and able to come 
and boiird if hoe list ; and that the surest course is to 
fortifie the prLncipall the best that may bee, and to cut of 
all impediments, where a man is forced to defence : for 
that no man is assured to have time answerable to bis 
purpose and will ; and upon doubt whether the others, in 
hope to save themselves, will not leave Mm in greatest ex- 
tremitie. 
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SJKTIION XUX. 

Wee presently put ouraelvea in the best order wee could ^^ "*■"• 
to fight and to (lefend oiu'selves : our prayers we made iiuto 
the Lord God of battaiilsj for his hclpe and our dcHverance, 
puttiug our selves wholy iato liis hauda. About uiue of 
the clocko, the hrcse began to blow, and wee to stand off 
into the sea, the Spaniards clieekc by jole with us, ever 
getting to the wiud-wards upon us ; for that the shippiDg 
of the South sea is ever moulded Bhstrpe Tinder water, nud 
long ; all their t'Oyag;es depending upon turmng to wind- 
wardes, and the brese blowing ever southerlj'. 

As the sunne began to mpnnt aloft, the wind began to 
fi-esh; which togrether with the rowling sea that ever 
bcateth upon this coast, commiug out of the weateruc- 
bourd, caused r chapping sea, wherewith the admirall of 
the Spaniards snapt his maine miist asunder, and so began 
to lagge a sterne, and with hiwi other two shippes. The 
vice-admirall splat her niaine-aajle, being come within 
Bhott of Tis upon our broad side, but to lee-wards : the 
reare-admirall cracked her maine-yartl asunder in the 
uoiddcst, being a head of us. One of the armado, which 
had gotten upon the broad side of us, to mud-wards, diirst 
not assault H9. 

With these disgraces' upon thenj, and the hand of Gori 
helping and deli\-ering us, night camming, we began to 
consult what com-se was best to be takeu to tree our 
selves ; wherein were divers opinions : some sayd it was 
best to stand off to the sea cloae by all the night; others to 
lye it a hull ; others to cast about to the shoare-wards two 
glftsaca, and {ifter all the ni^ht to stand off to sen. ctosc 
by. The admii-iJl of the Spaniards, with the other two, were 
a sterne of ub some foiire leagues ; the vice-ndmirall a mile 
right to le-wards of ua ; the reaxe-admirall in a manner 
' Us«d id thv H«nse of miEfi>rtu£ie§. 



""'■'"•"• riglit a head, some culvering shott ; and one upon our 
loofe, within ahott also. The mooiie was to line within two 
hourea. After much debating, it w&s concluded that wee 
should beare up before the wiude^ aud seeke to escape be- 
twixt the athnii-flU and the vice.admir»ll, which •wee put in 
execution, not kuowing of any other disgrace befallen 
them, but that of the reare-admirall, till after our sur- 
render, when they recounted unto us all tliat had past. lu 
the morning nt brcake of day, wee were cleare of all our 
enemies, and bo shaped our courae alongst the coast, for 
the bay of Atacames, where we purposed to trim our pin- 
nace, and to renue our wood and water, and so to depart 
upon our voyage with all possible speede. 

The Spanish armado returned presently to Callao, which 
is the port of LyBia^ or of the Citty of the Kings. It 
was first named Lyma, and retayneth also that name of 
the river, which pasaeth by the citty called Lyma. The 
Spanish armado being cntred the port, the jwople began to 
goe ashore, where they were so mucked and scorned by the 
women, aa scarce any one by day would shew his face : 
they reviled them with the name of cowards and golnias, 
and craved licence of the vice-roy to bee admitted iu their 
roomcs, and to undertake the sujrendry of the English 
shippe. I have beene certified for truth, that some of 
thcra affronted their souldiers with daggers and pistols by 
their sLdea. 

Tliis wrought such effects in the hearts of the disgraced, 
as they vowed cyther to recover their reputation lost, or to 
follow us into England ; and so with expedition, the vice- 
roy commaunded two shippea anil a pinnace to be put in 
order, and in them placed the chiefe aonldiers and marri- 
nera of the rest, and furnished them with victuals and 
munition. 

Tlic furesayd general] is once againc dispatched to secke 
ua ; who ranged the constcB and porta, eufonuing himsclfe 
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what hee could. Some fiftie leagues to the north-warda of ''"' *'•"'■ 
Lyma, in sight of Mongon, wee tooke a sliippe halfe loaden 
with wheate, sugar, miell de canas, antl cordoTan skins: 
which for that shee was leakc, and snyled badly, und 
tackled in such majier as the marriners would uot willingly 
put themaBlvea into her, wee tooke what waa ueceaaary for 
our provision and fired her. 

Thwart of Tnmllo, wee set the corapanie of her a shore, 
with the pilot which we had taken in Balparixo, reserving the 
pilot of the burnt ahippe, and aGreeke, who chose rather 
to continue with us, then to hazard their lives in going 
a shore ; for that they had departed out of the port of 
Santa, which is in eight degrees, being required by the 
justice uot to weigh anchor hcforc the eoast was knowne 
to be deere. 

It is a thing worthy to be noted, and almost incredible, 
with how few men they use to sayle a shippe in the South 
sea ; for in this priae, which was above an hundred tuna, 
were but eight persons : and in a shippe of three lumdroth 
tons, they use not to put above fuureteene or fifteene per- 
sons; yea, I have beene credibly enformed, that with 
foureteeue persons, a shippe of five Iiiindrcth tnns hath 
beene carried from Guayaquil to Lyma, deepe loaden, 
(which is above two hundrctb Leagues): and are forced ever 
to gaine their voyage by turning to wind-wards, which ia 
the greatest toylc and labour that the nwrriners have ; and 
slow sometimes in this voyage fonre or five moneths, which 
is generall in all tlic navigations of tliis coast.' But the 
security from stormes, and certainty of the breze, with the 
desire to make their gaine the greater, ia the cause that 
every man ibructh himselfe to the uttermost, to doe the 
labour of two men. 

^ The plan puraued at that daj waa to 'bea.t to wind-ward in shore : 
now, liy stainiiug out boliHy to tSie westwaxd, the voyage to the south- 
(vard, ugaiust the prevcviling niud, is mu-ch shurteucd. 
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In tlie height of this port of Santn, aome seven hiindretli 
aud fiftie leagues to the west-wards, lie the iliuids of !:^alu- 
mon, of late yearejf discovered. At my being in Lyraa, a 
fleete of foure sayle was sent from thence to people them } 
which tliroiigh the emulation and discord that nroac 
amongst them, being landed aud sotled in the countrey, 
was utterly overtlirowne; onely one shippc, with some few 
of the people, after much miseryj got to the Philippines. 
Tliia I Cfluic to the knowledge of by a large relation written 
from a person of credit, and sent from the Philippines to 
Paaama. I saw it at my being there, in my voyage to- 
warda Spainc. 

Ha\-iiig edged ueere the coiist to put the Spaniards on 
shore, a thicke fogge tooke us, so that wee could not see 
the land ; but recovering onr pinnace and boate, wc sayled 
on our course, till wc came thwart of the port called 
Malabrigo : it lyelh in seaven degrees. 

In all this coast the ciu-rant mnoeth with great force, 
but never keepeth any certaine course, saving that it run- 
neth alongst the cua^t, sometimes to the south-wards, 
sometimes to the north-wards ; which now runuiiig to the 
north- wards, forced u» so farre into tlie bay, which a point 
of the land causeth, that they call Punta de Auguasa," as 
thinking to cleere ourselves by ro\nng north-west, wee 
could not double this point, making ■oiu' way north north- 
west. Tlierefore speciall care is ever to bee had of the 
current : and doubtlesse, if the providence of Almighty 
God had not freede us, wee bad rnnne ashore upon the 
land, without seeing or suspecting any such danger. His 
name bee ever exalted and magnified for delivering us from 
the uuknowne daimger, by calming the winde all night : 
the siinnes rising manileatcd unto us onr crronr and perdl, 
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by diHcovering unto iw the land within two Icagueaj right 
a head. The current liad carried ub without any wind, at 
th« least foure leagues ; which secuo, and the wiude be- 
ginning to blow, wee brought onr tackes abourd, and in 
short time cleared our selves. 

Thwart of this point of Anguasa, He two desert ilandcs ; 
they call them Illas do Lobos, for the midtitude of scales 
wliich accustome to haunt the shore. In the bigger is 
very good liarliour, and secure : they lie in aixe degreBa and 
thirtie minutes. 

The next day after, wee loat sight of these ilands, being 
thwart of Pa^rta, which lyeth in five degrees ; and having 
manned our pinnace and boate to search the port^ wee had 
sight of a tall shippe, which hai-ing knowledge of our 
being on the coast, and thinking her selfe to be more safe 
at sea then in the harbour, put her selfe then under sayle: 
to her wee gave cbase all that night and the next day, but 
in fine she being better of sayle then wee, shee freed her 
selfe. ThiLs being too lee-ward of the harbour and dis- 
covered, wc continued our courac alongst the shore. That 
evening wee were thwart of the river of Guayaquill, which 
hath in the mouth of it two ilands : the souther-most and 
biggeat, called Piuna,' intlirec degrees; and the other, to 
the north-wards, Santa Clara, 

Puma is inhabited, and is the place where they build 
til^ principal! shipping; fi-om this river, Lyma and all 
the valleys arc furnished with tinaber, for they have none 
but that which is brought from hence, or from the king- 
dome of Chile. By this river passeth the principal! trade 
of the kingdome of Quito j it is navigable some leagues 
into tlie land, and bath great ahundance of timber. 

Those of the Peru, use to ground and trim their sliippes 
in Puma, or in Panama, and in all other partes they are 
forced to careae their sliippes. In Puma, it higheth and 
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failetli fifteeue or sixteenc fi)otc water, aud from tliis ilaad 
till a man come to Pnnama, in all tlie coast it ebbeth and 
floweth more nr lessr, keeping the oriliiiary cmirse which 
the tides doe in all seas. The water of this river, by ex- 
perience, is medicinable, for all aohea of the hones, for the 
stone, and stranguria : the reason which is given in, be- 
canae all the hanlies and low lands adjoining to this river, 
aro replenished irith saUaperiUia ;^ which lying for the most 
part soaking in the water, it participatcth of this vertne, 
and giveth it this force. 

In this river, aiul all the rivers of this coast, are great 
abniidancc of alagartotg ;^ and it is sayd that this eseeedeth 
the rest ; for persona of credit have certified mee, that as 
amall fishes in other rivers abound in aeoales, so the ala- 
gartoes in thia. They doe much hurt to the Indians and 
Spaniards, and are drcadfull to all whom they catch within 
their clutcbea. 



SBCTION LI. 

Some five or sixc leagnea to the north-wards of Piuna, is 
la iPuntn de Santa Eleoaj under which is good anchoring, 
cleane ground, and reasonable succour. Being thwart of 
this point, wee had sight of a ahippe, which wee chased ; 
but being of better aaile then we, and the night eomming 
on, we lost sight of her, and so anchored under the Tela de 
Plata, to recover our pinnace and boatc, whicli had gone 
about the other point of the Hand, which lyeth in two de- 
grees and fortie minutes. 
Poena vi(do The ucit day we past in aight of Puerto Viejo, in two 
degrees and ten minutes; which lying without shipping, 
wee directed our course for Cape Paasooa.' It lyeth directly

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under the eqiiinoctiall lyne ; some foiirescore leagues to '* "'' "' 
the west-wards of thia cape, lyetb a hcape of ilands, the 
Spaniards call lUaa de Los Galapagos : they are desert 
and bear no fruite. From Cape Passftos, wee directed our 
course to Cape Saint Franciscu, which lyeth iu one degree 
to the uorth-wardea of the lyne ; and being; thwart of it, 
irce descried a smnU shippc, which wcc chased all that day 
and night ; and the next moruiug our pinnace came to 
bonrd her; hut being a shippe of advise, and ftdl of pas- 
seiif^crs, and onr ship not able to fetch her up, they 
entreated our people badlY, and freed theinaclves ; thonj^h 
the feare they conceived, caused tliem to cast rJI the dis- 
patches of the king, as also of particulars, into the sea, 
with a g;reat part of their loading, to bee lighter and better 
of aayle ; for the sbippe.s of the Sonth sea loade themselveR 
Hkc lighters, or sand barges, presuming upon the securitic 
from storuies.

SECTION Ul. 

Beixo out of hope to fetch up this sMppe, wee stood in with 
the ca.pej where the land hcginneth to trend about to the 
east-wards. The cape is high land, and all covered over 
with trees, and ao is the land over the cape; and all 
the coast, from this cape to Panama, is fhU of wood, from 
the Strsites of Magelan to this Cape of San Francisco. In 
all the coast from head-land to head-land, the courses lye 
betwixt the north, and north and by west, and aometimoa 
more westerly, and that but seldome. It is a bold coast, 
and subject to little foulc weather or alteration of windes, 
for the brese, which is the sowtherly wind, bloweth con- 
tinually from Balparizo to Cape San Francisco, except it 
he a great chance. 

Trending about the cape, wee hated in cast north-east, 
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to fetch, the buy of AtHcames, which lyetli Homt: seaven 
leagoes from the cape. In the mid-way, some three Icagiies 
from the shore, lyeth a hankc of snnd, whereof a man must 
>iave a care ; for in some paii-a of it, there is but little 
water. 

The tenth of June, wee came to an anchor in the bay of 
Atacnmifa, wliich on the WMtor jiart hath a rounrl ham- 
mock. It eeemeth an iland, nnrl in hijrh spring;ea I jnclge 
that the sea goeth round about it. To the east-wards it 
hath a high simdie cliffe, and in the middcst of the hay, a 
fairc birth from the shore, lyeth a big^e blnck rockc above 
water : frora this rocke to the sandic clifte, ia a drowned 
marsh ground, caused by his lownesse; and a great river, 
which is broad, hut of no depth. 

Manning our Ijoate, and running to the shore, we found 
prcsentlyj iu the westenie bight of the bay, a <leepe river, 
whose indraug}it was so great that we could not benefit 
our selves of it, being brackisli, except at low water, which 
hiadred oiu* dJapatch ; j'^et in five dayes, wee filled nil our 
emptie caske, snppUcd onr want of wood, and grounded 
and put in order our pinnace. 

Here, for that oiu- Indians served ua to no other use but 
to consume onr victuals, we eased our selves of them ; gave 
them hookes and lines which they craved, and some bread 
for a few dayes, and replanted them iu a farre better coun- 
trcy then their owne, which fell out luckely for the 
Spaniartls of the shippe which wee chased thwart of Cape 
San Francisco; for victmds growing short with her, ha^-ing 
many mouthee, »hee was forced to put a shore fiftie of Iier 
passengers neerc the cape ; whereof more than the one 
halfe dyed with famine and continual wading through 
rivers and waters : the rest, by chance, meeting with the 
Indians TPhich wee had put a shore, with their fishing, 
guide, and industry, were refreshed, susteyned, and brought 
to habitation. 
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Our. necessary busine!) being ended, wee purposed the -wu im, 
fifteenth day of ilay, in the morning, to set aayle; hut 
the fouretecnth in the evening, we had sight of a sliippCj 
some three leagues to sea-wards ; and through the im- 
portuiiitie of my captaine and companic, I condisccnded 
that our pintias should ^ve her chase : which I should uot 
have done, for it was our destruction. I gave them pre- 
ciae order, that if they stood not in againe at night, they 
should aeckc mee at Cape San Francisco, for the uext 
morning 1 purposed to set sayle without delay. And so 
seeing that our piji-nas slowed her coramingj at nine of the 
elockc in the naoruiug \yee weyed our anchors, and stood 
for the cape, where wee beate ofi' and on two daycs ; and 
onr piniiaa not appearing, wee stood ag'aine into the bay, 
where wee descried her turning in without a maine mast, 
which standing ofF to the sea close hy, with much windc, and 
a chapping sea, bearing a taunt-sayle, where a little was too 
much (being to small purpose), sodainely they bare it by 
the board ; and standing in with the shore, the winde, or 
rather God bliudiug them for our punishment, they knewe 
not the land; and making themselves to bee to wind-wards 
of the bay, hai-e up, and were jput into the bay of San 
Mathew. It is a goodly harbour, and hath a groat frcah 
river, which higheth fiftcene or sixtecue foote water, and is 
a good couutrey, and well peopled with Indians : they have 
store of gold and emeralds. Heere the Spaniards &om 
Guayaquil! made an habitation, whilst I was prisoner iu 
Lymaj by the Indians consent ; but after, not able to suffer 
the insolencies of their guests, and being a people of sto- 
macke and presimiption, they suffered themselves to bcj; 
perswaded and led by a Molato. lliis leader many yearcs xur laMKm 
before had Hed nnto them from the Spaniards : him tlicyhad Moiua 
long time held in reputation of theii' captaine generall. 
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'"'•yil aad was admittBd also unto a cUiefe office by the Spauiardes, 
to ^'HJiic him unto them. 

Bui now the Indiikiia miitinj; tlicmaelvfis togrotlicr, pre- 
aumiDg- tliat by the hclpc of this Molato, they should 
furee tlie Spsuiiartls out of the countrey, put their resolu- 
tion iuto execution^ drove their eucmies iuto the woodt», 
and slue an maiiy as tlicy cotild lay hands on ; some they 
kUletl, lew csciiped with life ; and those wlio had that good 
happe, suflered extreame misery before they came to Quito, 
the place of neereat habitation of Spaniards. 

To this bay, assoone as our people in the pinuas saw their 
crrour^ they brought their taekca abourdj and turned and 
tyded it up, as they could. Assoooe as we came to anchor, 
I procured to remedie that was amisse ; in two daies wee 
dispatched all we had to doe, aud the next morning wee re- 
solved to set sayle, and to leave the coast of Peru and Quito. 

T!ie day appearing, we began to weigh our anchors, and 
being a pike, ready to cut sayle, one out of the toppc dc- 
fjcryed the Spanish armado, comming about the cape; wliich 
by the coui-se it kept, presently gave us to luidcrstand who 
they were : though my compauy, as is the eustome oi sea- 
men, made them to be thefleete bound for Panama, loadeu 
with treaiture, and importuned that in all hast wc should 
cut »aylc iiud stand with them; which I contradicted, for 
that I was assured, that no shipping would stirrenpon the 
coast till they had securitie of our departure (except Home 
arruado that mip;ht be sent to seeke us), aud that it was 
not the tiiuc ol' the yearo to carry the treasm'e to Panama. 
Aud besides, iu riding still at an anchor, they ever came 
ncercr unto us; for thcj* stood directly with us, and wee 
kept the weather gage ; where if we had put our selves 
under sayle, the cbbe iu hand, wee should have given them 
the advantage, wliich we had in our power, by reason of 
tlic point of the bay. And being the iwuiado, as it was, 
wo gained time to fit ourselves, the better to fight. And 
truly (as before, to a stlife-ueckcd horse), so now againc 
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I cRimot but resemble the condition of the mariner t» any ^*" *■"'■ 
thing betteTj then to the current of a furious rivetj re- 
pressed by force or art, which neverthelesae ceaseth not to 
aeeke a way to oicrtlirow both fence and banVe : even so 
the common sort of aea-meu, apprehending a conceite in 
their imaginations, neither esperiment, knowledge, ex- 
amples, reasons, nor authority, can alter and remoove them 
from their conceited opinions, In this esti-emitie, with 
reason I laboured to convince themj and to contradict 
their pretences : but they altogether withont reason, or 
against reason, breake ont, some into vaunting and brag- 
ging, some into reproachca of wiint of courage, others into 
wishings that they had never come out of their coimtrcy, 
if we should refuse to tight with two ahippes whatsoever. 
And to mend the matter, the ffimner, for his part, assured ni^uiwd- 
me that mth the first tire' of shutt, he would lay the one of ^Jj^uiJI^y^^ 
them in the sods ; and our pinuace, that she would take 
the other to taske. One promised that he would cut 
downe the mayne yard ; another that he would take their 
flange ; and all in gencrall shewed a great desire to come 
to tryall with the enemy. To some I turned the deafe care, 
with others I diasenibled, and armed myselfe with patience 
(having no other defence nor remedic for that occasion), 
soothing and animating themtothe execution of what they 
promised, and pcrawaded them to have a little sufferance, 
seeing they gained time and advantage by it. 

And to give them better satisfaction, I eondisccnded that 
otu' captaine, with a competent number of men, shmdd with 
our pinnace goc to discover them ; with order that they 
should not engage themselves, in that manner as they might 
not be able to come unto lis, or we to succour them. In idl 
these di>'isious and opuuouM, our master, Hugh Donni.sh," 
who was a most sufficient man for government and valour, 
and well aaw the errors of the multitude, used his office as 
became him j and so did all those of best undcrstauding.

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In short, space our piuimce discovered what they were, 
and ciisting iibout to retiirnc unto us, theiire-admirallj being 
next her, l>egau with her chaCB to anlute her with tliroe or 
foure pcpccs of artilleryj and ho continued chasing her and 
gnnuiug at Ler. My company seeing thia, now begftn to 
change hiunoiir ; and 1 then to encourage and pcrswjwie 
them tt> performe the execution of their promises and 
vauuta of valourj which they had hut even now protested, 
and given aasnrance of by their profcrres and forwardnesse. 

And thftt we might have seji-roonic to fight, wc presently 
weighed anchor, and stond off to sea with all our Bayles, in 
hope to get the weather gage of our contraries. But the 
winde scanting with us, and larging with them, we were 
forced to Ice-ward. And the admirall weathering us, 
came rome* upon us : wliich being within mueket shtitt, we 
hayled firHt with our noise of trumpets, then with our 
waytea, and after with our artilery : which they answered 
with artilery, two for one. For they had double the ordi- 
nance we had, and almost tenne men for one. Immediately 
they came shoring^ abourd of us, upon our lee quarteTj con- 
trary to our expectation^ and the custome of men of warre. 
And douhtlesse, had our gunner beene the man he was 
reputed to be,, and as the world sould him to me, shec bad 
received great hurt by that manner of bourding. But 
coutrsiry to all expectatiouj our stearne peeces were nn- 
primed, and so were all those which we had to Icc-ward, 
save halfe one in the quarterj which dtacharged, wrought 
that effect in our contraries as that they had five or sbte 
footc water in hold, before they sLispected it. 

Hereby all men ai'e to take waiiiiiig by me, not to trust 
any man in such extremities, when he himselfe may see it 
done : and camming to fight, let the chicftaiue himselfe be

* To sheer, or shore, means to separate — we uac the tcrrn " shMr to", 
liut " tbcer cff" appears tu be tLe vuly imuae ia which it nhould bu 
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sure to hare aU his artilery in a rr-ftdinCHse upon all oc- 
caiitons. Tliis was my over&ig'lit, this my overtlirow. For 
I ami all my company had that satisfaction of the suifi- 
cieucie and the care of UTir gunnt-r, as not any one of ua ever 
imagined there would be any defect found in him. For 
my part, I with the rest of our officers, occupied our selves 
in clcering our deckcs, laceiiig' our nettings, making of 
bnlwarkes, arming our toppcsj fitting our wast-cloathes, 
tallowing our pikes, slingiug our yards, doubling our 
sheeteB, and tacltes, jdacing and ordering our people, and 
procuring that they should be weU fitted and proinded of 
all things ; leaving the artilery, and other inatrumenta of 
fire, to tlio gunners dispose and order, with the rest 
of Ilia mates and adherents ; which, as 1 said, was part 
of our perdition. For bearing me ever in baud, that he 
had live hundred eartreges in a readincssc, within one 
houres fight we were forced to oecupie three persons oncly 
in making and filling eartreges; and of five hunilred elles 
of canvas and other cloth given bim for that pm-pose, at 
Nunilry times, not one yard was to be found. For this we 
havo no excuse, and therefore could not avoyd the danger, 
to charge and discharge with the ladell, especially in so 
hotle a fight.* And eommiug now to put in execution the 
sinking of the sliippe, as he promised, he seemed a man 
without life or soule. So the aduiii'all commlug close unto 
us, I myselfe, and the master of our shippe, were forced to 
play tlic gunners. 

Those instruments of fire wherein he made me to spenH 
OKcessively, before our going to sea, now appeared not; 
neither the braise balles of artificiall fii^e, to be shutt with 
Hlitrbowcs (whereof J had six bowes, and trvvo hundrcth bals, 
aud whiih are of great account and service, either by sea 
or land) ; he had stowed them in anch manner, though in 

' Tho ^Bu-ter part of the powder on lioard mea-of-war, is mode up 
mu> cartriilges, Ui avoid AeHj in tilling (Iwing action, and danger ftma 
using loose powder in a ladlC'. 
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double burrels, as the salt water had spoiled Iheni all ; so 
that commmg to use them, not one was serviceable. Some 
of our company had iu liim suapition to be more friend to 
the Spaniards then to us ; for that he had served some 
ycarea in the Tercero, an gunner, and that he did all this 
of purpose. Tew of our peeces were cleere, when wc came 
to use them, and some had the shott first put in, and after 
the powder. Besides, after our surrendry, it was lai<l to 
his charge, that he should aay, he had a brother that sen*ed 
the king in the Peru, ami that he thought he was In the 
armado; and how he ^vould not for all the world he should 
be slaiue. Whether tliis were true or no, I know not ; but 
I am snre all in gcnerall gave liim an ill report, and that he 
iu whose hands the chiefe cxccutittn of the whole fight 
consisted, executed nothing aj* was promised and expected, 
llic griefe and remerabraucc of which oversights once 
againe inforccth mc to admouish all captaiues and com- 
manders hereby to take advice, now and then to survey 
their officers and storc-roonies, the oftener the better ; 
that so their defects and wants may be supplied in time : 
never relying too much upon the vulgar report, uor giving 
too much credite to smooth tongues and boasting com- 
panions. But to performe this taske, it is requisite that 
all captaines and commauders were such, and so experi- 
mented in all offices, that they might be able as well to con- 
troule as to examine all manner of errors in officers. For 
the government at sea hardly suflercth a. head without cx- 
qnisitc experience, 'flte deficiency whereof bath occasioned 
some ancient aea-men to straighten the attribute of mar- 
rinor in such sort, as that it ought Tiot to be given but to 
the man who is able to build his shippe, to fit and provide 
her of all things necessary, and after to carry her about 
the world: the residue to be hut aaylers. Hereby giving 
lis to understand, that though it is not expedient tliat lie 
should be an axe-carpentor, to hewc, cut, frame, and 
mould each timber piecCj yet that he should kuow the 
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parts aud peeces of the shippe, tlic value of the timber, **^'- '•"■ 
plaiikc, and yrou-worke, so to be able as well to build iu 
proportion, ua to procure all materialls at a just price. 
And againe, though it he not expected that he should sowe 
the saylea, ai-me the shrowds, aud put the tackling over 
head, yet is it requisite that ho should knowe how to cut 
his saj^les, what length is competent to every roape, and to 
be of sufficiency to rcprelicnd and reforrae those who erre 
and doe amisse. In providiiie hia shinpe with victualls, E«r 
munitioiij, and necessaries, of force it must be expected 
that he be able to make Ida estiaiate, aud (that once pro- 
vided and perfected), in season, and with cicpeditioii to see 
it loden aud stowed commodiously, with cure and propor- 
tion. After that, Ke ia to order the spending thereof, that 
in iiothiug he be defrauded at lioine; aud at sea, ever to 
know how much is spent, and whut remaiueth uus^peut. 

In the art of navigation, he is bound also to kuow ao Kumn.!- 
much as to he able to give directions to the pdote and 
ma&ter, aud consequently to all the rest of iiiferiour officera. 



SECTION LJV. 

My meaning is not ttiat the captaine or goveiniour should 
be tycd to the actuall toyle, or to intermeddle with all 
offices, for that were to binde him to impossibilities, to 
^^ dimiiush and abase his anthoritie, and to deprive the other 

^H officers of their eateemes, and of that that bclongeth uuto 
^^M them, which were a great absurditie : hut my opiuiou is, 
^^1 that he should be more tlicu superficially instructed and 
^^M practised in the imploymeuts. Yea, I am verily perswuded, 
^^M that the more absolute anthoritie any commander giveth 
^^H to his under otticers, being worthy of it, the sweeter is the 
^^^ comtnand, and the more respected and beloved the cum- 
^^K manlier. 
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For in matter of guide and diapo&Lng of the saylers, with 
ttTwMiw *^® tackling of the shippe, aiid the workets wliick belong 
thereunto, within bourd nnd without, all is to be cominitted 
to the masters charge. 

The pilote is to looke carefully to the sterridge of the 
shippe ; to he wHtehfall in tiiking the hcig)it.s of sunne and 
starre ; to note the way of his shippe, with the augmont- 
iug aud lessening of the winde, etc. 

The boateswayiie is to see his shippe kept cleaue ; his 
Diaates, yards aud tacklings well coated, matted and armed; 
liis sLroudcs aud stayes well set; Ids saylcs rcpayred, aud 
sulhciently prevented with martnets, blayles, and caakettes ; 
his koate fitted mth sayle, oarea, thongtH, tholea danyd, 
windles aud rotlier ; his anchors well boyed, sately stopped 
and secured, with the iTst to him ajipertaining. 

The steward is to see the preseryatioii of vittayles and 
ueccssaries committed unto his charge; and by measure 
and weight to deliver the portions appointed, and with dis- 
cretion and good tearmes to give satisfaction to all. 

The carpenter is to view the mastes and yards, the sideu 
of the shippej her deckes, and cahiue$> her pumpes> and 
hoate; and moreover to occtipie him selfe in the most 
furceihle workes, except he be otherwise commanded. 
TtiBguuiicr. Tlie gnmicr ia to care for the britching and tackling of 
his artilery ; the fitting of his shott, tampluus, coynea, 
crones/ and lin-»tockes, etc. To be provident in working 
his fire worker; in making and tilling his cartregcs; in 
acconuno dating liis Iridles, sponges, aud other necessaries; 
in sifting and drying his powder; in cleaning the armea, 
munition, aud such like workes, inti-usted unto him. 

In this manner every officer, in his office, ought to be 
au absolute commander, yot readie iu obedience and love, 
to sacrifice his will to his superiors command. This cannot 
hut cause iinitic ; and uuitie cannot but purchase a happie 
issue to dutiftdl travelles.

Ajtd as the wise hushand-mon, in walking from eround to p»ru miui. 
ground, beholdeth one plowing, iinother harrowing, another i""'«"ii- 
sondn^ianri lopping; another pruning, one hedging, another 
thi'esbing, aud divers occupied ui several! labours : some 
he cumtuendcth, others he reproachetb ; others lie ad- 
"viseth, and to another he saith nothing, for that he seeth 
him in the right way : and all this, for that he knoweth 
aud understandeth what they all doc, better then they 
themselvea, though busied in their ordinary workes : even 
80 a worthy commander at sea, ought to hare the eyes, not ^'^"'j,*'" 
only of his body, but also of his nndcrst^nding, continually ^''"■'^'"•■ 
aot (with watchfull care) upon all men, and all their workes 
mider his charge ; imitating the wise husband-man; first 
to know, and then to conunand : and lastly, to will their 
obedience vohmtary, and without contradiction. For who 
knoweth not that ^uorauce many times cominaudeth that 
which it understandeth not ; which the artist perceiring, 
first diedaincth, afterwards tUsteemeth, and finally in these 
great actions, which admit no temporizing, either hewayveth 
the re&pect of dutie, or faintly perfurmeth the behest of 
his superiour upon every slight occasion, either in pubhkc 
opposing, or in private murmuring; the smalleHt of which 
is most pernicions. Thus much (not amisae) for instruction.

***■''"■ Tire reason wliy tlie admirRll came to lee-wardes, as afterT 
understood, was for that her artillery being very long, and 
the wind ircsh, bearing a taunt sayle to fetch ns up, anfl 
to keepe us company, they could not use their ordinance to 
the weather of us, hut lay shfiking in the wind : and douht- 
leaBe it is most proper for shippes to have short ordiuaace» 
except in the stcmc or chase. Tlic reasons are many : 
viz. — easier charging, ease of the shippes aide, hetter tra- 
versing, and mounting ; yea, greater security of the n.rtil- 
lery, and consequently of the ship. For tlie longer the 
pccce is, the greater is the retention of the fire, and so the 
torment and danger of the poece the greater. 

But here will be contradiction by many, that dare avouch 
that longer peecea are to be preferred ; for that they biime 
their powder better, and carrie the shott further, and so 
necessarily of better c:(ecution; whereas the short artillery 
many times spend much of their powder without burning, 
and workea thereby the slenderer effect. 

To which I answcre, that for land servicej fortes, or 
castles, the long peecea are to bee preferred : but for ship- 
ping, the shorter are lunch more serviceable. And the 
powder in tliom, being such m it ought, will be all fiered 
long before the shott can come forth ; and to reach farre 
in fights at aea^ is to little effect. For he that piu*poseth 
to annoy hia enemie, must not shoot at randome, nor at 
point blanks, if hce purpose to accomplish with his devoiro, 
nether must hee spend liis shott nor powder, but where a 
pot-gun may reach his contrary; how much the neerer, so 
much the better: and this duely executed^ the short ar- 
tillery will worke its effect as well aa the long ; otherwise, 
neither short nor long are of much importance : but here 
my meaning is not to approve the overshort pecces, devised 
by some persons, which at every shott they make, daunce

out of their carriages, but those of indifferent length, am) *'"• "'" 
which keepe the meane, betwixt se&ven and eight footc.i

Trrc entertainement wee gnvc nnto onr eontrnrieSj being 
otlierwise then waa expected, they fell off, aud ranged a 
head, having broken in peeces all our gallcrie; and pre- 
sently they Cflst about upon ub, and being able to keepe ns 
company, with their fighting sayles, lay a weather of us, 
ordinarily within mnsket shott ; playing continually with 
them and their great artillery; which we endured, and 
answered as we could. 

Our pinnace engaged lieraclfe ao farre, as that before sbce 
conld come unto ns, the vice-admirall had like to cut her 
off, and comming to lay ua aboord, and to enter her men, 
the vice-ftdmirall hoorded with her : so that some of onr 
company entred our ship over her bow-spritj as they them- 
sehes reported. 

We were not a little comforted with the sight of our 
people in safetie within our shippe ; for in all we were but 
thrcescDrc and fifteene, men and boypa, when we beg^u to 
fight, aud our enemies tldrteene hundred men and boycs, 
little more or lesae, and those of the choiae of Pern.

Heeke it shall not be out of the way to discourse a little Ti«srMiiiii 

of the Spanish discipline, and manner of their goveriLment

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"**■ '''""' in general! ; which is in many things different to ours. In 
this expedition came two geueralls : the one Don Beltran 
de Ciutro, who hnd the ahsohite authoritie and cnmmaund; 
the other Michael Augell Pilipon, a man well in yenres, 
and conic to this preferment by his long uud paiufiJ ser- 
vice ; who though he had the title of geuerall hy aea, I 
thinke it was rather of coiirtesie then by pattent ; and for 
that hee had beene many yeares geuerall of the South sea, 
for the carriage and waftage of the silver from Lyma to 
Pimamn. He acemed to hee an assistant, to supply that 
with Ids coimsell, advice, and experience, whereof Don 
Bcltrnn had never made tryall (for hee commanded uot 
absolutely, but with the confirmation of Don Beltran), for 
the Spaniards never give abaolutc authoritie to more thea-j 
one. A custome that hath beene, and is approoved in all 
empLres, kingdomes, common'-wealths, and araiiesj rightly 
disciplined : the mixture hatb been aeldome seene to pros- 
per, as will manifestly appeare, if we consider the issue of 
all actions and joumeya committed to the government of 
two, or more generally. 
uT" "n'J^ "^^ famouB victory of Hannibal against the Romane { 
iuhn'^STuBe'r- coustds Paulus Emillius and Terrcntius Varro, was attri- 
*""' bntcd to their equality of government- The nnhappie 

overthrowe given l)y the Tnrlic Amurate, to the Oiriatian 
princes, in the jouruey of Nicapolia, is held to have pro- 
ceeded from the difference betwixt tlie heada, every one 
leaning to his oiMie opinion. The overthrow in recovcrie 
of the Holy land, undertaken by king Richard of England, 
and king Pliilip of France, sprang from the like diifercnces 
and disseutions. The T-icSory of the empcrour Charlea the 
Fifth, against the Protestant princes of Germanic, is im- 
puted to theii' distractnrcs arising from parity in command. 
If we looke into our owne actions, committed to the charge 
of two gcneralsj the effects and fruits which they have 
brought forth, for the moat part, wiH be found to be little 
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better : yea, most of thenij through emulation, envie, anrl 
pride, ovei-tbrowae, and brought to nought ; tliougk to 
cover tbeir confusions, tbcre have never beenc wanting 
cloakea irnd coloiu'a. Tlie most al^p^^M:^ve(l writers rcproove, 
and caU It a monster with two heads, and not without 
fiKwon. For if the monarchy be generally approoved, for 
strongest, soundest, and most perfect, and most snffideTit 
to siistainc it aelfe ; and the democracie and aristocracic 
utterly reprooved, as weake, feeble, and subject to iuuovn^ 
tions and iufirmities ; it cauuot be but errour, confusion, 
and imperfection, to differ or disHcnt from it. For where 
the snpreaiHC governnieut is divided betwixt two or more, 
the aiithoritie is diminished, and so Looseth his true force; 
as a fnggtit of stickes, whose bond being' broken, the entire 
atrength is easily dissolved : but all under correction. 

The Spaniards, in their armadoes by sea, imitate the 
discipline, order, and officers, which are in an army by 
land, and divide themselves into three bodies ; to wit, 
aouldiers, marriners, and gunners. 

Theh' souldiers ward and watch, and thiCir officers in Tho .ouidiep 
every ahippe round, as if they were on the shoare ; this ia 
the only taske they undergoe, except cleaning their armea, 
wherein they are not over curious. The gunners are ex-TLpgunonr. 
empted from all labour and care, except about the artillery. 

And these are either Ahnaynes, Flemmings, or strangers; 
for the Spaniards are but indifferently practised in this 
art. The majriners are but as. slaves to the rest, to movie,' riw 

tnnrrlnop. 

and to tnylc day aud night; and tliosc but few and bad, 
and not suffered to sleepe or harbouj' themselves uudcr t!ie 
ileclves. For in fairo or fowle weather, in stormes, aunne, 
or raine, they must passe voyde of covert or succour. 

There is ordinarily iu every shippc of warre, a captaine, oEwr. in 
whose charge is as that of our masters with us, and also a ^IuSIq. of 
captaine of the souldiers, who commandeth the captaine of |!"pjJi';,'^'*jf 
1 To moU has been BUpposod to be detived from the FreDoh TwauUfer. 
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'^'- *•""' the shippcj the soukliera, gunncra, aud miininers in her; 
yea, though there he divers captaines, with their companies 
in OTIC sliippo (which is usiiall amongst them), yet one 
hath the supreme aiithoritie, and the residue are at bis 

»»■(,«« rf- ordering aad disposing. They havo their mastros de campo^ 
aeargeaut, master, ji;cueraU (or captaine) of the artiUery, 
with their alfere major, iinti all other ofticers, as in a 
campe. 

If they come to fight with another armado, they order 
thcmeclvcs as in a hattcU by land; in a vanguard, rere- 
ward, niaine battel!, aud wings, etc. In every particular 
Bhippc the BOulcUers are all set upon the deckes; their fore- 
castle they account their head front, or vanguai'd of their 
company; that ahaft tlie mast, the rereward; and the 
wayste the raayne battel! ; wherein they place their prin- 
cipal! force, aud on which they pnncipaily relye, which 
they call then' placa de artnas, or place of arraes ; wliich 
taken, their hope is lost. 

The gunners fight not but with their great artillery : the 
marriners attend oidy to the tackliug of the sliippe aud 
Iiandling of the saylea, and are unarmed, and subject to 
all miafortuuea; not permitted to shelter themselves, but 
to be still aloft, whether it be neceesaiy or ueedlesse. So 
ordinai'ily, those which fii'st fajde, are the marriners a2id 
Bnylers_, of which they have greatest neede. Thoynse few 
close fights or fire-workes j and all this proceedcth, as I 
judge, of crroiu* in placing laud captaiucs for govcrnours 
and commanders by sea j where they aeldorae understand 
what is to be done or commanded. 

SS^BMof. Some that have beene our prisoners, have jirrfitled* 

duripiine. themselves of that they have scene amongst usj and others 

disguised under colour of treaties, for ransoming of pri- 

Bouers, for hriuging of presents, and other imbassages, 

have noted onr forme of aliippiug, our manner of defences,

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aud discipline. Sitheuce* which espiall, it» sucli aetioiia aa "^"^ '■"'• 
they have bcene imployed in, they seeke to imitate our ■j'l"'''' i™ii«- 
government and reformed discipline at sea : which, doubt- '*'"■£''""=■ 
lease, is the best and most proper that is at tliis day kuownie 
or practiaed in the whole world, if the cxccntioti be answei*- 
ablo to that which is knowne and received for true and 
good amongst ns. 

lu the captaine (for so the Spaniards call their admirall) 
was au English gunner, who to gaitie grace with those 
under whom hcc seired, prcfcrre^l liimselfe, and offered to 
siute our shippe with the first ahott he made : who, by the 
Spaniards rclationj being triivesing of a peccc in the bowc, 
to make hia ahott, had his head eiirryed away with the first 
or second shott made out of our shippe. It slew also two 
or three of those which stood next him. 

Which may be a good aud geutle warning for all those 
who mooved cither with covetousnesse, or with desire of 
rCYcnge, or in hope of worldly promotion, or other respect 
wliatsoever, doe willingly aud voluntarily serve the eneraie 
against their owne nation : mtila eaasa insla videiH potest, 
advtrsus patriam arma capiendi. 

And if wc consider the end of those who have thus orred, J^l,^"^ "^ 
wee shall finde tlicm, for the most part, lamentable and 
most miserable. At the lea^t, those whom 1 have knowne, 
have lived to he pointed at with detestation, and ended 
their lives in bcggcry, voyde of reputation. 
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The fight continued so hott on both sides, that the artillery 
and muskets never ceased playing. Our contraries, to- 
wards the evening, determined the third time to lay us

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^*"- '-"^- abourd, with resolution to take us or to liaziird aU. The 
order they set downe for tlie execution licreof, was, that 
tlic fiaptninc (or ndmirftll) should hriBg" himsclfc upj)on our 
weatber bowc, aud so fall abourd of us, iipoa our broad 
aide : and that the vice-admirall should lay hia atlniiraU 
abourd iippon his weather quarter, and so enter his men 
into her ; that from her they might enter U3, or doe as 
occasion should minintt'r. 

The captaiue of tlie vice-admirall bein^ more hardy then 

considerate, aud presuming vrith his sliippc and company 

to get the price aud chicfo houfnir, waytvd not the time to 

put in execution the ilirectiou given, but presently came 

Tim Siiniiu abourd to wind-ivards uppon our broad side. Which, 

Brd» pity -■ ^ » 

A^'r'i*h- doubtlesse, was the great and especiall proxidenee of 
"""■ Almightie God, for the discouragriug of our enemies, and 
animating of us. For although shee was as long, or rather 
longer then our shippe, being rarely' built, and utterly 
without fights or defences ; what witli our muskets, and 
what M'ith our fire-works, wee cleered her decks in a mo- 
ment, BO that scarce any person appeared. And doubtlesse 
if we had entrcd but a dozea men, we might have enforced 
them to have i-endred unto usj or taken her ; but our 
company being few, and the principal! of them slaine or 
hurt, we durst not, neither was it wisedome, to adventure 
the separation of those which remained : and so held that 
for the beat and soundest resolution, to keepe our forces 
together in defence of otu- owne. 

The vice-admirall seeing himselfe in great distresse, 
called to Ilia admirall for succour ; who presently laid him 
abourd, and entrcd a hundreth of his men, and so cleered 
themselves of us. 

In this boiirding, the vice-admirall had at the least 
thirtie and sixe men hni-t and alaine ; and amongst them 
his pilote shot tlu-ough the body, so as he died presently. 
' Slightly — or perhaps what we now call " deep-waiflted", 
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And the admirall also received some losae^ whicli wrought ^'' '■"■ 
in them a new resolution, onely with their artillery to *tijiukc« 
batter us ; and au with time to force us to surrender, or to '""'"' 
siuke usj which they put iu execution; audplaciuj^ them- 
selTes within a musket shott of" our weather quarter, and 
sometimes on oui' broad side, lay coutiiiually beating upon 
us withont intermission ; which was, doubtlcssej the best 
and securest detenniuation they could takej for they 
being rare' all ippe*, and without any manner of close fights, 
in boiurding with us, their men were all open unto us, and 
we under covert aud shelter. For on all parts our shippe 
was mnaket free, and the great artillery of force must cease 
on either side (the nldppes being once giapled together), 
except we resolved to sacrifice our selves together in fire. 
For it ia impossible, if tlie great ordinance play [the shippea 
being bourded), but that they must set fire ou the shippe 
they shoote at ; and then no 9i\rcty can be had to free 
himaelfe, as experience daily contirraeth. For a peece of 
artillery most properly resembleth a thunderclap, which 
breaking upwards, or ou the aide, hnrteth not ; for that 
the fire hath scope to disiwuce it seKe witliout finding re- 
siatance, till the \iolcnee which forceth it taketh end, and 
so it mounts to its center : but breaking downe right 
or stooping downwaj-ds, and findiujg rc-sistance or impedi- 
ment, before the violence that i'orcetb it take end, beLug 
so subtill and penetrable a substance, passcth andpicrceth. 
so wonderfully, as it leaveth the effect of his execution in 
all points answerable to his levell and nigkuesse. For if 
the clouds be nigh the eaith (as eon^e ai-e lugher, some 
lower), and brcake down-wards, the violence wherewith the 
fire breaketh out is such, and of so stiange an execution, 
that men have beeuc found dead without any outward signe 
in their flesh, and yet all their bones bm-nt to dust. So 
the blade of the sword hath bcene found broken all to

blcniisli : aiid a cristall glassc all slxtvcrccl in pccces, his 
cover and caao remaining' aound ; which commeth tn passe 
for that in the Besh, iu th<; scahard, and iu the ca»e, tlie 
fire being so subtile of nnture, findeth eaaic paHsngc with- 
out reeistaiicc; but the bones, the blade^ the cristall, being 
of substance more soUdCj makcth greater resistance, and 
so the 6re with the more fnry worketh tlie more his 03t- 
ecutiou iu its objects. As was scene in the Spanish ad- 
luirall (or captainc), after my imprisonTncut, crossingfrom 
Panama to Cape San Franciseo, a rayo (for so the Spauiards 
call a thunder-clappe) , brake over our shippe, IcDled oue 
in the forc-toppc, astonished either two or three iu the 
shroudes, and split the mast in strange mauncr : where it 
emtred it could hardly be descemed, but where it cnmo 
forth, it drave out a great splinter before it j and the man 
slaine, was cleans in a manuer withotit eigne or token of 
hiirt, although tdl his bones twnied to powder; and those 
who lived and recovered, had all their bodies blaclte, as 
bunit with fire; which phurly dcclnreth and confiriucth 
that above said, and may scr\e to judge in such occasions 
of persona hurt with thunder j for if they complaiuc of 
their honeSj and have bttle eigne of the fire, theii' Lazarii 
of death is the greater, then when the lire hath left greater 
impressions outward. The fire out of a cloude worketh 
like effect, only whei'e it leveleth directly, as experience 
daily tcachetli ; killing those who arc oppnaite, hurting 
those who are neere, and only terrifj-ing those wlio arc 
further distant. 

In like maoner the peece of ordinance htirtctb not those 
which stand aside, nor those which stand a slope from hia 
mouth, but those alone which stand directly against the 
true point of his leveU ; though sometiraea the wiude of 
the shott overthroweth one, and the splinters (being acci- 
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dents), mayne^ aud hiirt others. But principally where the ^'"*- 
peeco doth rcsemljle the thimder clappCj as when the ships 
are hourdeil : for theiij although, the artillery be discharged 
witliout shott, the ftuy of the fire, and his pieming naturo 
ia such, as It eutreth by the seames, and all paits of the 
sliips sldea, and meeting with so fit matter as pitch, tarre, 
ocombe, aiid sumetimes with powder, jiresently convcrteth 
all into flames. 

For avoyding whereof^ iia also the danger and damage 
wliich raay come by pikes and other inveutiona of fire, and 
if any shippe be oppressed Avith many sMppcs at once, and 
BHbject by them to be bonrded; 1 hold it a good course to 
strike his fore and mayne yards close to his dcckc, and to 
fight urith sprit-saile aud myson, and top-sayles loose ; so 
shall lie be able to hinder tliem from oppressing him. 

Some have thought it a good pollicy to laimce out some powck* 
ends of mastes or yards by the [lorts or other parts : but boutdiugj. 
tills is to be used in the greater shippcs ; for in tlie lesser, 
though they he never so strong, the waight of the bigger 
will beate out the opposite sides and doe hurt, aud make 
great spoyle in the lesser. And in boiu-ding, ordinarily 
the lesser shippe hath all the harme whicli the one sliippe 
can doe unto the other. 

Here is offered to epealte of a point much canvassed tHm^"!'*

amongst carpenters, and sea captaiues, diversly mainetained ^K^ "'^ 
but yet undetermined : that is, whether the race* or loftic 
built shippe bee best for the merchant, and those which 
imploy themselves in trading ? I am of opinion that tbe race 
shippe is moat convenient ; yet so as that every perfect 
sliippe ought to have two deckes, for the better strengthen- 
ing of her; the better sueeouring of her pcojde ; the better 
preserving of her merchandize nndvictuall; and for licr 
greater saf'etie from sea and stormes.

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'"*■ "^- But for the prmces sUippes, and such as are imployed 
conwroTOR coutinually in the warres, to be built loftie I hold very 
III. MhiypsB. neceanary for many reasons. First for majestic and terrour 
of the enemy ; secoudlj', for hai'bouriug of many men ; 
thirdly, for accommodating more men to figlit ; fourthly, 
for placing and using more artillery; fiftly, for better 
strengtbeniug and securing of the shippe ; sixtly, for over- 
topping Jind aubjecting the enemy ; seventhly, for greater 
safeguai'd and defence of the ship and company. For xt is 
plaine, that the ship with three dcckes, or with two and a 
lialfi;, shewes more pomp thau another of her burthen with 
a deckc and a halfe, or two deckcs, and brecdetli greater 
terror to the enemy, discovering lioraclfe to be a more 
powerfidl ship, as she is, then the other; which being in- 
deed a eliip of force, Bcemethto be but it barke, and with 
her low building hideth her burthen. And mIio douhteth 
that a decke and a halfe cannot harbour that proportion of 
meUj that two deckes^ and two deckes and a halfe can 
accommodate to fight; nor carry the artillery so plenti- 
fully, uor se commotlionsly. Neither can the ship bo ao 
strong with a decke and a halfe as with two deckes; nor 
■B-ith two, as with three ; nor carry her masts so taunt ; nor 
spread so great a clue ; nor contrive 8u many fightes, to 
answer one another for defence and offence. And the 
advantage the one hath of the other, experience doily 
teacheth. 

In the great ejcpedition of eightie eight, did not the 
Elizabeih Jonas, the Triumph, and the Beare, sliew greater 
majestic then the Arke Royall and the Victorie, being of 
cquall burthens? did they not cause greater regard in the 
enemy ? did they not harbour and accommodate more men, 
and much better ? did they not beai-e more artillery ? Aud 
if thej- had come to hoord with the Spanish high-charged 
ships, it is not to be doubted but they would have mustred 
themselves better, then thrise wliieli could not with their 
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prowease nor props, have reached to their wastes. The ^'«*-'-'*- 
Ktroigth of the ouc cannot be compared witli the strength of 
the other : but in bourding, it goeth not so macb in the 
strength, as in weight and greatneese. For the greater 
skip that bourtleth with the lesser, with her mastes, her 
yardesj her tackliugs, her anchors, her ordiuancBj and with 
her aides, brusetk aud heateth the lesser to peeces, al- 
though the lesser be farrc stronger according to proportion. 

The FofeMyht of his Majesties, and the Daintie, were 
shippes in their proportions farre more stronger then, the 
carake which was taken bj' them and their consortsj amio 
92 ; for she had in a manner no strong building nor bind- 
ing, and the otliers were strengthened and bound as art 
wa« able to affoord; and yet both bourdlngwitb her, were 
80 brused, broken, and badLy handled, as they had like to 
have Bunke by her side, though liouriUng with ad^'antage 
to weather- wards of licr. But what would have become of 
them if she shoidd have had the wind of them, aud have 
come aboord to wind-»'ard of them '? In small time, no 
doubt, she woidd haie Ijeaten them luider water. 

AuRO 90, in the Sect under the charge of Sir John 
Hawkins, ray father, comming from the south-wards, the 
Hope, of his Majesties, gave chase to a French ship, tliink- 
ing her to be a Spaniard. She thought to have freed 
her Belfe by her sailing, and so would not availe, but en- 
dured the shooting of many pccccs, aud forced the Hope 
to lay her abourd; of which issued that misclucfe wliieh 
before 1 spake ott". For in a moment the rrcneh ship had 
all her mastca, yards, and sailes in the sea, and with great 
ditlicultic the Hope could free lierselfe from sinking her. 

In the self-same voyage, ueere the llauds of Flures and 
Corvo, the Rainbow and the Foresight came fonle one of 
another; the Rainbow, hem^ the greater sliippc, left the 
Foresight much tome ; and if God had not beeue pleased 
to seperate them, the le&8cr, doubtlesse, had sunke in the 
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sea ; but in these incouutera they received little or no hurt. 
The boordiog of the Rainbow aad Foretigki, as 1 was 
enfonncci, proceeded of the ohatinncic and self will of the 
captainc or master of the Fa-resifffil, who would not set 
saylc in time, to give sea roorae to the other, corammg 
driving upan her, for that she was more flotie.* This pride 
I have seEue many times to he the cause of }^reat huil;, aud 
ia worthy of severe puniahmrnt : for being aU of one com- 
pany, und bound every oae to helpc and further tlie good 
of the otlier, as mcmhers of one body, there ought to be no 
atrayniug of eourtesic ; but all are hound to suppress 
emulation aud particulai- respect, in seeking the »;eueraU 
good of all, yea, of cveiy particular more ingeuioualy then 
that of hi* owne. 

But in equitie and reason, the le-ward shippe ought ever 
to give way to the weather moat, in hulling or trjing, 
without any exception. First, for that slice advantagetli 
the other in bulling or trying; which is manifest, for that 
shcc to wiud-waids drives upon her to le-wards. Secondlv, 
for that thewindcrmost »hippe, by opening her sayle, may 
be upon the other before shee he looked for, either for 
want of steeridge, not being imder way, or by the rowling 
of the sea, some one sea casting the ahippe more to le- 
wards then ten others. And thh*dly, for that the winder- 
most shippe ijeing neere, and setting saylcj ia in posribilitie 
to take away the windc from her to Ic-wards coniniing 
within danger. And this by way of argimient, for a hull 
and imdcr-sayle in stormea and fayre weather, in harbour, 
or at sea. 

Humanitic and courteaie are ever commendable and 
beneSciall to all, whereaa ai-rogaucie and ambition ai'e ever 
accompanied with shame, losse, and repentance. 

And though in many examples., touching this point, I 
have beeue an eye witueaae, yet I %vill recoi-d but one, 

' l)id not hold bo good a. wind, or di^v*! ruoro easJIj' to lL'Ci.rard. 
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which 1 saw in the river of CivUl,''at my comming out of 
the Indies amongst the giiileoua louden with silver. For 
tlieir Hafting, the king sent to the Tcrcera, eight new 
galleons, under the char<;e of Villa Vicioaa ; who cntring 
the baiTO ol' Saint Luar joyutly, the shippes loaden with 
silverj anchored in the iniddcst of the river in deeper water, 
and the wafters ou citlier side, neere the Bhoare. Tlie ad- 
miridl of the wafters rode close hy the galleon iti which 1 
■was, and had moored her selfe in that maiiucr, as her 
atreamej cahle, and anclior, ovcrfayed our land-most. And 
winding up «ith the first of tlic flood, ahee her selfe in one 
of her cables, which together with the great currant of 
the cbhe, and force of thewiiide which bicwc fresh, caused 
her to drivcj and to dragge home her anchors j aud with 
that which overlay ours, to cause us to doe the like- 
Whereupon, on both sides was crying out to vccrc cahle : 
we, for our parts, had lost all our cables in the Terceras, 
«jiving those which were a-groundj and those very short, 
and vercd to the better end. The admirall strained eour- 
tesie, thinking the other, though loadt-u with silver, bound 
to let slippc one, so to give him way; and the g&nerall 
stauding iu his gallerj-, saw the danger which both shippes 
ranne into, being in a maaner hourd and boui'd^ and 
driving upon the point of the shoare : yet he commanded 
to hold fast, and not to vere cable, till he was required and 
commanded in the kings nELme^ by the captaine of our 
shippe; protesting, the damage wliich should ensue there- 
of to the king and merchants, to ruirne upon the admirals 
nccompt ; and that in his shippe he had no other cable 
but those which were aground, and that they had vered 
as much as they could : which the gencrall knowing, and 
at last better considering, willed to vere his cable end for

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endj and so, with some difScuUie mid dispute, the punto 
■was remedied; wliicli if lie liad tlonc at first, he hiid pre- 
vented all otlier dnngor, inconvenience, and dispute, by only 
weighing of his cable and anchor after the gnst was past, and 
letting it (all in a place more commodious : whereas, his 
vaine glory, stoutnesse, and selfe-wiU, had put in great 
perill two of the kings shippea, and in them above two 
nuUione of trciisiire. And it may be, if he bad beenc one 
of tho ig^norant generallej such as are Bometimes imployed, 
whereas he was ouo of best experience, I doubt not, but 
they would have stood ho much upon their piintos/aB rather 
then tliey ivoxdd have consented to vere theyr cables (for 
that it seemed a diraiimtion of authnritie), they would 
rather have sufi'ered all to goe to wraeke, without disceruing 
the danger and damage. 

But to rctnrne to my former point of odvantngc, whicli 
the greater sluppe hath of the lesser, I woidd have it to 
be understood according to occasion, and to be understood 
of ships of wiure witli ships of warre ; it being no part of 
mymeaning to mainetaine that a small man of warre should 
not boua-d with a great sliippe wlucb goetli iu trade. For I 
know, that the war-like shippc that seekctb, is not only 
bound to bourd with a greater, but were ahee sure to haicard, 
her selfcj shee ought to bourd where any possibility' of sur- 
prising may be hoped for. Witnessc the Biscaine shippes 
of five hundi'etb tunncs, taken by shippes of lesse then a 
hundreth. Such were those which were taten hy captaine 
George Rcymoud, and captaiue Greenfield Halse; both 
woune by bourdiug and force of armes. And did not 
Markcs Berrj-, -with a ahippe of foure-score tuimes, hy 
bourding and dent of sword, take a shippe which came 
from the Nova Ilispania, of neere fourc hundreth tunues? 
To recount all eucli as have hecne iu this sort taken by om; 
couutreymeu, as also those of great worth they have lost, 
1 PuDcliiio. 
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for not hazarding tlie bourding, were never to make an ^**^ "*■ 
end. Yet discretion is ever to be used ; for a man that in a 
sranll barke goeth to warre-farCj is not hound to bourd 
with a carake, nor with a shippe which he secth pro\ided 
with artiUeiy and other prcveiitious far above his possi- 
bilities 

The Spauiards confesse lis to advantage them in our ^^^"^1^,1' 
Bhipping, and atti'ibute all our victories to that which is 
hut a masse ol" dead wood, were it not managed and ordered 
by art and experience ; affirming, that if we came to haiidie 
atrokcs and boui"dingj they should goe farre beyond U9, 
which to any persou of reasonable understanding, cannot 
but sceme most vaiuc-glorioua ; for wc leave not to l)ourd 
■with them upon occasion, when otherwiiie we canuct force 
them to siiiTcndcr : but I eonchide it to be groat orrour, 
and want of discretion in any nian^ to put himaelfe, Ida 
shippe, and eonapauy in perill, bf ing able otherwise to rao- 
quish his enemy.* 

This iuiagiuatioUj so vaine and so voyde of ground, hath 
grownc irom the ignorance of aomc of our common sort of 
maxriuera and vulgar people, wliich have beene prisoners 
in Spaine : who being examined and asked, why her Ma- 
jesties shippcR ill occasions bourd not^ have answered and 
enformcd that it is the espresso order of her Majestie and 
connsell, in no ease to hazard her shippea by bourding; 
yea, 1 have knowue some captaines of our o^vne (to colour 
their faint proccedinga), have averred as mneh, which is 
nothing so. For in the houre that her majestie or comiaell 
coraraittctli the charge of any of her shippes to any person, 
it 13 left to his discretion to bom-d or not to bourd, as the 
reason of sci-viee rcquiretb. And tlicrefore let uo man 
liereafter pretend ignorance, nor for this vanitic leave to 
doe hia duty, or that which is moist probable to i-edound to

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'"• the honour and service of liis prince and coimtrey, and to 
the damage of his enemy. For in case ho excuse bimselfe 
with tliis allegation, it cannot but redoimd to his condtm- 
natiou and lUarepntation. And I aaaiu'o all mciij that in 
any reasonable equaUtie of shipping, wc cannot desire 
greater advantage, then vrc have of the Spaniards by bomrd- 
ing. The reasons whyj I hold it not convenient to discom-se 
in particular ; but experience and tract of time^ with that 
which 1 have seen amongst them, hath toug-ht mc this 
knowledge ; and those who have seene their dlscIpUne, and 
onra, cannot but Icatifio the same.

uiiiij.'"u(Vr AaAI^■E, all that which hath bccne spoten of the danger of 
bouxiiKK- |.j|jj artillery in bonriling, it is not to be wrcBted nor inter- 
]irctcd, to cut of utterly the use of all artillery after bourd- 
ing, bnt rather T hold notlung more convenient inshippes 
of warre, then fowlers and great bases in the cage workes, 
and murdcrera in the cobridge heads; for that their ese- 
cntion and speedie charging and discharging, is of great 
monicnt.' 

Many I know have left the use of them, and of auudry 
other preventions, as of sherehookes, stones in their toppea, 
and arming them; pikcbolts in their waka, and divers 
other engines of antimutie. Bnt npon what inducement, 
I cannot relate, unlesse it be because they never knew 
their effects and benefit; and may no donht be uaed mth- 
oiit the inconveniences before mentioned in great ordi- 
nance. As also such may be the occasion, that oithout 
danger some of the great artillery may be used, and that 

' rowkrs, miu'ilercra, etc., were pieces of cannon of the nature of 
swiveb, adapted to close combat. The " c-obriclpe LeaLU" seem tu Iuitb 
beea bulk liuatU sxcio^s tlic furt: iiad after parU uf t!io vcasd. 
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with great effect, which is iti the discretion of the com- 
manders and their gnnncrs, as hath hccne formerly seene, 
»nd daily is experimented. In the Revenge of her Jlajestie* 
good experience was made, who sunke two of the Spanish 
armado lying aboiird her.

In these hourdings and skirmiaheB, divers of our meu were 

slainCj and many htu-t, and myselle amongst them received 
Bixc wounds J one of them in the necke very perillous; 
another through the armc, pei-ishing the bone, and emitting 
the sinewea close by the arme-pit > the rest not so danger- 
ous. The master of our ahippe had one of his eyes, his 
nose, and halfe his face shott nT^ay. Master Henry Cour- 
ton waa alaine. On these two I principally relyod for the 
prosecution of our voyage, if God, by sicknesse, or otber- 
wiae, should take me away. 

The Spaniards with their great ordinance lav contimiallv ''■'','' ^"'*'^'- 
playing upon us, and now and then parlcd and invited iis 
to surrender ourselves a buena fiuerra? The captaine of 
our shippe, in whose direction and guide, our lives, our 
honour, and welfare now remained, seeing many of our 
people woimded aud sla.ine, and that few were left to sus- 
taino and maiutaine the fight, or to resist the entry of the 
enemy, if he should agaiue boiird with us, aad that our 
contraries offered lis good pcrtido,* came imto me accom- 
panied with some othei-9, and begiui to relate the state of 
Our shippc, aud how that many were hiurt and slaine, and 
scarce any men appeared to trnvcrae the artillery, or to 

s £"11 bttena, giterra iceaiw^ by fair or lawful mgana : it probaUy im- 
plied oSering quaiter ; which meaus, that if acccjitcJ, a certain auin 
Vfus to- t»c given 118 riinsoni. 

» Partido (Bponiab), favour or piutectioD. 
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*^'- *■*'■ oppose themsQlves for defence, if the enemy should bourti 
witli as againc; and how that the admirall ofiWed us life 
and liljcrty, and to receive ua a buena fpierra, and to send 
iia into our ovrue coimtrj'. Siiyiug, that if I thought it so 
meetCj he and the rest were of opinion that we should put 
out a fla^e of truCBj H.nd make some good composition. 
The great losse of blood had weakened me much. The 
torment of my wounds newly received, made me faint, and 
I laboured for lifCj within short space expecting I should 
give up the ghost. 

But this parley pcarced through my heart, and wounded 
my soide ; words failed mc wliercHith to expresse it, and 
none can conceive it hut he which findeth Idmselfe in the 
like agonie. Yet gricfe anil rage ministered force, and 
caused me to breake forth into this reprehension and exe- 
cution following. 

"Great is the crosse which Almightie God hath suffered 
to come upon mc : that assaulted by our profcsaed enemies, 
and hy them wountlcd, as you see, in body, lying gasping 
for breath, those whom I reputed for my friends to fight 
with mo ; those which I relyed on as my hretliren to de- 
fend me in all occasions ; those whom I have nourished, 
chcrishod, fostered and loved ns my cliildren, to succour 
me, helpe me, and to sustaine my reputation in all ex- 
tremities; are they who first draw their swords against 
me, are they which wound my heai-t, in giving me up 
into mine enemies hands. "Whence proccedcth this in- 
gi'utitude? whence this faintnesae of heart? whence tliis 
mmlnesse? Is the cause you fight for uujust? is the 
honour and love of your prince and countrey buried in the 
dust? your sivcctc lives, arc they become loathsome unto 
you ? will you exchange your hberty for thrnldome ? will 
you consent to see tliat which you have sweat for and pro- 
cured with so great labour and mlvcnture, at the dispose of 
your enemies? can you content your selves to suffer my 
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blood Hpilt liefore your eyes, and my life bereft me in your ^^- '^'- 
presence, with the hlood and lives of your decrc brethrcu 
to be imrevenged ? Is not an bonourahle death to be pre- 
ferred before a miserable and slavish life ? The one sus- 
tainiag the honour of our uution, of om- predecessors, and 
of our societie: the other ignomiuioua to our selves, and 
reproaclifid to our nation. Can you be perswaded that 
the enemy will pcrformo hia promise with you, that never 
leaveth to breake it with others, wheu he thiuketh it ad- 
Tuntagious? And know you not, tliat with him, all is 
convenient that is profitable? Hold they not tliia for a 
masime : that, naUa fides esl servanda cum herelicis ? In 
Trhieh umiaber they accompt us to he. Have yon forgotten 
their faith \iolated with ray father, iu Saint Joliu dc Ulua, 
the conditions and capitulations being firmed hy the \ice- 
roy and twelve hoatages, all principall personajjes given 
for the more seciiritie of either pai"ty to other? Have you 
forgotten their promiao broken with John Vibao and his 
company, in Florida, having conditioned to give tlicm 
shipping and victuals, to carry them into their countrcy ; 
immediately after they had delivered their weapons and 
arraes, had they not their throatesi cut ? Have you forgotten 
how they dealt with John Oxnara and bis company, in this 
sea, yeeldcd upon composition j and how after a long im- 
prisonment, and many misDries, being carryed from Panama 
to Lyma, and there hanged with all his company, as pyrates, 
by the justice ?* And can you forget how dayly they abuse 
our noble naturea, which being voyde of malice, measure 
all by sLuceritie, but to om- losse ; for that when we come 




* With, respect to the transaction, at San Juan Je tjlloa, already 
alluded to at pagu 10, Sit Richard llawkins hud ggod reason to be bub- 
pScious of tlie good faith of the Spaniards. From the account jjivcu ia 
Haklnyt, &om Sir Ji^lm HawkiTis liiui&elf, it appears, that " he waa 
attackod after he had been assured on the faith of ibo Spanish vio-oroy 
that no treachery should he used." Butin the luatter of Oicnhnm,

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*'*"■ *■"■ to demand pcrformancej they atoppe our mouthes ; eitlier 
with laying tlie iuquiHition upon us, ur with delivering us 
into the iiautis of the ordinaj'y justiccj or of the kings minis- 
ters. And then urged with their promises, they sbriuke up 
to the shoulders, and say, that they have now no further 
power over us ; they sorrow in their hearts to see their 
promise is not accomphshed : but now they cannot doe us 
any good office, but to pray to God for us, and to entreat 
the ministers in onr behalfe. 

" Ctuue we into the South sea to put out flags of truce ? 
And left wc our pleasant Kngland, with all her content- 
ments, with intention or ptufose to avayle our selves of 
white raggcs, and by banners of peace to deliver ourselves 
for slaves into our enemies bunds; or to range the world 
with the English, to take tlie law fi-om them, whom by our 
swords, prowesac, antl valnur, wo have alwaiea heretofore 
bin accustomed to purehase bonoar, riches, and reputa- 
tion ? If those motives he not sufficient to perswade you, 
then I present before your eycH yoiu* wives and children, 
your parents and fi-iends, your otihlc and swcete couutrey, 
ymu* gracious aoveraigne ; of all which accompt youraelvea 
for ever deprived, if tliis proposition sliould he put in exe- 
cution. But for al! these, and for the love and respect vou 
owe me, and for all besides that yon CBtccmc and hold dear 
in this world, and for Him that made ua and all the world, 
banish out of your imagination such vaine and base 
thoughts; and according to your woouted resolution, pro- 
secute the defence of your shippe, your lives, and libcrtic, 
with the Uvea aud lihertie of your companions; who by 

DTElie ID Lis firat voyage, in 1574, and after liis rctum, was iaducad to 
fit out a Rmall oicpoditioD on his own account : he was Bii<:cei:Hfu) in 
Bcr|uiriog bootj, hut by mismanagement he and all his people full into 
the hiinda of the Spaniards.

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their wounds and Tiiirts are disaliled and deprived of all ^"*- ' 
other defence and Iiclpe, save tliat which lyeth in your dia- 
cretions and prowcsse. And you^ captaine, — of whom 1 
made choise amongst many, to he my principall assistant, 
and the person to accomplish my dutie if extraordinary 
casnaltic Bhoiild disable me to pcrformc and prosecute our 
voyagC) — tender your obligation j and now in tlxo occasion 
give testimony, and make proofc of your constancic and 
valour, according to the opinion and confidence I have ever 
held of you." 

Whercunto he made imswere: "My good generall, I hope 
you have made experience of my resolution, which shall be 
ever to put in execution what you shall be pleased to 
command me ; and my actions shall give testimonie of the 
obligation wherein I stand bound unto you. What 1 have 
done, hath not proceeded from faintneaae of heait, nor 
&om a will to see imaginations put in execution ; for be- 
sidca the loasc of our repntation, hberty, and what good 
else we can hope for, I know the Spaniai'd too too well, 
and the manner of his proceedings indischargc of promises: 
but only to give satisfaction to the rest of the company, 
which, importuned me to raoove this point, I condiscended 
to that whicli now I am ashamed of, and grieve at, because 
I see it disUkiug to you. And here 1 vowc to fight it out, 
till life or lymmes fayle me. Bee you pleased to recom- 
mend us to Almightie God, and to take comfort in him, 
whom I hope will give us victory, and restore you to health 
and strength, for all our comforts^ and the happy accom- 
plisliing and finishing of our voyage, to hia glory." 

Ireplyed: "This isthatwhichbcseemeth you; thissorteth 
to the opinion I ever held of you ; and this will gaiue you, 
with God and man, a just reward. And you the reat, my 
dccrc companions ajid friends, who ever have made a de- 
monstnitiou of desii'e to accomplish your duties, remember 
that when we first diaerycd our enemy, yon shewed to Iiave 

u2 
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'''""•^' ^'- a longing to proove your valoiira apaiast him : now that 
the occasion ia offered, lay hold of the fore-locke; for if 
once slieo tunie her biicke, mnkn sure accompt never after 
to s^e lier face againe ; and as true English men, aud fol- 
lowers of the stpppcs of our forefathers, in Tcrt«o and 
valour, sell your bloods and lives d'Cerely, that Spaine may 
ever record it with sadnease and ^iefe. And tlioae which 
survive, rejoycc Ln the purchase of bo noble a victoiy, with 
80 small meanca Against so powerfull an enemy," 

Hereunto they made anawere : that as hitherto they had 
beene conformable to all the undertakings which I had 
commanded or eouiisclled, so tbey would continue in the 
selfe same dutie aud obedience to the last breath ; Towiug 
cither to rcmaine conqiicrom-s and free-men, or else to sell 
their Uvea at that price which tlicir enemies should not 
willingly consent to buy them at. Aud with this resolution, 
both captaine and company tooke their leave of me^ every 
one particularly, aud the greater paxt with tearea and im- 
bracings, though we were forthwith to depart the world, 
and never see one the other againe hut in heaven, promising 
to cast all forepassed imaginations into oblivion, aud uever 
more to spcake of sui-rendry. 
nwyKM-ive In accompliahment of this promise and determination, 
'"'- they persevered in sustaining the fightj all this night, with 

the day and night following, and the third day after. In 
which time the enemy never left ns, day nor night, beating 
continually upon us with his great and small shott. Saving 
that every morning, au howei" before the breake of day, he 
Ti*rnrroy cdgcd a littlc ixoiu US, to breath, aud to remedie such de- 
fects as were amisse^ as also to consult what they should 
doc the day and night following. 
Th« KnBii^ii This time of interdiction, we iraployed in rcpayring our 
d«bcu. sayles and tacldings, in stopping our leakes, in fishing and 
welling our masts and yards, in mending our pnmpes, and 
in fitting and providing our selves for the ilay to come. 
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Though this was hut little space for so many workes, yet '^"' '*'• 
gave it great reliefe and comfort unto ua, aud matle tib 
better able to endiu'e the defence ; for otherwise, our ship 
must of force have sunckc before our surrendrj'j ha\'iQg 
many shot under wattir, aud our purajjcs shot to peeces 
every day. lu all this space, not any roan of either part 
tookc rest or sleepe, and little sustenance, besides bread 
aud wine. 

In tlie second dayes fight, the vice-admirall comming 
upoa ow quarter, William Blauch, one of our masters 
mates, with a hickic hand, made a shot unto her vnth one 
of oui' oterue pccccs ; it (larricd away his maiue nia»t close 
by the dcckc : wherewith the admirall beare up to her, to 
see what harmc shee had received, and to give her such 
succour as shec was able to spare ; which we scciug, were 
in good hope that they would hnve now left to molest us 
any longer, having whcrcwithall to eutertaiue tliemselvca 
in redressing their owne harmes. And so we stood away A-i^oDtaKf* 
from them close by aa we coidd ; whicli we should not 
have done, but prosecuted the occasion, and brought our 
selves close upon her weather gage, and mth oiu" great 
and small ahot hindered them from repairing their harmes: 
if we had thus done, they had beeue forced to cut all by 
the hourd; and it may bee, lying a bull or to Ic-wards of 
UB, with a few shot wee might have suncke her. At the 
least, it would have declared to our enemies that wee had 
them in little estimation, when, able to goe from them, we 
woidd not J and perhaps bin a t^use to have made them 
to leave U3. 

But this uecusion was let slip, as also that other to Dght 
■with them, saylin;^ quarter winds, orbcfoio the winde; for 
having stood off to sea a day and a niglit, wc had scope to 
fight at our pleasure ; and no man, having sea roome, is 
bound to fight as his eneiiiic will, with disjul vantage, being 
abl« otherwise to deal with cquaUtie ; coutraiiwise, every 
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*'^' *■*'■ man ought to seeke the mconea hec can for his defence, 
ami greatest advantage, to the annoyance of hia contraric. 
Now wee might, with our fore sailc low set, have borne 
upi> before the wiude, aud the enemio of force must have 
done the like, if he would fight with ub, or kcepe as com- 
pany : and then should wee have had the advantage of 
them. For although their artillery were longer, waightier, 
aud many more then ours, and in truth (Ud pierce with 
^ater violence; yet ours being of greater bore, and 

J^tlrrfioi. carrjing a waightier and greater shot, was of more import- 
ance and of better effect for sinking and spoyling : for the 
smaller shot passctb through, and maketh but his whole, 
and harmeth that which lycth in his way; but the greater 
sbaketh and shiveretb aU it meeteth, and with the splinters, 
or that whit:h it eucountreth, inany times doth more hurt 
then with his proper circumference : aa is plaincly scene 
iu the battery by land, wlicn the saker, the demy-co]vcrin, 

TWr«fliwtathe coK'emi, and demi-cannon fbeing pccces that reach 
murb hirther point hlanke then the cannon), are nothing 
of like importance for making the breach, as is the cannon; 
for that tliift shot being ponderous, pierceth with difficultie, 
yea worketh better effects, toi-meutiug, shaking, ;md over- 
throwing all ; whertras the others, with their violence, 
pierce better, and make onely their hole, and so hide them- 
selves in the wooll or rampLre.* 

Besides, oiir ship being yare^ and good of steeridge, no 
donbt but we ahoidd have played better with om ordinance, 
and with more cfFect then did our enemies j which was a 
great errour, being able to fight with lessc disadvantage, and 
vet to fight with the most that coidd be imagined, which 
T knew not off, ncithc^r was able to tlirect though I had 
knownc it, being in a manuer senaelcsse, what with my 
wounds, and what with the agony of the sittrentb-y pro- 

s Wooi proliably meiiiis tbu covuring or planking- limitpire (for 
nuapart T) what is now termod tiio bulwark. ^ Keuii;. 
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pounded, for that T liad scMorac knowne it spoken of, but 
that it carac afterwnrds to be put in execution. 

The ^enerall not being able to succour his vice-admirftU, 
except he should uttftrly leave us, gave them order to shift 
as well !is they could for the present, nnd to beare with the 
next port, nnd there to repayre their harmes. Himselfe 
presently fulluwed the ehiiae, and in abort space fetched us 
up, aud begaime a ireah to batter us with liis great and 
small sliott. The vice-arlmirall, having saved what they 
eould, cutt the rest by the bourd^ and with fore-sayle and 
myaou came after ua also; aud before tlie setting of the 
sunne, were come upon oiu- broad side, wee bearing all 
our sayles, and al'ter kept us company, lying upon our 
weather quarter, and annoying ua what abec could. 

Here I hold it necessary, to make mention of two things 
which were most prcjudiciall unto us, and the priucipall 
cauaesof our perdition; theerroui-s and faults of late dayea, 
crept iu amongst those who follow the eea, aud learned 
fi'om the Fleming* and Easteriings. I ■wish that by our 
misfortunes others would take warning, and procure to 
redresse them, as occaaions shall be offered. 

The one, is to figlit unarmedy where they may fight 
armed. The othei is, in comming to light, to drinkc 
themselves druuke. Yea, some ai-e so madd, tliat they 
mijiglc powder with wine, to give it the greater force, 
imagining that it giveth spirit, strength, and courage, and 
taketb away aD feare aud doubt. The latter is for the 
most part true, but the former is false and beastly, and 
altogether against reaaon. For tliough the uftture of wine, 
with moderation, is to comfort aud revive the heart, and to 
fortifie and strengthen the spirit ; yet the immoderate 
use thereof worketh quite contrary effects. 

In fights, all receipts which add courage and spirit, are 
of great regard, to he allowed and used ; and so is a draught 
of wine, to be given to every man before he come to action. 
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****• "'■ but more tUen euongli in ppniicinus; for exceeding the 

same, it offenrlethj and eiifecljleth the sences, converting the 
strength [which should resist the force of the enemy) into 
weaUnesse : it dulleth and blindcth the understanding, and 
consequently dcpravcth any man of tnic valour j for that 
he is disenabled to judpe and apprehend the occasion which 
may be offered, to assault and retyrc in time convenient; 
the raynes of reason bein|^ put into the hands of pn^on 
and lUsorder. For after I was wouadedj this nhuitim bred 
great disorder and inconvenience in our shippe ; tho pott 
continually walking, infused desperate and foolish liardi- 
oesse in many, who blinded with the fnme of the Uqnor, 
considered uot of any danger, hut thus and thus would 
stand at hazard ; some in vainc glorj* vaunting themselves ; 
Home other rayling upon the Spaniards; another iniiting 
his companion to come and stand by him, and not to budge 
a foote from him ; which indiscreetly they put in execution, 
and cost the lives of many a good man, slaine by our ene- 
mies muskettiers, who suffered not a man to shew himselfe, 
hut they presently overthrew him with speed and watch- 
fullnesBC. For prevention of the second errour, although 
I had great preparation of aimours, as well of proofe, ns of 
light coreeletts, yet not a man would use them; but es- 
teemed a pott of wine a better defence then an armour of 
proofe. Which truely was great madnesae, and a lament- 
able fault, worthy to bo banished from amongst all reason- 
able people, and well to be weighed by all coramandcra. 
Till. S].Hiii- For if the Spaniard surpasseth ua in any thing, it is in his 
fi^^iTiH-ct- temperance and suffering: and where he hath had the 
'"*■ better hand of ua, it hath becnc, for the most part, through 
our own folly; for that we will fight unarmed with him 
being armed. And although I have heard many men 
maintalue, thnt in shipping, armour is of little profit : all 
men of good imder standing will condemne anch desperate 
ignorance. For besides, that the sleightcst armour secureth 
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the parts of a mans body, which it covereth, from pike, * '" " 
aword, and nU hand weapons, it likewise giveth boldnesse 
and courage : a inau armedj giveth a greater and a waightier 
blow, tWu a man unai'mcd ; he standcth faster, and with 
greater diHiciiltic is to be ovtnthrowne. 

And I never read, but that the glisteriug of the armour tiie i<>.' ■•n'l 
hath beene by authors observed, for that, as I imagine, S^ins, 
his show brecdcth terror in his coutraries, and despayrc to 
hiinselfe if he be unarmed. And therefore in time of 
warre, such as devote themselves to follow the profeasioii 
of armes, by sea or by laud, ought to covet nothuig more 
then to be well armed ; for as rmich as it is the second 
meaueSj next Gods protection, for preaerving and prolong- 
ing many mens lives.' 

Wherein tlic Spnnish nation descrvcth commendation "«'tir i-ii- 
above others; e^^ery one, from the highest to the lowest, "J"' *''*"'*' 
putting their greatest care in providing fairc and good 
arnica. He which cannot come to the price of a corslet, 
will have a coat of mayle, a jackett, at least a buffe-jerkin, 
or a privie coate. And haj'dly will they be found without 
it, albeit they live and serve, for the most part, in extreamc 
hott countries. 

Whereas 1 have knowne many bred in cold countries, 
in ft moment complaine of the waight of their armcs, 
that they smoother them, and then cast them oft', chusiiig 
rather to be shott through with a bnllet, or lanched through 
with a pike, ortlirust thi-oughwith a sword, then to endure 
a little travaile and aufferlng. But let mc give these lazic 
ones this lesson, that he that will goe a warre-fare, must 
resolve himselfe to fight ; and he that pnttcth on tliis reso- 
lution, must be contented to endure both heate and waight: 
first for the safeguard of his life, aud uext for subduing of 
hLs cncmic ; both which arc hazarded, and put into great 
danger, if he figlit unarmed with an enemy armed. 

J u Xluico IB he armed wiio hath his quarrel just," — Sfnt't/ V. 
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Now for mine owue opinion, I am reaolred that armonr 
An««^rii.i« is iDQi-e ncccsBary by sea then by laud, ycii, rather to be 
j«K ii,.-.i nt yxuusc,] oj, the shore then in the shippe. My reason is, 
for that on the shore, the bullet oncly hurteth, hut in the 
shippe I have scene the splinters till and hurt many at 
once, and yet the shott to have passed without touching 
any person. Aa in the §^loon in which I came out of the 
Indies, in anno 1597, iu the rode of Tercera, when the 
Queenes Majesti<?3 shippes, under the charge of the Earlc 
of Ksses, chus>ed us into the rude, with the spHutpre of one 
shott, were alaine, maymed, and sore hurt, at the least a 
dc/.eii persons, the must part whereof had beene excused, 
if they had l>ecne armed. 

And doubtlesse, if tliese errours had beene foresecne, 
luid remedied by us, many of those who were slaine and 
hurt, had beene on foote, and we inabled to have stLstaiucd 
and maintained the fight much better and longer, and 
perhaps at last had freed our selves. For if oiu" euemy 
liad coine to boiu'd with ua, our close fights were such, aa 
we were secure, and they open unto us. And what witii our 
cubridge heads, one answering the other, our hatches upon 
bolts, our brackcs in our deckcs and gunner roome, it waa 
impossilile to take us as long as any competent number of 
men had remained: twcntie persons woidd have sufficed for 
defence; and for this, such ships are called inipreguahlc, 
and are not to be taken, but by anrremler, nor to be over- 
come but with buurdhiig or sinking, as in us by experience 
was verified. And not in ua alone, but in the lieven^e of 
the Queenea Majestic, which l>eing compassed round about 
with all the armado of Spaiue, aud bouided sundry times 
by many at once, is said to have simke three of the armado 
by her side. 

And in this conflict, having lost all her maates, and 
being no other tlicu a logge in the sea, could not be taken 
^vith all their force and pollicie, till she surrcudred her 
selfc by an honourable composition. 
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By tlieae presidents/ let govemours by sea take speciaU ^'' "'- 
care, above all, to preserve their people, in iinitatioii of the 
I'Veuch J who carrie many souldiers in their sliippcs of 
wiirre, and secure them in their holdes, till they come to 
entriiig-, and to prove their forces by tlie dint of sword. 

But here the discreete commaimdcra are to put differ- x .iiiFtT..i,D« 
encc, betwixt those which defend, and tlioso which are to njn-iii*.-. 
offend, and betwixt those which assanltjandthose which are 
asBaulted. For, as I have sayd, no government whatsoever, 
better requireth a perfect niid experimeuted commauuder, 
then that of the sea. And so no greater erroiir can bo 
committed, then to commend Ruch chargi::8 to men unes- 
perimented in this profession. 

A third and last cause, of the Iosbc of sundry of our men, Rnw^wiw 
moat worthy of note for idl captaiues, owners, and curpcii- ■''"'''""'■ 
ters, was the race" building of our shippe, the oncly fault 
shee liadj and now a-dayes, Imhl for a principuU grace in 
any shippe : but by the experience which I have had, it 
aeemeth for sundry reasons verie prejudicial! for shippes of 
warre. For iu eucli, thoae which tackle the sayles, of force 
must bee upon the dcckes, and arc open without shelter 
or any defence: yet here it will be objected, that for this 
inconvenience, wast clothes are provided, and for want of w«t(inti.M 
them, it is usnatl to lace a bonnet, or some Mich shadow 
for the men : worthily may it bee called a sliadow, and one 
of the most pcruitious custoincs that can be usedj for this 
shadow, or defence, being but of linncn or wollen cloth, 
craboldeneth many, who without it would retire to better 
securitie ; wltereas, now thinking themselves unseenc, they 
become more bould then otherwise they would, imd thereby 
shot through when they least thinke of it. Some eaptaines 
observing this ejTOm-, have sought to rcmedie it in some 
of Ilia Majesties shippes ; not by altering the building, but 
by devising a certiiiue defence, made of foure or five inch '^"^"

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'^"'' '•'"'• planckcs, of fire foote high, and sixe ibote broad, ruuuing 
upou wlieeles, huiI placed in such partes of the shippc a.^ 
are most opt-u. Thuse they name blenders, and made of 
clme for the most part ; for that it shivers not with a shotj 
as oake and other timber will doe, which are now in uso 
and scmcc : but best it i», wlieu the whole side hath, oue 
blender, and one amioiir of proofej for defence of those 
whith of force must labour and be aloft. 

Tliis race buildingj first came in by ovcrranch homing^* 
in of our shippes; and received for good, under colour of 
making our shippes thereby the better sca-shippcs, and of 
better advantage to hull and trye : but iu my judgement, 
it brccdcth many inconveniences, and is farre from working 
the effect they pretend, by diaiiiabling them for bearing 
their cage workc correspondent to the pi-oportion and 
mould of the abippe, niakinj:! tliera tender sided, and unable 
to carry sayle in any fresli gaile of winde, and dirainisli- 
iug the play of their artillery, and the place for accom* 
modating their people to fight, hibor, or rest. 

And I am none of those who hold opinion that the over- 
much homing in, the more the better, is commodious and 
easier for the ahippc ; and this out of the experience that 
I hJivc learned, which with forcible rcJisons I could prove 
to be much rather discomodious and worthy to be reformed. 
JJut witball, I hold it not necest^ary to discourse here of 
that particiilaritie, but leave the consequence to men of 
uuderstaudiug, and so surcease. 



SECTION LXU. 

All this second day, and the third day and night, our 

ciiptaine and compauy susteiued the fight, notwithstanding 

the disadvantage where with they fought ; the eucraie being

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ever to wind-ward, and -wee to ke-Trflxd, their shott much 
damnifj-ing us, and ours little aniioyiug tliera ; for wlieti- 
socvor a man eucoiintrcth with Iiis enomie at sea, in 
gajToing the weather gag-e, hee m m possihilitie to sinkehie 
contrary, hut his enemie cannot sinke him ; and therefore 
hce which is forced to fight vnth this diaadvantiigc, is to 
procure by all meanes possible to slioote dowue his cou- 
traries masts or yards, and to teare or spoyle hia taekling 
nud aayles ; for which purpose, billets of some heavy wood 
fitted to the great ordinance, are of great importance. And 
so are aiTows of fire, to bee shott OTit of slni'-bowes, and 
cases of small shott, joyned two and two together, with 
peeees of wyer, of five or sixe jiiches long, which also shot 
out of muskets are of good effect, for tearing the sayles or 
cutting the tackling. 

Some are of opinion that crosse barrea and chaine-shut 
are of moment for the spoyling of masts and yards; hut 
esperieuce dayly tcachcth them not to he of great import- 
ance, though licere at haud, 1 confesse, they worke great 
execution; bnt the round shott la the onely principall 
and powcrfiiil meane to breake mast or yard. 

And in this our fight, the admirall of the Spaniards had 
Ilia fore-mast shot through with two round shott, stJme 
three yardca bcreath the head ; had either of them eutred 
bnt fonrc yuches fiu-thcr into the lieart of the mast, with- 
out all doubt it had fi-ecd us, and perhaps put them into 
our hands. The third day, in the afler-noone, which was 
the 22ud of Juno IBQAf, according to om* comimtation, 
and which I follow in this my discourse, our sayles being 
tome, our mastes all perished, our pumpea rent and shot 
to peeces, and oui- shippe ivith fouiteeue shott under 
water and seven or eight foote of water in hold; many of 
our men being slaine, and the most part of them, which 
remayned sore hurt, and in a manner altogether frmtcles, 
and the euemie offering still to receive us a buena fpierra, 
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^"^ '•'"'• and to give us life and libertie, and imbarkation for our 
eountrey; — our captaine, and those which remnyned of 
our company, were ajl of opinion that our best coiursc was 
to surrender onr solves before our shippe suncke. And so 
by common consent ng:recd the second timu to iiend a ser- 
vant of mine, Tiiomaa Sanders, to siprnifie nuto mee the 
estntc of our shippe and company: and that it was impoa- 
aible by anj* other way to expect for hope of deliverance, 
or life, but by the mirnculouB hand of God, in using his 
Almighty power, or by an honourable surrender: which 
in everj- mans opinion was thought most eoiiveuirnt. So 
was I desired by him to give also my consent, that the 
captaine might capitulate with the Spanish generall, and 
to compound the liest partido he could by sun-cndrmg otit 
selves into his bands, upon condition of life and libertie. 
This hcc declared unto mc, being in a manner voyd of 
aencc, and out of hope to lire or recover; which considered, 
and the circumatancea of his relation, I answered as I 
could, that hcc might judge of my state, readie every 
moment to give up the glioat, and unable to discern in 
this cause what was convenient, except I might sec the 
present state of the »hippe. And that the honour or dis- 
honotir, the welfare or miserj'' was for them, wliich should 
he partakers of life. At last, for that 1 had satisfaction of 
his Tfdour and true dealing in all the time hee had served 
me, and in correspondence of it, had given him (as was 
notorious) charge and credit in many occasions, I bound 
himj by the love and regard hee ought me, and by the I'aitli' 
and duty to Alm.ighty God, to tell me trucly if ail were aa 
he had declared. "Whereunto hee made answere, that hee 
had mauifested unto mee the plaine and naked truth, and 
that hee tooke God to witnesse of the same truth; with 
which receiving satisfaction, I forced my selfe what I 
could to pei'sfvade him to aunimate his companions, and in 
my uame to iutreatc the captaiuc and the rest to persevere 
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in defence of their libertie, lives, and reputation, remittiTig "**' ""• 
ail to hia discretion : not doubting but he woidd be tender 
of bis dutic, and zealous of my reputation, in preferring 
hia liberty, and tlic liberty of the compauy, above aU. re- 
spects wlmtsoever. As for the weliia-e hoped by a sur- 
render, I was altogether unlikely to be partaker thereof, 
death tlireatuiog to deprive mc of the benefit wliich the 
enemie offered ; but if God would bee pleased to free na, 
the joy and comfort I should receive, might perhaps give 
me force and strength to recover health. 

Which auswere being delivered to the captaine, hee 
presently caused a ilaggc of truce to be put in place of oui* 
ensigue, and began to parley of our surrcudry, with a 
Spaniard, which Pon Beltrau appointed for that purpose, 
from the poope of the admiral], to offer in his name, the 
conditions before specified ; with his faitlifiJ promise and 
oath, as the ting general], to take vut a buena querra, and 
to send us all into our owae conntrey. The promise hee 
accepted, and sayd that under the same hee yeelded, and 
jiurrendred himselfe, shippe, and company. Immediately 
there came unto me another servant of mine, and told nic 
that our captaiue had surrendred himselfe, and our shippe; 
which understood, I called unto one Juan Gomes de Pintda, 
a Spanish pilote, which was our pri«onec,aud in all the tight 
wc had kept close in hold, and willed him to goe to the 
generall Don Belt ran de Castro from mecj to tell him that 
if he would give us his word and oath, as the generall of 
the king, and some pledge for confirmation, to receive us 
a buena (juerra, and to give us our lives and libertie, and 
present passage into our ownc conntrey, that we would 
Biirrendcr ourselves and shippe into his bauds ; otherwise, 
that he should never enjoy of us nor ours, any thing but a 
resolution every man to dye fighting. 

With this message I dispatched him, aud called unto me 
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^ Sect Lxn. ^|] uiy company, and cncourng'cd them to sacrifice their 
lives figUtiug oud killing the eucmie, if he gave but a fillip 
to aiiy of our compaTiioMS. The Spauiurds wLllcd us to 
hoise out our hoate, which was ahott all to peeces, and so 
was tteirB. Seeing that he called to us to amaine our 
MEiyles, which we could not well doe, for that they wci-c 
slimg, aud wee had not men inough to hand them. lu 
thin parley, the vice- atl mi rail uommiug upon our qnarter, 
and nut knowing of what had past, dischiu'ged her two 
chase pcccca at ua, and Imrt onr captaine very sore in tlie 
thigh, and maimed one of our masters mates,, called Hugh 
Miiircs, in one of his armcs ; but after knowing us to be 

TiwEiifiiiiih rendred, hee secured us : and we satisfying them that wee 
could not hoise out onr boatc, nor ftrike our sayles, the 
admirall layd us abourd ; but before any man ontred, John 
Gomes went unto the generall, who received him witli 
great curtesie, and asked him what we required ; where- 
iinto he made answere that my demand wm, that in tlie 
KingH name, he should give us his fiiith and promise; to 
give U3 our lives, to kcepc the lawes of fayre warres aiid 
quarter, and to seud us presently into our countrey ; aud 
in confirmation hereof, that I rcqiiircd some pledge : 
whcreuuto the pcncrall made answere : that iu the Kjtigs 
Majesties name, his master, liee received us a btttna querra, 
and Bwore by God Almightic, and by the habit of Alcan- 
tara (whereof he had received knighthood, and in token 
whereof hee wore in his breast a greene crosse, which is 
the eusigne of that order), that he w^ould give us our lives 
with good entreatie, and send us as speedily as he coiUd 
into our owne countrey. In confirmation whereof, he took 
of his glove, and sent it to race as a pledge. 

With this message John Gomes retumedj and the 
Spaniards enlred and tooke possession of our shippe, every 
one Crying, Buena qnerra, buena querra ! oy por mi, maniana 
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par /t;' with whicii our company began to secure them- p"^^' '-'""- 
selves. 

The generftll was a principall gentleman of the ancient 
nohilitio of Spaiue, and brother to the Cunde de Lemos, 
whose inteutiou no doubt was according to his promise; 
and therefore considering that some bad intreaty, and in- 
soieucy, might be offered uuto me in my shippc, by the 
common sonldioraj who seldomc have respect to any person 
in such occaaiona, cBpecially in the case I was^ whereof hee 
had enformed himselfe : for prevention, hee seat a piinci- 
pall captainc, brought up long time in Flaundcrs, called 
Pedro Aliiores de Pulgar, to take care of me, and M^hileat 
the shippea were one abonrd the other, to bring me into 
his ship ; whieli he accomplished with great humauitie and 
courtesie; despising the barres of gold which were shwed 
before his face, which hee mi^ht alone have enjoyed if he 
would. And trnely hee was, as after I found by tryall, a 
true captainc, a man worthy of any charge, and of the 
noblest condition that 1 have knowne any Spaniard. 

The gcncrall received me with great courtesie and com> The miiJo** 
paaaion, even with teares in his eyes, and worils of great an^rvicKhri* 
consolation, and conimaunded mee to bee accommodated 
in hi."* owne cabbiue, ivhere hee sought to cure and comfort 
mee the best he could ; the like hee used with all onr hurt 
men, six and thirtie at least. And doubtlcsse, as tme 
courage, valour, and resolution, is requisit in a generaU. in 
the time of battle, so hnmanitie, mildnea, and courteBie, 
after nctorie. 



SECTION LXIU. 

Whilst the shippes were together, the maine-mast of the 
Daintie fell by the bourd> and the people being occupied in 

1 Uoypor mi, mannna per ti : which may be freelj translated, " my 
(am bo-<i»y, jonrs to-morrow." 
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"•^ '■'"" raiiaaclcmg and scckiiifr for spoUe imtl {lillage, neglected 
the principall ; whereof eusued, that within a shurt space 
the Da'mlie prcw so decpe with water, which increafied for 
w»nt of prevention, that all who were iii her desired to for- 
sake her, and wcared and cryed for succour to bee saved, 
being out of hope of her i-ecoverie. 

Wlici-cupon, the genemll calling together the best ex- 
perimented meu hce had, imd eonsidtcd with them what 
was best to bee douc; it was resolved that generull Michaell 
Angcll should goe abourd the Oaintie, and witli him three- 
Bcore mnrriuers, as many souldicrs, and with them the 
English meu who were able to hibour^ to free her fi-om 
wfttcrj and to put her in order if it were powihlej and then 
to rc?iCovcr Perieo the port of Panama; for that, of those to 
wiiid-wards, it was impossible to tui"ne up to any of them, 
and neorcr then to le-ward was not any that could supply 
our necessities and wants ; which lay from us east noith- 
east, above two hmiclreth lenguea. 

Michaell Angell bein^ a man of experience and caro, 
accomplished that he tooke in baud; although in clearing 
and bayling the water, in placing a pumpej and in fitting 
and mending her fore-saile, he spent above six and tliirtie 
bowers, 

During which time the shippes lay all a hull ; but this 
worke ended, they set sayle, and directed their course for 
the ilcs of Pcarles. And for that the Dmnfie sayled badly, 
what for want of her maitie-aaylef and with the advantage 
which all the South-sea shippes have of all those biult in 
our North-sea, the admirall gave her a tawe j' which not- 
withstanding, the wind calming with us as we approached 
neercr to the land, twelve daycs were f-pcnt before we could 
fetch sight of the ilands ; which lye alongst the coast, be- 
ginning some eight leagues, west south-west from Panama, 
and run to the south-wards neere thirtie leagues. They 

I Tow or tug. 
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are many, and the most tmhabited ; and those wliich hjive '^"^' ^'""- 
people, have some negroes, slaves unto the Spaniards, which 
occupie themselves iu labour of the land, or in fishing for 
pcarlcs. 

lu times past, raatiy inrichcd themselves with that trade. F"'!'''!: f«f 
but now it is growme to decay. The m;umer of tisliing for 
pearlea is, witli certainc long^ piiiiices or smitll barkcs, in 
which there goe foure, five, sixCj ur eight negroes, expert 
swimmers, aud great deevcrs,' irbom the Spaniards call 
bnsos ; with tract of time, use, and eontinuaJl praetiBe, 
having learned to hold their breath long under water, for 
the bettor atchicving theii' worke. These throwing them- 
selves into the sea, with certaiue instruments of their art, 
goo to the bottome, and aeeke the bankesof the oysters in 
wliicb the pearles are ingendred, an4l with their force and 
art remonve tliem fi'om their foundation ; in which they 
spend more or lesse time, according to the resiatance the 
firmnes of the ground affordeth. Once loosed, they put 
them into n, hagge under their armcB, and afterhriug them 
up into th«r boates. Having loaden it, they goe to the 
shoare ; there they open them and take out the peai-lcs : 
they lie imdcp the uttermost part of the circuite (if the 
oyster, in rankes and proportious, under a certainc part, 
which is of many plcights and folds, called the nill'c, for 
the aimilitude it hath unto a ruffe. 

The pearles increase in bignea, as they be neerer the end 
or joynt of the oyster. The meate of those which have these 
pearles is milkie, and not very wholesome to be eaten. 

In anno 1583, in the ilaud of Margarita/ 1 was at the 

drcggiug of pcarle oysters, after the manner we dregge 

oysters in England ; and with mine owue hands 1 opened 

many, and tookc out the pesu'ies of them, some greater, 

8ome Icsse, and in good quantitie.

for they are fonud iu both, divera and auudry are the 
opinions, but some ridiculous : whereof, becnuse many 
famous and learned men have written larg:e!y, I ^vill spcakc 
no more then hath beene formerly spoken, but referre tlieir 
curiona desires to Pliny, with other ancient and inodeme 
authors. 

ilore'Il^'ifl They arc foniid in divers parta of the world, as in the 
West Indies, in tlie South sea, in the East Indian sea, iu 
the Stniites of Magellane, and iu the Scottii!«h sea. 

Tliosc found ncere the pooles' arc not perfect, hut are of 
a thick colour ; whereas such as are found nccre the lino, 
are most orient and transparent : the curious call it their 
water : and the best is a cieare white sliioing, with fierie 
flames. And those of the East Indin. have the best reputa- 
tion, though as good are found in the West India; the 
choice ones ai"e of great valew and estimation; but tlie 
greatest that I have read or heard of, w!ia found in these 
Hands of Pearles ; the which king Phillip the Second of 
Spaine gave to his daughter Elizabeth, wife to Albertns, 
arch-duke of Austria, and goveriiour of the states of Ftaun- 
ders ; in whose posseaslon it remnineth, and is called Iu 
prrreffrina,^ for the rarcncs of it ; being as bigge as the 
pomcU of a ponisj'd.

In this navigation, after our surrender, the generall tooke 
especial care for the good iutreaty of usj aud especially of

» lUrc— wonderful ; this pearl was found at Santa MaTgarita ;

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those who were Uiirt. And God bo blessed the hands of our ^"^ »■"* ■ 
surgians (besides that thcj wore expca-t in their art), that 
of all our wounded men not one died that waa alive the day 
after om* surrendiy : the number whereof was necre fortie; 
and many of tlieiii with eight, ten, or twelve wounds, and 
some with more. The thing that ought to move us to give 
God Almighty espeeiall thankes and prayscsj waa, that they 
were cured in a manner without instruments or salves. 
For the cheats were all broken to peeces, and many of their 
simplea and compounds throwne into the sea; those which 
remained, were such as were throwne about the sliippe in 
broken pots and haggs; and such as by the Divine Provi- 
dence were reserved, at the end of three daycs, l)y order 
from the generall, were commaiinded to be nought and 
gathered together. These with some instruments of small 
moment, boiight and procured from those who had reserved 
tliem to a different end, did not ouely serve for our cures, 
but also for the curing of the Sjmmards, being majiy more 
then those of our comjiany. 

For the Spanish sHrgiaiia were altogether ignorant in 
their profession, and had little or nothing wherewith to 
cure. And I have noted, that the Spaniards, in generall, 
are nothing so curious in acet>mmodating themaelvcs with 
good and carefidl snrgeans, nor to fit them with that which 
helongeth to their profcssiaUj aa other nations are, though 
they have greater ueede then any that I do know. 

At the time of oiir surrender, I had not the Spanish 
tongur, and so was forced to use an interpreter, or the 
Latiu'e, or Trench, which holpe me much for the under- 
standing of those which spake to me in Spanish, together 
with a httle smattering I had of the Portngall. 

TEirough the noble proceeding of Don Beltran vnth us, 
and his particulai* care towards jnc, in curing and couifurt- 
ing me, I began to gather heart, and !iope of life, and 
health ; ray servants, which were on footej advised me 
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ordinarily of that whinli past. But some of our enemiea, 
badly inclined, repined at the proceedings of the ^uerall, 
and sayd lie did ill to use us so well ; that we were liu- 
thorana; aud for that cause, the I'ldtli which was giveu ns, 
was uot to be kept uor performed. Othera, that wee bad 
fonght as good Bouldiers, and therefore desen-cd good 
quarter : others nicknamed us with the name of coTsarios, 
or piratfi; not discerning thereby that they included them- 
eelvea within the same imputation. Some were of opinion, 
that from Panama, the generall would send us into Spaiue : 
others sayd that he durst not dispose of us hut by order 
from the vice-roy of Peru, who liad giveu liim his au- 
thority, This hit the naylc on the head. 

To all I gave the hejiringj and laid up in the storp-lvouse 
of my mcraory that which I thought to be of subataace ; 
and in the atore-hoiise of my consideration, endevourcd to 
frame a proportionable resolution to all occui'ants, con- 
formable to Gods most holy will. Withall I profitted my 
aelfe of the meanes which slionld be offered, and lK.*are 
greatest probabilitie to worke our comfort, helpe, and re- 
lucclie. Aud so as time ministered opportnnitie, I began, 
aud eudcvoui'cd to tiattsfie the general] and the bettor sort 
in the points I durst intermeddle. And especiaU}- to per- 
swade, by the beat reasons T could, that wee might be 
sent presently from Panama; allcagiug the promise given 
118, the cost and charges ensning, which doubtl&s wf»ild he 
such as deserved coa»ideratiou and excuse : besides, that 
now whilest he was in place, and power and authority in 
his hands, to performe with us, that hee would looke iuto 
hi» honour, and profit liiraaclfe of the occasion, and not put 
us into the hands of a tldrd perwou ; who perhaps beiug 
more powerfull then himselfe, he might be forced to pray 
and intreatc the performance of liLs promise : whereunto 
bee gave u.*( the heariug, aud bare us in lumd that hee 
would doc whiit hee could. 
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The general!, and all ui general], not oiiely in the Pem, ^'•"""- 
hut in all Spaine, and the ktugdomes thereof, before our 
Burrentlry, held all Englisli men of warre to he corsarios, 
or pirats ; which I lahoui-ed to refoi-me, both in the Peni, 
and alaci iu the coimsels of Spaine, and amongst the cIiiRf- 
taiues, souldiers, and better sort, with whom I came to 
have conversation : allcailgingr that a yiivatc cr corsariii, is 
hec, which in time of pcaee or tnicc, spoylcth or rohbuth wi.bi» 
those which h«ve peace or truce with them ; but the 
English have neyther peace nor truce with Spaine, but 
wiirre; and therefore not to be accounted pirats. Tiesidcs, 
Spainc broke the peace with England, and not England 
with Spainc; and that by jTnhargo,' whicli of all klndes of 
defiances is most reproved, aaid of least reputation ; the Thiw ort.

ransoming of piTsouers, and that by the cannon benij; 
more honorable; hut above all, the most honorable is with 
trumpet and herald to proclaiine and denounce the warre 
by publicke defiance. And so if they ahoold condemn© 
the Eughah for pirats, of force they muat first condemne 
themselves. 

Moreover, pirats are those who range the aeas without 
licence from tlieir prince ; who when they are met with, 
are punished more severely by their owne lords, tht-n vvht'ii 
they fiillinta the hands of stranj^ers: which ia notorious 
to he more severely prosecuted in England, in lime of 
peace, then in any of the kingdomey of Cliristendome. 

But the Eng^lish have all licence, either imuiediately 
from their prince, or from others thereunto authorized, inul 
so cannot in any aence be comprehended under the name 
of pirats, for any hostility undertaken agabiat Spainc or 
the dcpendancics thereof. 

And so the state standing as now it doth ; -if in Spaiue a Ti.ri:ii»ii-m 
particular man should arm a shippe, and goe in warre-fare •'^'«<"'-''- 

1 Im)»u^ — omhargo : laying on an embargo, meiins Usuing an order 
to firevent the sailing <jf vcMscis. 
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^*°'- ""'• with it against the English, and happened to bo taken by 
them; I make no question, but tlie company should bee 
intreatefl according to that manner, -vrhich they have ever 
used since the beginnLng of the warre, without miikiu^ 
further iDqiusition. 

Then if Leo were rirh ot puorc, to see if hee were able 
to ^'ive a raasome, iu tliis also they are not very curious. 
But if this Spanish shippc shoiihl fall athwart his King's 
arroado or pallics, I raalio no doubt but tliey would hang 
the captaiue and his companie for pirate*. My reason i«, 
for that by a epedall Law, it is enacted, that no man in the 
kingdomes of Spaiiic, may arme any shippe, aud goe in 
warre-fare, without tlie King's speciall licence and cwm- 
miiiHiun, upon paine to be reputed a pirate, and to bee cbos- 
If'ji'iwitua'' ■ti^^fl ^'^ith the punishment due to corsarios. In England 
the case is ditfereut : for the wane once proclaimed, every 
man may arme that will, and hath wherewith; which 
malceth for ourgT-catrr exemption from being comprehended 
within the number uf |iirates. 

With these, aud other like arguments to tbis purpose, 
(to avoid tcdiousnes, I omitt): I convinced all those whom 
I heard to hsu-pe upon this string: winch was of no Kmall 
importance for our good cntreatie, aud motivea for many, 
to further aud favour the accomplishmeut of the promi&e 
lately made unto us.

idivou. Oke day after diuner, as was the ordiuary custome, tht? 

tnfhuna gencrall, bis captainea, and the better sort of bis foilowcm, 
being assembled in the cabbin of the poope in conference, 
an eager contention arose amongst them, totichiug the 
capitulation of tiiit'/ia qtierra, and the pin"port thereof. Some 
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sayd that onely life and good eatreatic of the priaoners was '*"*' ''^'' 
to be com prcli ended therein: othcrBeii]argedj.and restrained 
it, according to their liumors and experience. In fine, my 
opinion was reqim-ed^ and -whrtt I liad scene and knownc 
toncliing that point: whereui I pawaed a little, nud sus- 
pecting the worst, feared that it might be a "baite layd to 
catch me withall, and so excnHcd my selfe, saying : that 
where ao many experimented souldicrswcrejoyned together, 
my young judgement was little to be respetrtcd : wheremito 
the general! replied, that knowledge was not alwayes 
incident to ycarcs, though reason rcqiiircth. that the aged 
shindd be the wisest, but an Jirt acquired by action and 
management of affaires ; and therefore they wotdd be but 
certified what I had aeene, and what my judgement was in 
this point. Unto which^ seeing I coidd not well excuse 
mysell'e, 1 condisccnded; and calling my wit a together, 
hoiding it better to sboote out my hoult by yeelding unto 
reason, althougli I miglit errCj then to stand obstinate, my 
wiU being at warre with my consent, and fearing my dcniall 
might be taken fordiscourtesiic, which pcradventtu'e might 
also purchase me mislike with those who seemed to wish 
me comfort and reatitutiun : 1 submitted to better iudge- rJioruwiB- 
mcntj the reformation of the present assembly, saying ; 
"Syr, under the capitulation of buena qmrra, or fayre 
warres, I have ever understood, and so it bath beeue ob- 
sen*ed in these, as also in former timea, that preservation 
of life and good entreatie of the prisoner have beene com- 
prehended ; and ftirther, by no meanes to he urged to any 
thing contrary to his conscience, as touching his religion; 
Dor to be seduced or menaced from the allegeauce due to 
his prince and country; but rather to ransomchim for his 
moneths pay. And this is that wliicb I have knowne prac- 
tised in our timCR, in general], amongst all eiiTll and nohle 



I nations. But the English have enlarged it one point more tiio nouc 
towai'ds the SpaaiiU'ds rendred « imena querra in these Eoniinii. 
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warren ; iiave ever tlelivered them which have beene taken 
opon such compositions, without ransomc : but the covet- 
ousnes of our ago hatli brought in many abuses, and ex- 
cluded the principall officers from partaking of the benefit 
of this )}iivilcgc, in leaving them to t}ic iliscrctioii of the 
victor, being, many times, poorer then the common soiii- 
(lierSj their qualities considereil ; whereby they arc commonly 
put to mure then the ordiTiary ransome; and not being able 
of themselves to accomplish it, are forgotten of their prince* 
and sometimes suiter long imprisonment^ which they 
shoidd not." 

With thisj Don Bcltran aayd : " Tlus amhiguitie you 
hare well resolved ;" aud, like a wortliie geutUmian, ivitU 
grcftt courtesie and libcrfiHtic, added : " let not the last 
point trouble you, biit bee of good comfort j for I here givo 
you my word anew, that your ransome, if any shall be 
thought due, shall be but a copie of grey-honuds for mec, 
and other two for my brother, thi; Conde de Lemos: and 
this I sweai-e to you by the habit of Aleantera. Provided 
alwayesj tliat the King, my master, leave you to my dispose, 
as of right you belong unto me." 

For amongst the Spaniards in their armadoes, if there 
bcc an absolute geneiall, the tenth of all is due to him, 
and he is to take choiae of the best : where in other coun- 
ti'ica, it is by lot that the geueralls tcutli is given. And 
if they be hut two shippes, be doth the like ; and being hut 
one, shee is of right the gcncralls. This I hardly believed, 
until I saw a letter, in wliich the King willed his vice-roy 
to give Don Beltran thankea for our shippe and artillerie, 
which be had given to his Majcstie. 

I yeeldcd to the generall most bcartic thankea for his 
great favour, wherewith bee hound mee ever to sceke 
bow to serve him, and deserve it. 
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In this discourse, gcncrall Michael AugeU dexuandcd for 
what purpose sen'ed the little short nrrowcs which we had 
in our shippe, aad those in bu great quautitie. 1 satisfied 
them that they were for out muskets. They are not as yet 
iu use amongst the Spaniards, yet of singular effect and exe- 
cution, as our enemies coufessed : for the xippex worke of 
their shippes heiug musket proofe, in all places tlicy passed 
through both sides with fucLUtie, audwrouglit extraordiuai'y 
disasters ; wluch caused admiration, to see themselves 
wounded with amall shottj wliero they thought themselves 
secure ; and by no meanes could, find where they eatred, 
uor come to the sight of any of the shott. 

Hereof they proved to profit themselves after, but for 
that they wanted the tampkins, which are first to he driven 
home before the arrow be put in; and aa they understood 
not the secret, they rqected them as uncertaine, and there- 
tore not to be used : but of all the shot used now a-dayes, 
for the annoying of an oncmio in Uglit by sea^ few arc of 
greater moment for many rcapects, which I bold not con- 
venient to treat of in publique. 
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SECTION LXVtl. 

A LiiTLE to the south-M'ards of the ihiud of Fewrlo, be-J"i"'<«- 
twixt Hovcn and eight degrees, is the great river of Saint "«- i"""' 
Buena Ventura. It falleth into the South sea with three 
moutlios, the bead of which is but a little distant irom the 
North BCH. In anno ITiTG, or 1576, one .Tohn Oxman,i of 
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Plymoutli, going iuto tlie West Indies, joyued witli the 
Symnrons. 

These are fugitive negroes, and for tlip bail intrcatie 
wMch their masters had given them, were then rctyred into 
the mountainoa, and livcil ujjou the spoyle of such Spaniards 
as they coiUd muster, and cotdd never he hnjufrbt into 
oljC'diencc, till by compositiou they luul a place linimittcd 
them for their freedonie, where they sUouhl live quietly by 
themselves. At this day they have a great habitation necrc 
PanaDia, called Saint lago de Lo8 Negros, well peopled, 
with all their officers and coiumauudcrs of their owae, save 
onely a Spanish govemoiir. 

By the assistance of these Srmarous, hee brought to the 
head of tliia river, by pcecemeale, and in many journeys, a 
amall pinnace ; hee fitted it by time in a warlike manner, 
and with the choice of bis company, put himselfe into the 
South sea, where his good Imp was to meeto with a cople 
of shippes of trade, and in the one of them a great quautitie 
of gokl. And amongst other things, two peeces of Bpeciall 
estimation : the one a table of masaie gold, with cmralds, 
sent for a present to the King; the other a lady of 
singular beaiitie, married, and a mother of children. The 
latter grewe to hee his perdition : for hee had capitulated 
with these Symarons, that their part of the bootie should 
he onely the prisoners, to the ende to execute their malice 
upon them (such waa the rancor they had conceived against 
them, for that they had bcene the tyrants of their hbcrtie) . 
But the Spaniards not contented to have them their slaves, 
who lately had beene their lords, added to their servitude, 
cruell entreaties. And they agaiue, to feede their insatiable 
rcveiiges, accnatomed to roat and eate the hearts of all those 
Spaniards, whom at any time they could lay hand upon. 

John Oxman, I say, was taken with the love of this latly, 
and to winne her good will, what through her tearea and 
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perswasions.atid what tlirougli feoi'e and detestation of their """^ '^""" 
(mrbaroua inclinations, bccakiugpromiseiritli the Symarons, 
yeelded to her request; which was, to give the prbioners 
liberty with their shijjpes, for that they were not uaetull for 
him : notwithstanding, Osman kept the liidy, who had iu 
one of the restored ehippes eyther a sonne or a nephew. 
This nephew, with the rest of the Spaniards, made all the Hi. punuit. 
hast they could to Panama, and they used 8uch dilig:ence, 
as Tiithiu ftiwc bowers some were dispatched to seek those 
who little thought so quickly too bee overtaken. Tlie pup- 
sucrs approaching the river, were doubtfiiU by which of the 
ftfore-rcmembrcd three moulhes they should take their way. 

In this wavcrinsr, one of the souldiers espied certaiue Aadirjij 
feathers of hennes, and some boughes of trees, wluch they 
had cut off to make their way, swimming; down one of the 
oxitlets. This was light sulheient to guide them in their 
course; they entred the rirerj and followed the tracke as 
farre as their frigats had water sufficient ; and then with 
part of their soiddiers in their boatcH, and the rest on the 
bankca on eyther side, they marched day and night in pnr- 
aiiite of their enemies ; and in fine came iippon them un- 
expected, at the head of the river, making good cheare in 
their tents, and deWded in two partialities about thepnrti' 
tion, and sharing of theii* gold. Thus were they surprised, 
and not one caeapcd. 

Some sav that John Oxnian fled to the Symaroiis, but Hefljeti. 
they utterly denyed to receive or sncconr him, for that he 8y«i»n"">' 
had broken his promise ; the ouely objection they cast iu 
his teeth was, that if he had held his word with them, hce 
had never fallen into this extremitie. 

Ill finCj hcc was taken, and after, liis shippe also waa 
posacssed by the Spaniards, which he had hid in a certaiue 
cove, and covered with boughes of trees, in the guard and 
cuatodie of some foure or five of his followers. All lua 
company were conveyed to Panama, and there were ym- 
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stid.ij»iii. |,gj)((.fj fof Lyma ; where a proccase wna made against them 

by the justice, aud all condemned and hanged as pirat^js. 
2^J^°J^ This mfLvlH' ft good example to others in like occasions : 
itDpuuitJini. gj.gj ^^ shnuue such uolorious siuiies, which cannot escape 
punishment in this life, nor in the life to come : for the 
breach of faith is reputed among^ tlie greatest faults which 
ft man can comraitt. Sccondlv, not to abuse another mans 
mfe, much lesse to force her; both being odious to God 
and mau. Thirdly, to beware of mutenies, which seldome 
or never are scene to come to better ends; for where such 
trees flourish, the Iruite, of force, must ej-tlier bee bitter, 
swccte, or very sower. And therefore, Beeiog wee vaunt 
ourselves to bee Christians, anfl make profession of Hia 
law who forhiddcth all such vanities; let us faithfully 
shnnuc them, that wee may partake the end of that hope 
which our professiou teachcth and promisotli. 



SECTION Lsvin. 

CoMUii'o in sight of tlie ilaiids of Pearles, the wbid began 
to fresh in with us, and wee profited our selves of it : but 
I* p«d*iJL commbig thwart of asmiJl Llaud,which they call laPacheta, 
that lyeth within thePearle ilands, close abourd the mayne, 
and some eight or ten leases south and by west from 
Panama, the wind calmed agiuiie. 

This Hand belongeth to a private man ; it is a ronnd 
humock,' conteyning not a league of ground, but most fer- 
tile, lusomnch, that by the owners industnc, and tlie 
labour of some few slaves, who oecuj)ic themselves in ma- 
nuring it; and two barkes, which he imployeth in bringing

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the fruit it giveth to Paoamaj it m sayd to boe w^ortb him 
every wceke, one irith anotlicr, a barrc of silver, ralued 
betwist two bunili-eth and fiftte or three hundreth pettos ; 
wliicli iu Eiiglisli money, may amownt to flftie or three- 
score pomids : and for that wliich T saw at my being in 
Fauamu, touuliing this, I hold to be true. 

In our course to fetch the port of Panama, wee put oui- 
BDlves betwixt tlic iland aiid the maiue: wliich is a goodly 
clianiiell, of three, foure, iuid five leagues broad, aud with- 
out diingi^r, except a man come too neare the ahoare on any 
side ; and tliat is thought the better course, then to goe a 
sea-bcord of the ilands, because of the swift running of the 
tydeSj and the advantage to stoji t}ic cbbe : as also for 8uc- 
conr, if ft man should happen to bee becalmed at any time 
beyond expectation, which happcncth sometimes. 

The scTcnth of July wee had sight of Perico : they ai-e 
two little ihtnds which cause the port of Panama., where aU 
the shippca used to ride. It is some two leagues west north- 
west of the cittie, which hath also a pere' iu itsclfe for small 
barkca ; at full sea it may have some sixe or seiwcn foote 
water, but at low water it is dric. 

The ninth of July wee anchored under Perico, and the 
g^nemU presently advised the Amllenria of that which had 
succeeded in his journey : which, understood by them, 
caused bonfires to be made, and every man to put lumina- 
ries iu their bouses. The fiishton is much used amongst the 
Spaniards in their feasts of joy, or for glad tidings ; placing 
many hghta iu their churches^ iu their windowcs, and 
galleries, aud comers of their houses ; wliich being iu the 
beginning of the night, and the cittic close by the sea-shore, 
showed to us, being iari'e of, as though the cittie hud been 
on a light fire. 

About eight of the clocke, all the artillery of the citty 
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**'^ '•'"'"'■ was shott off, which woe miglit diNccme by thfi flnalics of 
fire, but could not heare the report; yettlie armada beiug 
lulviscd tliercof, and in a readinessc, answered them like- 
wise with all their artillery j which taking endcj as all the 
vanities of this eiurth doc, the generall settled hiraselfe to 
dispatch advise for the King, for the rice-roy of Peru, and 
for the Aice-roy of the 'Nova. Spaua, for hee also had heeue 
certified of our being in that ^ea, uiid liad fitted au armado 
to Eeeke ua, and to guard his coast. 

But now for a farewell (and note it), let me relate unto 
you this acerct, how Don Bcltran shewed mee a letter from 
the King, his master, <ljrected to the vice-roy, wherein he 
gave him particular relation of my pretended voyage ; of 
the ships, their burden, their munition, their numlwr of 
men, which I had in them, as perfectly as if he had secne 
all with his own eyes : saying unto mc, " Ileercby may you 
disceme whether the King, my master, have friends in 
England^ and good and apeedie adnce of all that passeth." 

"WTiereuuto I replyed : "" It waa no wonderj for that hee 
had plentie of gold and ailverj which worketh this aud more 
strange effects : for my journey was publique and notorious 
to all the kingdome." Wlierciinto hcc replyed, that if 
I thought is so conveuient, leave should be given mee to 
write into England to the Queens MHJcstic, my mistresse, 
to my father, and to other personages, 08 I thought good; 
aud leavijig the letters open, that he would send some of 
them in the King's packet, others to lua nncle Don Rodrigo 
dc Castro, cardinall aud archbishoppe of SeiiU, and to other 
friends of his ; not making any doubt but that they would 
be speedily in England." Fur which I thanked hira, and 
accepted his courtcaie; and although 1 was my seli'c un- 
able to wi-ite, yet by the handa of n servant of mine, I wrote 
three or foure coppiea of one letter to my lather. Sir John 
Hawkins ; in which I briefly made relation of all that had 
succeeded in. our voyage. 
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Tlie dispatcliea of Spiiine and New Spaine, went by or- ""*-"^"' 
fUnary course in slaps of aih'ise; but tliat for the PerUj was 
sect by ii kiuseman of the gencraUs, called Don Francisco 
(le la Cuena. 

^Itich being dispatched, Don Beltrau liasted itlL that 
ever hcc could to put liia shipper in order, to retiime to 
hyms,. Hee caused the Dainlieto bp grounded and trim- 
med ; for in those ilauds it higheth and falleth some fifteen 
or sixteen foote water. 

And tlie geuerall with his captaines> and aome rehgious 
men being abonrd her, and new naming her^ named her the 
VmtatioH, for that shee was reudred on the day on which 
they celebrate the. vistitation of the blessed Virgin Maty. 
Ill that place, the ground being pluine and without vantage, 
whereby to helpe the tender sided and shai-pe ships, they are 
forced to shore them on either side. In the midest of their 
solemnity, her props and Bhorcs of one side faylcd, and bo 
shcc fell over upon that side suddenly, intrcnting many of 
them which were in her, very badly ; and doiihtlease, had 
shee bin like the sliippes of the South sea, shee had 
broken out her hidge: but being without niastes and 
Ompty (for hi the South sea, when they bring a-grouud 
a shippe, they leave neither mast, halast, uor any other 
thing abourd, besides the hare hull), her strength waa such 
as it made no great show to have received any damage j 
hut the feare ahee put them all into was not little, and 
caused them to runne out of her faster then a good pace. 

In these ilands is no succour nor refvesliiug ; ouelv in 
the one of thoin is one liouse of strawe, and a little spring 
of small moment. For the water^ which the shippes use 
for their provision, tliey fetch frora another ilaud, two 
leagues west north-west of these, which they call Tahaga, 
ha\iug in it some fniitc and refreshing, an<l souie fewe 
Indians to inhabite it.

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^'°'- ' ■ "'"■ What succeeded to mee, and to the rest during our im- 
prisonment, with the rarities and particularitieB of the Peru 
and Terra Firme, my voyage to Spaine, and the successe, 
with the time I spent in prison in the Peru, iu the Tercera, 
in Sevill, and in Madrid, with the accidents which befell me 
in them, I leave for a second part of this discourse^ if Gk>d 
give life and convenient place and rest, necessary for so 
tedious and troublesome a worke : desiring God, that is 
Almightie, to give his blessing to this and the rest of my 
intentions, that it and they may bee fruitefull to His 
glory, and the good of all : then shall my desires 
be accomplished, and I account myselfe 
most happie. To whom be all 
glury, and thankes &om 
all eternitie. 
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
